In  the  foregoing  summary  all  patients  not  paupers  within 
the  statutory  definition,  viz.,  “  maintained  wholly  or  in  part 
by,  or  chargeable  to,  any  parish,  union,  county,  or  borough,” 
are  technically  included  in  the  private  class. 

This  is  to  borne  in  mind,  more  especially  as  regards  the 
military  and  naval  hospitals  and  the  Broadmoor  Criminal 
Asylum,  wherein  all  but  108  of  the  patients  in  the  last  named 
are  maintained  by  the  State. 

The  summary  shows  a  total  increase  in  the  number  of 
insane  persons  of  all  classes  on  the  1st  of  January  1870,  as 
compared  with  the  1st  of  January  1869  ( see  Table  1  next 
page),  of  1,536,  of  which  number  the  following  is  an 
analysis : 

The  number  of  private  patients  during  the  interval  in 
question  has  increased  in  county  and  borough  asylums  by 
34,  in  registered  hospitals  by  30,  in  licensed  houses  by  21, 
and  in  private  charge  as  “  single  patients  ”  by  32  ;  while  in 
naval  and  military  hospitals  they  have  decreased  by  1 1  ;  the 
result  being  a  net  increase  of  106  in  patients  of  the  private 
class. 

The  pauper  patients  have  increased  in  county  and  borough 
asylums  by  1,079,  in  licensed  houses  by  87,  in  workhouses 
by  177,  and  as  out-door  paupers  by  99  ;  while  in  registered 
hospitals  they  have  decreased  by  13.  The  result  being  a 
total  increase  in  the  pauper  class  of  1,429  patients.  The 
criminal  patients  on  the  books  of  the  Broadmoor  Asylum 
were  more  in  number  by  one  on  the  1st  of  January  1870, 
than  at  the  corresponding  date  in  1869. 

In  the  following  pages  will  be  found,  in  similar  form  to 
those  introduced  into  last  year’s  Report,  tables  showing  the 
number  and  distribution  of  the  insane  of  all  classes  on  the 
1st  of  January  in  every  year  since  1859  ;  their  proportion  to 
the  population,  the  numbers  and  distribution  of  those  de¬ 
tained  under  “  orders  and  certificates  ;  ”  the  admissions, 
discharges,  and  deaths  of  the  latter  in  each  year ;  together 
with  the  per-centage  of  the  recoveries  and  deaths.  Tables 
have  also  been  inserted,  showing  the  proportion  of  pauper 
lunatics  to  paupers,  and  the  per-centage  of  the  former  placed 
in  asylums,  in  workhouses,  and  resident  with  their  relatives 
or  others.

pitais,  and  Li-  in  the  several  asylums,  hospitals,  and  licensed  houses,  on  the 
(Appendix  a!)*  °f  January  1870,  together  with  the  admissions,  dis¬ 
charges,  recoveries,  and  deaths  which  have  taken  place 
therein  during  the  past  year.  Columns  have  now  for  the 
first  time  been  introduced,  showing,  of  the  total  admissions, 
the  number  of  re-admissions  and  of  transfers  not  included 
in  the  re-admissions.  The  proportion  varies  considerably 
in  the  different  asylums ;  but  it  will  be  observed  that,  of  the 
total  number  of  1 1,045  admissions,  1,429,  or  12*93  per  cent., 
were  re-admissions,  namely,  patients  who  had,  at  some  time 
previously,  been  under  treatment  in  the  particular  asylums, 
hospitals,  and  licensed  houses  in  which  they  again  became 
resident  during  the  year  1869. 

Deducting  the  re-admissions,  and  the  5  77  transfers  not 
included  therein,  from  the  total  admissions  of  the  year, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  first  admissions  of  the 
year  1869  have  been  9039.

Appendix  (E.)  contains  copies  of  the  entries  made  by  the 
Commissioners  on  their  visits  to  the  several  county  and 
borough  asylums  during  the  year  1869.  The  reports,  the 
result  of  very  minute  and  careful  inspection,  show  on  the 
whole  that  good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  mode 
of  managing  these  large  and  daily  increasing  institutions  ; 
and  although  in  some  instances  it  has  been  our  duty  to 
comment  on  shortcomings  and  cases  of  neglect,  we  have 
generally  been  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the  skill  and  zeal 
evinced  by  the  medical  superintendents  in  the  execution 
of  their  very  grave  and  difficult  duties.  The  amount  of 
responsibility  thrown  upon  these  gentlemen  varies  consider¬ 
ably  in  different  counties,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the 
committees  of  visitors  wisely  entrust  them  with  very  extensive 


powers.

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There  are  still  asylums  where  the  medical  staff  is  not  suffi-  county  and 
cient  to  render  it  practically  possible  that  recent  and  curable  “ 
cases  should  receive  the  amount  of  individual  and  personal 
care  necessary  for  their  treatment  and  restoration,  and  where 
also  from  the  same  cause  due  supervision  cannot  be  exercised 
over  the  attendants  and  nurses  This  last  most  important 
subject  will  be  fully  dealt  with  elsewhere,  and  we  regret  that 
we  shall  have  to  describe  several  acts  of  violence  committed 
by  attendants  in  county  asylums,  which  in  three  instances 
were  followed  by  fatal  results,  but  in  only  one  of  which, 
although  careful  inquiries  were  instituted,  such  evidence  was 
obtained  as  w^ould  justify  criminal  proceedings. 

Owing  to  the  adoption  in  many  asylums  of  the  recommen¬ 
dation  made  in  our  last  Report  for  the  careful  personal  ex¬ 
amination  of  patients  immediately  on  their  admission,  one 
element  of  uncertainty  in  such  cases  has  been  removed,  and 
in  two  of  the  instances  above  referred  to,  no  doubt  existed 
that  the  fatal  injuries  had  been  inflicted  after  the  patients 
had  been  received  into  the  asylum. 

We  now  proceed  to  report  what  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year  to  improve  the  accommodation  for  pauper  lunatics, 
which,  in  some  counties,  is  still  insufficient  to  meet  the  in¬ 
creasing  requirements  of  the  population.  We  shall  also 
notice  as  each  asylum  comes  under  review  such  other 
special  matters  as  may  have  occurred  in  connection  with  it. 

The  proposed  additions  at  the  Three  Counties’ Asylum  near  Beds,  Herts, 
Hitchin,  which  were  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  and  Hunts* 
1868,  have  hitherto  been  delayed,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  sufficient  water.  Great  inconvenience  had  for 
some  time  past  been  experienced  from  this  cause,  and  the 
visitors  wisely  refrained  from  adding  to  the  asylum  popu¬ 
lation  until  the  possibility  of  obtaining  an  abundant  supply 
was  determined.  It  was  only  after  much  delay,  and  boring 
to  a  depth  of  many  hundred  feet,  that  the  difficulty  has  been 
overcome.  The  new  building  will  now  be  commenced  at 
once,  and  the  visitors  have  resolved  at  the  same  time  to 
construct  a  second  dining-hall  for  male  patients,  similar  to 
the  one  already  sanctioned  in  the  female  division. 

Plans  for  this  purpose  have  been  approved.  It  was  our 
wish  that  the  visitors  should  have  constructed  one  large 
central  hall  in  lieu  of  the  two  they  propose  to  build,  but  we 
were  unable  to  induce  them  to  adopt  this  view. 

The  committee  of  visitors  of  the  Bucks  Asylum  have  Bucks,

to  upwards  of  25  acres,  for  the  sura  of  2,703  l. ,  or  at  the 
rate  of  108  l.  per  acre.  This  addition  was  much  needed,  as 
the  original  estate  amounted  to  no  more  than  2 7  acres,  and 
there  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients,  the  majority  of  whom  are  of  the  agricultural 
class.

The  necessity  for  increased  accommodation  at  the  Car¬ 
marthen  Asylum  being  already  urgent,  the  visitors  have 
recently  submitted  plans  for  additional  wings,  which  will 
provide  52  beds  in  each  division,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  62  l. 
per  patient.  When  opened  in  January  1 866,  the  building 
was  not  complete,  two  receding  wings  which  formed  part  of 
the  original  design  having  been  omitted.  The  proposed 
additions  will  occupy  the  position  of  these  wTings,  but  the 
internal  arrangements  wTill  be  so  far  different  as  to  provide 
for  a  larger  number  of  patients  than  was  originally  pro¬ 
posed. 

Great  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  here,  owing  to 
culpable  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  architect  during  the 
progress  of  the  building,  which  was  given  up  by  the  con¬ 
tractor  in  such  a  discreditable  condition  that  very  heavy 
expenses  will  have  to  be  incurred  in  the  repairs  already 
become  everywhere  necessary. 

A  case  of  death  from  fractured  ribs  occurred  at  this  asylum 
on  the  8th  of  January,  which  formed  the  subject  of  a  long 
and  minute  inquiry  by  two  members  of  the  Board,  and  we 
have  thought  it  right  to  publish  (Appendix  F.)  the  report 
made  by  them  on  that  occasion  as  an  illustration  of  the 
extreme  difficulty  of  obtaining  direct  and  satisfactory  proof 
in  cases  of  this  description. 

In  addition  to  nine  patients  who  were  inmates  of  the  ward 
occupied  by  the  deceased,  the  Commissioners  examined  on 
oath  every  person  under  whose  charge  he  had  been,  in  the 
workhouse,  or  during  his  removal  to  the  asylum,  or  whilst  an 
inmate  there,  hut  they  failed  to  obtain  such  evidence  as  would 
in  their  opinion  have  justified  a  prosecution.  They  had  them¬ 
selves,  however,  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  injuries  had 
been  inflicted  by  an  attendant  in  the  asylum,  on  the  morning 
after  the  patient’s  admission  ;  and  they  were  of  opinion  that 
there  had  been  very  great  want  of  vigilance  and  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  officers. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report,  that  in  this  case  the 
deceased,  a  feeble,  blind,  and  paralysed  old  man,  was  admitted 
without  any  proper  examination  of  his  person,  by  either 

of 
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of  the  medical  officers,  was  sent  into  the  ward  at  once  with  County  and 
no  special  directions  in  regard  to  his  treatment,  and  was  not  asylums. 
again  seen  until  the  following  day.  He  was  then  found  bruised  Carmarthen 
and  cut  on  the  head  and  hand,  and  a  difficulty  of  breathing  Asylum, 
was  observed,  but  no  personal  examination  was  made  ;  and  pJfceeof  Rees 
although  the  difficulty  of  breathing  continued  to  increase 
until  death  ensued  on  the  eighth  day,  and  it  was  admitted  by 
both  medical  officers  that  broken  ribs  were  suspected,  no 
effort  was  made  to  ascertain  the  truth,  and  the  patient  was 
left  without  any  surgical  appliances,  or  medical  treatment 
suitable  to  his  injuries. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  addressed  by  this  Board  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  visitors  upon  the  subject  of  the  report,  we  have 
been  informed  that  the  attendant  John  Hughes  has  been 
dismissed,  but  we  have  as  yet  received  no  intimation  whether 
any  or  what  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  the  more  careful 
examination  of  patients  on  admission,  or  their  due  super¬ 
vision  in  the  wards. 

At  the  Chester  Asylum  an  attendant  named  James  Blagg,  Cheshire, 
whilst  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  violently  assaulted  a  patient 
named  G.  I.  He  was  charged  before  the  Chester  magistrates,  Chester, 
and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  1 0  /.,  or  be  imprisoned  for  Asylum‘ 
three  months. 

If  the  prompt  and  vigorous  course  of  action  adopted  by 
the  visitors  in  this  case  were  followed  in  other  counties,  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  number  of  assaults -  of  this  description 
would  be  greatly  diminished. 

The  second  asylum  for  this  county,  at  present  building  Macclesfield 
near  Macclesfield,  is  making  rapid  progress.  Asylum. 

The  new  block  for  female  patients  at  the  Durham  Asylum  Durham, 
has  been  completed,  and  is  now  occupied.  The  accommo¬ 
dation  is  of  a  very  superior  kind,  and  the  rooms  are 
comfortable  and  conveniently  arranged ;  but  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  much  of  the  woodwork  has  already  been 
found  most  defective,  both  as  regards  material  and  construc¬ 
tion. 

The  necessity  for  a  similar  enlargement  on  the  male  si 
was  pointed  out  at  a  visit  made  by  two  members  of  the  Board 
in  September  last,  when  the  men’s  wards  were  found  to  be 
excessively  overcrowded  ;  and  plans  for  this  purpose  were 
soon  after  sanctioned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  subject  to 
the  express  condition  that  a  form  of  window  different  to  that 
shown  in  the  drawings  should  be  previously  approved  at 
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our  office.  The  new  wing  will  resemble  in  all  essential 
particulars  the  corresponding  block  on  the  women’s  side.  It 
will,  however,  contain  some  minor  modifications  and  improve¬ 
ments,  and  special  care  will  be  taken  to  secure  good  material 
and  honest  work  on  the  part  of  the  contractor.  The  whole 
wing  is  calculated  to  accommodate  about  211  patients ;  but 
the  visitors  have  determined,  for  the  present,  to  erect  only 
such  portion  of  it  as  will  afford  day-room  space  for  64 
patients,  and  provide  for  55  more  in  the  infirmary.  We  have 
strongly  urged  them  to  reconsider  this  decision,  and  to  carry 
out  the  whole  design  at  once.  The  result  otherwise  will  be 
that  upon  completion  of  the  additions  now  proposed,  which 
will  not  do  more  than  meet  the  actual  wants  of  the  county, 
further  enlargement  will  immediately  he  necessary ;  and 
further,  by  postponement  of  the  work,  increased  expense 
wall  ultimately  be  incurred,  and  all  the  discomforts  and 
restrictions  incident  to  building  operations  will  again  be 
inflicted  on  the  patients. 

The  plans  for  additions  at  the  Glamorgan  Asylum,  which 
were  under  consideration  at  the  date  of  our  last  report,  have 
been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  buildings 
are  already  roofed  in.  The  new  ward  for  women  will  shortly 
be  fit  for  occupation. 

Two  new  day-rooms,  each  capable  of  accommodating  24 
patients,  have  been  added  to  the  female  division  at  the 
Gloucester  Asylum ;  a  new  school-room  has  also  been 
erected,  and  additional  store-rooms,  waterclosets,  &c.,  have 
been  provided.  The  estimated  cost  of  these  additions  was 
820  t. 

A  suicide  took  place  at  this  asylum  on  the  1st  of  last 
August,  in  circumstances  which  in  our  opinion  involved 
grave  errors  of  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendent. 

When  admitted,  the  man  was  reported  to  be  strongly  sui¬ 
cidal,  and  as  having  often  threatened,  and  once  attempted,  to 
destroy  himself.  That  such  a  patient  needed  the  most  careful 
and  unremitting  attention,  there  could  be  no  doubt ;  never¬ 
theless,  at  the  expiration  of  only  one  month,  he  was  removed 
to  a  detached  cottage  occupied  by  1 1  patients  who  habitually 
worked  on  the  farm,  and  where,  practically,  no  possible 
means  existed  for  exercising  over  him  the  care  and  supervi¬ 
sion  he  required.  The  single  attendant  in  charge  stated,  in 
his  evidence  before  the  coroner,  that  he  never  suspected  the 
patient  of  any  suicidal  tendency ;  and  the  medical  officer

said,  that  when  removed  to  the  cottage  ward  on  the  28th  Jaunty  and 
June,  exactly  a  month  after  admission,  he  was  not  by  him  asylums. 
u  considered  in  any  way  an  anxious  patient.”  The  result  Gloucester, 
was  that  the  man,  having  secreted  a  gardening  knife  and  Suicide  of  s.b. 
concealed  himself  in  a  field  of  standing  corn  belonging  to 
the  asylum,  cut  his  throat,  and  his  body  was  not  found 
until  a  week  afterwards. 

This  is  an  instance  among  many  of  the  dangers  arising 
from  incautiously  relaxing  the  necessary  precautions  in  sui¬ 
cidal  cases,  because  open  manifestations  of  the  propensity  may 
have  become  less  apparent ;  and  in  conveying  to  the  medical 
superintendent,  in  strong  terms,  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
that  his  conduct  on  this  occasion  involved  very  grave  errors 
of  judgment,  we  requested  that,  for  the  future,  in  all  cases 
without  exception,  notice  of  the  alleged  suicidal  tendency  of 
a  patient  should  not  only  be  given  in  writing  to  the  attendants 
first  taking  charge  of  him,  but  that  this  paper  should  accom¬ 
pany  or  follow  him  in  every  instance  of  removal  from  one 
ward  to  another,  so  long  as  he  might  remain  in  the  asylum, 
however  marked  the  supposed  mental  improvement  might 
meanwhile  have  been.# 

In  consequence  of  the  Maidstone  Burial  Board  having  Kent, 
made  a  representation  and  complaint  to  the  committee  of 
visitors  of  the  Kent  County  Asylum,  with  reference  to  the 
great  number  of  interments  of  lunatic  paupers  in  their 
cemetery  ;  and  considering  the  inconvenience  and  expense 
which  had  long  been  felt  of  taking  the  funerals  to  that  ceme¬ 
tery 


*  Another  case  of  suicide,  showing  a  want  of  precaution  as  inexcusable,  as  it 
seems  to  he  unaccountable  when  the  circumstances  of  the  former  case  are  remem¬ 
bered,  has  just  been  reported  to  us  from  the  same  asylum. 

A  young  woman  named  L.  P.,  labouring  under  a  recent  attack  of  acute  melan¬ 
cholia,  reported  to  be  strongly  suicidal,  and  who  the  day  before  had  endeavoured 
to  hang  herself  with  a  rope,  was  admitted  into  the  Gloucester  Asylum  between  12 
and  i  o’clock  in  the  day. 

In  the  absence  of  the  medical  superintendent,  she  was  received  by  the  assistant 
medical  officer,  who,  handing  her  over  to  the  female  head  attendant,  ordered  that 
she  should  be  placed  in  a  single  room,  giving  at  the  same  time  merely  verbal 
directions  that  she  should  be  “  well  watched,  as  she  was  decidedly  suicidal  but 
no  intimation  was  given  that  just  previous  to  her  admission  she  had  tried  to  hang 
herself.  She  was  taken  to  a  ward,  where  a  similar  caution  was  given  to  the  nurse, 
who  then  bathed  her  and  placed  her  in  bed  in  a  single  room,  the  door  of  which 
was  shut.  This  door  was  opened  three  times  during  the  afternoon:  but  on  the 
fourth  occasion,  about  half  past  o  p.m.,  the  woman  was  found  suspended  from  a 
hole  in  the  window  shutter,  by  a  piece  of  her  night  dress,  and  quite  dead. 

The  coroner’s  jury  contented  themselves  by  recommending  that  an  alteration 
should  be  made  in  the  shutter;  but  we  have  thought  it  our  duty  to  address  a  very 
strong  representation  to  the  committee  of  visitors  as  to  the  extreme  carelessness 
and  want  of  judgment  exhibited  in  this  sad  case,  by  which  there  can  be  no 
doubt  this  young  woman’s  life  has  been  sacrificed.

tery  through  the  town  of  Maidstone,  a  distance  of  four  miles, 
the  visitors  determined  to  form  a  burial-ground  on  the 
asylum  estate,  and  submitted  plans  to  us  for  the  purpose. 
We  have  always  entertained  strong  objections  to  the  sepa¬ 
rate  burial  of  pauper  lunatics  as  a  class  ;  and  it  was  only 
after  satisfying  ourselves  of  the  very  great  difficulties  which 
existed  in  the  present  instance,  that  we  consented  to  recom¬ 
mend  these  plans  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 
His  sanction  to  the  arrangement  was  granted  in  September 
last,  subject  to  the  conditions  that  the  ground  should  be 
at  least  100  yards  from  any  dwelling;  that  it  should  be 
enclosed  with  a  wall  4  feet  6  inches  high ;  that  a  mortuary 
chapel  should  be  erected  upon  it ;  and  that  the  official  regula¬ 
tions  in  force  relative  to  burial-grounds  ;  should  be  strictly 
observed. 

The  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  also  been 
obtained  to  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  chapel,  for  the 
erection  of  a  house  for  the  chaplain,  for  new  farm  buildings, 
and  for  certain  deviations  from  the  arrangements  connected 
with  a  large  dining-hall,  of  which  the  plan  had  previously  been 
submitted  and  approved. 

By  the  enlargement  of  the  chapel,  210  additional  sittings 
will  be  obtained,  at  a  cost  of  1,500/.  The  estimate  for  the 
chaplain’s  house  was  1,200/.,  and  the  cost  of  the  farm  build¬ 
ings  was  calculated  at  3,000/. 


Lancashire.  In  our  last  report  we  stated  that  the  visiting  justices  for 
New  Asylum  at  the  county  of  Lancaster  had  agreed  to  purchase  a  site  at 
vvhittingham.  yyhittingham,  near  Preston,  for  the  erection  of  a  fourth 
asylum  for  the  county.  The  estate,  which  consists  of  about 
156  acres,  was  secured  at  a  cost  of  8,855/.  18s.  9 d. ;  and  the 
purchase  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  the 
month  of  June  last.  About  the  same  time  preliminary  or 
sketch -plans  were  submitted  to  the  board  for  a  building 
calculated  to  accommodate  1,000  patients,  the  cost  of  which 
was  estimated  at  105,568  /.  After  very  careful  consideration 
and  repeated  interviews  between  the  architect  and  the  Com¬ 
missioners,  at  which  numerous  suggestions  and  improve¬ 
ments  were  offered  and  agreed  to,  the  working  drawings  were 
completed,  and,  upon  our  report,  received  the  sanction  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  16th  of  last  November. 

Prestwich.  At  the  Prestwich  Asylum  the  Secretary  of  State  has 

approved  plans  for  the  construction  of  40  additional  single 
rooms,  a  class  of  accommodation  greatly  needed,  by  the 
conversion  of  four  associated  dormitories.

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loss  of  space,  however,  only  20  beds  will  be  added  to  the  County  and 
total  number  in  the  asylum.  Asylums! 

He  has  also  sanctioned  the  enlargement  of  a  recreation  prestwich. 
hall,  whereby  additional  dining-room  accommodation  will 
be  provided  for  male  patients. 


At  the  Lancaster  Asylum  a  new  bath-room  and  two  Lancaster 
dressing-  rooms  have  been  completed.  Asylum. 

There  has  been  here  an  example  of  gross  violence  and  ^®oof  WiUiam 
cruelty  committed  upon  a  male  patient  by  two  attendants 
named  William  Wood  and  John  Hodson,  but,  owing  to  prompt 
proceedings  and  careful  investigation  on  the  part  of  the 
superintendent  and  the  committee  of  visitors,  supported  by 
the  courage  and  intelligence  of  a  patient  who  witnessed  the 
assault,  these  men  were  indicted  at  the  next  assizes,  and, 
solely  upon  the  patient’s  evidence,  were  found  guilty,  and  each 
sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice Willes  to  seven  years’  penal  servitude. 


The  circumstances  were  briefly  as  follows.  The  patient,  111-treatment 
William  Wilson,  a  man  52  years  of  age,  paralysed  and  feeble,  by  attendants- 
was  admitted  into  the  asylum  on  Wednesday,  the  15th  of 
December.  After  the  usual  examination,  when  his  body 
was  found  to  be  without  injury,  he  was  taken  to  No.  8  ward, 
but  the  following  day  removed  to  No.  1  ward,  where  he 
remained  until  the  20th.  On  Sunday,  the  19th,  he  was 
observed  by  one  of  the  head  attendants  to  breathe  with 
difficulty,  and  on  the  following  day  he  was  seen  by  the  medical 
officers,  who  ordered  his  removal  to  the  infirmary,  where  he 
died  on  the  26th.  A  post  mortem  examination  disclosed  two 
broad  bruises  across  his  body,  one  across  his  belly,  mea¬ 
suring  nearly  two  feet,  the  other  across  the  chest.  Twelve 
ribs  were  broken,  six  on  each  side,  and  on  the  right  side 
three  of  the  ribs  were  broken  in  two  places.  There  was  no 
doubt  that  he  died  from  inflammation  of  the  pleura,  arising 
from  these  injuries.  In  what  way  they  were  inflicted  was  re¬ 
lated  by  James  Dutton,  a  patient,  who  had  been  12  months 
in  the  asylum,  and  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent,  was  quite  capable  of  giving  reliable  evidence.  He 
said,  “I  saw  two  of  the  attendants  ill-use  him  ;  I  think  it  was 
“  on  the  Saturday.  I  know  one  of  the  attendants  is  called 
u  Wood,  the  other  is  the  tallest.  I  saw  the  tallest  begin  to 
“  attempt  to  box  deceased,  and  strike  him  with  his  open  hand 
“  on  the  face.  I  did  not  see  the  patient  use  any  provocation 
“  to  the  attendant.  I  saw  the  tall  man  kick  him  too,  and  knock 
“  him  down ;  he  kicked  him  while  lying  on  the  ground,  and 
0.94.  B  “  then 
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u  then  left  him ;  they  were  never  down  together  ;  I  never 
“  saw  the  tall  attendant  kneeling.  He  had  left  the  rooms, 
“  and  I  was  sitting  down  at  the  time,  when  I  heard  W ood  say 
“  that  deceased  had  hit  him  on  the  nose.  Wood  said  to 
u  him,  6  Wait  till  my  nose  gives  over  bleeding,  and  then  see 

“  what  I  will  do  for  you.’ . Then  he  came 

“  towards  where  we  were  sitting.  Vfood  got  hold  of  the  old 
“  gentleman,  and  pulled  him  on  to  the  boards ;  he  kicked 
“  him  on  different  parts  of  the  body,  in  the  stomach  parti- 
u  cularly ;  the  patient  was  on  his  knees  when  Wood  kicked 
“  him,  and  I  saw  Wood  jerk  his  right  knee  into  different 
“  parts  of  deceased’s  body  while  on  the  ground.  He  held 
a  him  by  the  collar,  and  shook  him  till  he  was  red  in  the  face. 
“  Deceased  would  be  on  the  ground  about  five  minutes.  The 
“  tall  attendant  then  came  and  helped  him  up,  and  took  him 
“  from  Wood,  and  went  outside.”  For  the  defence  it  was 
attempted  to  show  that  the  injuries  might  have  been  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  patient  falling  on  the  edge  of  a  bedstead,  but 
the  medical  evidence  proved  that  the  injuries  were  too  ex¬ 
tensive  to  be  accounted  for  in  this  manner,  and  the  jury  were 
of  the  same  opinion. 

The  result  of  this  prosecution,  on  which  we  also  remark 
elsewhere,  is  most  important,  as  affecting  not  only  the 
treatment  of  the  insane  by  those  who  have  charge  of  them, 
hut  the  admissibility  of  evidence  by  a  lunatic. 

In  our  last  Report  we  entered  very  fully  into  the  question 
of  the  want  of  accommodation  for  pauper  lunatics  belonging 
to  the  county  of  Middlesex. 

At  our  request,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  again  recently 
called  the  attention  of  the  county  magistrates  to  the  subject, 
and  they  have  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  it,  but 
we  believe  that  no  actual  steps  have  been  taken  to  abate 
the  evil,  the  gravity  of  which  can  hardly  be  exaggerated. 
In  proof  of  this,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  state  that  on  the 
31st  of  December  1869  there  were  1,091  Middlesex  pauper 
lunatics  distributed  in  Metropolitan  licensed  houses  ;  in  the 
following  out-county  asylums  ;

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At  a  visit  to  tlie  Hanweil  Asylum  in  the  month  of  August  County  and 
last  year,  the  Commissioners  found  that,  in  the  interval  asylums. 
since  their  preceding  inspection,  there  had  been  a  total  HanwelL 
number  of  927  applications  for  admission,  all  but  100  repre¬ 
senting  separate  eases,  out  of  which  only  301  ultimately  had 
the  benefit  of  treatment  in  the  asylum.  At  Colney  Hatch 
also,  during  a  period  of  10  months,  329  patients  were  refused 
admission.  At  both  asylums  many  of  these  applications 
were  repeated  four  or  five  times  before  the  patient  could  be 
received ;  and  in  very  urgent  cases  the  parish  authorities 
had  no  alternative  but  to  seek  accommodation  in  distant 
asylums,  at  a  cost  for  maintenance  so  greatly  in  excess  of 
the  charge  in  the  county  asylum,  that  it  can  excite  no 
surprise  to  find  that  the  unfortunate  lunatic  often  remained 
for  considerable  periods  in  most  unsuitable  workhouse  wards, 
deprived  of  all  curative  treatment,  and  daily  losing  the  chance 
of  ultimate  recovery. 

Strongly  opposed  as  we  are  to  any  further  enlargement  Further  exten- 
of  either  of  the  Middlesex  Asylums,  it  was  very  reluctantly  slonof}ianweiI 
that  we  consented  to  recommend,  for  approval  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  a  plan  submitted  by  the  justices  to 
extend  the  accommodation  for  male  patients  at  Hanweil  by 
converting  the  brewery  into  two  dormitories,  with  the  requi¬ 
site  lavatories,  waterclosets,  and  attendants’  rooms,  at  a  cost 
of  1,000  l.  ;  and  also  to  another  enlargement  on  the  female 
side.  To  the  latter  addition  there  was  less  objection,  be¬ 
cause  the  want  of  single  rooms  for  female  patients  had  been 
long  felt,  and  the  plan  was  stated  to  be  rather  to  provide  such 
kind  of  accommodation  than  to  increase  the  aggregate  num¬ 
ber  of  beds.  The  cost  for  the  addition  was  estimated  at 
3,000  i.  ;  afterwards  raised  to  3,500  l.  by  adoption  of  certain 
important  and  indispensable  alterations  recommended  by  us. 

We  trust  that  advantage  will  betaken  of  this  enlargement 
to  relieve  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  dormitories,  and  that 
they  will  not  be  used  as  a  means  for  increasing  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  this  already  greatly  overgrown  asylum. 

In  Appendix  (G)  will  be  found  the  report  made  by  two  Case  of  Santi 
members  of  the  Board,  after  a  special  inquiry  into  the  cir-  from 
cumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  man  named  Santi  fractured  ribs. 
Nistri,  who  died  in  the  Hanweil  Asylum,  on  the  21st  of  last 
October,  from  the  effects  of  fractured  ribs  and  sternum. 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  Report,  to  which  we  desire  to 
draw  particular  attention,  that  although  the  evidence  failed 
to  lead  the  Commissioners  to  any  precise  conclusion  as  to 

o.gq.  B  2  how 
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how  or  when  the  fatal  injuries  were  inflicted,  they  had  no 
doubt  that  these  had  been  received  in  the  asylum,  and  they 
found  unremoved  various  defects  of  management,  of  a  cha¬ 
racter  likely  to  favour  the  occurrence  of  such  events  as  that 
under  consideration.  Of  these  defect*,  which  had  been 
repeatedly  pointed  out  at  the  ordinary  statutory  visitations, 
the  most  important  was  the  want  of  an  adequate  medical 
staff,  an  evil  which  has  only  now  been  partially  remedied  by  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  officer  for  the  female  division. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  man  named 
W.  E.,  who  died  in  the  Hanwell  Asylum,  on  the  25th  of 
May,  from  the  effect  of  scalds  received  in  a  bath,  also 
formed  the  subject  of  a  special  inquiry  by  two  members  of 
the  Board. 

From  the  deposition  at  the  inquest,  it  appeared  that  the 
patient,  who  wras  in  an  advanced  state  of  general  paralysis, 
was  taken  to  the  bath-room  to  be  cleansed  by  an  attendant 
named  James  Patterson,  who,  contrary  to  an  express  rule, 
first  turned  on  the  hot  water  and  then  left  the  room.  On 
his  return  shortly  afterwards,  he  found  that  the  patient  had 
got  into  the  bath  during  his  absence,  and  that  he  was  scalded 
most  severely.  Instead  of  at  once  reporting  this  to  one  of 
the  medical  officers,  Patterson  took  the  patient  to  his  room, 
applied  some  dressings,  and  left  him.  Afterwards  he  was 
visited  several  times  by  the  night  attendant,  who  on  each 
occasion  found  him  restless  and  noisy,  and  about  4  o’clock 
in  the  morning  he  died  in  his  arms.  He  then,  for  the  first 
time,  became  aware  of  the  injuries  ;  but  notwithstanding 
this,  and  the  fact  that  the  patient’s  death  was  quite  sudden, 
again  no  notice  was  given  to  the  medical  officer,  who  only 
learnt  of  the  patient’s  death  from  the  report  of  the  inspector 
at  9  o’clock,  and  did  not  see  the  body  until  1 1  o’clock,  whilst 
going  his  ordinary  rounds. 

The  Commissioners,  inquiring  whether  there  were  any 
defective  arrangements  in  reference  to  important  matters  of 
management  and  treatment  which  could  have  led  to  this 
catastrophe,  found — 

That  the  rules  for  the  guidance  of  attendants  in  bathing 
patients  were  not  hung  so  as  to  be  legible  or  intelligible  ; 
and  that  thermometers  were  not  kept  in  the  bath-rooms  so 
as  to  secure  their  invariable  use,  as  had  before  been  recom¬ 
mended. 

That  there  was  no  proper  manual  of  instruction  for  the 
guidance  of  the  ward  and  night  attendants,  the  only  existing 
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rules  and  regulations  in  a  printed  or  authorised  form  having  County  and 
been  drawn  up  as  far  back  as  1845  and  become  practically  as^lu ms. 
obsolete  ;  the  attendants  being  guided  mainly  by  the  written  Hanweii 
or  verbal  instructions  of  the  inspector.  Asylum. 

That  a  very  lax  and  irregular  practice  prevailed  as  regarded  Case  of  w.  e. 
the  night  attendants,  in  reference  to  their  giving  immediate 
notice  to  the  medical  officers  as  to  patients  found  by  them 
apparently  dead  or  in  a  dying  state,  or  as  to  the  occurrence 
of  serious  accidents,  It  did  not  seem  to  be  clear  that  such 
notices  were  given  even  before  going  off  duty  in  the  morning, 
and  it  is  certain  that  written  reports  were  not  invariably 
made. 

A  correspondence  ensued  upon  the  transmission  of  this 
report  to  the  committee  of  visitors,  who  to  some  extent 
denied  the  allegations  made  therein ;  hut  we  saw  no  reason 
to  retract  or  modify  the  opinion  we  had  expressed  as  to  the 
irregularity  of  the  conduct  of  the  night  attendants  in  not  im¬ 
mediately  reporting  cases  of  sudden  illness  or  death,  and  as 
to  the  want  of  proper  rules  for  their  guidance. 

In  this  instance  the  visitors  dismissed  the  attendant  Patter¬ 
son,  and  intimated  to  the  night  attendant  that  any  future  neg¬ 
lect  of  duty  would  he  followed  by  his  immediate  discharge. 

In  consequence  of  an  Injunction  from  the  Court  of  Chan-  Colney  Hatch, 
eery  whereby  the  committee  of  visitors  were  restrained  from 
suffering  any  sewage  from  the  Colney  Hatch  Asylum  to  flow 
into  the  adjoining  watercourse,  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance,  after 
the  22nd  of  May  1869,  they  submitted  to  this  Board  plans 
for  erecting  earthclosets,  and  for  improving  the  drainage  and 
utilising  the  sewage ;  the  estimated  cost  for  the  earthclosets 
being  4,000  /.,  and  for  the  sewage  works  7,0()0  l.  In  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  such  importance,  and  involving  so  large  an  expendi¬ 
ture,  we  deemed  it  indispensable  to  obtain  the  best  profes¬ 
sional  advice  for  our  guidance  before  recommending  the 
scheme  for  approval ;  and  at  our  request  Mr.  Rawlinson, 
the  civil  engineer,  assisted  by  Mr.  Howell,  an  architect  well 
acquainted  with  asylum-building,  made  a  very  elaborate 
investigation  into  the  special  branches  of  the  subject  referred 
to  them.  They  reported  entirely  against  the  proposed  scheme 
of  substituting  earth  for  waterclosets,  and  indicated  a  system 
which  in  their  opinion  would  effectually  purify  the  sewage, 
and  which  they  estimated  might  be  carried  out  at  a  cost  of 
1,500/.  instead  of  11,000/.  After  much  correspondence 
and  a  report  from  Mr,  Lawson,  the  engineer  employed  on 
behalf  of  the  committee  of  visitors,  a  modification  of  the  plan 
0.94.  b  3  suggested 
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suggested  by  Mr.  Rawlinson  and  Mr.  Howell  was  finally  agreed 
to  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  16th  of 
June  ;  the  estimated  cost  for  the  works  being  now  reduced 
to  4,400  /.,  a  saving  of  6,600  l.  upon  the  original  estimate. 

During  the  inspection  of  this  asylum  by  two  members  of 
the  Board  in  the  month  of  August,  they  found  several  single 
rooms  in  which  there  was  neither  bedstead  nor  bedding.  It 
appeared  that  these  rooms  were  occupied  at  night  by  patients 
of  destructive  habits,  who  slept  on  the  floor  without  bed  or 
pillow  and  were  supplied  only  with  strong  quilted  rugs.  On 
the  night  preceding  the  inquiry,  13  men  and  2  women  had 
passed  the  night  in  this  manner  ;  and  a  reference  to  the  ward 
books  showed  that  these  were  about  the  average  numbers  so 
treated  nightly.  The  practice  was  known  to  and  sanctioned 
by  the  medical  officers,  and  was  adopted  whenever  a  patient 
persevering]}'  destroyed  his  bedding. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  Board  entirely  agreed  in  the 
very  strong  disapprobation  expressed  by  the  visiting  com¬ 
missioners  regarding  this  harsh  and  cruel  system ;  practised, 
as  we  believe,  only  at  the  Colney  Hatch  Asylum  ;  and  a  letter 
was  addressed  to  the  committee  of  visitors  on  the  subject. 
The  correspondence  which  followed,  involving  also  some 
observations  upon  the  bathing  of  more  than  one  patient  in 
the  same  water,  a  practice  defended  by  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  male  division,  wall  be  found  attached  to  the 
report  on  Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  Appendix  (E). 

The  following  notice  was  forwarded  by  the  superintendent 
of  the  Shropshire  Asylum  : 

“  The  attendant,  Lloyd  Jones,  was  struck  by  an  excited 
6ff  patient  named  Thomas  Jones  ;  in  the  altercation  which 
“  ensued  some  ribs  of  the  latter  were  broken.  The  committee 
“  of  visitors,  after  a  full  investigation  of  the  case,  deemed  that 
u  undue  violence  had  been  used  by  the  attendant,  who  was 
immediately  dismissed.”  In  a  correspondence  which  ensued 
between  the  Board  and  the  committee  of  visitors,  we  urged 
a  reconsideration  of  the  case,  with  a  view  to  the  prosecution 
of  the  attendant,  but  the  visitors  after  careful  inquiry  were 
of  opinion  that  there  was  not  evidence  sufficient  for  that 
purpose. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  the  alteration  and  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  laundry  at  the  Somerset  Asylum,  and  for  the 
construction  of  a  dormitory  in  connection  with  it.  The 
estimated  cost  of  these  improvements  was  750  l. 

In 
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In  the  month  of  November  an  inquest  was  held  at  the  county  and 
Suffolk  Asylum  on  the  body  of  a  man  who  hanged  himself  in  Borough 

j  j  o  Asylums. 

a  single  room  by  fastening  the  two  sheets  of  his  bed  to  the  Suffolk> 
window- shutter.  The  verdict  returned  by  the  jury  was  quicide 
simply  that  the  “  deceased  had  hung  himself,  being  at  the 
“  time  of  unsound  mind,”  hut  the  evidence  proved  that  there 
had  been  great  neglect  and  mismanagement  in  the  case. 

When  admitted  in  August  he  was  suffering  from  acute 
melancholia  of  a  suicidal  nature,  with  great  depression, 
during  the  three  weeks  preceding  his  death,  he  had  also 
become  passionate  and  destructive,  and  the  attendant  in 
charge  of  him  stated  that  on  two  or  three  occasions  he  had 
stopped  him  from  making  attempts  to  hang  himself ;  never¬ 
theless  no  special  directions  were  given  by  the  medical 
officer  respecting  him,  and  no  proper  precautions  for  his 
safety  during  the  night  were  adopted.  He  was  locked  in  an 
ordinary  single  room,  where  the  shutter-fastenings  were 
known  to  be  defective,  at  10  o’clock  at  night,  and  was  sup¬ 
plied  with  the  usual  bedding.  Here  he  was  left  un visited 
until  6  o’clock  the  next  morning,  when  he  was  found  quite 
dead,  suspended  to  the  shutters,  which  he  had  opened. 

This  sad  event  has  special  application  to  a  recommenda¬ 
tion  which  has  been  repeatedly  and  strongly  urged  by  us, 
but  which  the  visitors  have  always  refused  to  adopt.  It  has 
been  pointed  out  to  them  that  the  safety  of  the  patients 
during  the  night  cannot  possibly  be  secured  without  the 
employment  of  properly  qualified  night  attendants,  and  that 
the  Suffolk  Asylum  is  the  only  one  in  which  this  principle  is 
not  fully  recognised  and  acted  upon  ;  but  they  still,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  suicide  which  we  have  related  above,  and  which 
in  all  probability  would  have  been  prevented  had  the  man 
been  under  proper  supervision,  decline  to  appoint  night 
attendants  on  either  side. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  last  report  on  this  asylum,  which 
is  printed  in  Appendix  E,  that  the  day-room  accommodation 
is  quite  inadequate  ;  but  although  this  matter  has  also  several 
times  been  brought  by  us  under  the  notice  of  the  committee, 
they  have  refused  to  make  any  further  provision  for  the 
patients 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  sanctioned  the  purchase  of  a  Surrey, 
piece  of  land,  containing  8  acres,  10  perches,  at  a  cost  of  ^‘01°l^00d 
530  l.  for  the  purposes  of  the  Brookwood  Asylum. 

We  alluded  in  our  last  Report  to  the  continued  most 
serious  deficiency  of  the  water  supply  at  this  asylum.  How 
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gravely  this  defect  has  affected  the  efficiency  of  the  asylum, 
may  he  judged  from  the  following  extract  from  a  report  by  two 
members  of  the  hoard,  who  visited  on  the  24th  of  last  June. 
“  Throughout,  the  supply  (of  water)  is  quite  inadequate,  but 
“  in  some  wards  it  fails  entirely  for  days  together ;  in  one  of 
“the  male  wards  we  found  that  they  had  been  without  water 
“  for  the  last  three  days,”  At  length,  in  July,  the  committee 
of  visitors  complied  with  a  recommendation  long  since  made 
by  us,  and  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  proprietors  of 
the  Basingstoke  Canal  Company,  for  a  temporary  supply, 
believing  that  the  pipes  and  apparatus  which  they  were 
erecting  would  ultimately  prove  effectual.  Considering  the 
great  doubt  still  existing  on  the  subject,  and  the  very  inferior 
quality  of  the  local  supply  as  compared  with  that  to  be 
obtained  from  the  canal,  it  was  strongly  urged  that  this 
agreement  should  be  permanent. 

When  the  additions  in  progress  here  are  completed,  there 
will  be  room  for  115  more  patients,  but  the  accommodation 
will  still  be  insufficient  for  the  large  number  of  pauper 
lunatics  belonging  to  the  county  now  placed  in  various 
licensed  houses. 

Acting  upon  a  suggestion  made  at  a  visit  to  the  Sussex 
Asylum,  on  the  17th  of  June  last,  the  committee  of  visitors, 
in  the  month  of  November,  submitted  plans  for  the  addition 
of  50  single  rooms  to  the  female  wing  of  the  building,  and  for 
enlarging  the  laundry,  and  building  a  day-room  in  connection 
with  that  department  capable  of  accommodating  50  patients. 
The  estimate  for  these  works  was  3,500 1.  Various  sug¬ 
gestions  and  improvements  having  been  agreed  to,  the  plans 
were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  early  in  the  present 
year. 

In  consequence  of  the  proposed  erection  of  the  large  ad- 
ditional  building  for  idiots  at  the  Warwick  Asylum,  to  which 
we  referred  in  our  last  Report,  a  very  considerable  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  washhouse  and  laundry  became  necessary,  and 
plans  for  that  purpose  have  been  sanctioned.  The  estimate 
for  these  alterations  and  additions  was  2,750  L 

In  the  month  of  February,  last  year,  we  received  from 
the  Wilts  Asylum  notice  of  the  death  of  a  man  named 
H.  V.,  who  was  reported  to  have  died  from  “  maniacal  ex¬ 
haustion,  and  abscess,  following  fracture  of  the  sternum.” 

At  the  inquiry  before  the  coroner,  which,  judging  from 
the  evidence,  was  of  the  most  superficial  description,  wit¬ 
nesses 
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nesses  connected  with  the  Devizes  Workhouse,  where  the  County  and 
deceased  had  remained  four  days  only,  swore  that  he  received  asylums. 
no  injuries  whilst  there,  and  showed  no  marks  of  injury  on  wilts, 
admission,  and  a  similar  statement  was  made  by  the  attend-  Case  of  H.  v. 
ant  who  had  charge  of  him  in  the  asylum. 

Dr.  Thurnam,  the  medical  superintendent,  deposed  that 
on  his  admission  on  the  3rd  of  January,  1869,  although  ex¬ 
cited  and  suffering  from  delirium  tremens,  the  man’s  bodily 
health  was  pretty  good,  and  there  were  no  signs  of  external 
injury ;  that  he  was  violent  and  disorderly  for  the  first  fort¬ 
night,  when  his  health  began  to  decline  and  the  use  of  the 
catheter  became  necessary,  the  employment  of  which  was 
strenuously  resisted  by  the  deceased ;  that  about  a  week 
before  his  death  a  considerable  tumour  was  observed  ex¬ 
tending  across  the  upper  part  of  the  chest,  over  the  second 
and  third  ribs,  without  external  discolouration,  which,  on 
being  opened,  proved  to  be  an  abscess  ;  hut  that  it  was  only 
when  a  post-mortem  examination  was  made,  that  this  tumour 
wTas  discovered  to  have  been  caused  by  the  fracture  of  the 
second  bone  of  the  sternum ;  and  further,  that  the  fourth 
and  fifth  ribs  on  the  right  side  were  broken.  No  other 
attempt  was  made  by  the  coroner’s  jury  to  ascertain  how  the 
injuries  had  been  inflicted,  and  the  following  verdict  was 
returned:  u  Accidental  death,  but  there  is  no  evidence  to 
prove  how  the  injuries  which  accelerated  death  were 
caused.” 

•* 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  this  Board  on  the  subject,  Dr. 

Thurnam  stated,  in  reference  to  its  having  been  said  that 
before  admission  the  deceased  had  repeatedly  “  slammed  ”  his 
chest  with  his  open  hand,  whilst  under  excitement :  u  I  should 
u  not  have  thought  this  could  have  produced  a  fracture  of 
u  the  hone,  still,  it  is  perhaps  just  possible.”  Such  a  pos¬ 
sibility  is  so  extremely  remote  in  the  case  of  a  young  man, 

32  years  of  age,  that  it  may  safely  be  set  aside  ;  and  this  case 
must,  we  think,  be  added  to  the  list  of  those  where  death  has 
been  caused  by  violence,  but  where  no  sufficient  evidence 
has  been  obtained  to  prove  how  the  injuries  were  inflicted. 

The  urgent  necessity  for  making  some  provision  for  pauper  Yorkshire, 
lunatics  belonging  to  the  West  Biding,  pending  the  comple-  West  Riding 
tion  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Asylum,  having  been  repeatedly  Asylum* 
urged  by  members  of  the  Board,  on  the  occasion  of  their 
visits  to  the  Wakefield  Asylum,  the  committee  of  visitors 
resolved  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  secure  at  the  same  time  several  permanent 
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improvements  which  were  greatly  needed,  and  had  been 
frequently  suggested  by  the  Commissioners. 

With  this  view  two  plans  were  prepared ;  one  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  plain  hut  capacious  building  in  connection  with  the 
female  wards,  to  be  used  ultimately  as  a  women’s  dining  hall, 
hut  to  be  fitted  up  meanwhile  with  a  floor,  dividing  it  into 
two  flats,  with  such  other  partitions  as  would  convert  it  into 
a  day-room  and  dormitories ;  and  the  other  for  a  building  of 
smaller  dimensions,  also  in  connection  with  the  women’s 
vmrds,  to  be  afterwards  used  as  an  associated  bath-room, 
hut  in  the  first  instance  to  be  divided  into  single  sleeping- 
rooms. 

The  first  plan  furnished  accommodation  for  70  patients, 
and  by  means  of  the  second  12  single  rooms  were  provided  ; 
the  total  cost  being  estimated  at  3,916  l.  Upon  our  recom¬ 
mendation  these  plans  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  September  last. 

A  third  set  of  drawings  was  also  forwarded  to  us,  for  a 
detached  ward  specially  designed  to  receive  male  suicidal 
patients.  Although  the  Commissioners,  at  their  last  visit,  had 
suggested  that  a  more  cheerful  day-room,  admitting  of  better 
supervision,  should  if  possible  be  provided  for  this  class, 
they  did  not  contemplate  the  erection  of  a  new  ward,  nor 
any  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  on  a  site  already  too 
crowded  with  buildings,  and  very  limited  in  extent.  More¬ 
over,  the  situation  proposed  for  the  intended  ward  was  too 
far  removed  from  the  main  building  to  admit  of  the  requisite 
easy  and  frequent  supervision  by  the  medical  and  other 
superior  officers.  To  this,  therefore,  and  to  another  proposal 
for  a  considerable  addition  on  the  male  side,  we  declined  to 
give  our  sanction. 

Plans  for  providing  accommodation  for  laundry  patients  at 
the  North  Riding  Asylum  were  submitted  in  November  last. 
By  the  proposed  arrangement  the  old  dead-house  w7as  to 
form  part  of,  and  be  attached  to,  the  new  building  ;  and 
to  this  we  refused  our  assent.  Ultimately  a  separate  dead- 
house  was  provided,  and  the  plans  were  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  The  estimated  cost  for  the  addition  and 
conversion  was  300/. 

In  September  last  an  inquest  was  held  at  this  Asylum 
on  the  body  of  a  male  patient,  when  the  following  verdict 
was  returned  :  u  That  the  deceased  met  his  death  from  being 
accidentally  scalded  through  the  gross  negligence  of  attend¬ 
ants  Henry  Brockbank  and  William  Tracey.”

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The  circumstances  of  this  case  were  as  follows  : — M.  D.  £°™^*HAND 
had  been  in  the  asylum  about  four  months,  and  was  suffering  asylums. 
from  paralysis.  On  the  27th  of  August,  at  7  A.M.,  Brock-  North  Riding 
bank,  the  head  attendant  of  the  ward,  took  the  deceased  to  Asylum, 
the  bath-room,  and  calling  Tracey,  the  second  attendant,  Case  of  m.  d. 
directed  him  to  bathe  him.  Tracey,  instead  of  doing  so,  Death  by 
gave  the  keys  of  the  hath  taps  to  a  patient,  and  left  the  room. scaldlng’ 

On  his  return  he  found  that  this  man  had  turned  on  the 
hot  water,  into  which,  with  the  help  of  another  patient,  he 
had  placed  M.  D.  Although  his  legs  were  severely  scalded, 

Tracey  made  no  report,  but  rubbed  in  some  zinc  ointment, 
pulled  on  his  woollen  stockings,  and  took  the  man  to  the 
airing-court.  Shortly  afterwards  the  assistant  medical  officer 
passed  through  the  ward,  when  the  attendant  Brockbank, 
although  he  was  aware  that  the  deceased  had  been  scalded, 
reported  “  all  right and  again  made  the  same  report  when 
the  superintendent  subsequently  visited.  It  was  not  until 
3  p.m.  on  the  same  day  that  a  third  attendant  reported  the 
injuries,  which  were  so  severe  that,  in  spite  of  every  care  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  officers,  the  patient  died  on  the  5th 
of  September,  nine  days  afterwards. 

The  attendant  Tracey  was  dismissed  immediately,  after  the 
coroner’s  inquest  was  committed  to  York  Castle,  and  at  the 
ensuing  winter  assizes  was  indicted  for  neglect  and  ill-treat¬ 
ment.  He  was  found  guilty  ;  but  having  been  recommended 
to  mercy  by  the  visiting  justices,  and  having  already  been 
three  months  in  prison,  Air.  Justice  Lush,  after  remarking 
that  the  prosecution  was  a  very  proper  one,  inflicted  a 
nominal  sentence,  and  the  prisoner  was  discharged.  With 
regard  to  the  conduct  of  Brockbank,  who,  although  in  a 
minor  degree,  was  in  our  judgment  most  culpable  for  at¬ 
tempting  to  conceal  the  injuries  from  the  medical  officers, 
the  committee  of  visitors  came  to  a  resolution  that  the 
justice  of  the  case  would  be  met  by  administering  to  him  a 
severe  reprimand  and  caution.  In  this  case  the  blame 
rested  entirely  with  the  attendants,  as  the  printed  rules  for 
their  guidance  in  bathing  patients  were  and  are  most  pre¬ 
cise  ;  the  first  of  them  being  that  the  bath-room  shall  never 
be  left  without  an  attendant  during  bathing  time  ;  and  we 
are  of  opinion  that  the  punishment  awarded  in  both  in¬ 
stances  was  most  inadequate. 

The  new  asylum  for  the  southern  division  of  the  West  South  York-

of  visitors  have  recently,  with  the  Secretary  of  State’s  ap¬ 
proval,  purchased  a  house  and  land  adjoining  the  asylum 
estate,  effecting  at  the  same  time  a  small  exchange  of  land 
with  the  proprietor. 

The  importance  of  making  post-mortem  examinations, 
whenever  practicable,  of  the  bodies  of  patients  dying  in 
asylums,  was  strongly  illustrated  in  the  case  on  which  we 
have  remarked  as  having  occurred  at  Carmarthen  in  January 
last,  when,  upon  examination  of  the  body  of  the  patient, 
extensive  fractures  of  the  ribs  were  discovered  which  would 
otherwise  not  have  been  detected. 

To  ascertain  the  practice,  therefore,  which  prevails  in 
county  asylums  and  hospitals,  and  the  large  licensed  houses 
receiving  pauper  patients,  as  to  making  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nations,  we  addressed  a  circular  to  the  several  superinten¬ 
dents  of  these  institutions,  asking  for  a  return  of  the  deaths 
in  each  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  of  the  number  of  post¬ 
mortem  examinations  made,  and  whether  there  were  any, 
and  what  regulations  in  force  on  the  subject.  A  summary 
of  these  returns  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (H).  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  greatest  diversity  of  practice  exists,  not  only  as 
to  the  number  of  such  examinations,  and  the  objects  with 
which  they  are  made,  but  also  in  reference  to  the  consent  of 
the  relatives  or  friends  of  the  deceased  being  previously 
obtained. 

At  Hanwell  the  practice  is  to  make  a  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation  in  every  case  without  asking  the  permission  of  the 
relatives,  although  any  express  wish  on  their  part  against  an 
examination  is  invariably  attended  to.  Out  of  76  deaths 
during  the  past  year  in  the  male  division,  autopsies  were 
made  in  62  instances,  and  in  the  female  division  in  every 
case.  From  the  1st  June  1864  to  the  1 1th  February  1869, 
Dr.  Lindsay  states  that  512  female  patients  have  died,  and 
that  in  all  but  10  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  made 
(only  four  of  these  exceptions  being  the  result  of  opposition 
on  the  part  of  the  friends),  and  that  in  no  instance  have  com¬ 
plaints  arisen  upon  the  subject.  In  the  West  Riding  Asylum 
the  practice  is  much  the  same,  and  out  of  1/5  deaths,  ex¬ 
aminations  were  made  in  165  cases.  The  relatives  are 
never  consulted,  and  Dr.  Browne  states  that  no  inconveni¬ 
ence  or  difficulty  has  occurred  during  the  three  years  this 
system  has  been  in  operation.  In  the  Cumberland  and  W est- 
morland  Asylum  autopsies  were  made  in  the  cases  of  26  out 
the  28  patients  who  died  in  1869,  and  Dr.  Clouston 
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states  that,  during  the  seven  years  he  has  held  the  office  e°s^°*tbm 
of  superintendent,  examinations  have  been  made  in  135  TIONS  IX 
out  of  the  143  deaths  which  have  taken  place.  Upon  Asylums* 
the  decease  of  a  patient  the  nearest  relative  is  informed 
of  the  time  and  circumstances  of  the  death,  and  that  “  the 
usual  post-mortem  examination  will  be  performed,”  and 
in  only  one  case  has  any  objection  been  offered  and  per¬ 
sisted  in. 

In  the  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Asylum,  where  examina¬ 
tions  are  usual  as  a  matter  of  course  in  every  case  of  death, 
the  consent  of  the  friends  is  not  sought.  To  ask  for  permis¬ 
sion  would,  in  Mr.  Buck’s  opinion,  result  in  a  refusal  in  nine 
cases  out  of  ten.  In  the  Somerset  Asylum  out  of  the  92 
patients  who  died  in  1869,  the  bodies  of  88  were  examined. 

Dr.  Medlicott  states  that  he  has  represented  to  the  committee 
the  extreme  desirability  of  working  the  asylum  as  a  hospital, 
and  the  patients’  friends  are  therefore  informed  that,  unless 
they  object,  a  post-mortem  examination  will  be  made.  It  has 
been  considered  that  the  publicity  thus  given  to  the  practice 
is  important  in  satisfying  the  public  that  the  cause  of  death  is 
ascertained,  and  any  attempt  at  foul  play  exposed  ;  and  also 
in  showing  that  insanity  is  not  solely  a  disease  of  the  mind, 
but  frequently  associated  with  bodily  lesions,  and  within  the 
reach  of  medical  treatment.  In  the  Worcester  Asylum  a 
notice  of  the  death  of  every  patient  is  immediately  for¬ 
warded  to  the  relatives  or  friends,  stating  also  that  the 
body  may  be  removed  with  the  sanction  of  the  relieving 
officer  within  four  days,  and  also  that  a  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nation  will  be  necessary.  This  is  done  after  sufficient  time 
has  elapsed  to  admit  of  the  person  to  whom  the  notice  is 
sent  either  coming  to  the  asylum  or  sending  by  post,  and 
raising  an  objection ;  and  whenever  it  is  known  that  the 
relatives  are  opposed  to  any  examination  being  made,  it  is 
not  done  unless  by  order  of  the  coroner.  Under  this  system 
Dr.  Sherlock  states  that  no  trouble  or  complaint  has  ever 
come  to  his  knowledge. 

A  very  similar  course  is  followed  in  the  Wandsworth 
Asylum,  the  printed  form  which  announces  the  death  of 
the  patient  stating  also  that  the  case  is  one  “  in  which  the 
“  medical  officer  feels  it  necessary  that  a  post-mortem  ex- 
u  animation  should  be  made.”  Ample  time  is  always  allowed 
for  the  relatives  to  reply  by  post,  and  if  there  is  reason  to 
suppose  that  an  objection  will  be  raised,  no  examination  is 
made.  In  the  printed  form  for  the  admission  of  patients 
into  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  the  following  paragraph  occurs:  — 
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Post-mortem 
Examina¬ 
tions  IN 
Asylums. 


“  It  being  very  important  in  the  treatment  of  insanity 
u  generally,  and  conducive  to  the  recovery  of  those  afflicted 
“  with  that  distressing  malady,  that  the  physical  condition  of 
u  the  brain,  as  well  as  the  cause  of  the  disorder,  should  be 
“  ascertained  in  cases  of  death,  the  committee  have  directed 
“  that,  should  a  patient  die  while  in  the  hospital,  the  medical 
“  officer  of  the  establishment  be  authorised  to  examine  the 
u  body,  unless  an  objection  shall  have  been  made  in  writing 
a  to  the  secretary  previous  to  the  decease  of  such  patient/’ 

In  the  Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  Asylum,  out  of  70  patients 
who  died  during  the  past  year,  examinations  were  made  in 
the  cases  of  58.  In  every  instance  of  serious  illness  the  friends 
are  communicated  with,  and  if  they  visit  they  are  informed 
that  a  post-mortem  examination  will  take  place  to  enable  the 
medical  officer  to  send  to  the  coroner  the  statement  required 
by  the  44th  section  of  the  25th  &  26th  Viet.  c.  Ill,  and 
Mr.  Denne  states  that  in  no  case  has  their  consent  been 
refused.  In  the  Rainhill  Asylum  the  sanction  of  the  friends 
is  not,  as  a  rule,  asked.  Dr.  Rogers  intimates  his  intention 
in  future  of  making  a  post-mortem  examination  in  every 
case. 

Dr.  Stiff  of  the  Nottingham  Asylum,  on  the  other  hand, 
doubting  the  legality  of  making  a  post-mortem  examination, 
and  the  power  of  the  friends  themselves  to  sanction  it,  ex¬ 
presses  his  intention  in  future  to  abstain  from  making  it, 
unless  by  order  of  the  coroner  or  other  legal  officer. 

Further  replies  to  our  circular  show  that  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  12  asylums,  Beds;  Herts,  and  Hunts,  Cambridge,  Car¬ 
marthen,  Cumberland,  Durham,  Glamorgan,  Leicester  and 
Rutland,  Hanwell,  Abergavenny,  Somerset,  Worcester,  and 
Wakefield,  the  practice  of  making  post-mortem  exami¬ 
nations  is  the  general  rule,  and  out  of  a  total  of  886 
deaths  in  these  asylums  in  1869,  764  autopsies  were 
made. 

In  the  Suffolk,  Bristol,  and  Hull  Asylums ;  and  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  hospitals,  viz. :  Lincoln,  Liverpool,  Bethel  at  Norwich, 
Nottingham,  Warneford,  and  York,  in  which  143  patients 
died  during  the  year  1869;  there  was  no  examination  in 
any  case.  In  the  following  licensed  houses,  viz.,  Fisherton, 
Haydock  Lodge,  Grove  Hall,  Peckham  House,  Camberwell 
House,  Bethnal  House,  and  Hoxton  House,  the  total  number 
of  deaths  was  335,  and  in  only  12  instances  were  the  bodies 
examined. 

As  examples  also  of  county  asylums  in  which  examinations 
are  rarely  made,  we  may  mention  the  Cornwall,  Denbigh,

Derby,  Dorset,  Kent,  Lincoln,  Lancaster,  Northumberland,  Post-mortem 
Nottingham,  Prestwich,  Salop,  Stafford  at  Burntwood,  and  TIotsmA 
Northampton,  in  which  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  1869  asylums. 
was  800,  and  the  post-mortem  examinations  only  7 1  • 

Whether  as  a  means  of  discovering  injuries  which  patients 
may  have  received,  and,  by  the  known  certainty  of  detection, 
tending  to  check  acts  of  violence  on  the  part  of  attendants ; 
or  with  the  all-important  view  of  advancing  the  knowledge 
of  the  pathology  and  treatment  of  the  various  forms  of  in¬ 
sanity  ;  we  think  that  the  practice  of  making  post-mortem 
examinations  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  everywhere  the 
rule,  and  not,  as  in  many  instances,  the  exception.  It  ought 
also,  in  our  opinion,  to  be  applicable,  under  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  of  consent  on  the  part  of  relatives,  to  all  classes  of 
patients. 

We  further  think  that  it  would  not  be  either  desirable  or 
necessary,  by  legislative  interference,  to  authorise  medical 
officers  of  asylums  to  examine,  without  such  consent,  the 
bodies  of  the  patients  dying  in  their  several  establishments. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  such  examinations  should  not  be  made, 
either  contrary  to  the  wish  of  the  relatives  of  the  patient,  or 
without  giving  them  the  opportunity  of  objecting  thereto.  The 
practice  above  alluded  to,  as  followed  at  the  Surrey  Asylum, 
Wandsworth,  the  Cumberland,  Somerset,  and  Worcester 
Asylums,  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  appears  to  us  to  be  safe 
and  judicious,  and  such  as  would  meet  the  difficulties  which 
are  stated  to  occur  in  other  institutions.

Notwithstanding  the  purchase,  with  the  sanction  of  the  ^7L^**ich 
Secretary  of  State,  of  a  site,  and  his  approval  of  plans  for  a  ^  '  °1W1C  * 

Borough  Asylum,  the  Town  Council  of  Norwich  have  con¬ 
tinued,  upon  various  dilatory  pleas,  to  evade  the  performance 
of  their  statutory  duty,  and  have  not  as  yet  commenced  the 
erection  of  the  asylum.

in  February  of  the  present  year,  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce^ 
having  received  from  the  town  council  a  renewed  applica¬

mentioned,  the  erection  of  their  new  borough  asylum,  had  an 
interview  with  a  deputation  on  the  subject,  and  assented  to 
their  request  for  a  year’s  delay. 

Being  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  sanitary  and  other 
local  works  of  a  borough  could  not  be  of  greater  import¬ 
ance,  in  reference  to  duties  imposed  upon  the  authorities, 
than  the  requirements  of  the  law  that  proper  and  sufficient 
provision  be  made  for  their  lunatic  poor,  we  felt  it  our 
duty  to  express  a  hope  that  no  further  delay  beyond  the  12 
months  specified  would  be  permitted  by  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

We  have  since  had  the  satisfaction  of  receiving  an  assur¬ 
ance  to  that  effect  from  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce,  who  has  in¬ 
formed  the  town  council  that,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
12  months,  he  will  require  them  forthwith  to  take  steps  for 
the  erection  of  the  asylum,  as  a  necessary  work  to  the 
further  postponement  of  which  he  will  not  consent. 

An  agreement  for  the  union  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  with 
Norwich  for  the  purposes  of  a  joint  borough  asylum,  sub¬ 
mitted  on  the  part  of  the  respective  town  councils,  was  in 
September  last  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  asylum  for  the  borough  of  Ipswich  has  been  com¬ 
pleted,  and  will  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  early 
in  July  next. 

The  contract  for  the  reception  of  the  pauper  lunatics  of 
the  Borough  of  King’s  Lynn  into  the  Ipswich  Asylum, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  7th  section  of  the  u  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,  1853,”  has  not  yet  been  finally  settled.  The 
delay  has  arisen  from  a  doubt  that  has  been  suggested 
whether  the  contract,  although  entered  into  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  justices  of  King’s  Lynn,  would  make  it  imperative 
on  the  several  borough  justices  to  make  orders  for  the 
reception  of  all  their  pauper  lunatics  into  the  Ipswich 
Asylum.  Acting  upon  this  doubt,  the  committee  of  visitors 
of  the  Ipswich  Asylum  have  sought  to  protect  themselves, 
and  ensure  the  sending  of  all  the  King’s  Lynn  pauper  lunatics 
to  the  asylum,  by  means  of  a  proviso  in  the  contract  requiring 
the  justices  of  King’s  Lynn  to  pay  100/.  per  annum  be¬ 
yond  the  stipulated  sum  per  head,  with  a  condition  that  this 
proviso  should  not  be  enforced  if  all  the  King’s  Lynn  patients 
were  sent  to  Ipswich.  To  the  insertion  of  such  a  proviso,  the 
authorities  of  King’s  Lynn  object,  and  thus  the  matter  stands. 
W e  do  not  ourselves  see  any  reason  to  doubt  that  the  effect  of 
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the  proposed  contract  would  be  to  render  the  Ipswich  Asylum  Boroughs 
pro  tcinto ,  virtually  and  constructively,  the  asylum  for  King’s  N0TICED  IN 
Lynn,  and  we  therefore  consider  that,  regard  being  had  to  AS  UNPRO- 
the  express  terms  of  the  7th  section,  and  the  plain  inten-  Isylui^1™ 
tions  of  the  Legislature,  it  would  be  obligatory  upon  the 
several  justices  of  King’s  Lynn  to  send  all  their  pauper 
lunatics  thither. 


The  town  council  of  Great  Yarmouth  are  about  to  con-  (5*)  Great  Yar- 
tract  for  the  reception  of  their  pauper  lunatics  into  themouth* 
asylum  to  be  erected  for  the  borough  of  Norwich.  It  was 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  contract,  that 
before  its  execution,  the  agreement  union  between  Norwich 
and  Bury  St.  Edmunds  should  be  completed.  There  will 
now  no  longer  be  any  delay  in  the  matter. 


The  arrangement  between  the  borough  of  Ludlow  and  GO  Ludlow, 
the  borough  of  Wenlock  and  counties  of  Salop  and  Mont¬ 
gomery,  was  by  a  statutory  union,  the  agreement  for  which 
was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  March  last.  It 
was  in  our  23rd  Report  incorrectly  described  as  a  con¬ 
tract. 


The  position  of  Maidstone  and  the  other  Kentish  boroughs,  GO  Maidstone

m  reference  to  their  pauper  lunatics,  continues  to  be  most  ish  Boroughs, 
unsatisfactory.  No  advance  has  been  made  since  the  date 
of  our  last  report  towards  providing  a  joint  borough  asylum, 
or  otherwise  for  the  permanent  care  of  their  insane  poor. 


The  existing  contract  for  the  reception  into  the  Denbigh  (8.)  Chester. 
Asylum  of  20  pauper  lunatics  of  each  sex  belonging  to  the 
borough  of  Chester  will  expire  on  the  25th  June  next,  and 
no  other  arrangements  for  their  permanent  maintenance 
and  care  will  probably  be  made  until  the  completion  of  the 
new  Cheshire  Asylum  near  Macclesfield. 

'  Negociations  are  in  progress  with  a  view  to  the  union,  for  (9.)  Ports- 
the  purposes  of  a  joint  asylum,  of  the  boroughs  of  Portsmouth,  (lo^south- 
Southampton,  Winchester,  and  Andover.  ampton. 

We  are  not  in  a  position  to  report  any  definite  steps  on  (n.)pij mouth, 
the  part  of  the  justices  of  Plymouth  towards  the  erecting, 
solely  or  in  union  with  other  boroughs,  an  asylum  for  their 
pauper  lunatics.  The  question  of  the  proposed  enlargement 
of  the  Devon  County  Asylum  for  the  purpose  of  the  recep¬ 
tion,  under  a  statutory  contract,  of  the  Plymouth  patients, 
has  been  set  at  rest  by  the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor  General, 
obtained  upon  our  application  through  the  Home  Office, 
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(li.)piymouth.  who  confirmed  the  objection  raised  by  this  Board  to  such 
enlargement,  as  not  sanctioned  by  the  30th  section  of  “  The 
Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1867,”  and  consequently  illegal.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  23  &  24 
Yict.  c.  75,  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  was  on 
the  6th  November  last  visited  and  inspected  by  two  members 
of  this  Board,  who  made  all  material  inquiries  into  its  manage¬ 
ment,  and  the  condition  and  treatment  of  the  persons 
confined  therein.  A  copy  of  their  Report  has  been  duly 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  See  Appendix  (I). 


Hospitals. 

Wonford 
House,  Exeter 


The  most  important  event  connected  with  these  institu¬ 
tions,  has  been  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  new 
hospital  at  Exeter,  which  we  noticed  in  our  last  report 
as  in  a  forward  state.  The  patients  were  removed  from 
the  old  St.  Thomas’  Hospital  to  the  new  building,  styled 
“  Wonford  House,”  in  August  last ;  and  the  report  of  a  visit 
since  made  by  two  Commissioners  is  of  a  very  satisfactory 
character.  Although  some  grave  structural  defects  were 
found  to  exist,  especially  in  reference  to  the  access  from  the 
upper  galleries  to  the  airing-courts,  the  general  cheerfulness 
of  the  rooms  and  building,  the  arrangements  for  the  comfort 
of  the  patients,  and  the  liberality  with  which  the  apartments 
for  the  first-class  patients  are  furnished,  were  highly  praised  ; 
and  the  accommodation  was  stated  to  be  “  admirably  suited 
u  to  the  purpose  of  the  institution,  which  is  that  of  receiving 
“  at  such  moderate  charge  as  the  charitable  resources  at  the 
“  disposal  of  the  committee  render  practicable,  patients  of 
“  every  class ;  but  especially  those  who  are  reduced  in 
u  circumstances  below  the  position  to  which  they  socially 
“  belong.  The  arrangements  made  include  at  the  same 
“  time  domestic  and  home  comforts  adapted  to  persons  of 
u  the  best  station.”  The  patients  were  65  in  number,  and 
were  found  singularly  free  from  excitement. 


Liverpool 

Lunatic 

Hospital. 


We  regret  to  state  that  the  report  of  a  visit  in  July  last 
to  the  Liverpool  Hospital  is  in  no  respect  of  a  more  satis¬ 
factory  character  than  those  which  have  been  made  for  many 
years. 

With  few  exceptions  the  personal  condition  of  the  patients 
was  found  to  be  very  indifferent,  and  indeed  the  reason 
alleged  why  the  females  in  the  lower  ward  were  never  on 
any  occasion  taken  beyond  the  airing-court,  was  that  they 
had  no  clothes  fit  to  be  seen  in.  The  corresponding  class  of 
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men  were  stated  to  be  be  taken  out  as  little  as  the  women, 
and  both  were  said  to  be  rarely  visited  by  any  friends  having 
an  interest  in  them.  The  state  of  the  furniture  was  dis¬ 
creditable  in  the  extreme,  and  there  was  a  general  absence 
of  tidiness  throughout  the  hospital.  The  patients  were, 
with  few  exceptions,  quiet.  Not  more  than  four  or  five  of 
the  better  class  of  either  sex  were  reported  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  walking  or  driving  out,  and  only  1  male  and 
7  females  dined  at  the  matron’s  table.  The  seclusion  in  the 
15  months  which  had  elapsed  since  the  previous  visit,  applied 
to  5  males  on  62  occasions,  and  to  18  females  on  131  occa 
sions. 

After  the  visit  made  in  1868,  a  communication  had  been 
addressed  to  the  Board  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  hospital,  stating  that  the  committee  agreed  with  the 
Commissioners  as  to  the  desirability  of  erecting  a  more 
suitable  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Liverpool,  and  wrere  then 
taking  legal  advice  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  site. 

In  August  last,  a  further  letter  was  received,  stating  that 
owing  to  the  peculiar  title  of  the  land  and  buildings,  and  the 
connection  of  the  Lunatic  Hospital  with  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
there  were  legal  difficulties  as  well  to  the  sale  of  the  pro¬ 
perty  as  to  the  severance  of  the  asylum  from  the  infirmary, 
the  property  being  held  under  the  corporation  of  Liverpool 
only  during  such  time  as  it  is  devoted  to  its  present  use.  It 
was  at  the  same  time  stated  that  the  committee  would  gladly 
endeavour  to  overcome  any  legal  obstacles  that  might  be 
found  to  stand  in  their  way  ;  and  we  can  have  little  doubt 
that  in  the  furtherance  of  so  important  an  object,  the  corpora¬ 
tion  of  Liverpool  would  give  all  the  assistance  in  their  power. 
The  committee  further  remark  upon  the  unremunerative 
class  of  patients  received  into  the  hospital,  the  payments 
from  whom  had  for  several  years  been  insufficient  to  meet 
the  expenditure,  in  consequence  of  which  the  hospital  had 
largely  drawn  upon  the  funds  of  the  infirmary  to  supply  the 
deficiency  ;  and  this  state  of  things  is  attributed,  among  other 
causes,  to  “the  strong  opinion  of  the  public  in  favour  of  country 
establishments.”  But  to  this  should  be  added  the  structural 
defects  of  the  building  itself,  imperfections  in  management, 
the  progressive  dilapidation  of  the  furniture  which  has  for 
years  been  allowed  to  go  on,  and  generally,  the  little  effort 
made  in  the  hospital  to  keep  pace  with  the  advance  which 
has  taken  place  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  It  is  little 
matter  of  wonder,  therefore,  that  patients  of  a  remunerative 
class  are  not  obtained,  and  we  see  no  prospect  of  its  success

financially,  so  long  as  the  present  state  of  things  is  allowed 
to  continue. 

The  success  invariably  attendant  on  such  lunatic  hospitals 
as  have  been  built  during  the  last  few  years,  and  especially 
at  Cheadle,  may,  we  trust,  stimulate  the  Governors  of  Liver¬ 
pool  Hospital  to  make  further  endeavours  for  removal  of  the 
difficulties  they  refer  to  in  their  letter,  and  for  the  erection  of 
an  institution  not  unworthy  of  so  important  a  town. 

The  irregularity  in  the  admission  of  a  patient  into  the 
Cheadle  Hospital,  casually  discovered  at  the  visit  made  in 
1 869,  was  adverted  to  in  our  last  report.  The  general  con¬ 
dition  of  the  hospital  at  that  visit  was  found  to  be  satisfac¬ 
tory,  the  arrangements  for  the  occupation  and  recreation  of 
the  patients  of  the  better  class  being  abundant,  and  the 
accommodation  provided  for  them,  especially  in  the  cottages, 
excellent.  In  the  lower  wards  of  both  divisions,  however, 
the  supply  of  means  of  amusement  was  noticed  as  being 
very  deficient,  and  immediate  steps  were  recommended  to 
be  taken  to  improve  these  wards  by  decorating  and  refur¬ 
nishing  them.  The  bathing  arrangements  were  again  found 
very  defective,  and  there  were  no  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
the  attendants  in  bathing  patients,  and  the  shower-baths 
were  not  kept  locked.  The  infrequency  and  insufficiency  of 
the  entries  in  the  case  hooks  were  also  again  strongly  com¬ 
mented  upon  ;  and  in  reference  to  the  practice  of  receiving 
“  boarders,”  which  is  extensively  followed  in  this  hospital, 
four  inmates  of  each  sex  who  were  thus  received  having  been 
seen  at  the  visit,  it  was  strongly  recommended  that  in  future 
hoarders  should  “be  required,  before  their  reception,  to  sign 
“  a  written  paper,  expressing  their  desire  to  remain  in  the 
“  hospital,  and  their  willingness  to  submit  to  such  regulations 
cc  as  shall  be  laid  down  by  the  committee  and  medical  super- 
“  intendent,  on  whose  part  it  should  be  clearly  expressed 
“  that  the  boarder  is  at  liberty  to  quit  the  hospital  whenever 
u  he  may  think  fit.” 


Northampton 

Hospital. 


The  Northampton  Hospital  is  so  essentially  the  pauper 
asylum  for  the  county,  that  we  include  the  report  made 
upon  it  with  those  of  the  other  county  asylums  (Appendix  E). 
From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  condition  of  the  institution 
was  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  A  large  sum  of  money  had 
been  expended  in  various  structural  improvements,  and  in  the 
purchase  of  new  furniture  and  matters  of  decoration,  adding 
very  materially  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  both  of  the 
private  and  pauper  classes.  The  subject  of  the  future  pro¬ 
vision 
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vision  to  be  made  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county  and  hospitals. 
of  the  boroughs  of  Northampton  and  Peterborough  was  stated  Northampton 
to  be  under  the  consideration  of  the  magistrates  and  the  Hospita1, 
directors,  but  as  yet  no  definite  conclusion  appears  to  have 
been  arrived  at. 

In  April  1869  an  application  was  made  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  of  visitors  for  the  renewal,  for  a  further 
short  term,  of  the  contract  for  the  reception  of  the  pauper 
lunatics  of  the  county  into  the  general  lunatic  hospital.  In 
reply,  the  chairman  was  informed  that  “when  in  1856  the 
u  first  agreement,  which  was  for  five  years,  was  entered  into, 

“  the  Commissioners,  while  giving  a  reluctant  consent  thereto, 

“  were  careful  to  intimate  to  the  justices  that  they  regarded 
“  it  as  strictly  temporary,  and  that  unless  arrangements  were 
“  meanwhile  made  to  secure  to  the  Northamptonshire  patients 
“  all  the  advantages  and  protection  contemptated  by  the 
u  Lunacy  Acts,  the  board  would  object  to  its  renewal.” 

After  expressing  their  opinion  that  the  whole  question  of 
the  legal  provision  made  by  the  justices  for  their  pauper 
lunatics  should  be  re-considered,  and  referring  to  the  increase 
which  had  taken  place  in  their  number  since  the  original 
agreement  was  entered  into,  namely,  from  about  170  to  360, 
the  Commissioners  state  that  they  “  have  much  hesitation  in 
£‘  sanctioning,  by  their  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  any 
“  further  delay  than  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  carrying 
“  out  the  positive  requirements  of  the  Legislature,  and  they 
“  trust  that,  before  communicating  with  the  Secretary  of 
“  State,  they  may  receive  from  the  justices  of  Northampton 
“  such  an  assurance  of  their  intention  to  comply  with  the 
£t  Act  as  may  justify  the  temporary  renewal  proposed.”  Ulti- 
ately  the  contract  was  renewed  for  the  period  of  one  year, 
terminating  30  June  18/0. 

From  a  statement  made  by  the  committee  in  their  last 
annual  report,  it  appears  that  in  consequence  of  certain  of 
the  county  magistrates  having,  on  behalf  of  the  ratepayers 
of  the  county  and  boroughs,  claimed  a  right  of  property  in 
the  hospital  and  grounds,  the  whole  matter  was  referred  by 
the  directors  of  the  asylum  to  Mr.  Hensman  for  his  legal 
opinion,  and  subsequently  Sir  George  S.  Robinson  submitted, 
for  his  own  guidance,  a  full  statement  of  the  case  to  Mr.  De 
Gex.  The  magistrates  also  took  counsel’s  opinion  upon  their 
view  of  the  subject,  which  they  submitted  to  the  Charity 
Commissioners,  at  the  same  time  asking  them,  “  Whether,  if 
u  a  Bill  were  brought  into  Parliament  on  behalf  of  the  county 
£4  for  transferring  the  present  lunatic  hospital  to  the  county, 
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u  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Lunacy  Com- 
u  missioners,  the  assent  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  might 
“  be  counted  on  ”  ? 

The  opinion  of  the  directors  that  the  Charity  Commis¬ 
sioners  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  hospital  was,  to  a  certain 
extent,  confirmed  by  a  letter  addressed  by  the  latter  to  the 
magistrates,  in  which  they  stated  that  their  assent  was  not 
required  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  justices  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  Bill  they  referred  to  into  Parliament,  and  that 
“  they  would  be  travelling  out  of  their  legitimate  sphere  of 
“  duty  if,  at  the  present  stage  of  the  matter,  and  upon  the 
“  application  only  of  the  promoters  of  the  proceeding,  they 

were  to  express  any  opinion  upon  the  merits  of  such  a 

“  Bill.” 

Upon  the  report  of  Mr.  Hensman,  which  was  against  the 
claims  of  the  ratepayers,  supported  by  Mr.  De  Gex’s  opinion, 
“  that  neither  the  county  nor  borough  could  equitably  or 
“  morally  claim  any  interest  in  the  property  of  the  asylum,” 
the  directors  refused  to  submit  to  refer  the  question  to  arbi¬ 
tration,  as  had  been  proposed  by  the  justices.  The  opinion 
6f  Mr.  Ro dwell  and  Mr.  Begg,  taken  by  the  magistrates,  was 
shortly  to  the  effect  that  the  ratepayers  have  not  such  an  in¬ 
terest,  legal  or  equitable,  in  the  asylum,  as  entitles  them  to 
appropriate  any  portion  of  the  buildingto  county  purposes;  and 
that  there  is  no  mode  by  which  the  directors  could  transfer 
or  convey  any  portion  of  the  property  to  the  county,  or  enter 
into  arrangements  with  it,  unless  under  the  4th  or  42nd  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  Act ;  so  that  if  the  Secretary  of  State  refuses  to 
sanction  the  existing  temporary  arrangement,  the  county 
must  provide  an  asylum  for  its  pauper  lunatics,  unless  Parlia¬ 
ment  should  pass  an  Act  to  remove  the  present  complication. 
Further  they  think  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  there  was  a 
tacit  admission  on  the  part  of  the  directors  of  the  hospital, 
that  the  “  county,  as  a  body,  was  entitled  to  some  consider - 
“  ation  in  dealing  with  the  property  of  the  institution,”  and 
that  “the  ratepayers  have,  or  ought  to  have,  a  quasi- 
“  beneficial  interest  in  the  fabric  which  lias  grown  out  of 
“  contributions  not  from  the  county  rate,  but  mainly  from 
“  the  voluntary  donations  of  individual  landowners  and  resi- 
“  dents  in  the  county,  which  morally  entitles  them  to  parti- 
“  cipate  in  the  advantages  of  the  institution.”  The  opinion 
ends  with  a  suggestion  that  the  facts  should  be  submitted  to 
the  decision  of  some  independent  public  man  with  a  view  to 
the  bringing  in  of  a  private  Bill ;  and  that,  if  the  directors 
decline  to  refer  the  matter,  the  county  might  prepare  a  Bill 

for 
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for  the  transfer  of  the  institution  to  the  county  upon  stated  Hospitals. 
terms,  and  for  vesting  the  proceeds  in  the  hands  of  the  Northampton 
directors  for  carrying  out  the  charitable  purposes  of  the  Hospital* 
institution. 

The  present  agreement  terminates  on  the  30th  of  June 
next,  and  if  it  should  be  renewed,  the  directors  propose 
limiting  the  number  of  paupers  to  be  received  to  150  of  each 
sex  (at  the  last  visit  there  were  166  male  and  177  female 
paupers  in  the  asylum),  and  that  the  period  should  not  be 
for  more  than  three  years.  The  payment  is  also  proposed  to 
be  based  on  the  average  of  the  rate  of  maintenance  charged 
to  unions  in  the  seven  neighbouring  asylums,  adding  to  this 
for  lodging,  &c.,  at  the  rate  of  one-third  of  the  above 
amount,  so  that  the  county  will  pay  one-fourth  of  the  sum 
finally  fixed  upon. 

We  retain,  to  the  full  extent,  the  view  before  expressed 
by  us,  that  it  is  now  incumbent  upon  the  justices  of 
Northamptonshire  to  take  the  steps  required  by  the  Statute 
for  the  care  of  their  insane.  As  to  the  precise  mode  in  which 
this  is  to  be  done,  we  refrain,  in  existing  circumstances,  from 
offering  an  opinion. 

In  our  last  report  we  fully  detailed  circumstances  which  st.  Luke’s 
had  been  matter  of  public  comment  in  reference  to  the  con-  Hospital* 
dition  and  management  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  we  gave 
a  short  statement  showing  how  unavailing  had  been  our 
efforts  to  induce  the  governors  to  take  steps  for  its  removal 
to  some  more  eligible  locality.  We  then  published  the  entry 
made  upon  a  visit  to  the  hospital  by  the  chairman  and  three 
members  of  the  board  in  April  1869,  together  with  the  reply 
of  the  governors. 

In  that  report  the  Commissioners  expressed  a  hope  that 
the  governors  would  forthwith  place  the  hospital  under  the 
individual  authority  of  the  medical  superintendent,  subject 
only  to  their  own  control ;  and  in  their  reply  it  was  stated 
that  a  sub-committee  had  been  appointed  to  consider  and 
define  the  superintendent’s  powers,  and  that  the  governors 
anticipated  that  their  report  would  be  in  accordance  with 
the  views  of  the  Commissioners.  In  October  the  report  of 
the  sub-committee  was  forwarded  to  us,  and  the  object  of  it, 
we  regret  to  say,  was  chiefly  to  show  that  what  we  had  so 
strongly  objected  to,  as  weakening  the  authority  of  the  super¬ 
intendent,  was  sanctioned  by  the  old  rules  of  the  hospital, 
and  held  by  the  governors  to  he  beneficial  in  its  tendency. 

While  conceding  to  the  medical  superintendent  the  para- 
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mount  authority  given  to  him  hy  rule  49  in  respect  of  the 
medical  and  moral  care  and  treatment  of  the  patients,  the 
committee  state  that,  at  the  same  time,  they  see  no  reason 
why  that  officer  should  be  put  in  command  of  the  whole 
establishment,  which  they  think  would  not  work  beneficially. 

This  report  was  carefully  considered  by  our  hoard,  and 
in  reply  we  expressed  to  the  governors  our  surprise  that, 
after  being  led  to  expect  that  the  views  of  the  governors  as 
to  the  re-organisation  of  the  staff  of  officers  and  the  increased 
powers  of  the  medical  superintendent  would  be  in  accordance 
with  those  of  the  Commissioners,  little  or  no  change  in 
these  respects  was  contemplated ;  that,  in  fact,  the  same 
divided  authority,  which  the  Commissioners  had  so  often 
found  it  their  duty  to  condemn,  was  to  be  continued.  We 
further  stated  that  we  felt  it  to  he  almost  needless  to  repeat 
arguments  so  obvious  and  so  often  expressed  in  favour  of 
giving,  in  all  asylums  and  institutions  for  the  insane,  the  sole 
and  paramount  authority  and  responsibility  to  the  resident 
medical  officer ;  and  we  referred  to  the  very  unsatisfactory 
condition  in  which  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  had  been  found  at  the 
last  visit  as  well  as  on  many  previous  occasions,  and  to  the 
painful  disputes  which  had  arisen  amongst  its  officers,  in  proof 
of  the  correctness  of  these  viewTs.  No  further  correspondence 
has  taken  place  upon  this  subject,  and  we  have  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  governors  entertain  any  present  intention  of 
applying  a  remedy  to  the  very  unsatisfactory  state  of  things 
which  thus  continues  to  exist. 

The  reports  made  during  the  past  year  upon  Fort  Pitt 
and  the  Naval  Hospital  at  Yarmouth,  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  J. 

Reviewing  the  several  entries  made  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  who,  during  the  past  year,  have  visited  the  various 
licensed  houses  within  our  immediate  jurisdiction,  we  have 
to  report  that  they  are  generally,  as  to  the  condition  and 
management  of  such  houses,  of  a  very  satisfactory  character. 
Suggestions  made  in  the  course  of  the  visits,  having  for 
their  object  to  give  better  accommodation,  or  to  afford 
increase  of  comfort  to  the  patients,  and  to  render  their  re¬ 
sidence  in  these  houses  less  monotonous  and  more  cheerful, 
have,  for  the  most  part,  received  ready  attention.  Except 
as  to  three  of  the  houses,  we  have  no  special  occurrences  to 
record. 
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One  of  these  was  in  Brooke  House.  The  structural  Metro- 
changes  referred  to  in  the  last  report  as  having  been  carried  licensed 
out  here,  have  since  enabled  the  proprietor  to  make  better  ar-  Houses. 
rangements  for  the  association  of  the  patients,  while  a  more  Brooke  House, 
distinct  separation  of  the  sexes  in  each  division  has  been 
assured  ;  more  facilities  of  amusement  and  a  greater  variety 
of  occupation  have  at  the  same  time  been  afforded,  and  the 
comfort  of  the  patients  materially  increased.  The  changes 
effected  had  involved  also  new  arrangements  connected  with 
a  more  permanent  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  by  which  a 
more  satisfactory  and  vigilant  superintendence  of  the  patients 
was  intended  to  be  secured.  We  have  to  report,  however,  the  Case  of  Mrs. 
occurrence  of  the  death  of  a  lady,  a  patient  in  the  house,  on  by  burning’ 
the  16th  July  last,  from  the  effects  of  burning  the  day  previous, 
and,  in  our  opinion,  through  the  culpable  carelessness  of  one 
of  the  nurses.  An  inquest  was  held,  and  a  verdict  returned 
of  “  accidental  death,”  the  jury  adding  that,  in  their  opinion, 
no  blame  was  attributable  to  any  one  ;  but  a  member  of  this 
board,  very  soon  after  the  inquest,  made  a  special  visit ;  and, 
in  the  presence  of  Dr.  Monro  and  Mr.  Adams,  the  resident 
medical  officer,  inquired  into  the  circumstances  connected 
with  the  death,  when  the  following  facts  were  elicited : 

Mrs.  D.,  a  widow,  was  received  into  Brooke  House  on  the 
1 5th  May  of  last  year.  A  few  months  previously,  when  at 
home,  she  had  thrown  herself  out  of  a  window,  and  broken 
several  of  her  ribs.  She  was  always  considered  and  treated 
by  Dr.  Monro  as  disposed  to  suicide  ;  but  latterly  was  thought 
so  much  improved  in  mind  that  one  of  her  sons  was  sent  for. 

His  visit  somewhat  excited  her,  still,  however,  during  her 
residence  in  Brooke  House  Mrs.  D.  had  done  nothing  to 
raise  suspicion  of  any  continued  intention  to  commit  suicide. 

She  was  placed  in  that  portion  of  the  house  which  is  under 
the  charge  of  three  nurses,  one  of  whom  is  styled  “  charge 
attendant.”  This  attendant  remained  in  charge  down  to  the 
15th  July,  when  she  was  moved  to  another  division  of  the 
house,  leaving  in  an  open  cupboard  of  Mrs.  D.’s  bed-room  a 
box  of  lucifer  matches.  She  was  succeeded  that  day  by 
another  nurse,  who  accompanied  Mrs.  D.  the  same  day. from 
the  dining  room  to  her  own  room,  and  left  her  for  a  short  time. 

On  returning  she  was  met  on  the  landing  by  Mrs.  D.,  rushing 
from  her  room  with  her  dress  in  flames.  She  caught  her 
immediately  in  her  arms,  and  tried  to  extinguish  the  flames, 
but  ineffectually ;  and  Mrs.  D.  was  so  severely  burnt  about 
the  body  before  they  were  extinguished,  that  she  died  the 
evening  of  the  following  day.  She  confessed  to  Mr.  Adams. 
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that;  finding  some  matches  in  the  cupboard  in  her  room, 
she  purposely  set  fire  to  her  dress.  On  learning  these  facts, 
we  directed  a  letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Adams,  conveying 
our  opinion  that  the  conduct  of  the  attendant,  in  so  care¬ 
lessly  leaving  a  box  of  lucifer  matches  in  an  open  cupboard 
accessible  to  a  suicidal  patient,  was  highly  censurable.  Dr. 
Monro  gave  her  a  months’  notice  to  quit,  on  the  ground  of 
“  carelessness,”  although  in  his  opinion  she  was  an  ex¬ 
perienced  and  efficient  nurse.  Fie  also  gave  strict  orders 
that  lucifer  matches  should  be  carefully  kept  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  the  charge  attendant. 


Camberwell  Qn  the  25th  of  November  last  the  resident  medical  officer 
of  Camberwell  House  reported  to  our  office  that  a  male  pau¬ 
per  patient,  named  Cansdale,  was  suffering  from  a  broken 
rib,  the  result  of  an  injury  received,  and  the  circumstances 
formed  the  subject  of  a  special  inquiry  by  two  members  of  the 
board,  at  a  visit  to  the  house  made  shortly  afterwards. 

From  the  patient  himself,  who  was  in  a  state  of  dementia, 
but  whose  injuries  were  proceeding  favourably,  they  could 
obtain  no  information. 

They  ascertained  that  the  attention  of  the  medical  officer, 
Dr.  Schofield,  was  first  called  to  the  case  on  the  18th,  by 
Williams,  the  infirmary  attendant,  who  had  charge  of  the 
patient,  and  on  examination  the  fractures  were  discovered;  hut 
no  light  was  thrown  upon  the  matter  until  the  following  day, 
when  two  statements,  one  by  a  convalescing  infirmary  patient, 
and  another  by  an  attendant,  M.,  were  voluntarily  made.  The 
former  was  to  the  effect  that  on  the  previous  day,  the  1 8th, 
Cansdale,  having  been  very  troublesome  in  the  airing-court, 
was  kicked  and  roughly  handled  by  another  patient.  The 
statement  of  the  attendant,  M.,  on  the  other  hand,  was,  that 
on  the  morning  of  the  17th,  he  was  himself  in  special  at¬ 
tendance  upon  a  private  patient,  and  Williams,  the  infirmary 
attendant,  was  in  the  paddedroom  adjoining,  dressing  Cansdale 
who  had  dirtied  his  bed,  when  something  having  induced 
him  to  look  through  the  partially  open  padded  room  door, 
he  saw  Williams  twice  lift  up  Cansdale,  wrapt  in  the  bed¬ 
clothes,  and  twice  drop  him  on  the  floor. 

Williams,  who  was  examined,  entirely  denied  the  charge 
thus  brought  against  him,  but  admitted  that  Cansdale  had 
given  him  unusual  trouble  that  morning,  owing  to  the  dirty 
condition  of  his  bed  and  bedding. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  several  persons,  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  resident  proprietor,  Dr.  Paul,  and  the  medical 
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officer,  the  Commissioners,  having  satisfied  themselves  as  to  Metro- 
the  truthfulness  of  the  attendant  M.,  considered  the  fact  of  ™ ceased 
the  rough  usage  witnessed  by  him  on  the  part  of  Williams  Houses. 
towards  Can sd ale  to  be  established,  and  he  (Williams)  was 
accordingly  dismissed. 

The  suicide  of  a  patient  (Mrs.  S.)  in  Hoxton  House,  by  Hoxton  House, 
cutting  her  throat  with  a  table  knife  which  she  had  secreted, 
has  formed  the  subject  of  investigation  by  us.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  existence  of  a  regulation  in  the  general  rules 
for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants,  it  appeared  that  the  nurse 
of  the  ward  had  not  counted  the  knives  and  forks  after  the 
previous  meal  until  some  time  subsequently  ;  and  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  our  request,  a  printed  paper,  stating  that  all  the 
knives  and  forks  are  always  to  be  counted  and  locked  up  im¬ 
mediately  after  each  meal,  and  before  the  patients  leave  their 
dining-rooms,  has  been  given  to  each  attendant. 

There  has  been  only  one  change  in  the  number  of  houses  Grove  House, 
to  which  licenses  have  been  granted  in  the  metropolitan  dis-  Newing“ 
trict.  The  license  to  Grove  House,  Stoke  Newington, 
expired  in  November.  In  the  month  of  August  previous, 
this  house  ceased  to  be  used  for  the  reception  of  the  insane, 
three  of  the  patients  residing  there  at  that  time  having  been 
transferred  to  other  licensed  houses,  and  the  only  other 
patient  then  in  the  house  being  placed  under  private  care  as 
a  single  patient. 

Of  the  63  provincial  licensed  houses  visited  during  the  provincial 
past  year  by  the  Commissioners,  the  reports,  for  the  most  houses” 
part,  have  not  been  unfavourable  as  to  their  condition  and 
management.  A  short  statement  may  here  be  given  with 
regard  to  a  few  of  them  to  which  our  attention  had  been 
more  especially  drawn. 

Mr.  W.  Garbutt,  having  become  sole  proprietor  and  Dunston 
licensee  of  Dunston  Lodge,  has  made  great  improvements  in  Lodge’ 
this  house  and  in  its  management.  A  newT  dining-room  for 
the  second-class  patients  has  been  constructed  out  of  the  old 
day-room  used  by  pauper  patients,  a  class  no  longer  received 
here,  and,  by  the  removal  of  some  old  buildings  in  the  yard, 
this  now  leads  directly  to  the  kitchen  by  a  passage.  The  old 
second-class  dining-room  has  been  made  more  cheerful  and 
is  now  used  exclusively  as  a  day-room.  The  billiard-room 
has  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  the  table  re  covered,  and 
the  rooms  throughout,  sleeping  as  well  as  sitting,  have  been 
re-papered  and  supplied  with  new  carpeting. 
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A  change  has  taken  place  in  the  dining  arrangements. 
As  many  as  12  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  generally  on  an 
average  more  ladies  than  gentlemen,  now  dine  daily  at  the 
two  o’clock  table  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garbutt,  and  it  was 
observed  by  the  Commissioners  that  this  change  had  influ¬ 
enced  favourably  the  habits  of  some  of  the  patients.  With 
the  exception  of  about  five,  all  the  rest  of  the  patients  of  both 
sexes,  between  20  and  30  in  number,  dine  together  at  one 
o’clock,  when  either  Mr.  Garbutt  or  the  medical  officer  is 
present  to  carve,  and  the  matron  also  is  usually  present. 

The  proprietors  of  Fisherton  House,  in  the  beginning  of  last 
year,  purchased  a  row  of  1 3  newly-built  cottages  to  the  west 
of  the  asylum,  together  with  two  acres  of  land  between  them 
and  the  asylum,  and  separated  therefrom  only  by  a  private 
road  belonging  to  it. 

These  cottages  have  been  connected  so  as  to  form  one 
continuous  building,  by  an  arched  opening  made  in  the 
partition  walls  between  each  cottage,  both  on  the  ground 
and  upper  floor.  The  accommodation  is  well  adapted  for 
the  pauper  patients,  about  60  in  number,  of  a  well  conducted 
and  feeble  class,  who  now  use  this  part  of  the  asylum.  It 
has  a  cheerful  and  comfortable  aspect,  with  no  appearance 
of  restraint  or  restriction,  either  in  the  rooms  or  in  the  por¬ 
tion  of  ground  set  apart  for  exercise  and  recreation.  Im¬ 
portant  improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  principal 
airing-courts  in  each  division  used  by  pauper  patients,  either 
by  enlargement  of  the  courts,  or  by  the  substitution  of  light 
and  low  iron  fences  in  place  of  high  walls.  The  staff  of 
attendants  and  nurses  continues  to  be  large  and  efficient,  and 
during  the  last  year  Dr.  Lush  and  Dr.  Finch  have  appointed 
an  additional  medical  officer.  We  entertain  no  doubt  that 
the  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour,  and  freedom  from  excite¬ 
ment  generally  as  regards  all  classes  of  patients  in  this  asylum, 
which  has  been  recorded  as  observed  by  the  Commissioners 
and  visitors  during  the  past  year,  is  mainly  due  to  their  more 
efficient  supervision  by  means  of  the  adequate  number  of 
persons  judiciously  employed  for  this  purpose  by  the  pro¬ 
prietors. 

In  consequence  of  complaints  from  a  few  patients,  special 
inquiry  was,  on  two  occasions,  made  by  the  Commissioners 
regarding  the  employment  of  blisters,  tartar  emetic,  and 
shower  baths.  It  appeared  that  the  use  of  blisters  and  tartar 
emetic,  ordered  in  each  case  as  medical  treatment  for  the 
purpose  of  allaying  maniacal  excitement,  had  not  been  fre¬ 
quent  $ 
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quent;  that  in  every  instance  it  had  been  duly  recorded ;  provincial 
that  the  doses  of  tartar  emetic,  given  each  time,  varied  from  bouTes^ 
a  quarter  to  half  a  grain ;  and  that  shower  baths  had  not  Fisherton 
been  employed.  House. 

The  reports  regarding  Plympton  House  during  the  past  piympton 
year  have  not  been  favourable.  The  large  male  day-room  IIouse- 
had  a  cheerless  aspect,  and  the  furniture  in  it  more  especially 
required  renovation,  and  fresh  carpets  were  needed  in  several 
rooms.  With  regard  to  two  male  patients,  the  Commis¬ 
sioners,  in  the  entry  of  their  visit  on  the  10th  July,  reported 
the  unsatisfactory  state  in  which  they  found  them  and  their 
rooms.  They  recommended  that  Mr.  W.,  whose  case  had 
been  specially  referred  to  previously  by  the  visitors,  should 
be  removed  to  a  county  asylum  as  unfit  for  treatment  in  this 
house.  He  was  described  as  “  noisy,  threatening,  and  abusive, 

66  his  clothing  disorderly,  and  his  person  dirty,”  and  his  room 
was  in  a  filthy  state.  After  a  lengthened  correspondence 
between  this  board  and  the  proprietor  the  suggestion  was 
not  carried  out  until  12th  November,  nor,  even  then,  until 
after  the  magistrates  in  quarter  sessions,  on  the  application 
for  a  renewal  of  the  license,  had  granted  it  only  on  the 
condition  that  Mr.  W.  should  be  removed. 

The  entries  regarding  the  condition  of  Ticehurst  Asylum  Tk-ehurst 
have  been  most  satisfactory.  Among  the  matters  of  statu-  As>lum- 
tory  inquiry,  however,  the  Commissioners,  in  their  entry  of 
12th  June,  refer  specially  to  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint, 
which  they  found  to  have  been  employed  without  the  know¬ 
ledge  or  sanction  of  the  proprietor.  From  an  entry  in  the 
medical  journal  on  the  7th  instant,  it  appeared  that  three 
ladies  were,  during  the  preceding  week,  fastened  to  the 
bedstead,  and  their  feet  tied  together  ;  one  of  them  having 
also  a  sheet  passed  over  the  chest  and  secured  to  the  bed¬ 
stead.  This  restraint  was  used  in  addition  to  the  camisoles, 
which  each  of  the  patients  wore.  On  further  inquiry  the 
Commissioners  ascertained  that  the  housekeeper  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  allowing  the  nurses  to  use  restraint  of  this 
description,  in  extreme  cases,  for  a  long  time  past  without 
informing  the  proprietor,  and  without  acquainting  the  medi¬ 
cal  officer  of  it.  The  latter  having  occasion  to  examine  the 
feet  of  one  of  the  ladies,  for  the  first  time  became  aware 
that  they  were  fastened,  and  on  inquiry  discovered  the  other 
two  instances.  He  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  mention  this 
discovery,  but  contented  himself  with  making  entry  of  it  in 
the  medical  journal, 
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The  board,  on  this  entry  being  read,  directed  their  secre¬ 
tary  to  express  to  the  proprietor  their  opinion,  that,  with 
a  proper  system,  such  an  occurrence  as  that  described  in 
the  entry  could  not  have  taken  place ;  and  that  he  should  at 
once  make  such  orders  and  arrangements  as  would  prevent 
the  employment  of  restraint  without  the  knowledge  and 
sanction  of  himself  or  the  assistant  medical  officer.  They  also 
expressed  their  great  dissatisfaction  with  the  course  pursued 
by  the  assistant  in  not  at  once  consulting  with  his  superior 
on  so  important  a  matter  as  the  unauthorised  use  of  restraint, 
but  contenting  himself  by  simply  recording  the  fact  in  the 
medical  journal. 

The  entries  regarding  Witham  Asylum  have  been  un¬ 
favourable.  On  one  occasion  the  Commissioners  report  that 
one  of  the  male  patients,  subject  to  attacks  of  acute  mania, 
was  found  lying  on  a  bench  in  an  open  rustic  seat  in  the 
garden,  restrained  by  the  strait-jacket,  restlessly  moving  and 
moaning,  and  unattended  by  any  one.  The  person  having 
nominal  care  of  him  was  the  gardener’s  assistant,  who 
was  however  doing  his  ordinary  duties  in  the  garden.  On 
inquiry  the  Commissioners  ascertained  that  the  proprietor 
had  not  a  sufficient  number  of  attendants  to  take  charge  of 
the  male  patients  under  his  care,  and  had  been  in  consequence 
obliged  to  have  recourse  to  the  mode  of  treating  such  cases. 
The  early  removal  of  the  patient  to  another  asylum  was 
strongly  urged  by  them.  They  had  also  to  find  fault  with 
the  state  of  one  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  another  male 
patient,  which  they  describe  in  their  entry  as  “  unfurnished, 
“  dirty,  and  dilapidated.”  On  another  occasion  they  had  to 
comment  on  the  very  objectionable  practice  followed  in  this 
house  of  allowing  patients  to  sleep  in  beds,  the  bedding  of 
which,  after  being  soiled,  was  only  dried,  not  washed,  before 
being  again  used.  The  Commissioners  wrere  subsequently 
obliged  to  request  the  attendance  of  Mr.  Tomkins,  the  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  house,  to  explain  the  circumstances  under 
which  he  allowed  a  lady,  stated  by  himself  to  be  dangerous 
to  others  and  suicidal,  to  be  removed  without  legal  autho¬ 
rity  ;  when,  after  hearing  what  he  had  to  offer  as  well  in 
explanation  of  his  conduct  in  the  matter  as  for  a  wholly 
inaccurate  statement  in  the  statutory  notice  of  discharge 
transmitted  to  us,  he  received  the  cemure  of  the  Board. 

There  have  been  two  suicides  within  the  last  year  in  the 
metropolitan  licensed  houses.  These  have  already  been 
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mentioned.  There  have  been  three  in  the  provincial  licensed  provincial 
houses.  In  two  of  them  no  blame  was  attributable  to  those  Licensed 
who  had  the  charge  of  the  patients  ;  but  in  the  third,  which  0  .u  ,ES\ 
took  place  in  Dinsdale  Park,  there  was  a  culpable  neglect  of  Licensed 
duty  on  the  part  of  the  nurse  into  whose  charge  a  lady  was  Houses- 
given  with  strict  injunctions  not  to  lose  sight  of  her,  and 
who  nevertheless  left  for  a  short  time  to  dress  herself,  during 
which  interval  the  patient  hung  herself  from  a  low  bed-post. 


The  number  of  pauper  lunatics  not  in  asylums,  registered  pauper  Lu- 
hospitals,  or  licensed  houses,  who  were  chargeable  to  the  asylums °&c? 
several  unions  and  parishes  in  England  and  Wales  on  1st 
January  1870,  being  an  abstract  from  the  annual  returns 
made  under  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  s.  64,  will  be  found 
in  Appendix  K. 

The  inmates  of  unsound  mind  in  workhouses  have  in-  The  Insane 
creased  in  number  from  11,181  on  the  1st  of  January  1 869 
to  11,358  on  the  1st  of  January  1870. 

This  increase  has  been  entirely  in  the  provincial  work¬ 
houses,  and  more  especially  in  those  of  Lancashire  and  York¬ 
shire.  In  the  Metropolitan  district  there  has  been  a  decrease, 
owing  to  the  removal  of  large  numbers  of  patients  to  pro¬ 
vincial  county  asylums,  as  well  as  to  licensed  houses. 

The  Metropolitan  county  asylums  have,  as  elsewhere  has 
been  stated,  continued  to  prove  quite  inadequate  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  even  of  all  recent  and  urgent  cases. 

The  removals  from  London  workhouses  which  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  year  have,  however,  not  been  limited 
to  recent  cases  requiring  asylum  treatment,  but  have  also 
comprised  many  chronic  and  harmless  patients  who,  with 
proper  arrangements,  might  be  adequately  provided  for  in 
workhouses. 

The  operation  of  the  Metropolitan  Poor  Act  of  1867,  which 
casts  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  u  lunatics  in  asylums  ” 
upon  the  “  Common  Poor  Fund  ”  of  the  Metropolis  has 
offered  to  boards  of  guardians  an  inducement  to  relieve  them¬ 
selves  of  local  charges  which,  in  many  instances,  has  been 
freely  taken  advantage  of,  and  this  has  greatly  contributed 
to  swell  the  removals  from  workhouses  to  asylums,  notwith¬ 
standing  that  the  patients  have,  in  large  numbers,  been  unable 
to  be  received  nearer  than  in  the  county  asylums  of  North¬ 
umberland,  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  Staffordshire, 
and  Somersetshire,  and  although  the  rate  of  maintenance  has 
ranged  from  14  s.  to  1 7  s.  6  d.  per  head  per  week. 
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In  justification  of  the  course  so  taken,  it  may  on  the  other 
hand  be  urged,  that  the  present  crowded  state  of  many  of  the 
London  wTorkhouses  had  rendered  them  more  than  ever  unfit 
for  the  reception  of  ail  classes  of  the  insane.  But  one  of 
the  unfortunate  results  has  been,  that  chronic  patients  have 
absorbed  asylum  accommodation  needed  for  recent  and 
urgent  cases,  and  that  the  latter  have  been  unduly  detained 
in  workhouses,  and  deprived  of  asylum  treatment.  At  the 
same  time  the  removal  of  these  chronic  patients,  in  many 
instances,  to  long  distances  from  their  parishes,  has  ren¬ 
dered  visitation  by  their  friends  and  relatives  impossible, 
by  reason  of  the  great  expenses  that  would  be  incurred  in 
travelling. 

A  remarkable  illustration  of  the  abuse  referred  to  is  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  closure  of  Eagle  House,  Mitcham,  belonging 
to  the  parish  of  St.  George  the  Martyr,  Southwark. 

This  house,  situated  in  the  country  within  easy  distance 
of  London,  had,  for  several  years  past,  provided  very  com¬ 
fortable  and  suitable  accommodation  for  80  quiet  patients 
of  both  sexes,  and  the  reports  of  the  annual  visitations  by 
members  of  this  board  had  been  uniformly  favourable. 
Early  in  last  year,  however,  we  were  informed  that  the  pa¬ 
tients  had  been  removed  to  the  Burntwood  Asylum  in 
Staffordshire,  and  that  the  house  had  been  closed. 

Large  numbers  in  like  manner  have  been  removed  from  other 
Metropolitan  workhouses;  and,  of  the  1,091  patients  charge¬ 
able  to  Middlesex  parishes  and  unions,  who,  on  the  31st  of 
December  last  were  in  provincial  county  asylums  and  in 
licensed  houses,  there  are  doubtless  many  of  the  chronic  and 
harmless  class  who  can  be  adequately  cared  for  with  the 
kind  of  accommodation  and  supervision  to  be  found  in  the 
lunatic  wards  of  some  of  the  best  arranged  and  liberally  con¬ 
ducted  workhouses,  such,  for  example,  as  exist  at  the  West 
Derby  union  near  Liverpool,  and  the  Manchester  new  work- 
house  at  Crumpsall. 

The  present  state  of  matters,  as  regards  the  insane  poor  of 
London,  is  therefore  no  doubt  exceptional,  and  will  be 
greatly  altered  when  the  Metropolitan  district  asylums  are 
opened.  This,  we  have  been  informed  by  the  Poor  Law 
Board,  will  be  the  case  during  the  present  summer,  when, 
besides  relieving  the  metropolitan  workhouses  of  their  chronic 
and  harmless  insane  inmates,  the  asylums  at  Leavesden  and 
Caterham  will,  it  is  anticipated,  be  able  also  to  receive  a  cer¬ 
tain  number  of  the  same  class  of  patients  now  in  asylums  and 
licensed  houses. 
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We  are  nevertheless  strongly  of  opinion,  as  we  have  the  insane 
already  stated  elsewhere,  that  the  relief  afforded  by  the  ™ 
opening  of  the  two  Metropolitan  district  asylums  referred  to 
will  not  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  erecting  without  delay 
a  third  county  asylum  for  Middlesex. 

In  appendix  L  will  be  found  the  usual  return  of  the  work- 
houses  visited  during  the  past  year  by  members  of  this  hoard, 
together  with  the  number  of  insane  and  idiotic  inmates  seen 
and  examined. 

These  visitations  have  comprised  345  houses,  and  8,804 
patients. 

Full  reports  are,  in  all  cases,  made  to  the  Poor  Law  Board 
by  the  visiting  Commissioners  as  to  the  state  of  the  patients, 
their  dietary  and  treatment,  and  the  'arrangements  for  their 
accommodation  and  care ;  together  with  such  remarks  and 
recommendations  for  improvement  as  the  particular  circum¬ 
stances  of  each  case  may  seem  to  require. 

The  general  question  of  the  condition  of  the  insane  in 
workhouses  has  been  very  fully  dealt  with  in  our  12th, 

21st,  and  subsequent  reports,  and  further  experience  has 
tended  to  confirm  the  views  there  expressed. 

We  are  unable  to  say  that  any  material  improvement  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  year,  although  in  a  limited 
number  of  instances  the  reports  have  been  favourable. 

As  has  frequently  before  been  stated,  we  have  no  autho¬ 
rity  or  control  over  workhouse  arrangements  ;  and  although 
we  continue  to  receive,  as  heretofore,  the  support  and  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  Poor  Law  Board,  we  are  powerless  to  compel 
compliance  with  our  recommendations.  In  the  provincial 
unions,  with  a  limited  number  of  exceptions,  the  guardians 
continue  to  resist  all  suggestions  for  improvement  in¬ 
volving  any  additional  expense,  even  though  it  be  in  a 
matter  of  such  primary  importance  as  a  good  and  sufficient 
dietary. 

We  mention  the  following  circumstances  in  illustration  of 
the  remarks  now  made.  In  our  last  report  four  workhouses 
in  Lancashire,  namely,  Wigan,  Ashton -under-Lyne,  Bolton, 
and  Bury,  each  containing  large  numbers  of  insane  inmates, 
wTere  referred  to  as  having,  notwithstanding  repeated  remon¬ 
strances  on  our  part,  an  insufficient  dietary.  At  Bury  it  Dietary; 
has  since  been  somewhat  improved  ;  at  Wigan,  Bolton,  and 
Ashton -under-Lyne,  it  was  found  at  a  recent  visit,  un¬ 
changed. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  last  Report  of  the 
Visiting  Commissioners  upon  the  Ashton  Workhouse,  where 
0.94.  D  there 
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there  were  at  the  time  126  insane  inmates:  u  We  have 
again  to  draw  attention  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  dietary 
provided  at  this  workhouse  for  patients  of  unsound  mind. 
We  had  several  complaints  on  this  score,  and  many  of  the 
patients  appeared  to  be  weak  and  imperfectly  nourished. 
Ten  men  and  12  women  were,  at  the  time  of  our  visit, 
receiving  extras,  including  meat  dinners  daily ;  hut  the 
remaining  1 04  patients  of  both  sexes  had  merely  the  same 
allowance  of  meat  as  the  able-bodied,  namely,  two  dinners 
weekly  of  solid  meat,  four  ounces  to  each  person  ;  two  din¬ 
ners  of  potatoe  hash,  containing  two  ounces  of  meat  in  each 
portion ;  two  dinners  of  pea  soup,  and  one  of  suet  pudding. 
We  are  informed  that  about  five  months  ago,  62  patients 
were  placed  upon  No.  2,  or  c  generous  diet,’  with  meat 
dinners  daily  ;  but  a  few  weeks  *  since  the  guardians  passed 
a  resolution  that  this  dietary  should  he  discontinued,  except 
for  cases  specially  selected  by  the  medical  officer.  We  now 
repeat  the  recommendations  made  by  previous  Visiting 
Commissioners,  and  again  most  strongly  urge  that  a  special 
and  liberal  dietary  for  the  insane  and  imbecile  inmates  he 
adopted,  and  forwarded  for  the  approval  of  the  Poor  Law 
Board.” 

The  Visiting  Commissioners  were  informed  by  the  master, 
who  had  made  a  careful  calculation,  that  the  difference  in 
cost  between  the  dietary  which  this  class  of  inmates  were 
then  receiving,  and  “  No.  2, 55  or  the  u  generous  diet/5  which 
comprised  meat  dinners  daily,  was  only  /  (L  per  head  per 
week. 

A  remarkable  contrast  to  the  state  of  matters  at  Ashton 
was  found  upon  a  visit  made  a  few  days  afterwards  to  another 
workhouse  in  the  same  county,  namely,  that  of  the  West 
Derby  union,  near  Liverpool.  Here,  where  there  were  1 32 
insane  and  idiotic  inmates,  the  suggestions  of  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  had  been  carried  out  in  a  liberal  spirit.  The 
lunatic  wards  were  comfortably  furnished,  and  kept  in  good 
order  by  paid  attendants.  The  patients  were  in  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  personal  condition,  presenting  a  cheerful  and  contented 
aspect,  receiving  a  diet  with  a  liberal  allowance  of  animal 
food,  and  having  their  wants  and  comforts  well  attended  to. 

There  were  unfortunately  several  recent  cases  detained 
there,  and  waiting  for  removal ;  but  this  would  not  have  been 
the  case  had  there  been  room  in  the  Lancashire  county 
asylums.  By  an  exchange  of  chronic  and  harmless  patients 
from  Rainhill,  admission  into  that  asylum  has  since  been 
obtained  for  the  most  urgent  cases. 
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The  Commissioners,  in  visiting  workhouses,  have  frequently  the  Insane 
had  occasion  to  notice  in  their  reports  the  defective  arrange-  houses  K~ 
ments,  and  the  absence  of  proper  regulations  for  bathing.  Bathing. 

During  the  past  year  two  cases  of  fatal  scalding  came  Cases. of  Fatal 
before  the  notice  of  the  board,  both  of  which  might  have  Scaldmg‘ 
been  prevented  by  proper  precautions. 


The  first  was  that  of  an  imbecile  woman,  named  Kempster, 
at  the  Newbury  Union  Workhouse.  She  was  a  person  of 
dirty  habits,  and  required  to  be  frequently  bathed.  On  the 
day  in  question,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  in¬ 
firmary  nurse,  she  was  placed,  by  a  young  able-bodied  pauper 
and  an  imbecile  assistant,  in  a  bath  of  hot  water,  and  was 
so  severely  scalded  that  she  died  in  consequence.  In  the 
evidence  before  the  coroner,  and  in  the  inquiry  held  by  Mr. 

Henley  the  Poor  Law  Inspector,  it  was  proved  that  hot 
water  only  was  “  laid  on  ”  to  the  bath,  and  that  there  were 
no  ready  means  of  supplying  cold  water,  which  had  to  be 
carried  by  hand  from  another  tap.  There  was  no  thermo¬ 
meter  for  testing  the  temperature  of  the  water,  and  no 
bathing  regulations.  We  were  subsequently  furnished  by 
the  Poor  Law  Board  with  a  copy  of  their  communication  to 
the  guardians,  drawing  attention  to  these  irregularities  and 
defects,  with  the  view  to  their  immediate  correction. 

The  second  case  occurred  at  the  Frome  union  workhouse. 

It  appears  that  the  patient,  named  Brewer,  a  harmless  idiot, 
was  having  his  usual  weekly  bath  in  the  receiving  ward. 

In  the  absence  of  the  porter  (whose  duty  it  was  to  he  pre¬ 
sent),  and  of  an  able-bodied  pauper  who  usually  super¬ 
intended  the  bathing,  Brewer  got  into  the  bath,  and  finding 
the  water  too  cold,  another  imbecile  patient,  who  had  just 
had  his  hath,  intending  merely  to  make  the  bath  of  a  com-  „  „ . 

j  cd  j  Bathing  rules 

fortable  warmth  for  his  successor,  brought  a  bucket  of  boil-  for  work¬ 
ing  water  from  an  adjacent  boiler,  and  threw  it  accidentally  houses* 
over  the  shoulders  of  the  patient  Brewer,  producing  exten¬ 
sive  scalds,  from  which  he  died  a  few  days  afterwards. 

There  was  an  inquiry  before  the  coroner,  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  were  specially  investigated  at  the  workhouse,  by  a 
member  of  our  board.  It  was  found  that  the  bathing  ar¬ 
rangements  were  of  the  most  loose  and  objectionable  char¬ 
acter.  Neither  hot  nor  cold  water  was  “  laid  on  ”  to  the 
bath  ;  the  hot  water  was  heated  in  an  adjacent  open  boiler, 
accessible  to  the  patients,  and  was  ladled  by  buckets  into  the 
hath,  cold  water  being  carried  by  hand  from  the  main 
building.  No  thermometer  was  ever  used,  the  temperature 
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being  guessed  by  hand.  There  were  no  regulations  for 
bathing,  and  its  superintendence  was  practically  entrusted  to 
an  able-bodied  pauper. 

These  and  other  grave  irregularities  having  been  pointed 
out  by  the  Visiting  Commissioner  in  his  report,  in  forwarding 
it  to  the  Poor  Law  Board  we  specially  requested  their  as¬ 
sistance  towards  obtaining  some  uniform  and  definite  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  administration  of  baths  in  workhouses  gene¬ 
rally,  as  well  where  special  wards  are  set  apart  for  the  insane 
and  idiotic,  as  where  the  latter  are  distributed  among  the 
ordinary  inmates.  We  also  transmitted,  for  their  considera¬ 
tion,  a  copy  of  printed  rules  on  the  subject,  such  as  are  now 
generally  in  use  in  county  asylums. 

The  Poor  Law  Board  have  recently  issued  to  boards  of 
guardians  copies  of  these  rules,  with  a  circular  letter  re¬ 
questing  their  adoption.  In  the  same  circular  the  guardians 
are  also  urged  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  ensuring  in  all 
cases,  “  that  a  female  may  accompany  female  lunatics  on  their 
removal  to  an  asylum.”  We  had  been  obliged  recently  to 
request  the  interference  of  the  Poor  Law  Board  in  this 
matter,  owing  to  the  practice  which  prevailed  in  some  dis¬ 
tricts  of  removing  such  patients  from  workhouses  to  asylums 
without  any  companion  of  their  own  sex. 

A  copy  of  the  circular  letter  referred  to,  and  of  the  bathing 
rules  will  be  found  in  Appendix  M. 

In  our  last  report,  in  speaking  of  county  asylums,  we 
mentioned  among  the  matters  calling  for  special  notice,  “  the 
frequent  occurrence,  upon  deaths  arising  out  of  injuries,  of  a 
doubt  as  to  when  such  injuries  were  caused.”  In  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  such  cases  the  deaths  had  been  due  to  fractured 
ribs,  and  the  patients  had,  owing  to  violent  or  trouble¬ 
some  conduct,  been  removed  to  asylums  from  workhouses. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  conflict  of  opinion  between  the 
workhouse  and  asylum  authorities,  as  to  when  and  where 
the  injuries  were  inflicted,  and  as  the  only  effectual  safe¬ 
guard  against  a  failure  of  justice  in  such  cases,  we  strongly 
recommended  “  that  every  patient  immediately  on  admission 
into  the  asylum  should,  irrespectively  of  the  existence  of  bruises 
or  pulmonary  disturbances ,  be  examined  by  a  medical  officer 
with  the  stethescope,  and  with  the  utmost  care  practicable, 
so  as  to  enable  him  to  make  a  record  in  the  case -book  at 
the  time,  not  only  as  to  the  condition  of  the  lungs  and  heart, 
but  also  as  to  whether  the  chest  is  free  from  injury.”  We 
also  suggested,  for  adoption  in  all  asylums,  the  practice  fol¬ 
lowed  at  Wakefield,  of  not  permitting  the  relieving  officer  or 
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other  person  bringing  the  patient  to  the  asylum  to  leave  The  Insane 
until  the  medical  examination  has  taken  place,  that  he  may  h*  ^eSrk~ 
be  informed  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  bruises  or  in¬ 
juries. 

The  subject  is  of  so  much  importance  that  we  have 
thought  it  right  again  to  call  attention  to  it,  and  to  the  im¬ 
perative  necessity  which  exists  that  the  course  recommended 
should  be  strictly  followed  by  the  medical  officers  of  all 
asylums. 

We  have  alluded  elsewhere  to  a  case  of  recent  occurrence 
at  the  Carmarthen  Asylum,  where  this  course  was  not 
adopted,  and  the  consequence  was  that  the  coroners  inquest 
not  only  left  matters  in  doubt,  but  the  subsequent  investiga¬ 
tion  by  the  Visiting  Commissioners  was  rendered  difficult 
and  protracted. 

A  case  also  occurred  at  the  Prestwich  Asylum  during  last 
summer,  which  further  exemplifies  the  importance  of  this 
subject,  and  of  the  views  we  have  expressed  thereon. 

The  patient,  named  Callaghan,  who  was  a  carter,  and  48  Death  of  a 
years  of  age,  was  demented,  feeble,  and  partially  paralysed. 

He  had,  for  a  fortnight  previously,  been  an  inmate  of  the  tained  in  the 
Chorlton  Union  Workhouse,  but  having  become  violent  and  workhouse, 
troublesome  he  was  removed  to  the  asylum  in  the  care  of 
the  relieving  officer. 

Immediately  on  admission,  he  was  carefully  examined  by 
the  assistant  medical  officer ;  fractures  of  the  ribs  were  at 
once  discovered,  and  their  existence  made  known  to  the 
relieving  officer  before  he  left  the  premises.  The  patient 
died  from  inflammation  caused  by  the  injuries,  and  a  coro¬ 
ner’s  inquest  was  held,  at  which  the  medical  officers  of  the 
asylum  and  of  the  workhouse  gave  evidence.  The  latter  ad¬ 
mitted  that  he  did  not  examine  the  patient’s  chest  before  his 
removal  from  the  workhouse,  but  stated  his  belief,  from  the 
absence  of  pulmonary  symptoms,  that  he  was  uninjured  when 
he  left  his  charge.  There  being,  however,  no  evidence  that 
the  patient  had  been  in  any  way  violent  on  the  journey, 
the  jury  returned  an  open  verdict,  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  show  how  the  fractures  were 
occasioned. 

This  case  was  subsequently  specially  investigated  by  two 
members  of  our  board,  who  visited  both  the  Chorlton  Work- 
house  and  the  Prestwich  Asylum,  and  examined  the  various 
persons  who  were  brought  in  contact  with  the  patient. 

Having  regard  to  the  positive  evidence  of  the  asylum 
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The  insane  medical  officer,  and  the  negative  opinion  of  the  workhouse 

in  Work*  i  j  1  i  £  t  i  p 

houses.  surgeon  as  already  described,  finding  moreover  ample  proof 
of  violent  and  troublesome  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  patient 
prior  to  his  removal,  and  of  much  scuffling  with  a  pauper 
inmate  attending  upon  him  who  was  proved  to  have  lost 
his  temper,  and  who  had  subsequently  absconded,  the  Com¬ 
missioners  reported  without  hesitation  their  opinion  that  the 
injuries  were  received  in  the  workhouse,  though  they  failed 
to  positively  fix  the  responsibility  for  them  upon  any  indivi¬ 
dual. 

The  case  altogether  forms  a  striking  illustration  of  the 
evils  arising  from  a  systematic  disregard  of  the  Lunacy  laws, 
which  has  frequently  been  pointed  out,  and  which  was 
found  to  prevail  at  Chorlton,  namely,  the  practice  of  neglect¬ 
ing  the  provisions  of  the  67th  section  of  the  “  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,”  and,  instead  of  taking  recent  cases  of  insanity 
direct  to  the  asylum,  bringing  lunatics  of  all  classes  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  workhouse,  and  only  removing  them 
to  the  asylum  on  their  becoming  violent  and  unmanageable. 

The  Visiting  Commissioners  have,  in  their  reports  to  the 
Poor  Law  Board,  repeatedly  recommended  that  medical 
officers  should  be  required  to  examine  the  persons  of  all 
insane  patients  dn  their  admission  into  the  workhouse,  and 
immediately  before  removal  to  the  asylum  ;  and  that  they 
should  be  required  to  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for  the 
purpose,  a  description  of  any  bruises  or  injuries  observed  by 
them.  Such  an  examination  is  very  rarely  made ;  but  a 
member  of  our  Board,  at  a  recent  visit  to  Chorlton,  was 
informed  that  since  the  above  detailed  occurrence  this  course 
is  now  adopted  at  that  workhouse. 

Pf0RemeTving  The  fre(luent  occurrence  of  cases  in  which  the  duty  im- 
Officer!V  posed  upon  relieving  officers  and  overseers  under  the  6/tli 
section  of  the  Act  had  been  neglected,  induced  us  to  suggest 
that,  in  the  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act  passed  in  1862,  the 
discretionary  power  which  the  words  “  and  a  proper  person 
to  be  sent  to  an  asylum  ”  in  the  67th  section  of  the  Act  of 
1853  seemed  to  give  to  these  officers,  should  be  withdrawn. 
Their  duty  now  is  simply  to  report  within  three  days  to  a 
justice  as  to  any  pauper  who  is,  or  is  deemed  to  be,  a  lunatic. 

So  clear  and  gross  a  violation  of  the  Act  took  place  in 
September  last  by  the  relieving  officer  of  Whitehaven,  that 
the  board  determined  to  take  proceedings  against  him  under 
the  70th  section  of  the  Act.  The  circumstances  of  the  case 
were  shortly  as  follows  :  Isabella  Johnstone,  whose  husband, 
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a  ship-carpenter,  was  in  Japan,  resided  with  her  father  and  prosecution 
step-mother  in  Whitehaven.  On  the  17th  September  she  o™™VIiN 
escaped  from  her  father’s  house  and  attempted  to  drown 
herself  by  jumping  into  the  harbour,  from  which  she  was 
rescued  and  taken  home,  her  friends  at  once  applying  to  the 
relieving  officer  in  order  that  he  might  take  steps  to  have  her 
removed  to  the  asylum.  The  relieving  officer  gave  an  order 
for  the  district  medical  officer,  Mr.  Lamb,  to  visit  her,  but 
that  gentleman  being  from  home  his  assistant  immediately 
went  to  see  her,  and  the  following  morning  she  was  visited  by 
Mr.  Lamb  himself,  who  sent  a  written  notice  to  the  relieving 
officer  stating  that  the  woman  was  a  dangerous  lunatic,  and  not 
fit  to  be  at  large.  This  was  on  Saturday  the  18th  September, 
but,  instead  of  giving  notice  to  a  justice  within  three  days,  as 
required  by  the  Statute,  the  relieving  officer  did  not  take  any 
steps  until  the  following  Thursday,  the  23rd,  when  he  took 
a  magistrate  to  see  the  patient,  but  too  late  in  the  day  to  get 
the  papers  filled  up  and  to  remove  her  to  the  asylum.  On 
the  following  day,  when  the  relieving  officer  went  to  the 
house  for  the  purpose  of  removing  her,  he  found  that  she 
had  again  attempted  to  destroy  herself  by  cutting  her  throat, 
and,  not  being  in  a  state  to  bear  the  journey  to  the  asylum, 
she  was  taken  to  the  infirmary,  where  a  fe\y  days  afterwards, 
in  the  absence  of  the  nurse,  she  threw  herself  out  of  the  win¬ 
dow,  and  died  from  the  effects  of  the  fall.  The  case  was 
clearly  proved  against  the  relieving  officer,  but  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  being  his  first  offence,  and  because  of  his 
previous  good  character,  he  was  fined  only  the  nominal  sum 
of  40  s. 

We  have  continued  to  give  careful  attention  to  the  pecu-  property. 
niary  affairs  of  lunatics,  not  so  found  by  inquisition,  and  our 
additional  experience  has  strengthened  the  opinion  on  former 
occasions  expressed  by  us,  that  there  is  a  large  class  of  the 
insane  to  whom  the  Legislature  should  give  relief  (in  the 
nature  of  an  inquisition),  whose  little  savings  have  no  pro¬ 
tection  whatever  under  the  Lunacy  law,  simply  because  they 
do  not  reach  that  minimum  fixed  by  the  Act  of  1862,  which 
we  have  repeatedly  characterised  as  of  too  high  an  amount. 

As  on  former  occasions  too,  so  in  the  past  year,  we  have  fre¬ 
quently  been  compelled  to  insist  upon  suitable  provision  for 
lunatics  by  their  nearest  relatives  ;  but  on  the  other  hand 
we  have  also  witnessed,  with  much  satisfaction,  not  a  few 
noble  efforts  to  alleviate  mental  distress  with  small  means, 
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and  by  much  self-sacrifice  ;  and  it  gives  us  pleasure  to 
mention  that  the  liberality  of  more  than  one  proprietor  of 
a  licensed  house  has  provided  curative  treatment  and  a  quiet 
home  for  individual  lunatics  whose  ability  of  payment  was 
either  doubtful  or  had  altogether  ceased. 

Two  cases  will  suffice  to  illustrate  the  inquiries  as  to  pro¬ 
perty  which  daily  receive  our  attention.  A  lady  separated 
from  her  husband  (for  whom  W.,  a  solicitor,  was  sole  trus¬ 
tee)  was  lately  admitted  as  a  pauper  into  a  private  asylum  ; 
she  had  at  the  time  upon  her  person  170/.  in  notes  and 
gold,  and  at  deposit,  in  a  warehouse,  furniture  and  effects 
to  the  value  of  500/.  or  thereabouts.  Of  her  trust  property 
W.  refused  to  give  us  any  account,  but  from  other  sources 
we  ascertained  that  it  consisted  of  a  life  annuity  of  200/. 
We  in  vain  urged  upon  W.  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
lady’s  charge  ;  the  husband  and  an  only  child  of  the  lunatic 
also  declined  to  apply,  on  her  behalf,  for  an  inquisition ; 
but  at  length  a  report  from  us  to  your  Lordship  placed  her 
and  her  affairs  in  proper  custody. 

M.,  having  executed  a  trust  deed  in  1848,  ceased  in  1859 
to  be  a  patient  in  a  private  asylum  ;  the  trustees  then, 
through  an  advertisement,  engaged  R.,  as  valet,  to  look 
after  him ;  M.  and  R.  lived  at  various  hotels,  and  in  apart¬ 
ments  about  London,  until  1868,  when  R.  agreed  directly 
with  M.  to  board  and  lodge  him  in  his  (R.’s)  brother’s 
house  :  in  fact  took  possession  of  the  lunatic  and  his  income. 
Difficulties  nevertheless  arose  with  the  trustees,  wdiich  pre¬ 
vented  the  possibility  of  any  successful  prosecution  ;  and  we 
had  to  content  ourselves  with  placing  him  under  regular  and 
legal  charge.  But  finding  subsequently  that  he  (a  single 
man)  had  an  income  of  850/.,  and  that  his  allowance  scarcely 
reached  685/.,  inclusive  of  111/,  paid  upon  an  insurance  on 
his  life,  we  pressed  the  trustees  (his  next  of  kin  among 
them)  to  provide  for  him  more  liberally ;  and  this  proving 
to  be  useless,  we  ultimately  obtained  an  Inquisition  in  Lu¬ 
nacy. 

Here  we  may  remark,  that  it  is  sometimes  very  difficult 
to  decide  whether  it  is  expedient  that  we  should  press  for 
an  inquisition.  In  the  case  of  a  lunatic,  B.,  whose  asylum 
expenses  were  limited  to  400/.  a  year,  we  found  that  his 
property  consisted  of  land  and  Government  securities,  yield¬ 
ing  an  annual  income  of  1,200/.,  or  thereabouts  :  but  upon 
the  whole  we  thought  it  expedient  to  accept  an  undertaking 
from  his  next  of  kin  (a  brother)  that  the  patient  should  be 
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supplied  with  all  the  comforts  and  luxuries  which  he  w7as  property. 
capable  of  appreciating.  In  B.’s  case  20,000  /.  Consols  had 
been  accumulated  out  of  the  savings  of  his  income;  but 
B.  had  many  years  back  executed  a  will  in  favour  of  the 
brother  above  referred  to,  and  as  the  patient  would  probably 
have  suffered  much  mentally  from  any  change  in  residence, 
his  welfare  did  not  appear  to  us  imperatively  to  call  for  an 
inquisition.  We  shall,  however,  closely  watch  the  treatment 
of  B. 

In  one  instance  during  the  past  twelvemonth  we  had  Case  of  z. 
occasion  to  make  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  under 
which  a  bequest  of  a  policy  had  been  made.  in  favour  of  his 
creditor  by  a  testator,  Z.,  whose  subsequent  insanity  was 
admitted ;  but  the  explanation  proved  satisfactory. 

In  another  inquiry  the  unexpected  mental  recovery  of  the  case  of  w. 
lunatic  released  us  from  all  difficulty  whatever.  The  lunatic 
W.  was  a  country  gentleman,  the  tenant  for  life  of  a  large 
landed  property;  the  conduct  of  his  affairs  by  himself  or  others 
had  become  impossible  ;  differences  between  his  wife  and  his 
family  prevented  any  application  by  them  to  your  Lordship  ; 
and  as  his  tenants  and  creditors  complained  that  the 
management  of  the  property  was  at  a  deadlock,  all  de¬ 
siring  our  interference,  we  reported  the  case  as  one  for  an 
inquisition.  The  medical  testimony  to  W.’s  insanity  wras  at 
that  time  very  strong  ;  but  so  rapidly  did  the  gentleman  im¬ 
prove  after  our  report,  that  we  soon  found  it  necessary  to 
stay  proceedings  ;  and  shortly  afterwards  W.  obtained  his 
discharge  as  “  recovered.” 

A  strong  illustration  of  the  necessity  for  our  watch  over  Case  of  H* 
the  pecuniary  interests  of  patients  in  asylums  is  afforded  by 
the  case  of  H.  She  was  a  pauper  patient  in  a  county 
asylum,  and  after  clandestine  service  there  of  a  writ  upon 
her,  judgment  had  been  recovered  against  her  in  an  action 
at  law  for  1,000/.  and  upwards,  It  becoming  then  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  plaintiff  to  serve  her  with  a  writ  to  show  cause 
why  the  judgment  should  not  be  made  final,  discovery  of 
the  prior  service  and  subsequent  proceedings  took  place,  and 
upon  our  communicating  the  facts  to  the  judge  in  the  action, 
to  whom  the  insanity  of  H.  had  never  been  disclosed,  the 
disclosure  put  an  end  to  the  proceedings.

In  the  course  of  our  duties  with  reference  to  “  single 
“Single  “  patients,”  as  defined  by  the  Act  16  &  1 7  Viet.  c.  96,  we 
Patients.”  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  consider  questions  of  con-

g  &  9  vict.  at  our  request  and  for  our  guidance,  a  case  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Secretary  Bruce  for  the  opinion  of  the  Law 
Officers  of  the  Crown.  A  copy  of  the  case  and  opinion  will 
be  found  in  Appendix  O. 

We  have  specially  to  notice  the  following  cases  of  illegal 
reception  and  ill  treatment  of  lunatics  under  single  charge.

Our  attention  having  been  drawn,  in  December  1 868,  to 
Uncertified  the  alleged  detention,  and  cruel  treatment  and  neglect,  of 
lunatics,  Nllss  L.  V.,  an  imbecile  lady,  under  the  charge  of  James

requiring  confirmation  in  material  particulars  by  persons  and  III- 
cognizant  of  the  facts,  were  unavoidably  somewhat  pro-  u^cERTmED1" 

Lunatics. 

When  the  inquiries  were  sufficiently  matured  we  brought  Miss  L-  v-> an 
the  case  under  your  Lordship  s  notice,  and,  pursuant  to  your  Singie  patient 
Order,  dated  1st  March  1869,  a  member  of  this  Board  visited  at  Southsea* 
and  inspected  the  house,  saw  and  examined  Miss  L.  V.,  and 
reported  her  to  be  mentally  quite  imbecile,  taciturn,  torpid, 
and  listless,  and,  in  reference  to  accommodation  and  care, 
most  unfavourably  situated. 

It  is  important  here  to  state  that,  upon  the  Commissioner 
informing  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morant  of  the  nature  and  object  of 
his  inquiry,  they  both,  appealing  each  to  the  other,  positively 
denied  having  any  lady  of  unsound  mind  in  the  house,  and 
it  was  not  until  he  mentioned  the  name  of  the  alleged  lunatic 
that  they  admitted  they  had  residing  with  them  a  young  lady, 
whom  Mrs.  Morant  described  as  not  insane  hut  only  pecu¬ 
liar.  She,  however,  further  admitted  that  Miss  L.  Y.  had  an 
idiotic  way,  never  saying  or  apparently  caring  for  anything, 
and  that  she  was  not  allowed  any  pocket  money,  or  permitted 
to  walk  out  alone.  The  Visiting  Commissioners  further 
elicited  from  Mr,  Morant  that,  in  order  to  correct  Miss 
L.  V.’s  uncleanly  habits,  she  sometimes  chastised  her  with  a 
cane. 

He  also  ascertained  that  the  arrangement  for  Miss  L.  V.’s 
residence  with  Mrs.  Morant  was  made  by  a  lady,  her  guar¬ 
dian,  who  paid  1 6  s.  per  week  for  her  lodging,  maintenance, 
and:  care. 

After  much  consideration  we  felt  justified  in  forbearing 
from  a  prosecution,  and  were  satisfied  with  Miss  L.  V.’s 
immediate  removal  to  proper  and  legal  care  as  a  single 
patient,  upon  a  public  apology  being  made  by  Mr.  Morant  in 
the  “  Times  ”  and  other  papers,  London  and  provincial,  and 
in  the  leading  medical  journals. 

Miss  L.  Y.  was,  in  May  last,  found  lunatic  by  inquisition. 

In  March  last  year  our  attention  was  drawn,  by  a  com-  He£-  y-  lrviye, 
munication  from  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  to  the  case  of  Tiunaticl1’  ^  ’ 
Miss  M.  V.,  an  insane  lady,  under  the  charge,  without  certi-  Prosecution 
ficates,  of  the  Rev.  G.  M.  I)  Arcy  Irvine,  residing  in  East  reception. 
Hill  Terrace,  Wandsworth.  The  Commissioner  of  Police,  on 
the  30th  of  that  month,  transmitted,  for  the  information  of 
our  Board,  a  copy  of  a  police  report  of  the  same  date,  stating 
that,  shortly  before  12  o’clock  the  night  previous,  Miss  M.  Y. 
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was  brought  to  the  station  hy  a  police  constable  and  some 
tradesmen  of  the  neighbourhood,  who  had  found  her  on 
East  Hill,  propelling  herself  along  on  her  hands,  having  five 
or  six  months  before  lost  the  use  of  her  legs  by  injuries 
sustained  in  jumping  from  a  window.  Miss  M.  V . ,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  report,  complained  of  being  kept  a  prisoner  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Irvine,  and  did  not  wish  to  return ;  but  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  her  deranged  state  of  mind,  and  alleged  very 
suicidal  tendency,  she  was  again  handed  over  to  Mr.  Irvine, 
who  informed  the  police  inspector,  that  immediately  her 
mind  gave  way  he  had,  by  direction  of  her  friends,  made 
arrangements  for  her  removal  to  a  private  lunatic  asylum, 
and  that  he  was 
removed. 


aly  waiting  till  she  was  in  a  fit  state  to  be 


In  consequence  of  the  above  communication,  Miss  M.  Y. 
was,  on  the  16th  March,  visited  by  two  members  of  this 
Board,  who  found  her  in  a  poorly-furnished  room,  with  her 
nurse,  lying  on  a  bed,  and  unable  to  rise  without  assistance. 
Mentally  she  was  in  a  sad  state,  full  of  insane  delusions. 
She  said  she  believed  she  was  dying,  and  gave  a  lamentable 
account  of  her  sufferings.  Although  very  insane,  her 
memory  appeared  to  be  accurate,  and  in  many  respects  she 
evinced  much  intelligence  and  shrewdness. 

She  conversed  freely,  and  in  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  the 
Commissioners,  communicated  many  details  in  reference  to 
her  case  and  history,  as  to  which  her  statements  were  clear 
and  consistent.  At  the  same  time,  apart  from  matters  of 
fact,  she  exhibited  a  variety  of  delusions  of  a  very  insane 
and  painful  character. 

Amongst  other  facts  it  was  elicited  from  her,  that  some 
years  since  she  was  under  the  charge  of  a  medical  man  in 
the  west  of  England,  who  placed  her  in  a  cottage,  where  she 
required  to  be  forcibly  fed ;  and  that  she  was  subsequently, 
for  about  six  months,  confined  and  kept  in  constant  restraint 
night  and  day,  at  a  farmhouse,  where  she  appears  to  have 
dislocated  her  hip  by  throwing  herself  out  of  the  window. 

In  185/  she  was  at  home  for  about  four  months,  and  from 
that  time  she  had,  without  any  interval,  been  under  the 
charge  of  Mr,  Irvine,  first  at  Rock  in  Worcestershire,  and 
since  1860  at  Wandsworth. 

It  was  on  the  1st  September  1868  that  she  threw  herself 
from  a  back  drawing-room  window  (30  feet  from  the  ground), 
and  sustained  compound  fractures  of  both  legs.  About  a 
week  after  she  made  another  attempt  at  suicide  by 
burning. 
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The  general  eonciusion  arrived  at  by  the  Visiting  Com-  Illegal 
missioners  was,  that  Miss  V.  had  been  insane  for  years  past,  ^dYll-01* 
and  that  she  had  been  so  dealt  with  by  her  family,  no  one  treatment  of 
of  whom  had  visited  her  during  her  residence  with  Mr.  lunItiYs.1^0 
Irvine.  The  medical  attendant  of  the  family  had  visited  Reg.  v.  irvine, 
her  about  quarterly.  It  is  right  to  state  that  nothing  was  YitiCM’  W  ’ 
elicited  of  a  nature  to  show  that,  while  with  Mr.  Irvine,  she  Prosecution 
had  been  treated  with  positive  unkindness.  reception. 

On  the  18th  March  Miss  V.  was,  on  behalf  of  this  Board, 
visited  and  examined  by  Dr.  Blandford,  whose  report  upon 
her  mental  state  corresponded  in  all  respects  with  that  of 
the  Visiting  Commissioners ;  and  the  solicitor  of  the  Board 
was  accordingly  instructed  to  prefer  an  indictment  against 
Mr.  Irvine  for  receiving  and  taking  charge  of  Miss  V.  with¬ 
out  an  order  and  medical  certificates,  in  violation  of  the  90th 
section  of  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100. 

It  was  alleged  by  Mr*  Irvine  that,  although  he  had  been 
paid  by  Miss  V.’s  friends  for  her  maintenance  and  care,  he 
did  not  receive  her  as  an  insane  person ;  that  she  had  not, 
until  shortly  before  September  1868,  shown  any  decided 
symptoms  of  insanity ;  and  that  she  had  been  since  retained 
only  until  she  had  sufficiently  recovered  from  her  bodily 
injuries  to  be  able  safely  to  be  removed  to  an  asylum. 

The  result  of  our  inquiries,  however,  was  to  satisfy  us  that, 
whatever  variations  may  have  taken  place  in  the  form  and 
degree  of  her  insanity,  she  had  all  along  been  considered 
and  treated  as  of  unsound  mind,  and  had  not,  as  respects 
money  or  otherwise,  been  a  free  agent. 

We  further,  upon  the  question  of  her  removal  to  an  asy¬ 
lum,  consulted  Mr.  Partridge,  the  eminent  surgeon,  who,  after 
a  personal  examination,  reported  that  in  his  opinion  Miss 
V.  might  have  been  removed  at  any  time  with  ordinary 
care,  and  that,  from  the  firmness  of  the  united  bones  and 
appearances,  the  injured  limbs  had  long  been  quite  well. 

The  case  came  on  for  trial  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court, 
before  Mr.  Baron  Pigott,  on  the  9th  June,  when  the  defendant, 
under  the  advice  of  his  counsel,  pleaded  guilty,  and  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  special  circumstances  was  only  called  upon 
to  enter  into  recognisances  to  appear,  on  receiving  notice  to 
do  so,  at  the  next  sessions,  to  receive  judgment. 

We  deem  it  right  to  state  that  this  Board  were  no  parties 
to  any  arrangement  for  Mr.  Irvine’s  pleading  guilty. 

Miss  M.  V.  was  duly  removed  from  Mr.  Irvine’s  to  a 
private  asylum. 
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In  July  last,  the  Town  Clerk  of  Bradford,  Yorkshire, 
brought  under  our  notice,  the  case  of  Miss  Mercy  Wood,  a 
lunatic,  who  had  for  two  years  been  illegally  confined  by 
Robert  Dixon  Smith,  a  quarry  owner,  in  his  house  at  Bradford, 
where  all  access  to  her  was  refused. 

It  was  by  accident  that  the  fact  of  Miss  Wood’s  being 
kept  a  close  prisoner  was  discovered  by  the  police,  who  were 
informed  that  a  female  nearly  naked  had  been  seen  at  an 
upper  window  of  Dixon  Smith’s  house,  apparently  in  great 
distress. 

Means  were  taken  to  obtain  full  particulars  of  the  case. 
Two  magistrates  made  personal  inquiries  at  the  house,  and, 
having  satisfied  themselves  that  Miss  Wood  was  illegally 
confined  by  Smith,  granted  a  warrant  for  his  apprehension. 
He  was  held  to  bail,  and  ultimately  committed  for  trial. 
In  the  meantime,  the  lunatic  was  removed  by  the  police,  for 
protection  and  care,  to  the  union  workhouse. 

Upon  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  disclosed,  we 
deemed  it  our  duty  to  take  up  the  case,  and  we  accordingly 
instructed  our  solicitor  to  prefer  an  indictment  for  assault 
and  false  imprisonment  against  Smith,  and  the  case  came  on 
for  trial  at  the  Yorkshire  summer  assizes,  at  Leeds,  before 
Mr.  Baron  Cleasbyc 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  material  facts  as  stated 
on  the  part  of  the  prosecution. 

Miss  Wood,  while  residing  with  her  relatives,  as  far  back 
as  1857,  manifested  symptoms  of  impaired  intellect,  which 
became  gradually  more  marked  until  the  year  1865,  when 
she  was  duly  examined  and  certified  as  insane,  and  steps 
were  taken  for  placing  her  in  an  asylum.  For  some  reason 
her  removal  was  postponed.  One  day  she  was  left  alone, 
her  brother,  who  had  charge  of  the  house,  and  her  sisters 
being  away ;  when,  in  the  evening,  the  defendant  came  to 
the  house,  and  finding  the  door  locked,  by  means  of  a  ladder 
got  in  at  a  window,  unfastened  the  door  from  the  inside,  and 
took  away  the  lunatic  in  a  cab  to  his  house,  where  he  subse¬ 
quently  kept  her  confined. 

Nothing  apparently  was  known  with  sufficient  certainty  by 
her  relatives,  at  the  time,  as  to  what  had  become  of  her. 

The  defendant  not  only  thus  obtained  custody  of  the 
lunatic’s  person,  but  also  wrongfully  possessed  himself  of 
money  to  the  amount  of  400  l.  or  500  /.,  belonging  to  her, 
among  other  things  receiving  the  proceeds  of  a  cheque  for 
the  amount  of  a  legacy  which  had  been  bequeathed  to  her 
at  the  end  of  1865  or  beginning  of  1866.  He  also  collected 
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for  her  some  small  weekly  rents.  He  appears  to  have  ^elcee^on 
exercised  an  unlimited  influence  over  her ;  to  account  for  AND  ILL- 
which,  and  in  extenuation  of  his  conduct,  it  was  alleged  on  ^™TEDOF 
his  behalf  that  there  had  been  an  old  attachment.  It  was  lunatics. 
further  pleaded  by  his  counsel  that  Miss  Wood  had  con-  Reg.  v.  Smith / 
ceived  a  dislike  to  her  family,  from  members  of  which  she  wood™7 
had  experienced  much  unkindness ;  that  she  had  lucid  in- lunatic, 
tervals  ;  and  that  during  these  she  was  perfectly  aware  of  what  imprisonment, 
was  going  on. 

As  to  the  condition  in  which  she  was  found  by  the  police, 
and  her  mental  state  at  that  time,  the  following  is  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  the  evidence  given  by  the  superintendent. 

He  went  to  the  house  of  the  defendant  on  the  /th  of  July. 

There  was  a  door  at  the  bottom  of  the  staircase  on  the  ground 
floor,  and  this  the  defendant  took  a  key  out  of  his  pocket  and 
unlocked  ;  he  then  followed  the  defendant  upstairs  to  the  third 
floor,  where  he  opened  a  door  which  was  chained  and  bolted. 

Miss  Wood  was  in  the  room,  in  bed,  and  partly  covered. 

He  spoke  to  her,  and  she  began  laughing,  and  being  asked 
whether  she  knew  him,  kept  on  laughing. 

The  room  was  about  14  feet  long  by  six  in  breadth  ; 
there  was  a  window  which  he  believed  was  fastened ;  and 
lying  about  the  room  were  some  articles  of  furniture  belonging 
to  Miss  Wood. 

She  was  evidently  insane. 

Another  witness  who  communicated  with  the  police, 
deposed  to  having  seen  her  at  a  window  in  the  defend¬ 
ant’s  house,  with  her  hair  loose,  and  apparently  quite 
naked. 

Some  conversation  ensued,  during  which  it  was  admitted 
by  the  defendant’s  counsel,  that  Miss  Wood  had  been  in  his 
house,  and  that  the  door  of  her  room  was  locked,  but  he 
contended  that  it  might  have  been  with  her  consent,  and 
that  the  essence  of  the  thing  lay,  not  in  the  locking  in,  but 
in  the  locking  in  against  the  will. 

Baron  Cieasby  however  ruled  otherwise,  observing,  that 
taking  into  consideration  her  condition,  and  the  fact  that 
she  was  bolted  into  the  room,  he  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  coercion  thus  put  upon  her  was  false  imprison¬ 
ment. 

A  verdict  of  guilty  was  accordingly  returned. 

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  verdict,  there  had  been  some 
discussion,  and  a  consultation  between  the  counsel  on  both 
sides,  and  it  was  intimated  by  the  counsel  for  the  prosecution 
that  it  was  not  wished  to  carry  the  case  further,  provided 
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the  defendant  gave  up  all  the  property  belonging  to  Miss 
Wood.  If  fair  restitution  was  made.,  no  further  proceed¬ 
ings  would  be  taken ;  and  he  suggested,  therefore,  that  the 
defendant  might  be  bound  over  to  appear  and  receive  judg¬ 
ment  when  called  upon. 

Here  we  desire  emphatically  to  say  that  it  was  with 
much  dissatisfaction  we  learnt  that  so  objectionable  an 
arrangement  had  been  made.  Such  a  failure  of  justice  had 
never  been  contemplated  by  this  Board,  and  the  course 
adopted  in  reference  thereto  was  wholly  inconsistent  with 
the  instructions  given  by  our  Solicitor  to  his  local  Agents. 

We  deemed  the  offence  to  be  one  calling  for  severe  punish¬ 
ment,  and  in  such  circumstances  we  could  not  feel  surprise 
at  the  observation  made  by  Baron  Cleasby  in  addressing  the 
defendant,  that  “  he  could  not  help  thinking  that  the  prose¬ 
cution  had  dealt  very  leniently  and  favourably  with  him,  and 
that  they  no  doubt  had  reasons  for  doing  so.” 

So  far  from  this,  we  had  before  the  trial,  refused  our 
sanction  to  a  proposal  for  such  a  compromise  made  by  the 
brother  of  the  lady 

Miss  Wood  was  on  the  1st  of  August  duly  placed  and 
continues  now  under  proper  medical  care. 


Reg.  v.  Light- 
foot.  Pro¬ 
secution  for 
illtreatment 
and  wilful 
neglect  of  a 
lunatic  by  his 
brother. 


On  the  30th  December  last  our  attention  was  drawn  to  a 
case  of  alleged  cruel  treatment  of  Samuel  Lightfoot,  60  years 
of  age,  and  described  as  “  blind,  exceedingly  deaf,  and  idiotic,” 
by  his  brother,  Thomas  Lightfoot,  at  Ancoats. 

The  case  appeared  to  us  of  so  grave  a  nature  that  we  at 
once  wrote  to  Captain  Palin,  the  chief  constable  at  Man¬ 
chester,  inquiring  what  proceedings  had  been  instituted  in 
reference  to  Thomas  Lightfoot’ s  neglect  and  ill-treatment  of 
his  brother,  and  what  steps  had  been  taken  to  place  the 
lunatic  under  proper  care.  In  reply,  he  stated  that  Thomas 
Lightfoot  had  been  before  the  magistrate,  accused  of  wilfully 
neglecting  his  brother,  an  imbecile,  whilst  in  his  charge  ; 
that  he  had  been  committed  for  trial ;  and  that  his  brother 
Samuel  was  in  the  workhouse. 

The  information  was  laid  by  the  police  authorities.  Su¬ 
perintendent  Anderson  said  that  the  defendant  was  charged 
with  cruelty  to  his  brother,  who  was  imbecile,  blind,  and 
almost  deaf,  by  keeping  him  confined  in  the  cellar  of  his 
house,  and  in  a  neglected  and  filthy  condition  ;  that  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  information  he  received,  he  despatched  officers  to 
bring  Thomas  Lightfoot  to  the  Fairfield  Police  Station,  where 
he  was  examined  by  Mr.  Dean,  the  divisional  surgeon ;  and 
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that  his  father  had  left  him  15  s.  a*  week  for  his  maintenance, 
which  was  regularly  paid  to  the  defendant  by  trustees. 

After  a  full  hearing  and  the  examination,  amongst  other 
witnesses,  of  detective  officer  M‘Lellan,  and  Mr.  Dean  the 
divisional  surgeon,  the  city  justices,  on  the  1st  January, 
committed  Thomas  Lightfoot  “  for  false  imprisonment  of, 
and  neglecting  and  ill-treating,  his  brother,  an  alleged 
lunatic.” 

On  the  6th  January  this  Board  came  to  the  decision  that 
the  case  was  one  calling  for  criminal  proceedings  on  their 
part,  and  they  ordered  their  Secretary  forthwith  to  prosecute, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  9th  section  of  the  Act  1 6  & 
1 7  Viet.  c.  96,  or  otherwise,  Thomas  Lightfoot,  for  having 
ill-treated  and  wilfully  neglected  his  brother  Samuel  Light¬ 
foot,  a  lunatic,  or  alleged  lunatic,  detained  or  taken  by  him 
under  his  care  or  charge. 

The  case  came  on  for  trial  at  the  Manchester  March  city 
sessions.  The  evidence  given  in  support  of  the  charge,  by 
police  Serjeant  McLellan  and  Mr.  Dean,  was  in  substance 
identical  with  their  depositions  on  the  preliminary  inquiry, 
and  was  to  this  effect : 

McLellan  went  to  the  house  on  the  29th  December,  and, 
from  information  he  had  received  of  noises  having  been 
heard  in  the  cellar,  told  the  defendant  he  had  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve  there  was  some  one  confined  in  the  house.  He  replied, 

Yes  ;  my  brother  lives  in  the  cellar,  and  he  has  been  con¬ 
fined  there  six  vears.”  McLellan  then  went  into  the  cellar, 
where  he  found  Samuel  Lightfoot  sitting  on  a  low  bedstead, 
in  a  crouched  position,  with  his  head  upon  his  knees.  His 
hair  was  very  matted,  and  he  appeared  not  to  have  been 
washed  for  a  long  time.  His  clothing  was  old  and  tattered. 
There  was  a  fireplace  and  grate,  which  were  full  of  ashes  and 
cinders,  the  grate  and  bars  being  quite  cold.  Outside  there 
were  two  inches  of  snow  on  the  ground,  and  the  room  was 
very  cold  and  damp.  The  bed  consisted  of  a  pair  of  mat¬ 
tresses,  a  tick,  a  quilt,  and  a  horse  rug,  very  dusty  and 
dirty.  There  was  no  bolsters,  pillows,  or  any  other  bed¬ 
ding. 

Mr.  Dean  thus  described  the  lunatic’s  bodily  condition 
when  examined  by  him  at  the  workhouse. 

“  Llis  skin  was  very  dark  in  colour,  and  scaly,  with  layers 
u  of  dirt,  and  his  finger  nails  did  not  appear  to  have  been  cut 
“  for  several  years.  His  body  was  rigid,  and  his  lower  limbs 
“  were  bent  upwards,  apparently  from  his  customary  position 
“  of  sitting.  He  had  an  old  sore  on  his  right  shin,  which  was

4*  festered,  and  was  covered  with  a  thick  scab,  as  if  it  had  been 
44  neglected.  He  was  a  thin  tali  man,  hut  was  emaciated. 
44  He  could  neither  lie  down  or  sit.”  When  seen  by  Mr. 
Dean  a  week  before  the  trial  at  the  Crumpsall  Workhouse,  he 
had  improved  in  condition. 

On  behalf  of  the  defendant,  a  charwoman  was  called  to 
prove  that  she  cleaned  the  lunatic’s  room  once  or  twice  a 
week,  that  there  was  a  fire  in  the  kitchen  every  day,  and 
that  she  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  the  lunatic  plenty  of 
good  meat. 

A  medical  man,  Dr.  Rayner,  was  also  called  as  a  witness  ; 
but  his  evidence  only  went  to  show  that  he  had  seen  Samuel 
Lightfoot  in  May  1865,  in  his  brother’s  house,  in  the  kitchen, 
sitting  near  the  fire,  muttering  and  jabbering  to  himself ; 
that  his  hair  was  about  his  face,  and  that  he  was  in  very  fair 
condition,  not  specially  clean,  nor  dirty. 

Such  was  the  substance  of  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  the 
prosecution  and  the  defence,  and  we  entertain  a  strong 
opinion  that  the  charge  of  ill-treatment  and  wilful  neglect 
was  fully  established. 

However,  the  jury,  as  is  stated,  after  about  two  minutes’ 
deliberation,  returned  a  verdict  of  44  Not  guilty  whereupon 
the  Recorder  observed  that  it  was  a  very  cautious  and  proper 
verdict,  though  the  prosecution  had  acted  quite  right  in 
bringing  the  case  into  court. 


Reg.  v.  Horn,  In  August  last,  by  direction  of  this  Board,  an  information 
a \ u nlhicL °c a s e  was  laid  before  the  justices  in  petty  session  at  Plympton, 
of  cruel  treat-  Devon,  against  William  Horn,  for  having  cruelly  beaten  and 
otherwise  ill-treated  John  Snawden,  a  lunatic  under  his 
charge - 

The  investigation  was  held  in  the  presence  of  the  district 
magistrates,  Mr.  Law  appearing  on  behalf  of  this  Board. 

It  appeared  from  the  evidence  that,  sometime  before,  the 
lunatic  was  placed  under  the  care  of  Horn,  who  was  to  be 
paid  15  6*.  per  week  for  his  trouble,  and  was  instructed  by 
Snawden’s  son  to  use  handcuffs  if  he  became  violent. 

On  the  17th  July,  a  Mrs.  Crews,  who  lived  in  an  adjoining 
house,  heard  a  sound  of  blows  and  some  one  calling  out  as  if 
in  pain.  She  ran  upstairs  and  was  enabled  to  see  into  a 
room  where  Snawden  was  lying  on  the  floor.  The  defendant 
had  his  legs  across  his  neck,  and  was  beating  him  with  a 
stick. 

Ultimately  the  poor  lunatic  was  handcuffed  and  tied  to  a 
tree.  The  handcuffs  were  tied  together  with  some  thick  rope 
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which  Horn  threatened  to  place  round  the  lunatic’s  neck  if  Illegal 
he  misconducted  himself  again. 

The  defendant  was  summarily  convicted  and  fined  1 0  l.  TREATMENT  OE 
and  costs,  with  the  alternative  of  two  months’  imprisonment.  lu£atic*.TED 

The  fine,  though  small  for  an  offender  even  in  Horn’s  Reg.  v.  Horn, 
station  of  life,  would  necessarily  have  subjected  him  to  two  Snawde">

months’  imprisonment,  if  it  had  not  been  paid  in  court  by  of  cruel  treat- 
the  lunatic’s  son,  who  had  employed  him.  ment* 

J.  Snawden  was,  on  the  22nd  July,  sent  to  the  Devon 
County  Asylum. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  a  visit  by  two  members  of  this  Board  Reg  v.  North, 
to  the  Leicester  County  Asylum,  on  the  19th  February  last,  p^ecution 
their  attention  was  directed  by  Air.  Buck,  the  superintendent,  for  illegal 
of  that  Asylum,  to  the  case  of  William  Wallace  at  Lough-  ^treatment' of 
borough,  as  a  lunatic  not  under  proper  care.  a  lunatic- 

Acting  upon  this  information  the  Commissioners,  on  the 
following  day,  went  to  Loughborough,  and  accompanied  by 
thy  superintendent  of  police,  visited  and  examined  the  luna¬ 
tic,  whom  they  found  in  a  room  on  the  second  floor  of  a 
house  in  the  occupation  of  Jane  North,  a  widow.  In  the 
centre  of  the  room  was  a  very  small  stove  in  which  some 
coals  were  burning.  Upon  an  old,  dilapidated  iron  bedstead, 
in  a  state  of  nudity,  they  found  the  lunatic,  lying  on  his  side, 
crouched  up,  with  his  knees  to  his  chin.  Over  him  was  a 
filthy  blanket,  soiled  with  excrement.  There  was  no  other 
bedding,  nor  was  there  anything  but  a  small  piece  of  carpet 
interposed  between  his  person  and  the  sacking,  which  had 
given  way,  so  as  nearly  to  touch  the  floor,  and  which  was 
saturated  with  urine,  as  also  was  the  plaster  floor  below. 

He  was  in  a  state  of  extreme  emaciation,  pale  and  feeble, 
as  if  from  starvation,  and  Airs.  North  admitted  that  he  had 
not,  for  a  considerable  time,  taken  animal  food,  or  any  other 
nutriment  than  gruel.  Alentally  he  was  found  to  be  a  con¬ 
firmed  lunatic,  but  harmless. 

Airs.  North  alleged  that  the  lunatic  had  been  bedridden 
for  five  or  six  weeks,  but  that  it  was  only  within  three  weeks 
that  his  limbs  were  doubled  up,  as  the  Commissioners  found 
them. 

According  to  information  subsequently  obtained,  Airs. 

North,  who  was  related  to  the  lunatic,  had,  since  the  death 
of  his  sister  two  years  before,  had  him  under  her  charge,  and 
was  allowed  1 5  s.  per  week  for  his  care  and  maintenance, 
from  which  had  to  be  deducted  4  6*.  for  rent.  The  weekly 
allowance  was  paid  to  her  by  a  trustee. 
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Twenty -fourth  Report  of  the 

The  case  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  visiting  Commis¬ 
sioners,  of  such  urgency,  and  involved  such  grave  neglect 
and  cruelty,  that  at  their  instance  the  necessary  information 
was  at  once  sworn  by  the  superintendent  of  police  before  a 
a  county  magistrate,  who,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Eddowes,  a 
surgeon,  Mr.  Jarratt,  clerk  to  the  magistrates,  and  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  police,  visited  and  examined  the  lunatic,  whom, 
as  they  reported  to  us,  they  found  in  the  same  condition  as 
above  described,  excepting  that  a  shirt  had  been  put  on  him 
and  the  floor  sprinkled  with  chloride  of  lime. 

It  was  felt  that  he  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  remain  where 
he  was  even  for  another  night,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  the  Commissioners,  it  was  arranged  that  he  should 
be  immediately  taken  to  the  workhouse,  and  there  visited  on 
the  following  day  by  the  county  magistrate  above  referred 
to,  and  another  justice,  and  a  statutory  order  made  by  them 
for  his  removal  to  the  county  asylum.  This  arrangement 
was  carried  out,  and  he  was  sent  to  the  asylum  on  the 
12th  February. 

To  the  notice  of  his  admission  was  subjoined,  by  Mr. 
Buck,  the  following  statement :  “  With  respect  to  his  bodily 
“  health  and  condition,”  viz.,  u  He  is  in  a  very  dirty  and 
u  neglected  state,  having  two  large  bed  sores  and  some  smaller 
“  ones  ;  his  legs  and  arms  contracted;  his  person  covered  with 

body  lice,  and  his  hair  with  head  lice.” 

On  the  14th  February  an  order  was  made  by  the  Board  for 
the  prosecution  of  Jane  North,  under  the  Acts  8  &  9  Viet., 
c.  100,  and  16  &  1/  Viet.,  c.  96. 

On  the  23rd  February  the  charges  were  preferred  before 
the  justices  in  petty  session  at  Loughborough,  by  whom  the 
defendant  was  committed  for  trial,  bail  being  accepted. 

The  case  came  on  for  trial  at  the  Leicester  Spring  Assizes 
before  Mr.  Justice  Byles.  The  indictment  wras  for  the  two¬ 
fold  offence  of  receiving  the  lunatic  without  an  order  and 
certificates,  and  of  abusing  and  ill-treating  him. 

The  defendant  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  nine 
months’  imprisonment. 

In  July  last  we  received  an  anonymous  communication, 
bringing  under  our  notice  a  case  of  an  aged  and  harmless 
lunatic,  named  J.  Bagnall  Wild,  alleged  to  have  been  for 
upwards  of  30  years  under  the  charge,  without  legal  autho¬ 
rity,  of  Henry  Black,  a  farmer  at  Sheepshed  near  Lough¬ 
borough,  and  kept  by  him  constantly  chained.  We  lost  no 
time  in  instituting  an  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  through 
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the  local  police  authorities,  the  result  of  which  was  that, 
upon  our  application,  your  Lordship  was  pleased  to  make  an 
order  by  virtue  of  which  a  special  visit  was,  on  the  4th 
August,  made  to  the  lunatic  by  a  member  of  this  Board 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Buck,  of  the  Leicestershire  Asylum, 
and  by  a  county  magistrate,  who  were  assisted  by  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  police. 

The  report  on  the  case  which  was  made  to  your  Lordship 
embodied  the  material  facts,  and  entirely  confirmed  the  state¬ 
ment  of  our  anonymous  correspondent  as  to  the  confinement 
of  the  lunatic,  and  the  severe  mechanical  restraint  to  which 
he  had  been  for  so  many  years  needlessly  subjected. 

On  the  5th  August,  the  day  after  the  visit,  Mr.  Wild  was, 
by  order  of  two  justices,  removed  to  the  County  Asylum  as 
a  lunatic  u  not  under  proper  care  and  control.” 

Subjoined  to  the  notice  of  his  admission  into  the  asylum 
was  a  statement  by  Mr.  Buck,  that  he  was  suffering  from 
mental  imbecility,  and  that  u  with  respect  to  bodily  health 
“  and  condition,”  he  was  “  in  generally  good  health,”  to 
which  was  added,  “  he  has  marks  and  discolourations 
“  upon  his  arms,  wrists,  and  ankles,  the  result  of  long-con- 
c‘  tinned  mechanical  restraint.” 

In  these  circumstances  this  board  instructed  their  soli¬ 
citor  to  institute  criminal  proceedings  against  H.  Black. 
The  charges  which  were  preferred  under  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet, 
c.  100,  s.  90,  and  the  16  &  1 7  Viet.  c.  96,  s.  9,  and  which  were, 
respectively,  for  illegal  reception,  and  abuse  and  illtreat- 
ment  of  the  lunatic,  were  heard  at  the  Loughborough  Police 
Court  on  the  19th  August,  when  the  defendant  was  com¬ 
mitted  and  held  to  bail. 

The  case  came  on  for  trial  at  Leicestershire  spring  assizes 
before  Mr.  Justice  Blackburn. 

In  reference  to  the  charge  of  illegal  reception  and  deten¬ 
tion,  it  was  proved  that  Mr.  Wild  had  been  for  30  years 
residing  with  H.  Black,  who  received  12/.  10s.  quarterly  for 
his  maintenance  and  care  ;  clothes  and  some  extras,  as  wine, 
being  provided  by  his  friends. 

It  is  right  here  to  state  Mr.  Wild’s  relatives,  who  visited 
him  frequently,  and  were  fully  cognizant  of  his  treatment  as 
well  as  of  the  restraint  employed  night  and  day,  were  reported 
to  be  in  a  good  position  of  society.  This  knowledge  and 
sanction  was  urged  in  extenuation  of  Black’s  conduct,  a 
plea  which  this  Board  could  not,  of  course,  for  a  moment 
admit. 
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We  now  proceed  to  state  the  substance  of  the  evidence, 
so  far  as  was  material  to  the  question  of  cruel  treat¬ 
ment.  In  a  room  on  the  ground  floor  the  lunatic  was 
found  by  him  seated  in  a  chair,  wearing  a  pair  of  handcuffs, 
fastened  together  by  a  short  chain,  about  18  or  20  inches 
in  length,  which  was  attached  by  a  piece  of  webbing  to  a 
staple  in  the  window.  The  chair  was  fastened  to  the  wall 
by  an  iron  staneheon.  Close  to  the  chair  was  an  iron  anklet, 
and  under  the  chair  was  a  staple  in  the  wall,  to  which  was 
attached  a  stout  piece  of  cord  and  an  iron  ring.  Attached 
to  the  window  sill  was  a  piece  of  webbing.  The  effect  of  the 
two  fastenings  would  be  to  prevent  the  patient  from  stand¬ 
ing  upright. 

At  the  foot  of  the  bedstead  in  a  room  above  was  an  iron 
anklet,  attached  to  the  bedstead  by  a  piece  of  cord.  There 
was  also  found  there  a  handcuff.  The  windows  of  the 
lower  room  would  not  open. 

In  the  privy  also  was  found  a  staple,  with  a  stout  iron 
chain  attached  to  it. 

When  the  lunatic  was  seen  in  the  room  below,  he  was 
rocking  himself  to  and  fro,  in  the  manner  common  to  people 
who  are  being  subjected  to  mechanical  restraint.  Indeed, 
in  the  position  in  which  he  was  found,  he  could  not  move  in 
any  other  way. 

On  examining  his  wrists,  marks  and  discolourations  caused 
by  the  pressure  of  the  handcuffs  were  found,  and  similar 
effects  had  been  produced  by  the  anklets.  An  unreduced 
dislocation  of  the  left  shoulder,  and  a  dislocation  of  the 
bone  of  the  left  thumb  were  also  observed. 

Since  he  had  been  at  the  asylum  he  had  conducted  himself 
as  a  harmless,  inoffensive  person,  and  there  was  nothing,  in 
the  superintendent’s  judgment,  to  justify  his  being  restrained 
in  the  manner  described.  He  had  not  been  subjected  to 
any  restraint  since  he  had  been  there,  a  period  of  seven 
months. 

On  cross-examination,  Mr.  Buck  stated  his  opinion  that 
the  patient  was  mentally  “  on  the  debateable  ground  be¬ 
tween  lunacy  and  idiotcy.”  He  added,  that  when  he  found 
Mr,  Wild  he  gave  every  indication  of  cleanliness  and  good 
feeding,  and  he  considered  him  in  fair  bodily  health.  The 
room  in  which  the  patient  was  found  appeared  to  be  the 
living-room  of  the  family. 

In  summing  up  the  case  Justice  Blackburn  left  it  to  the 
jury  to  say  whether  the  chains  and  other  restraint  admitted 
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had  been  honestly  used  from  a  mistaken  sense  of  duty,  and 
not  in  such  a  way  as  to  amount  to  ill-treatment. 

The  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty  on  the  first  count, 
for  illegal  reception  without  certificate,  and  acquitted  him 
on  the  second,  for  cruelty. 

Justice  Blackburn,  in  passing  sentence,  observed  that  the 
jury  had  acquitted  the  defendant  of  ill-treatment,  and  he 
had  no  doubt  the  defendant  had  not  been  guilty  of  inten¬ 
tional  cruelty.  No  doubt,  he  said,  the  defendant  was 
guilty  of  a  great  error  in  judgment ;  but  what  he  did  had 
been  sanctioned  by  persons  in  a  higher  station  of  life,  who 
ought  to  have  known  better.  He  concluded  in  the  following 
terms:  — u  I  think  that  you,  perhaps,  only  committed  an 
“  error  in  judgment,  but  the  case  runs  very  near.  I  must  pass 
“  a  heavy  sentence,  and  longer,  as  there  is  no  hard  labour, 

“  than  I  otherwise  should  do.  I  pass  a  sentence  of  im- 
u  prisonment  for  two  months.” 

Regarding  the  system  of  registering  the  facts  of  insanity  at  medical 
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present  pursued  in  the  county  and  borough  asylums,  and  in  the  k 
lunatic  hospitals  in  England  and  Wales,  we  have  satisfaction  in 
stating  that  the  tables  suggested  by  the  Medico-Psychological 
Association,  and  recommended  for  that  purpose  in  our 
Report  of  1868,  are  now  in  use  in  36  asylums,  and  also  in 
the  criminal  asylum  at  Broadmoor ;  as  well  as,  partially,  in  4 
more ;  and  the  superintendents  of  5  asylums  in  which  the 
tables  have  not  been  used,  have  expressed  their  intention  or 
willingness  to  employ  them  in  future.  They  have  not  been, 
nor  has  any  intention  been  expressed  that  they  will  be,  adopted 
in  the  asylums  at  Hanwell,  Lancaster,  and  Stafford.  We 
have  on  previous  occasions  intimated  our  opinion  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  correct  records  of  insanity,  and  of 
facilitating  statistical  comparison,  it  is  most  important  that 
a  uniform  system  of  registration  should  be  employed.  W e 
trust  that  the  visitors  of  the  asylums  last  referred  to  will 
assist  the  endeavours  of  the  Commissioners  to  attain  this 
object  by  adopting  the  tables  recommended  by  them. 

This  system  of  medical  registration  has  been  carried 
out  only  in  two  of  the  lunatic  hospitals,  viz.,  in  the 
Northampton  General  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  in  the  Man¬ 
chester  Koyal  Lunatic  Hospital ;  but  it  has  been  adopted 
partially  in  three  others. 
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Some  occurrences  of  the  past  year  have  brought  into  pro¬ 
minent  notice  the  subject  of  attendants  in  asylums.  There 
is  no  other  of  equal  importance  in  its  influence  on  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  insane,  and  none  to  which  the  Commissioners 
have  given  such  unremitting  attention. 

In  184/,  upon  the  failure  of  a  prosecution  then  instituted 
for  the  death  of  a  patient  resulting'  from  maltreatment  by  his 
attendant,  it  was  resolved  to  establish  at  this  office  a  central 
register  for  the  entry  of  names  of  all  that  were  so  employed 
at  the  several  asylums  and  licensed  houses  ;  wherein  every 
notice  of  dismissal  for  misconduct,  which  the  law  requires 
to  be  made  to  us,  should  he  carefully  entered  against  the 
name  to  which  it  referred,  the  object  being  to  prevent  any¬ 
one  so  implicated  from  again  obtaining  similar  employment. 
The  rule  was  at  the  same  time  laid  down  that  any  resignation 
to  avoid  dismissal  would  be  held  to  be  dismissal  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act ;  and  such  power  as  the  Commissioners 
possessed  was  put  in  motion  at  once  to  secure  the  complete¬ 
ness  of  the  register,  and  to  render  compulsory  a  reference 
to  it  on  the  part  of  proprietors  and  superintendents. 

Where  there  has  been  a  want  of  success  in  either  of  these 
respects,  from  negligence  in  transmitting  information  or 
unwillingness  to  seek  it,  the  reason  or  cause  has  been  suffi¬ 
ciently  f  bvious.  If  a  thoroughly  good  attendant  is  to  be 
obtained,  the  employer  must  be  as  eager  as  the  employed. 
Inducements  are  necessary  to  attract  persons  of  superior 
qualifications  to  become  members  of  this  most  useful  class  ; 
and  the  necessary  sacrifices  and  self-denials  required  for  a 
fit  and  considerate  discharge  of  the  duties,  can  even  then  be 
only  expected  where  there  is,  on  the  part  of  the  officers  placed 
above  them,  not  merely  extreme  and  active  vigilance  of  co¬ 
operation,  but  severity  of  supervision  to  the  utmost  possible 
degree.  Adequate  remuneration,  joined  to  a  strict  pre¬ 
liminary  inquiry  into  the  character  and  antecedents  of  the 
applicant,  may  secure  a  good  man  ;  but  liberal  encouragment 
as  well  as  watchful  superintendence  will  alone  secure  con¬ 
tinued  good  conduct  in  the  best  men ;  and  if  there  is  not 
only  the  absence  of  all  incentive  to  exertion,  but  the  know¬ 
ledge  that  there  is  no  effective  supervision,  the  result  cannot 
be  satisfactory  in  any  case.  The  Commissioners  entertain 
no  doubt  that  the  attendants  at  present  engaged  in  the  various 
establishments  for  the  reception  of  the  insane,  are  generally 
of  a  much  better  kind  than  those  to  whose  humanity  and 
vigilance  the  lunatic  was  in  former  times  entrusted;  and  there 
are  exceptional  instances,  even  among  those  discharging  the 
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most  difficult  duties  for  a  quite  inadequate  remuneration, 
deserving  of  the  very  highest  praise  ;  but  they  are  obliged  to 
add  that  this  advantage  has  been  more  than  counterbalanced 
by  the  fact  that  the  asylum-system  itself  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  improvement,  and  that  a  gradual  enlargement  of 
asylum -buildings,  far  beyond  the  limits  admitting  of  personal 
supervision  or  individual  control,  has  removed  the  only  safe 
guarantee  against  those  temptations  to  the  exercise  of 
power  by  which  the  best  attendants  are  corrupted,  and 
to  which  the  average  of  thosenow  employed  are  especiallyliable. 

The  evil  of  the  system  was  very  urgently  placed  before 
the  Lord  Chancellor  by  the  Commissioners  1 3  years  ago ; 
when  their  strenuous  resistance  to  a  proposition  of  the  Mid¬ 
dlesex  magistrates  for  further  enlargement  of  the  Asylums 
of  Colney  Hatch  and  Hanwell,  was  overruled  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State.  The  evil  effects  of  overbuilt  asylums,  not  only 
to  the  patient  in  the  loss  of  those  advantages  of  treatment 
which  responsible  individual  supervision  can  alone  secure, 
but  to  the  ratepayers  themselves  whose  interest  is  always 
pleaded  for  such  enlargements,  were  pointed  out  on  that 
occasion.  Reverting  to  the  causes  alleged  for  the  supposed 
necessity  of  enlargement,  it  was  shown  that  both  asylums 
had  been  crowded  with  inmates  who  ought  never  to  have 
been  sent  to  either  ;  that  the  only  justification  for  the  cost 
of  such  structures  had  been  lost  sight  of  in  the  kind  of  cases 
accumulated  in  them ;  that,  instead  of  being  used  as  hos¬ 
pitals  for  the  treatment  and  cure  of  the  insane,  they  had 
been  turned  into  mere  houses  for  their  detention  and  safe 
custody ;  and  that  the  remedy  was  to  be  found,  not  in  exag¬ 
gerating  the  mistakes  already  committed,  but  in  restoring  to 
both  establishments,  through  fresh  classification  and  redistri¬ 
bution  of  their  inmates,  their  proper  functions  of  treatment 
and  cure ;  and  in  making  such  additional  provision  as  mere 
numbers  might  require,  by  means  of  a  third  building  of  a 
less  costly  character,  but  more  suitable  to  that  great  mass  of 
chronic  and  incurable  cases  on  which  the  existing  most  ex¬ 
pensive  arrangements  and  appliances  are  entirely  thrown 
away.  Failing,  unfortunately,  to  obtain  a  hearing  for  these 
views,  the  Commissioners  then  saw  with  regret  the  numbers 
in  Colney  Hatch  raised  from  1,200  to  2,000,  and  those  in 
Hanwell  from  600  to  nearly  1,700 ;  to  which  the  additions 
made,  up  to  the  time  when  we  are  writing,  show  that  in 
Hanwell  there  are  now  close  upon  1,800,  and  in  Colney 
Hatch  upwards  of  2,050  patients. 

Yet  up  to  within  three  years  of  the  date  when  such  large 
masses  of  the  insane  were  crowded  into  single  establishments, 
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1 1  an  well  did  not  even  possess,  in  a  chief  attendant,  any 
person  having  authority  over,  or  directly  responsible  for, 
the  general  good  conduct  of  attendants  in  charge  of  the 
several  wards.  This  indispensable  officer  had  not  been 
appointed  until  1853  ;  when,  a  special  inquiry  having  been 
made  by  several  members  of  this  board  into  the  treatment 
of  lunatics  in  Hanwell,  upon  complaints  transmitted  from 
the  Home  Office,  it  was  found  that  gross  abuse  existed,  and 
had  arisen  from  the  absence  of  supervision.  No  specific 
cruelty  was  proved ;  but  it  was  shown  that  what  the  lunatic 
inmates  have  most  to  apprehend,  arises  even  less  from  acts 
of  systematic  harshness  on  the  part  of  those  to  whose  charge 
they  are  committed,  than  from  the  degree  to  which  their 
daily  existence  may  be  made  endurable,  or  the  reverse,  by 
the  conduct  of  those  on  whom  they  are  necessarily  alto¬ 
gether  dependent  for  everything  that  can  soothe  or  exas¬ 
perate  life.  Nothing  is  easier  for  a  man  in  such  a  position, 
with  unrestricted  and  uncontrolled  power  over  the  habits 
and  happiness  of  another,  than  to  act  cruelly  without  being 
cruel.  He  has  but  to  neglect  and  be  careless  of  his  patient ; 
which,  if  not  conscious  himself  of  a  vigilant  superior  above 
him,  it  is  more  than  probable  that  he  will  be.  He  has  but 
to  use  freely  the  powers  in  his  hands  to  excuse  or  conceal 
his  own  idleness.  It  is  easier  to  shut  a  man  up  when  he  is 
restless  or  noisy,  than  properly  to  use  such  means  as  are  at 
hand  to  interest  him  in  some  employment,  or  to  withdraw 
his  attention  from  thoughts  connected  with  his  troubles  or 
disorder ;  and  it  will  generally  be  found  that  the  measure  of 
the  efficiency  with  which  the  duties  of  attendants  are  dis¬ 
charged,  is  to  be  determined  with  tolerable  accuracy  by  the 
amount  of  seclusion  or  restraint  to  which  they  have  recourse 
with  their  patients.  These  things  in  themselves  are  not 
necessarily  bad,  but  their  excess  is  always  so.  They  play 
an  important  part  in  treatment,  if  they  are  humanely  directed 
and  vigilantly  watched,  and  upon  this  have  mainly  turned 
the  improvements  introduced  of  late  years  into  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  insane.  Seclusion  or  restraint  almost  continuous 
was  necessary  where  the  accommodation  was  bad,  the 
arrangements  unsuitable,  and  the  attendants  ignorant  and 
insufficient ;  and  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  precautions  of 
the  Legislature  in  requiring  the  most  exact  record  to  be 
kept  of  the  occasions  and  reasons  for  the  use  of  both,  where 
both  continue  to  be  used,  remains  still  the  only  means  of 
preventing  their  employment  by  the  harsh  or  indolent :  as  a 
ready  refuge  from  trouble,  or  an  excuse  for  carelessness  and 
neglect.  These  things  are  of  daily  occurrence.  Absolute 
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cruelty  is  less  frequent ;  but  unhappily,  under  certain  con¬ 
ditions,  hardly  less  sure  to  occur. 

The  first  important  check  in  this  latter  direction  was 
given  by  a  decision  of  the  courts  in  1851.  In  the  previous 
year,  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners,  an  attendant  at 
Peckham  House  had  been  prosecuted  to  conviction  for  the 
manslaughter  of  one  of  the  lunatic  inmates,  mainly  upon  the 
evidence  of  another  inmate  also  insane ;  and,  the  admissi¬ 
bility  of  this  evidence  being  afterwards  brought  by  elaborate 
argument  before  the  court  of  appeal,  the  conviction  was 
affirmed  and  the  man  sentenced  to  twelve  months’  imprison¬ 
ment.  The  principle  regulating  this  decision  of  a  very  full 
court  was  then  declared  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Campbell  to 
be,  that  there  would  be  impunity  for  offences  committed  in 
such  places  if  the  only  persons  who  could  give  information 
were  not  to  be  heard ;  and,  provided  only  that  the  lunatic 
witness  understood  what  he  was  saying,  and  understood  also 
the  obligation  of  an  oath,  the  jury  were  to  determine  all  the 
rest.  But  though  this  ruling  has  never  since  been  disputed,  the 
many  subsequent  attempts  of  the  Commissioners  to  exact  a 
rigid  responsibility  for  acts  of  violence  or  cruelty  in  asylums, 
have,  through  the  indisposition  of  juries  to  accept  the  evi¬ 
dence  principally  available  for  proof  in  such  cases,  more 
frequently  failed  than  succeeded. 

A  remarkable  instance  will  be  found  described  at  much 
length  in  our  Fifteenth  Report,  when,  having  instituted,  in 
what  we  believed  to  be  a  very  grave  case  of  cruelty  and 
brutality,  a  prosecution  for  manslaughter  against  two  of  the 
attendants  of  the  Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  the  jury,  after  an 
elaborate  judicial  charge  bearing  heavily  against  the  accused, 
returned  a  verdict  of  acquittal  not  intelligible  on  any  other 
ground  than  that  of  a  complete  disbelief  of  the  lunatic  wit¬ 
nesses.  To  a  similar  case  of  death  from  broken  ribs  in  the 
other  great  metropolitan  county  asylum  in  the  following 
year,  where  the  medical  evidence  at  the  inquest  had  pre¬ 
cluded  the  possibility  of  a  criminal  proceeding,  but  which 
afterwards  formed  the  subject  of  investigation  by  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Board,  we  also  now  refer,  because  the  result  of 
the  inquiry,  while  it  displayed  the  evils  of  congregating  the 
insane  under  one  roof  in  numbers  too  large  to  admit  of  indi¬ 
vidual  supervision,  showed  very  forcibly,  at  the  same  time, 
the  respective  powers  of  the  Committees  who  govern,  and 
of  the  Commissioners  who  simply  report  upon  asylums,  in 
reference  to  such  abuses  as  may  exist  within  them. 

It  being  the  belief  of  the  visiting  Commissioners  on  that 
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occasion  that  the  evidence  taken  by  them  not  only  estab¬ 
lished  the  cruelty  in  the  particular  case,  but  the  general 
habit  of  the  man  against  whom  it  had  been  proved  to  mal¬ 
treat  patients  under  his  charge,  they  reported  among  other 
things,  as  the  result  of  their  inquiry,  that  in  Han  well  Asylum 
there  was  inadequate  supervision  of  the  wards  as  well  as  of 
the  attendants,  that  there  was  an  insufficient  medical  staff 
for  so  vast  an  establishment,  that  the  duties  of  the  staff  as 
existing  were  not  defined  with  precision,  and  that  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  medical  superintendent  over  the  subordinate 
officers  was  altogether  imperfect.  Upon  this  conclusion  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  immediately  joined  issue ;  declaring 
that  the  subject  was  not  one  on  which  they  intended  to  enter 
into  any  discussion  with  the  Commissioners,  whom  they 
would  have  to  understand  that  they,  the  Committee,  con¬ 
sidered  themselves  fully  competent  to  determine,  on  their 
own  responsibility,  in  what  manner  they  should  discharge 
their  own  peculiar  duties ;  and  moreover  felt  equally  com¬ 
petent  themselves  to  fix  the  amount  and  description  of  estab¬ 
lishment  by  which,  under  their  direction  and  superintend¬ 
ence,  u  and  upon  their  responsibility  and  not  upon  that  of 
“  the  Commissioners,”  the  affairs  of  the  asylum  and  the  care 
of  the  patients  should  be  conducted.  In  these  circumstances, 
all  which  were  fully  detailed  in  our  Sixteenth  Report,  we 
did  not  feel  that  any  advantage  was  to  be  gained  by  merely 
prolonging  a  discussion  ;  and  therefore,  after  summing  up 
the  reasons  that  prevented  our  modifying  in  any  degree  the 
conclusions  arrived  at  in  the  special  case,  repeating  all  the 
recommendations  made  and  expressing  the  agreement 
therein  of  every  member  of  our  Board,  we  left  to  the 
Committee  of  II  an  well  the  responsibility  which  they  had 
shown  no  unwillingness  to  assume,  of  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  such  recommendations.  The  law  which  had 
required  us  to  investigate  and  report  as  to  matters  affecting 
the  management  of  county  asylums,  had  invested  us  with  no 
authority  further  to  enforce  our  views. 

In  that  same  year  two  other  deaths  from  violence  had 
occurred  in  Colney  Hatch,  both  illustrating  as  decisively  not 
only  the  evil  of  asylums  of  such  magnitude,  but  the  absence 
of  effective  internal  control  over  their  systems  of  manage¬ 
ment  ;  and  such  were  the  circumstances  attending  the 
second  of  the  cases  (that  of  a  poor  helpless  idiot  boy  found 
dead  on  the  floor  of  his  ward,  with  the  pocket-handkerchief 
by  which  he  had  been  strangled  still  around  his  neck),  that 
it  will  be  a  fit  sequel  to  what  has  just  been  said  of  the  limita- 
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tion  of  the  powers  of  the  Commissioners,  to  allude  to  what  Attendants 
was  remarked  in  connection  with  it,  in  our  Sixteenth  Report, IN  Asylums 
upon  the  restrictions  that  exist  to  even  the  power  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  apply  the  needful  correction  or  remedy 
called  for  by  such  occurrences.  Though  the  coroner’s  jury 
had  returned  an  open  verdict  at  the  inquest  on  the  murdered 
boy,  a  very  strong  presumption  of  guilt  had  been  established 
against  one  of  the  patients ;  and  upon  our  own  subsequent 
investigation  it  became  clear,  that  the  murder  might  have 
been  prevented,  indeed  could  not  possibly  have  happened,  if 
the  attendants  had  been  properly  dispersed  throughout  the 
wards  on  the  afternoon  of  its  occurrence.  The  authorities 
of  the  union  to  which  the  deceased  boy  belonged  took  up 
the  case  with  natural  warmth,  but  failed  to  get  satisfaction 
of  any  kind  from  the  Committee ;  and  upon  the  Secretary 
of  State  transmitting  to  us  a  memorial  respecting  it  which 
he  had  received  from  the  guardians,  we  were  under  the 
necessity  of  conveying  to  Sir  George  Grey  our  entire  agree¬ 
ment  in  their  suggestion  that  such  cases,  exemplifying  as 
they  did  the  total  irresponsibility  of  Committees  to  any  effec¬ 
tive  authority  from  without,  strongly  showed  it  to  be  essential 
that  “  increased  powers  should  be  intrusted  to  the  Secretary 
“  of  State  in  connection  with  the  management  generally  of 
“  county  asylums.” 

The  limits  thus  placed  to  all  real  authority  but  that  of 
their  Committees  of  Visitors  over  establishments  whose 
inmates  are  necessarily  most  at  the  mercy  of  attendants,  and 
in  which  the  worst  cases  of  misconduct  most  frequently 
occur,  will  have  been  shown  by  these  examples.  Repeated 
attempts  have  nevertheless  been  made,  during  the  existence 
of  this  Commission,  to  apply  in  another  form,  to  such  evils 
of  asylum  administration  as  can  be  directly  charged  upon 
attendants  exclusively,  the  remedies  or  correctives  obtainable 
from  improving  the  position  and  raising  the  character  gene¬ 
rally  of  the  attendant-class  itself. 

We  have  mentioned  the  establishment  of  a  central  register 
at  this  office  in  1 847.  Two  years  later  we  directed  instruc¬ 
tions  to  be  issued  as  to  the  engagement  of  attendants,  of 
which  the  object  was  to  enforce  the  necessity  of  making 
more  liberal  the  remuneration  offered,  and  more  strict  and 
searching  the  preliminary  inquiries  instituted.  In  1851  we 
took  occasion  to  point  out  that,  for  satisfactory  performance 
of  the  duties,  it  was  essential  that  there  should  be,  not 
simply  the  ordinary  qualifications  of  sobriety,  honesty,  actb 
vity,  and  general  intelligence,  but  that  equally  indispensable 
0.94.  were 
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were  a  fair  education  in  reading  and  writing,  good  temper, 
patience,  firmness,  habits  of  self-control,  and,  in  regard  to 
the  more  helpless  patients,  a  certain  aptitude  for  training 
and  directing  them  in  the  way  of  employment  or  amusement : 
all  which  were  not  to  be  obtained  except  in  persons  of  a 
higher  grade  than  those  ordinarily  chosen  ;  entitled  to  better 
remuneration  at  the  outset ;  and  to  whom  such  progressive 
advances  in  payment,  as  well  as  other  privileges  conditional 
on  good  conduct  and  length  of  service,  might  be  ensured  as 
would  serve  to  attract  permanently  to  the  duties  men  really 
fitted  to  discharge  them.  This  was  again  the  subject  of 
more  urgent  representations  in  our  Eighth,  Ninth,  Eleventh, 
and  Thirteenth  Reports ;  in  the  latter  of  which  it  was  stated 
to  have  become  absolutely  necessary,  irrespective  of  the 
ordinary  average  of  qualification,  that,  for  all  duties  of  trust 
connected  with  the  employment,  competent  persons  should  he 
had,  not  only  of  good  character,  but  of  superior  education. 

At  the  same  time  with  that  Report  a  circular  was  issued 
from  our  office,  having  for  its  design  to  impress  upon  every¬ 
one  taking  charge  of  the  insane  the  paramount  obligation 
of  securing  service  of  this  description;  indicating  the  various 
qualifications  needed  for  attendance  on  private  patients  and 
on  pauper  patients  respectively ;  pointing  out  the  privileges 
that  should  be  conceded,  of  relaxation  and  temporary  absence, 
to  every  class  engaged  in  such  service,  and,  to  the  higher 
class,  of  exemption  from  duties  of  a  menial  kind;  and  requiring 
information  as  to  how  far,  in  the  existing  practice,  such  con¬ 
siderations  had  been  kept  in  view. 

The  information  thus  obtained  making  allowance  always 
for  marked  exceptions  was  not  upon  the  whole  satisfactory ; 
nor  can  it  be  said  that  a  material  advance  to  any  improvement 
has  since  been  made.  In  a  great  many  instances  wages  have 
been  raised  ;  but  there  has  been  no  such  substantial  altera¬ 
tion  in  the  view  taken  of  the  duties  to  be  discharged,  as  can 
alone  lead  to  the  necessary  amendments  required  in  the 
choice  of  persons  suitable  and  sufficient  to  discharge  them. 
It  can  hardly,  therefore,  be  matter  for  surprise  that  the 
continuously  increasing  number  of  inmates  in  the  larger 
asylums  should  be  accompanied  by  a  more  and  more  fre¬ 
quent  recurrence  of  such  incidents  as  have  attracted  of  late 
the  notice  of  the  public ;  and  that  this  painful  result  should 
have  imposed  upon  the  Commissioners  the  last  unavoidable 
alternative,  of  endeavouring  to  obtain,  for  every  proved 
instance  of  violence,  neglect,  or  systematic  ill-usage,  the 
severest  possible  punishment. 


Their 
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Their  success,  however,  has  not  been  more  marked  in  this  Attendants 
than  in  the  other  attempt.  They  have  had  to  contend  with  1N  AbVLUMb* 
the  reluctance  of  juries  to  convict,  even  in  cases  of' esta¬ 
blished  delinquency,  upon  evidence  of  those  lunatic  inmates 
who  must  always,  in  effect,  be  the  only  disinterested  wit¬ 
nesses  of  violence  done  in  asylums  ;  and  they  have  had  cause 
too  often  to  complain  of  persistent  neglect,  on  the  part  of 
proprietors  and  superintendents,  of  the  precautions  esta¬ 
blished  at  this  office  against  a  re-employment  in  such 
duties  of  persons  already  guilty  of  misconduct  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  them.  On  two  occasions,  in  1862  and  in  1866, 
we  had,  by  a  circular,  to  bring  under  notice  the  fact  that 
attendants  continued  to  get  engagements,  who,  if  proper 
reference  had  been  previously  made  to  the  register  kept  at 
Whitehall,  would  be  found  to  have  misbehaved  themselves 
in  previous  similar  situations ;  and  in  the  latter  year  it 
became  our  duty  to  bring  under  view  of  all  superintendents 
and  proprietors,  in  reference  to  one  of  the  few  convictions 
for  cruelty  to  patients  then  recently  procured  against  two 
attendants  of  the  Surrey  Asylum,  the  very  discreditable 
fact  that  a  subscription  had  been  opened  among  asylum- 
attendants  generally  to  express  sympathy  on  behalf  of  these 
two  men,  who  were  undergoing  imprisonment  at  the  time 
for  having  disgraced  their  class  by  the  cruelty  they  had 
committed. 

In  the  year  following  the  step  thus  taken  by  us,  there  was 
so  manifest  an  increase  in  the  number  of  statutorv  notices 

V 

transmitted  to  our  office,  of  dismissals  of  attendants  on  the 
expressed  ground  of  ill-treatment  of  patients  entrusted  to  their 
care,  that  we  felt  it  to  be  incumbent  upon  us  to  cause  intima¬ 
tion  to  be  conveyed  to  all  committees  of  visitors,  governors, 
and  proprietors  of  establishments  for  the  reception  of  the  in¬ 
sane,  that  dismissal  only  was,  in  our  opinion,  a  quite  insuffi¬ 
cient  check  to  offences  of  that  description ;  and  that  the  Board 
would  in  future  expect,  in  every  instance  of  ill-treatment 
where  there  might  be  any  reasonable  expectation  of  proving 
the  offence,  that  criminal  proceedings,  under  certain  specified 
Lunacy  Acts,  should  also  be  instituted.  That  was  in  1867  ; 
and  no  year  has  passed  since  in  which  such  proceedings  have 
not  been  taken,  though  to  but  a  partial  degree,  and  only  with 
very  limited  success.  At  last,  however,  an  example  has  been 
made,  the  most  beneficial  known  within  the  experience  of 
the  Commissioners.  At  the  opening  of  the  present  year, 
upon  a  prosecution  promptly  and  humanely  ordered  by  the 
magistrates  who  constitute  the  governing  body  of  the  Lan- 
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caster  Asylum,  two  of  the  attendants,  sent  for  trial  upon  the 
evidence  of  a  patient  for  the  manslaughter  of  another  patient 
found  to  have  died  from  fractures  of  several  ribs  and  other 
severe  injuries,  were  convicted  and  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice 
Willes  to  seven  years’  penal  servitude. 

How  greatly  such  an  example  was  needed  will  appear  not 
only  from  other  cases  (described  in  our  present  Report)  in 
which  gross  violence  had  been  undeniably  practised,  and  no 
one  found  to  be  accountable  for  it,  hut  also  from  a  reference 
to  the  facts  established  by  the  register  kept  in  our  office  of 
dismissals  during  the  same  year  in  which  these  grave  casual¬ 
ties  occurred.  Upon  this  authority  it  would  seem  that,  dur¬ 
ing  the  interval  from  January  to  December  1869,  there  were 
88  male  attendants  dismissed ;  53  for  drunkenness,  insubor¬ 
dination,  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  35  for  assaults  upon  pa¬ 
tients  ;  4  only  of  these  latter,  two  being  the  cases  just  named, 
having  had  criminal  prosecutions  instituted  against  them, 
and  of  the  former  not  one.  Out  of  the  88  men  thus  dis¬ 
missed  it  further  appears  that  1 5  were  in  licensed  houses,  3 
in  public  hospitals,  and  all  the  remaining  7 0  in  County  Asy¬ 
lums.  During  the  same  period  34  female  attendants  were 
dismissed,  of  whom  24  were  employed  in  County  Asylums, 
and  1 1  had  been  guilty  of  violence  or  rough  usage  to  patients, 
there  having  been  no  prosecution  in  any  instance. 

We  desire  nevertheless  to  state,  in  bringing  these  re¬ 
marks  to  a  close,  that  frequent  as  the  instances  of  misconduct 
indicated  by  such  dismissals  have  recently  been,  they  are  yet, 
in  every  asylum  known  to  us,  and  under  all  the  disadvantages 
of  necessarily  incomplete  supervision  in  those  of  exaggerated 
size,  the  exceptions  rather  than  the  rule.  If,  in  connection 
with  what  has  transpired  lately,  we  have  dwelt  almost  ex¬ 
clusively  on  the  unfavourable  side,  it  has  been  with  the 
object  of  bringing  more  clearly  under  view  the  temptations 
to  abuse  presented  by  the  calling  itself,  and  the  importance 
of  so  raising  it  in  the  social  scale  as  to  attract  to  it  generally 
a  superior  class  of  men.  Until  this  is  done,  and  proper  checks 
are  also  interposed  to  indefinite  extensions  of  asylums  in  size, 
as  well  as  to  such  modes  of  administration  or  management 
adopted  in  them  as  amount  in  effect  to  irresponsibility,  the 
treatment  of  this  afflicted  class  can  never  be  entirely  satisfac  - 
tory.  Extraordinary  as  have  been  the  improvements  in  their 
condition  effected  within  our  experience,  so  much  more  is 
now  become  matter  of  necessity.  The  system  that  substi¬ 
tuted  gentle  and  considerate  for  harsh  and  violent  methods 
in  the  management  of  the  insane,  put  an  end  to  horrors  of 
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which  the  mere  recital  would  hardly  now  be  believed ;  but, 
with  all  its  excellence,  and  infinite  as  have  been  its  advan¬ 
tages  and  benefits,  it  is  yet,  to  a  peculiar  extent,  dependent 
on  the  character  of  its  subordinate  agents.  There  has  been 
no  greater  work  of  mercy  and  humanity  than  that  which 
rescued  the  lunatic  patient  from  stripes  and  filth,  or  con¬ 
tinual  restraint  and  isolation  ;  but  it  will  remain  to  some 
degree  still  imperfect,  until  he  is  also  rescued  from  the  pos¬ 
sible  chance  of  being  subjected  to  the  unwatched  or  un  ¬ 
checked  humours  and  caprices  of  ignorant,  careless,  or  cruel 
attendants.

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Note.  (Earlswood  Asylum,  p.  111.) 

We  have  been  requested  to  insert  the  following  i—“  It  is  important,  in 
instituting  a  comparison  between  this  Asylum  and  Hospitals  for  the  Insane, 
to  observe  that  its  purposes  and  machinery  are  greatly  different  to  them — a 
difference  which  necessarily  entails  increased  cost.  The  inmates  are  for  the 
most  part  children,  who  require  a  large  proportion  of  attendants  on  account 
of  their  age  and  frequent  helplessness,  and  who  are  unable  to  render  the 
service  which  is  obtained  from  adult  lunatics.  The  arrangements  include  a 
large  staff  of  teachers  for  the  educational  part,  and  artizans  to  instruct  m 
various  trades.  Moreover,  there  is  superadded  to  the  Charity,  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  patients  of  the  higher  classes,  who  require  the  increased  attention 
which  their  payment  justifies.  The  total  expenses  are  necessarily  increased 
by  the  dependence  of  the  Asylum  on  charitable  contributions,  for  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  which  a  special  organisation  is  required.  The  half-yearly  elections, 
and  consequent  correspondence  with  a  vast  constituency,  together  with 
printing,  advertisements,  &c.,  entail  expenses  which  are  peculiar  to  this 
class  of  Institution.” 
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Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties)  Asylum. 

9  December  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  to-day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  including  the  offices  and  workshops,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  man  and  four  women  absent  on  trial,  have  seen 
all  the  patients. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  last  visit  by  members  of  our  board,  13th  November  1868, 
and  their  present  numbers:

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  rather  high,  being  upwards  of 
12  per  cent,  upon  the  average  number  resident.  There  has,  how¬ 
ever,  been  no  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character.  The  deaths  have 
been  all  assignable  to  chronic  forms  of  disease  ordinary  in  asylums, 
more  especially  pulmonary  consumption,  epilepsy,  and  the  various 
kinds  of  paralysis  from  brain  affections. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  for  bodily 
ailments  were  17  in  the  male  division  and  16  in  the  female.  There 
are  at  present  in  the  asylum  large  numbers  of  feeble  and  infirm 
cases,  and  we  found  in  bed  12  of  the  male  and  19  of  the  female  sex, 
all  but  three  of  the  latter  being  in  the  infirmaries. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  and  all  classes ;  they  were 
free  from  excitement,  and  none  made  any  complaints  on  the  score 
of  treatment. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  the  patients  secluded  since  the 
last  visit  have  been  21  of  each  sex,  the  male  patients  having  been 
secluded  altogether  on  101,  and  the  female  on  48  occasions;

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The  proportion  of  patients  who  attend  Divine  service  in  the 
chapel  is  still  very  small,  and  much  below  that  in  other  county 
asylums.  We  were  furnished  by  the  chaplain  with  a  statement, 
showing  that  the  largest  congregation  on  the  Sunday  prior  to  our 
visit  did  not  include  as  many  as  150  patients,  whilst  the  chapel  is 
estimated  to  accommodate  380  persons. 

The  patients  who  receive  the  Holy  Communion  are  2  in  the 
male  and  15  in  the  female  division.  The  chaplain  also  holds  a  Bible 
class,  which  is  attended  by  12  male  and  26  female  patients. 

There  appears  to  be  a  great  deficiency  in  the  distribution  and 
supply  of  newspapers,  and  illustrated  and  other  entertaining  perio¬ 
dicals,  of  which  we  observed  very  few  in  the  wards. 

The  associated  entertainments,  consisting  of  fortnightly  dances, 
and  occasional  readings,  and  dramatic  and  musical  performances, 
are  stated  to  be  attended  by  about  60  male  and  120  female 
patients. 

We  recommend  the  introduction,  more  especially  in  the  male 
wards,  of  some  good  bagatelle  boards. 

We  found  the  day-rooms,  corridors,  and  dormitories,  and  the  beds 
and  bedding  throughout  the  asylum,  very  clean  and  in  the  best 
order. 

As  respects  the  beds  and  bedsteads,  and  in  reference  to  the 
observations  thereon  in  the  last  report,  we  have  satisfaction  in 
stating  that  the  hair  mattresses  throughout  both  divisions  of  the 
asylum  have  been  restuffed,  and  that  canvas  stretchers  are  in  course 
of  being  substituted  for  wooden  laths. 

According  to  a  return  furnished  to  us,  as  many  as  73  patients, 
47  of  the  males  and  26  of  the  female  patients,  at  present  sleep  on 
straw  beds ;  and  we  were  informed  that  the  patients  who  soiled  or 
wetted  their  beds  during  the  night  before  our  visit,  were  30  in  the 
male  division  and  15  in  the  female.  We  trust  that  continued  efforts 
will  be  made  to  reform  the  habits  of  the  patients  of  that  class,  and 
that  the  use  of  straw  beds  will  be  gradually  discontinued. 

The  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit,  of  the  provision  of  low 
padded  bedsteads  for  epileptics,  many  of  whom  previously  slept 
upon  beds  on  the  floor,  has  been  carried  out. 

The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  meat  pie,  which  was  of  very  good 
quality  and  well  served. 

In  reference  to  out-door  exercise,  we  are  informed  that  the 
patients  who  walk  from  time  to  time  beyond  the  asylum  estate, 
average  in  number  about  70  on  the  male  side,  and  150  on  the 
female. 

We  regret  to  state  that  nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  to  improve 
the  character  of  the  airing-courts  appropriated  to  the  patients  in  the 
worst  wards,  Nos.  5  and  6,  in  the  respective  divisions;  they  are  as 
before  small  and  confined,  with  reference  to  the  number  of  patients, 
utterly  bare  and  cheerless  (without  turf  or  plant),  and  calculated  to 
engender  and  perpetuate  disorderly  and  destructive  habits  in  the 
patients,  as  many  as  70  of  whom  on  the  male  side,  and  40  on  the 
female,  never  walk  beyond  their  limits.  We  trust  that  no  further 
delay  will  take  place  in  carrying  out  their  contemplated  extension 
and  improvement. 
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The  means  hitherto  adopted  with  a  view  to  remedy  the  deficiency  Appendix  (E.) 

in  the  water  supply,  have  not  yet  proved  successful.  Although  the  _ 

bore  hole  has  been  deepened  altogether  to  392  feet  below  the  bottom 
of  the  well  (of  72  feet  depth),  the  yield  is  less  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  by  the  steps  now  in  progress  of  being 
taken  under  the  advice  of  a  civil  engineer,  a  good  supply  of  water 
will  be  ultimately  obtained.  In  the  meantime  great  inconvenience 
continues  to  be  felt,  and  the  bathing  arrangements  especially  are, 
in  consequence,  necessarily  most  insufficient  and  objectionable 
It  is,  as  we  are  informed,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  water  supply, 
and  the  uncertainty  and  anxiety  thereby  involved,  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  visitors  have  not  yet  authorised  a  commencement  of  the 
building  of  the  additions  to  the  asylum,  for  which  the  plans  were 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  more  than  a  year  ago. 

The  necessity  for  additional  accommodation  is  very  pressing, 
almost  all  the  dormitories  and  day-rooms  are  overcrowded,  and  58 
patients  belonging  to  the  three  united  counties,  are  at  other 
asylums ;  viz.,  38  in  the  new  Staffordshire  Asylum  at  Burntwood, 
at  a  weekly  charge  of  14 s.  per  head;  and  20  at  Fisherton  House,  at 
13^.  6  c?.,  whilst  the  present  weekly  charge  here  is  95. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Denne  continue  to  devote  their  best  energies 
towards  promoting  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  patients  and 
the  welfare  of  the  institution,  and  the  assistant  medical  officer. 

Dr,  Mickley,  appears  to  be  very  zealous  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 


Bucks  County  Asylum. 

15  June  1869. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  25th  of  March  in  last  year, 
the  additional  accommodation  then  said  to  be  on  the  point  of  being 
begun  has  been  completed  and  brought  into  occupation.  On  the 
male  side,  by  extension  of  the  wing  No.  9,  and  a  new  floor  over  it, 
and  by  -a  new  floor  over  the  infirmary  in  the  same  division ;  on  the 
female  side,  by  a  new  laundry  block,  which  an  enclosed  way  con¬ 
nects  with  the  old  building ;  this  accommodation,  to  the  extent  of 
50  additional  patients  in  each  division,  has  been  very  efficiently 
supplied.  The  rooms  are  convenient  and  spacious,  substantially 
built,  and  already  fairly  furnished,  though  there  is  opportunity  for 
additions  in  the  latter  respect  that  will  doubtless  in  time  be  supplied; 
while,  necessarily  recent  as  the  structure  is,  the  walls  everywhere 
seem  dry.  The  promise  also  given  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  visit 
for  immediate  erection  of  a  detached  chapel  has  with  equal  efficiency 
been  carried  out ;  and  in  this  new  building,  which  is  simple,  yet 
handsome  and  suitable.  Divine  service  will  be  performed  for  the  first 
time  the  day  after  to-morrow.  It  will  hold  240  persons,  and  re¬ 
leases  the  old  chapel  for  purposes  of  recreation.  In  connection  with 
these  improvements  should  be  named  a  new  and  spacious  drying- 
ground  to  the  laundry ;  new  tailors’  and  shoemakers’  shops  over  the 
O.94.  N  2  old 
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old  ones  ;  and  some  new  planting  in  the  airing-courts,  effected  since 
our  colleagues  were  here. 

In  the  same  interval  there  have  been  168  new  admissions,  79 
males  and  89  females,  3  being  of  the  private  class;  52  discharges, 
23  males  and  29  females,  1  of  each  sex  belonging  to  the  private 
class;  and  46  deaths,  19  males  and  27  females,  1  of  the  latter  being 
a  private  patient.  All  who  were  discharged  are  entered  as  having 
recovered.  An  inquest  was  held  on  one  woman,  who  had  died 
suddenly  of  apoplexy,  but  there  was  nothing  out  of  the  common  in 
any  other  of  the  deaths.  The  principal  causes  were  those  most 
frequent  in  asylums,  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  other  diseases  of  the 
brain,  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  heart,  exhaustion  after  mania  and 
senile  decay.  The  numbers  now  on  the  books  are  407,  being  177 
in  the  men’s  division,  and  on  the  women’s  side  230 ;  2  of  the 
former  and  3  of  the  latter  being  private  patients.  These  num¬ 
bers,  of  which  330  belong  to  the  county,  and  72  are  out-county 
inmates  (mostly  from  the  metropolitan  workhouses),  leave  11  vacant 
beds,  7  for  males  and  4  for  females ;  the  weekly  charge  for  mainte¬ 
nance  being  as  to  these  classes  respectively  9  s.  4  d.  and  14  s. 

Excepting  two  of  each  sex  at  present  absent  on  trial,  we  saw  all 
the  patients  at  our  visit,  and,  as  well  in  freedom  from  excitement, 
as  in  their  clothing  and  personal  appearance,  we  thought  their  con¬ 
dition  satisfactory.  The  proportion  of  women  employed  with  their 
needle  in  the  several  wards  as  we  passed  through  was  very  consider¬ 
able  ;  and  in  this  circumstance,  in  the  prevailing  good  order  and 
quiet,  and  other  indications  of  a  closer  personal  supervision,  the 
advantage  of  another  of  the  changes  which  has  been  effected  since 
the  last  visit  appeared  to  us  very  discernible.  There  is  no  longer  a 
matron  here,  but  her  duties  are  discharged  by  a  head  female  attend¬ 
ant,  who  passes  the  most  part  of  her  time  in  the  wards.  The 
proportion  of  epileptic  and  other  unfavourable  cases  is  greater 
among  the  men,  but  their  division  also  was  in  very  good  order, 
and  we  thought  the  serving  of  the  dinners  here  good  and  comfort¬ 
able. 

Adverting  to  matters  remarked  upon  at  the  last  visit,  we  have  to 
notice  with  much  satisfaction  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  medical 
officer,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  in  March  last,  and  to  whom, 
for  the  present,  the  rooms  lately  in  occupation  by  the  matron  have 
been  assigned.  A  remedy  has  not  yet  been  applied,  however,  either 
to  the  inadequacy  of  the  female  infirmary  day-room,  or  to  that  of 
the  supply  of  hot  water  for  bathing  purposes ;  as  to  both  of  which 
wants  we  desire  strongly  to  repeat  the  suggestions  then  made,  and 
which  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  renders  more  impera¬ 
tive.  As  to  another  grave  defect,  also  more  urgently  felt  for  the 
same  reason,  the  want  of  more  land,  endeavours  have  since  been 
made  to  supply  it,  and  though  as  yet  unavailing,  they  will  not,  we 
trust,  be  discontinued. 

The  limit  to  employment  of  the  male  patients  in  this  direction  is 
obvious,  and  the  same  return  of  not  more  than  from  30  to  40  regu¬ 
larly  occupied  out  of  doors  is  to  be  made.  In  other  respects  the 
numbers  occupied  in  this  and  in  the  female  division  continue  also 
to  be  about  the  same ;  but  the  numbers  in  the  habit  of  attending 
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Divine  service,,  as  well  as  those  taking  part  in  the  associated  amuse-  Appendix 
ments,  will  very  shortly  receive  considerable  addition  by  reason  of 
the  benefits  arising  from  the  opening  of  the  new  chapel,  and  the 
appropriation  of  the  old  to  a  recreation-room. 

Of  the  state  of  the  dormitories,  and  of  the  bedding  throughout,  of 
the  comfortable  as  well  as  cheerful  provision  made  in  them,  of  the 
good  ventilation  everywhere,  as  well  as  the  perfect  cleanliness,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  speak  too  highly.  The  latter  portion  of  this 
remark  applies  in  an  equal  degree  to  the  day-rooms,  which,  however, 
in  respect  of  furniture  and  decoration  are  susceptible  of  additions 
that  would  make  them  at  a  very  small  cost  much  more  comfortable; 
and  on  both  sides  there  are  too  many  unbacked  benches. 

The  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has  been  limited  to  six  males  and 
15  females,  and  has  been,  excepting  in  the  case  of  one  female 
during  attacks  of  epilepsy,  very  inconsiderable  :  there  has  been  no 
restraint.  Thirteen  males  and  17  females  are  entered  as  taking 
medicine  for  bodily  illness,  but  there  is  no  serious  case.  The  health 
generally  is  good,  and  the  state  of  the  asylum  altogether  shows  the 
care  and  conscientiousness  with  which  the  duties  involved  in  its 
management  are  discharged  by  Mr.  Humphry. 


Cambridge  County  Asylum. 

22  October  1869. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  of  this  asylum  the  names  of 
130  men  and  157  women;  total,  287,  Of  these,  16  males  and  15 
females  belong  to  the  boroughs  of  Lynn  and  Ipswich,  and  they  will 
be  removed  on  the  completion  of  the  Ipswich  Asylum,  which  will 
probably  be  opened  early  in  the  ensuing  spring. 

With  the  numbers  now  in  the  house  there  are  vacancies  for  20  in 
the  male  and  3  in  the  female  division. 

We  have  seen  and  spoken  to  every  patient  in  the  course  of  our 
inspection,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  We  have  a 
favourable  report  to  make  of  the  personal  condition  of  the  inmates 
of  both  sexes,  who,  when  examined,  were  remarkably  free  from 
excitement.  There  is  a  somewhat  large  proportion  of  feeble  persons 
amongst  them,  but  the  general  health  is  good,  and  only  2  were 
in  bed  to-day.  Last  week  6  men  and  16  women  were  under 
medical  treatment. 

The  death-rate  has  been  rather  above  the  average  during  the  past 
year,  44  patients  having  died  since  the  last  visit  on  the  31st  October 
1868.  Of  the  deaths,  24  were  in  the  male  and  20  in  the  female 
division.  In  the  following  table  the  different  causes  of  death  are 
shown : —

There  was  an  inquest  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  died  suddenly 
from  heart  disease. 

The  other  changes  since  our  last  visit,  consist  of  31  admissions  in 
the  male  and  47  in  the  female  wards,  and  the  discharge  ot  27  men 
and  38  women.  We  have  examined  the  books  and  made  the  usual 
statutory  inquiries.  We  find  no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint, 
and  seclusion  has  been  very  sparingly  employed. 

The  names  of  5  men  are  entered  as  having  been  secluded  on 
11  occasions,  and  4  women  each  on  one  occasion.  These  patients 
were  nearly  all  epileptics.

There  were  60  men  and  80  women  who  attended  Divine  service 
last  Sunday  in  the  asylum  chapel,  and  of  these  9  men  and  15 
women  also  went  to  the  afternoon  service  at  the  village  church. 

In  consequence  of  the  completion  of  the  recreation-room,  which 
has  been  very  nicely  coloured  and  decorated  at  the  private  expense 
of  Dr.  Bacon,  the  attendance  at  the  weekly  dances  has  been 
increased,  but  not  to  so  great  an  extent  as  we  think  desirable ;  and 
we  hope  to  find  that  larger  numbers  will  be  encouraged  to  be 
present.  Entertainments  of  this  description  serve  a  most  useful 
purpose,  in  breaking  the  dull  uniformity  of  asylum  life ;  and  with 
the  same  view  we  strongly  recommend  that  more  patients  be  encou¬ 
raged  to  take  extended  walks  both  within  and  beyond  the  asylum 
precincts. 

The  dietary  remains  the  same.  To-day  the  dinners  consisted  of 
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boiled  beef,  with  carrots,  and  the  food  which  we  tasted  was  of  very  Appendix 
good  quality.  The  beer  was  excellent. 

Although  additional  baths  and  waterclosets  have  not  yet  been 
constructed,  as  recommended  at  the  last  visit,  by  improved  arrange¬ 
ments  not  more  than  two  male  patients  are  now  bathed  in  the  same 
water,  and  the  numbers  have  also  been  diminished  in  the  female 
division.  The  deficiency  in  the  bathing  accommodation  is,  however, 
greatly  felt ;  but  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  defect, 
as  well  as  the  want  of  more  waterclosets,  will  ere  long  be  remedied. 

We  have  suggested  that  some  more  low  leaning  chairs  should  be 
obtained  for  the  use  of  feeble  and  paralytic  patients,  for  which  class 
it  also  seems  desirable  that  a  proper  padded-room  should  be  fitted 
up  in  each  infirmary. 

Having  learnt  that  diarrhoea  has  prevailed  somewhat  extensively 
in  the  female  division  during  the  last  two  months,  and  proved  fatal 
in  four  cases,  we  have  made  some  inquiries  as  to  the  mode  in  which 
the  sewage  is  disposed  of.  The  existence  of  cesspools  which  favour 
decomposition  and  the  liberation  of  noxious  gases  may  have  had 
some  influence  in  producing  the  disorder,  and  we  therefore  strongly 
recommend  that  the  opinion  of  a  competent  engineer  should  be 
obtained  as  to  the  best  mode  of  distributing;  the  sewage  in  a  fresh 
state  by  gravitation ;  a  process  which  is  now  carried  out  with  great 
success  and  profit  at  several  county  asylums,  and  without  injurious 
or  unpleasant  effects. 

It  is  our  duty  again  to  press  very  strongly  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  committee  of  visitors  the  subject  of  the  appointment  of  an 
assistant  medical  officer,  as  in  our  opinion  an  institution  of  this  size 
and  description  should  never  at  any  time  be  left  without  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  a  medical  man. 

As  to  the  fC  visitation  and  management  ”  with  regard  to  which  we 
are  directed  by  the  statute  to  inquire,  we  have  to  report  that  the 
committee  visit  very  regularly,  and  devote  much  time  and  attention 
to  the  regulation  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates,  and  that  the 
medical  superintendent  continues  to  discharge  his  onerous  duties 
with  zeal  and  ability. 


Joint-Counties  Asylum,  Carmarthen. 

4  May  1869. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited,  on  the  28th  of  last  October,  there 
have  been  29  fresh  admissions,  12  males  and  17  females;  1  male 
patient  has  been  discharged,  and  6  male  patients  have  died.  With 
one  exception,  a  man  having  been  accidentally  suffocated  while 
eating  (the  verdict  of  the  jury  at  the  inquest  being  to  that  effect), 
these  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  of  the  asylum  to-day  are  232,  being 
114  males  and  118  females;  and,  excepting  1  male  and  4 
females,  at  present  away  on  trial,  we  have  seen  all  at  our  visit. 
Upon  the  whole  their  personal  condition  was  satisfactory,  the 
clothing,  especially  on  the  female  side,  being  extremely  good ;  and 
the  generally  tidy  and  cleanly  appearance  of  those  of  troublesome

Appendix  (E.)  habits,  in  both  divisions,  being  creditable  evidence  of  the  care  they 
receive.  Considering,  however,  the  proportion  in  both  of  this 
unfortunate  class  of  cases,  we  think  there  should  be  some  increase 
in  the  existing  statf  of  attendants  and  nurses,  which,  when  those 
having  charge  of  the  working  patients  are  withdrawn  from  the  ordi¬ 
nary  day-rooms  and  corridors,  is  hardly  adequate,  in  either  division, 
to  a  completely  efficient  discharge  of  all  the  duties  exacted  in  the 
care  of  such  patients.  Many  more  than  at  present,  though  incapable 
of  regular  work,  might  thus  be  led  to  occupy  themselves  in  in-door 
games  or  reading,  of  which  several  of  the  demented  in  this  asylum 
appear  quite  capable ;  and  with  this  view,  the  supply  of  both  games 
and  books  should  be  more  liberal.  In  both  divisions  to-day  there 
was  an  absence  of  excitement,  only  one  or  two  women  being  some¬ 
what  noisy ;  but  generally,  among  the  non-working  class,  the  dull¬ 
ness  and  listlessness  were  very  observable.  It  is  only  fair  at  the 
same  time  to  add,  that,  taking  the  patients  altogether  of  both  sexes, 
we  never  saw  such  orderly  and  quiet  behaviour,  with  such  an 
absence  everywhere  around  them  of  the  cheerfulness  and  comfort 
that  are  ordinarily  held  necessary  to  ensure  such  a  result.  That  an 
asylum,  of  which  the  walls  are  so  bare  and  unsightly,  where  hardly 
a  bright  colour  is  anywhere  visible,  where  there  is  so  complete  an 
absence,  not  to  say  of  ornament  and  decoration,  but  of  the  ordinary 
comforts  of  furniture,  should  yet  be  so  managed  as  to  exhibit,  in  the 
condition  of  its  inmates,  so  little  influence  from  a  state  of  things 
always  most  damaging  and  disadvantageous  to  insane  patients,  we 
think  should  be  mentioned  as  matter  of  high  praise  to  Dr.  Hearder. 

The  asylum  throughout  is  in  the  exact  state  in  which  it  was  found 
by  our  colleagues  last  year.  Such  suggestions  as  were  then  made, 
for  placing  a  stove  in  the  store-room,  and  for  covering  the  passage 
of  communication  between  the  main  building  and  the  laundry,  have 
since  had  attention,  but  nothing  else  whatever  has  been  done.  The 
roofs,  ceilings,  and  walls,  in  such  damp  and  ruinous  condition  every¬ 
where  as  necessarily  to  have  arrested  every  attempt  to  plaster, 
paint,  or  paper  them  (the  only  real  improvement  possible  being  that 
they  should  be  almost  entirely  reconstructed),  remain  as  they  then 
were,  with  the  additional  dilapidations  of  another  winter ;  and  it  is 
unavoidable  that  they  should  for  some  time  longer  so  continue, 
because,  in  consequence  of  the  committee  having  now  very  properly 
commenced  an  action  of  damages  against  their  architect,  any  even 
attempted  amendment  would  weaken  the  evidence  by  which  alone 
the  action  can  be  sustained.  We  think,  however,  that  greater  pro¬ 
gress  might  mean-while  be  made  towards  the  necessary  supply  (now 
so  greatly  deficient)  of  comfortable  furniture  for  the  wards ;  and  we 
submit  this  strongly  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee. 

The  numbers  now  here  leave  about  space  sufficient  for  seven  more 
patients,  the  weekly  charge  having  been  reduced  this  quarter  to 
11 5.  Id. ;  and  supposing  these  vacancies  filled,  the  asylum,  intended 
for  only  21 2,  will  have  240  patients,  when  more  accommodation  must 
be  provided.  In  connection  with  this  subject  we  remark  with 
satisfaction  that  Dr.  Hearder,  in  his  last  report  to  the  committee, 
has  brought  under  notice  the  very  small  proportion  of  recent  cases 
belonging  to  Carmarthen  and  the  joint  counties  to  whom  the  advan¬ 
tages 
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tages  of  asylum  treatment  here  are  opened ;  and  the  much  larger  Appendix  (E») 
proportion  of  such  cases  which,  by  a  very  grave  disregard  of  the  - — 
law  on  the  part  of  the  relieving  officers,  acting,  it  is  to  be  supposed, 
under  direction  from  the  boards  of  guardians,  are  kept  with  their 
relatives  or  lodged  out.  The  result  necessarily  is,  great  danger  to 
others,  and  terrible  consequences  of  neglect  to  the  unhappy  lunatics 
themselves ;  such  of  whom  as  may  survive  being  commonly  brought 
here  at  last,  only  when  all  hope  of  recovery  is  gone.  It  is  greatly 
to  be  desired  that  some  remedy  may  be  promptly  applied  to  this 
improper  practice,  by  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,  1853. 

The  records  of  employment  here  show  that  more  is  done  in  this 
important  respect  than  might  have  been  expected  from  the  general 
character  of  the  inmates.  Of  men  79,  and  of  women  87,  are  regu¬ 
larly  occupied ;  of  the  former,  20  being  in  the  workshops  and  26  on 
the  land;  and  of  the  latter,  19  being  in  the  laundry  and  50  in  the 
sewing-rooms.  W e  saw  dinner  served  in  the  general  hall  to-day  to 
103  men  and  94  women;  and  we  have  made  suggestions,  to  which 
effect  will  as  soon  as  possible  be  given,  for  such  alterations  in  the 
mode  of  serving  as  will,  we  think,  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients 
and  their  enjoyment  of  the  substantial  meals  provided.  At  the 
weekly  dances  149  of  both  sexes  are  present;  and  158  appears  to  be 
about  the  average  of  attendance  at  chapel.  As  many  as  141,  or 
69  males  and  72  females,  have  regular  opportunities  of  walking 
beyond  the  grounds ;  and  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  learn  that  progress 
has  been  made  since  the  last  visit  towards  the  supply  of  an  additional 
airing-court  to  each  division,  the  want  of  which  has  been  much  felt. 

The  laying  out  of  roads  about  the  grounds,  and  planting  of  shrubs 
and  trees,  have  also  been  proceeded  with;  and,  adverting  to  matters 
named  by  our  colleagues  who  were  last  here,  we  have  to  add  that 
the  gas-works  have  been  nearly  completed,  a  new  kitchen  range 
has  been  placed,  an  organ  erected  in  the  chapel,  and  Dr.  ITearder 
is  now  allowed  to  send  upon  visits  to  their  relatives  for  three  or  four 
days,  unaccompanied,  such  patients  as  may  be  in  a  state  to  have 
such  indulgence  extended  to  them. 

As  to  other  points  of  statutory  inquiry,  the  records  show  that 
since  the  last  visit  3  males  and  4  females  have  been  secluded, 
the  former  each  on  one  occasion  only,  the  latter  altogether  on  26 
occasions.  Nine  males  and  15  females  are  taking  medicine;  but 
only  3  of  each  sex  were  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards. 

One  woman  has  been  restrained  by  gloves,  for  surgical  reasons, 
during  nine  days.  There  is  a  night  watch  on  each  side  ;  and  the 
returns  of  last  night’s  wet  and  dirty  show  two  in  the  male  division, 
and  in  the  other  nine. 

Referring  to  what  is  said  in  an  earlier  part  of  this  entry,  we 
think  it,  in  conclusion,  important  to  show  the  present  distribution 
of  the  lunatic  poor  chargeable  to  the  three  counties  for  which  this 
asylum  is  provided.  While  at  the  opening  of  the  year  there  were 
217  here,  and  seven  in  other  asylums,  there  were  in  workhouses 
only  27  ;  and  living  with  relatives  or  lodged  out  in  the  receipt  of 
parish  relief,  no  less  than  420. 
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Chester  County  Asylum. 


10  March  1869. 

At  our  official  inspection  of  this  asylum  to  day  we  have  seen 
eyery  patient,  and  inspected  the  wards  and  offices.  Very  import¬ 
ant  changes  and  improvements  have  been  effected  since  our  col¬ 
leagues  visited  a  year  ago,  and  others  are  in  progress.  The  greater 
part  of  the  wards  have  been  painted  and  papered.  The  water- 
closets  have  been  repaired  and  put  into  a  very  efficient  state,  alter¬ 
ations  have  been  made  in  the  kitchen  and  other  offices,  which  will 
contribute  very  materially  to  the  good  and  efficient  working  of  the 
establishment,  and  out  of  doors  a  good  walk  has  been  commenced, 
which,  when  completed,  will  afford  a  promenade  for  the  patients  of 
about  a  mile  in  length. 

These  changes  comprise  all  the  recommendations  offered  by  our 
colleagues  last  year,  and  it  is  very  encouraging  to  note  in  the  im¬ 
proved  habits  and  demeanour  of  the  patients  how  much  their  minds 
have  been  influenced  by  the  presence  of  cheerful  and  attractive 
objects. 

To-day,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  patients  in  both  divisions 
were  quiet  and  orderly,  and  no  one  was  secluded  or  restrained.  We 
are  assured  that  no  restraint  has  been  used  for  any  purpose,  and 
there  is  no  record  of  any  case  of  seclusion.  Personally,  the  patients 
in  both  wards  were  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  we  observed  a  great 
improvement  in  the  women’s  dresses,  many  of  which  are  now  com¬ 
posed  of  linsey  and  other  suitable  materials.  There  is  also  greater 
variety  in  the  men’s  clothing,  and  all  have  better  suits  for  Sunday. 
Although  the  mortality  has,  during  the  past  year,  been  high,  amount¬ 
ing  to  47  in  the  male  and  31  in  the  female  division,  the  general 
health  is  now  pretty  good,  and  we  only  found  10  men  and  3  women 
in  bed,  and  some  of  these  owing  to  epilepsy  only.  Ten  males  and 
12  females  are  under  medical  treatment. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  have  been  general  paralysis, 
phthisis,  epilepsy,  and  decay  from  old  age  ;  general  paralysis  having 
proved  fatal  in  as  many  as  27  cases.  Inquests  were  held  on  the 
bodies  of  3  patients,  one  being  a  case  of  apoplexy,  another  that 
of  a  man  who  died  from  choking,  and  the  third,  a  case  of  an  epileptic, 
who  was  found  dead  on  the  floor,  having  fallen  out  of  bed.  There 
has  been  no  suicide,  but  one  of  the  female  patients  recently  nearly 
succeeded  in  destroying  herself  by  cutting  her  throat  with  a  bread- 
knife,  which  she  obtained  through  the  carelessness  of  a  nurse,  who  was 
dismissed  at  once.  With  reference  to  the  high  rate  of  mortality,  it 
should  be  stated  that,  as  a  rule,  the  patients  are  brought  here  in  a 
deplorable  state  of  feebleness.  Last  year  3  of  those  admitted  died 
within  four  days,  and  9  within  a  month,  after  they  arrived.  The 
total  number  of  admissions  has  been  141,  of  whom  69  were  men,  72 
women  ;  and  29  men  and  43  women  have  been  discharged,  all  of 
whom  were  recovered,  except  2  of  the  former  and  5  of  the  latter. 

The  amusements  and  occupations  have  before  been  reported,  and 
remain  about  the  same ;  we  thought,  however,  that  the  stock  of 
books  and  papers  in  the  wards  was  scanty. 
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The  average  number  employed  are  about  102  men,  190  women;  Appendix  (E.) 
the  men  on  the  land  and  at  various  trades,  and  the  women  in  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  and  offices,  and  at  needlework. 

The  chapel,  which  has  been  considerably  improved  by  the  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  seats,  will  now  accommodate  480  persons,  in¬ 
cluding  officers  and  attendants,  and  is  usually  attended  at  both 
Sunday  services  by  about  135  patients  of  each  sex.  At  the  daily 
prayers  80  men  and  90  women  are  generally  present. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  has  been  increased,  and  there 
are  now  20  for  the  male  and  16  for  the  female  division.  There  is 
still  no  head  nurse,  a  want  which  we  hope  will  shortly  be  supplied. 

In  addition  to  the  attendants  and  nurses  above  named  there  are  six 
tradesmen  and  artisans,  and  two  laundry  maids,  all  of  whom  do 
w~ard  duty;  and  there  is  also  a  night  watch  on  each  side.  The 
night  male  attendant  has  also  the  charge  of  the  detached  building, 
which  he  is  bound  to  visit  three  times  in  the  night.  We  doubt  the 
policy  of  this  arrangement,  as  it  involves  the  necessity  of  entrusting 
the  man  with  a  master  key. 

The  dinners  were  served  during  our  visit,  and  were  very  good. 

As  regards  the  allowance  of  beer  and  buttermilk,  the  distribution  is 
now  settled  by  the  superintendent. 

The  restrictions  which  were  some  time  since  imposed  upon  the 
admission  of  patients  are  now  withdrawn,  and  there  are  still  vacancies 
for  men  and  women.  The  numbers  to-day  are  253  males  and  271 
females :  total,  524. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  books,  and  made  the  usual 
statutory  inquiries. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  to  report  that  the  wards  and  the  bedding 
were  throughout  clean,  and  in  the  best  order ;  and  we  consider  the 
whole  establishment  to  be  much  improved  in  many  respects,  and 
generally  in  a  state  most  creditable  to  the  superintendent  and  the 
officers  acting  under  him. 


Cornwall  County  Asylum. 

13  July  1869. 

In  the  course  of  our  official  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  all 
the  wards  and  offices,  and  we  have  seen  all  the  patients,  except  four, 
who  are  away  on  leave.  There  are,  of  the  private  class,  25  males 
and  22  females,  and  of  the  parish  and  county  patients,  186  males 
and  225  females  :  total,  458. 

We  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  favourably  of  the  personal 
condition  and  clothing  of  the  pauper  patients.  In  some  instances 
the  private  patients  were  but  poorly  dressed,  but  for  this  the  admi¬ 
nistration  of  the  asylum  cannot  be  held  responsible.  There  was  a 
remarkable  freedom  from  excitement  throughout,  and  no  one  was  in 
seclusion.  One  man  had  his  hands  fastened,  to  prevent  him  from 
injuring  a  wound  in  his  throat,  inflicted  by  himself.  This  species 
of  restraint  is,  in  this  case,  considered  to  be  constantly  necessary ; 
and  there  have  been  four  other  instances  where  mechanical  restraint 
has  been  employed  for  surgical  reasons.  Seclusion  is  reported  to 
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Appendix  (E.)  have  been  resorted  to  on  27  occasions,  in  the  cases  of  11  women  and 
- -  3  men,  the  total  duration  being  35  hours. 

The  proportion  of  patients  in  bed  was  small,  and  their  physical 
health  is,  on  the  whole,  good ;  but  there  is  a  somewhat  large  per¬ 
centage  of  paralytic,  epileptic,  and  feeble  cases ;  and  the  deaths 
have  amounted  to  35,  20  men  and  15  women,  all  being  of  the  pauper 
class.  The  principal  causes  appear  to  have  been  diseases  of  the  lungs, 
senile  decay,  maniacal  exhaustion,  diseases  of  the  heart,  and  epilepsy. 
In  the  cases  of  3  epileptics,  who  were  found  dead  in  bed,  inquests 
were  held;  as  also  on  the  bodies  of  2  other  patients  who  were 
found  dead  in  bed,  and  who  died  from  disease  of  the  heart.  The 
numbers  under  medical  treatment  are  now  22  of  the  male  and  30 
of  the  female  sex. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  the  occupation 
and  recreation  of  the  patients,  beyond  the  increase  caused  by  the 
partial  completion  of  the  workshops.  All  the  clothes  are  made  on 
the  premises,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  shoes  ;  and  it  is  expected 
that  when  the  shop  for  these  artisans  is  finished,  a  sufficient  number 
of  shoemakers  will  be  found  to  make  the  whole  of  the  requisite 
stock.  The  chapel  is  in  process  of  enlargement,  so  as  to  render  it 
capable  of  accommodating  250  patients.  The  expense  of  this  much- 
needed  improvement,  and  the  cost  of  a  new  organ,  will  be  defrayed 
by  public  subscription,  554 1.  having  been  raised  for  this  purpose. 
The  work  is  expected  to  be  finished  by  August  next.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  the  chapel  continues  to  be  available  for  Divine  service,  although 
with  diminished  congregations.  The  structural  changes  and  im¬ 
provements  alluded  to  in  our  colleagues’  last  report,  have  been 
steadily  continued,  the  following  being  the  principal  matters  dis¬ 
posed  of,  viz., — 

The  carpenters’  and  tailors’  shops  and  mattress-room  have  been 
completed  and  fully  occupied.  The  large  dining-room,  in  the  pri¬ 
vate  patients’  building,  has  been  furnished,  and  the  day-rooms  in  this 
department  have  been  painted.  Wall  papers  will  be  hung  very 
shortly.  Thirty  more  of  the  old  iron  window  sashes  have  been  re¬ 
placed  by  wooden  ones. 

The  clay-room  for  No.  8  male  ward  has  been  considerably  en¬ 
larged,  and  the  bath-room  in  this,  and  also  in  No.  9  ward,  has  been 
supplied  with  a  new  bath. 

A  new  padded-room  has  been  added  to  No.  1  in  the  male  divi¬ 
sion,  and  the  waterclosets  have  been  improved  in  several  parts  of 
the  building. 

The  improvement  effected  by  the  alteration  of  the  windows  is  so 
great,  and  the  cost  comparatively  so  trifling,  that  we  trust  the  re¬ 
mainder  will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possible.  We  beg  to 
draw  attention  to  the  very  inadequate  size  and  defective  arrange¬ 
ments  of  the  washhouse  and  laundry.  The  improvement  and  en¬ 
largement  of  these  offices  should  be  immediately  taken  into  consi¬ 
deration,  being  a  subject  of  pressing  importance ;  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  prospective  increase  of  the  establishment, 
which  will  assuredly  very  shortly  be  required.  Even  now  the 
women’s  wards  are  quite  full,  and  there  are  only  five  vacant  beds  in 
the  male  division.  No  patient  has  yet  been  refused  admission,  but 
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the  wards  have  gradually  become  much  overcrowded,  and  we  are  APpendlx 
glad  to  find,  from  an  entry  made  in  this  book  by  two  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  of  visitors,  on  the  13th  of  April  last,  that  the  subject  has  already 
attracted  their  attention.  This  very  important  matter  will,  we  hope, 
receive  early  attention,  so  that  something  may  be  done  before  the 
pressure  for  accommodation  becomes  extreme. 

We  have  again  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  cleanliness  and 
order  which  prevailed  throughout  the  whole  establishment.  All  the 
rooms  were  well  ventilated,  and  the  bedding  very  clean.  Some  of  the 
bath-rooms  require  improvement.  Two  patients  are  now  bathed  in 
the  same  water ;  we  have  suggested  that  this  might  be  avoided,  and 
clean  water  be  given  to  each,  if  the  bathing  were  distributed  over  a 
greater  number  of  days. 

We  have  made  all  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  signed 
and  examined  the  various  books  and  registers.  Since  our  colleagues’ 
visit,  about  nine  months  ago,  40  male  and  48  female  patients  have 
been  admitted,  and  16  males  and  21  females  have  been  discharged. 

Of  the  patients  admitted  13,  and  of  those  discharged  6,  were  of  the 
private  class,  for  whom  the  accommodation  here  is  of  the  very  best  de¬ 
scription.  Notwithstanding  that  the  payments  are  in  many  instances 
very  small,  we  are  glad  to  find  that  the  establishment  is  self- 
supporting. 

We  gladly  again  recognise  the  progressive  improvement  which  is 
taking  place  in  this  institution,  mainly  due  to  the  assiduity  and 
energy  which  Mr.  Adams  devotes  to  its  management,  and  the  sup¬ 
port  which  he  receives  from  the  committee  of  visitors.  He  also 
appears  to  be  ably  assisted  by  the  other  officers. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Asylum. 

9  February  1869. 

Since  our  colleagues’  last  visit  on  the  14th  of  September  1868, 
16  male  and  22  female  patients  have  been  admitted ;  7  males  and  11 
females  have  been  discharged,  and  9  males  and  3  females  have  died. 
Of  the  patients  discharged,  6  men  and  9  women  were  recovered. 
The  12  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  following  causes,  viz. :  general 
paralysis!  5  ;  disease  of  the  brain,  3 ;  epilepsy,  1 ;  phthisis,  1  ; 
mania  and  diarrhoea,  1  :  acute  tuberculosis,  1. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  this  day  we  have  seen  and  spoken 
to  every  patient,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices. 

The  numbers  now  in  the  house  are  196  of  the  male  and  151  of  the 
female  sex  :  total  347.  There  are  also  one  patient  of  each  sex  away 
on  probation.  The  state  of  the  patients  was  generally  satisfactory, 
the  only  exception  being  in  No.  1  female  ward,  where  there  was  a 
good  deal  of  noise  and  excitement,  and  where  some  of  the  dresses 
were  not  in  a  proper  condition.  This  ward  now  contains  43  patients, 
and  has  four  attendants.  We  regret  to  have  again  to  allude  to  the 
unfavourable  condition  of  the  inmates  of  this  ward,  and  we  must 
repeat  the  opinion  we  formerly  expressed,  that  the  evil  is  to  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  number  of  patients  of  the  same  faulty  habits  who  are 
here  congregated  together. 

o  o  o 
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The  health  of  the  patients  during  the  interval  which  has  elapsed 
since  our  last  visit  has  been  good,  and  no  epidemic  has  prevailed. 
To-day  4  men  and  7  women  were  in  bed,  and  it  appears  that  6  men 
and  19  women  are  under  medical  treatment,  in  addition  to  28  men 
who  are  under  special  medical  treatment  for  epilepsy  alone. 

The  dietary  remains  unchanged.  We  saw  the  patients  at  dinner 
both  in  the  hall  and  in  the  new  female  block.  The  food  consisted 
of  scouce,  or  Irish  stew,  and  appeared  to  us  to  be  excellent,  and  we 
were  surprised  to  find  that  some  of  the  patients  refused  to  eat  it. 
They  certainly  had  no  reasonable  ground  for  complaint 

As  many  as  155  of  the  men  are  employed,  a  considerable  proportion 
of  them  being  occupied  on  the  land  ;  and  a  good  deal  has  been  done 
lately  in  levelling  and  preparing  it  for  planting.  Of  the  women,  94 
are  stated  to  be  regularly  engaged  in  various  ways,  16  or  18  of  them 
work  in  the  laundry,  and  live  entirely  in  the  rooms  connected  with 
that  department.  The  average  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sunday  is 
133  of  the  men,  and  66  women,  and  on  week  days,  80  of  the  former 
and  42  of  the  latter  are  usually  present.  The  weekly  concerts 
and  dances  are  continued,  and  are  well  attended  and  much  appre¬ 
ciated. 

Mechanical  restraint  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  one  male 
and  one  female  patient.  The  former  has  worn  a  strait-waistcoat  a 
ee  polka,”  every  night  since  his  admission,  on  account  of  strong 
suicidal  propensities,  and  the  latter  was  restrained  on  one  occasion 
only,  for  surgical  reasons. 

Four  males  and  10  females  have  been  secluded,  the  majority  of 
them  only  on  one  occasion. 

We  have  inquired,  as  directed  by  the  statute,  as  to  the  number  of 
attendants,  and  find  that  there  are  now  in  the  male  division,  13  men 
and  a  female  nurse  in  the  infirmary,  and  for  the  women,  10  nurses. 
These  numbers  do  not  include  the  head  attendants,  the  night  attend¬ 
ants,  or  the  laundrymaids.  Dr.  Clouston  having  brought  under  our 
notice  a  charge  against  an  attendant  named  Lockhart,  of  having 
kicked  and  struck  a  patient  named  George  Hamilton,  on  Saturday 
last,  the  6th  instant,  we  have  examined  the  patient  himself,  and  also 
another  patient  named  Hall,  who  witnessed  the  assault,  and  we  are 
very  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  charge  is  well  founded  ;  we  there¬ 
fore  beg  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  at  the  earliest  period.* 

The  condition  of  the  wards  and  the  asylum  generally,  w  as  very 
creditable,  and  the  bedding  throughout  was  excellent,  and  well 
kept. 

In  the  month  of  October  last,  the  new  building  on  the  male  side 
was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

The  infirmary  in  this  department  has  been  painted  and  finished 
in  the  same  excellent  manner  as  in  the  corresponding  block  in  the 
female  division,  and  the  rest  of  the  rooms  will  shortly  be  completed. 
These  two  new  blocks  now  afford  admirable  accommodation  for  the 

sick 


*  The  attendant  was  discharged  by  the  Committee.  The  patient  had  not  been 
hurt,  no  mark,  or  bruise,  or  injury  being'  found  on  him  at  the  time. 
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sick  and  the  more  orderly  class  of  patients,  and  we  learn  that  they  Appendix  (E.) 
have  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  57  /.  per  head.  - - 

The  vacant  accommodation  now  consists  of  38  beds  in  the  male 
and  30  in  the  female  division,  exclusive  of  the  basements  on  each 
side,  either  of  which  would  afford  good  provision  for  12  patients. 

The  asylum  now  contains  only  one  patient  of  the  private  class, 
but  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  committee  propose  to  give  in¬ 
creased  facilities  for  the  admission  of  patients  of  this  description,  at 
a  charge  of  14  s.  per  week.  The  charge  for  paupers  continues  to  be 
9  s.  0J  d. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  books  and  registers  which  are 
properly  kept.  Especial  credit  is  due  to  Dr.  Clouston,  for  the 
systematic  way  in  which  he  directs  his  attention  to  the  medical  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  various  cases  of  insanity  which  come  under  his  obser¬ 
vation. 


Denbigh  County  Asylum. 

22  May  1869. 

We  have  inspected  every  part  of  the  asylum  and  found  it  gene¬ 
rally  clean  and  in  proper  order.  We  have,  however,  to  draw 
attention  to  the  condition  of  the  waterclosets  in  both  divisions,  the 
majority  of  which  are  out  of  order,  and  require  immediate  care.  We 
are  informed  that  it  is  proposed  to  substitute  earth  closets ;  we 
would  however  suggest  that  the  experiment  should  be  made  on  a  very 
limited  scale,  as  our  experience  of  their  use  in  other  asylums  has  not 
been  encouraging.  There  have  not  been  many  structural  alterations 
since  the  last  visit  a  year  ago,  but  some  of  the  works  then  in  pro¬ 
gress  have  been  completed;  the  large  airing-courts  are  not  yet 
finished,  but  the  reservoir  has  been  deepened  to  16  feet,  and  an  iron 
railing  will  shortly  surround  it.  It  is  expected  that  the  water  supply 
will  now  be  ample  even  in  the  driest  weather. 

The  lowering  of  the  ground  in  front  of  the  kitchens  will  be  com¬ 
menced  very  soon,  the  wail  has  already  been  removed  to  the  extent 
of  four  feet,  but  we  have  suggested  that  it  should  be  still  further  taken 
down,  and  the  ground  in  front  of  the  windows  sloped  and  turfed. 

Some  of  the  wards  have  been  cleaned  and  coloured,  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  that  the  whole  of  them  should  be  similarly  improved. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  every  patient, 
except  a  man  who  is  absent  on  leave.  There  are  altogether  1 96 
males,  and  182  women,  total  378,  of  whom  8  males  and  12  females 
are  of  the  private  class.  The  changes  since  the  last  visit  have  been 
as  follows:  admitted,  39  males  and  50  females;  discharged,  41 
males  and  35  females.  Died,  33  males  and  20  females.  Of  the 
patients  admitted,  12  were  of  the  private  class. 

The  mortality  has  been  about  the  usual  average,  and  the  causes  of 
death  call  for  no  special  remark.  There  has  been  no  suicide  or  acci¬ 
dental  death,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held.  We  are  sorry  to  find 
that  the  condition  of  patients  on  admission  is  still  very  bad,  the 
majority  of  them  being  in  a  most  feeble  and  debilitated  state,  and  it  is 
on  patients  of  this  description  that  the  recent  cold  weather  has  told 
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Appendix  (E.)  w^li  fatal  effect.  To-day  there  were  only  7  men  and  2  women  in 
- —  bed,  and  7  patients  of  each  sex  under  medical  treatment. 

We  found  one  man  locked  in  a  single  room. 

The  register  shows  a  diminution  in  the  amount  of  seclusion  em¬ 
ployed,  for  during  the  past  year  we  only  find  12  cases  recorded  in 
the  male  and  8  in  the  female  division.  In  both  it  was  used  on  15 
occasions. 

We  thought  some  of  the  male  private  patients  required  more  care 
and  attention  on  the  part  of  their  attendants. 

The  male  paupers,  allowing  for  the  dirt  caused  by  their  employ¬ 
ments,  and  for  the  very  unfavourable  class  of  cases  now  in  the 
asylum,  were  in  a  creditable  state.  The  women  were  generally  neat 
and  clean.  About  the  average  numbers  are  usefully  employed  ;  the 
report  for  yesterday  gives  a  total  of  137  in  the  male  and  82  in  the 
female  division.  In  the  chapel  last  Sunday,  about  70  of  each  sex 
were  present  at  both  the  morning  and  the  evening  services. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books,  which  are 
kept  with  regularity,  and  we  have  made  the  usual  statutory  in¬ 
quiries. 

The  impression  conveyed  by  our  visit  has  been  very  favourable, 
and  the  quiet  and  orderly  state  of  the  patients,  and  the  absence  of 
complaints  convinces  us  that  they  continue  to  receive  kind  and 
judicious  treatment. 


Deuby  County  Asylum. 

19  May  1869. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  and  seen  all  the  patients,  who 
are  now  367  in  number;  viz.,  185  of  the  male  and  182  of  the  female 
sex. 

Their  condition  was  generally  satisfactory.  The  women  especially 
were  remarkably  clean  and  well  dressed.  Amongst  the  men  we 
noticed  a  somewhat  larger  number  than  usual  who  wore  strong  or 
special  dresses,  and  there  was  much  less  neatness  in  their  clothing 
generally  than  in  the  female  division ;  neither  was  the  ventilation 
of  the  men’s  wards  so  good  as  those  occupied  by  the  women,  and 
we  think  something  should  be  done  to  admit  more  fresh  air  to  the 
waterclosets  and  sculleries  by  means  of  air  channels,  with  openings 
near  the  ground. 

In  making  these  remarks  we  are  quite  aware  that  the  class  of  male 
patients  in  this  asylum  is  especially  unfavourable,  and  the  weather  on 
the  day  of  our  visit  was  unusually  wet,  by  which  the  whole  of  the  in¬ 
mates  were  of  necessity  kept  within  doors.  The  number  of  attend¬ 
ants  is  the  same  in  each  division,  but  for  the  women  there  is  a 
special  night  attendant,  whilst  the  male  attendants  have  to  take  the 
night  duty  in  rotation  ;  a  duty  to  which  they  do  not  object,  because 
they  receive  an  extra  gratuity  for  it,  but  one  which  we  think  should 
not  be  imposed  upon  them.  The  attendants  are  now  in  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  one  to  about  14  patients. 

W e  have  in  other  asylums  seen  such  excellent  results  follow  the 
appointment  of  females  to  assist  in  the  male  wards,  especially  those 
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for  the  sick  and  the  epileptic,  that  we  think  it  right  to  suggest  the  Appendix  (E.) 

engagement  of  a  man  and  his  wife  for  at  least  one  of  these  depart-  - - 

ments. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  to-day  there  were  3  men  and  6  women  in 
bed,  and  1  woman,  recently  admitted,  and  suffering  from  puerperal 
mania,  was  in  seclusion.  The  cases  of  seclusion  registered  since  the 
last  visit  include  14  men,  who  were  secluded  on  31  occasions,  and 
10  women  on  20  occasions. 

The  number  of  patients  now  under  treatment  is  12  in  the  male 
and  7  in  the  female  wards.  The  mortality  during  the  year  which 
has  elapsed  since  our  colleagues’  visit  has  been  about  the  usual 
average,  and  the  causes  of  death  have  been  of  the  ordinary  cha¬ 
racter.  Inquests  were  held  in  six  cases.  The  causes  of  death  in 
two  instances  were  injuries  received  prior  to  admission.  In  another 
instance  death  was  accelerated  by  accidental  fracture  of  the  neck 
of  the  thigh  bone,  and  in  the  remaining  three  cases  the  patients 
were  found  to  have  died  from  natural  causes. 

There  have  been  86  admissions  in  the  interval  above  adverted  to ; 
viz.,  47  men  and  39  women,  and  20  men  and  24  women  have  been 
discharged. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries.  The  general 
routine  of  the  establishment  is  the  same  as  before  reported.  The 
average  numbers  attending  chapel  are  84  of  the  male  and  72  of  the 
female  sex.  The  new  chapel  has  been  completed,  but  Divine 
service  has  not  yet  been  performed  in  it.  It  will,  however,  very 
shortly  be  opened,  and  then  the  old  chapel  will  become  available 
for  purposes  of  recreation.  We  trust  that  the  two  rooms  will  be 
thrown  into  one  as  soon  as  possible.  As  far  as  the  present  means 
will  admit,  the  patients  are  often  assembled  together  for  theatrical 
entertainments,  dancing,  cards,  singing,  readings,  &c. 

About  40  of  the  women  are  takenfor  walks  beyond  the  asylum  pre¬ 
cincts  ;  frequently  a  somewhat  larger  number  of  men  also  enjoy  this 
privilege,  but  the  occasions  of  their  going  out  are  more  rare,  princi¬ 
pally  because  the  class  who  could  do  so  are  generally  occupied  on 
the  land.  Thirty-three  men  are  said  to  be  regularly  employed  out 
of  doors ;  15  at  trades,  and  25  in  general  work ;  whilst  of  the  women 
27  are  in  the  laundry,  50  are  engaged  in  needlework,  and  25  assist  in 
the  wards. 

We  regret  to  hear  that  the  condition  in  which  the  patients  are 
brought  here  is  generally  very  bad,  and  nearly  all  are  feeble  and  poorly 
nourished.  The  proportion  of  paralytics  and  epileptics  is  large. 

Of  the  latter  there  are  28  in  the  male  and  23  in  the  female  division. 

During  our  visit  we  went  through  all  the  Avards  and  offices,  and  we 
examined  the  bedding.  The  whole  were  clean  and  in  excellent 
order. 

The  new  wards,  which  will  each  afford  accommodation  for  17 
patients,  are  now  completed  and  furnished  in  a  comfortable  manner, 
but  they  are  not  yet  occupied. 

We  have  been  accompanied  in  our  inspection  by  Dr.  and  Mrs. 

Hitchman,  who  continue  to  devote  their  best  attention  to  the  well¬ 
being  and  comfort  of  the  patients.

In  tbe  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day  we  have  inspected  the 
asylum  in  its  several  divisions  and  departments. 

With  the  exception  of  one  of  the  male  sex  absent  on  trial,  and  a 
girl  who  is,  as  before,  at  the  Starcross  Idiot  Institution,  we  have  seen 
all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  21st  May  last,  and  their  present

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  50 
in  number,  viz.,  14  in  the  male  and  36  in  the  female  division.  We 
found  6  men  and  12  women  in  bed,  chiefly  cases  of  chronic  disease. 

In  reference  to  out-door  exercise,  we  are  informed  that  50  or  60 
patients  of  each  sex  walk  twice  a  week  in  the  country.  With  the 
exception  of  these  and  the  men  employed  on  the  land,  the  patients 
are  generally  confined  when  out  of  doors  to  their  airing  grounds, 
and  we  repeat  the  suggestion  that  paths,  with  seats  at  convenient 
distances,  be  formed  for  daily  walks  round  or  on  the  estate. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  report  on  the  subject  of  employment. 
According  to  the  last  ward  returns,  about  185  men  and  275  women 
are  usually  occupied. 

Since  the  last  visit  11  patients,  3  men  and  8  women  appear  to 
have  been  placed  in  seclusion,  the  former,  altogether  on  6,  and  the 
latter  on  35  occasions.

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There  has  not  during  that  period  been  any  instance  of  the  use  of  Appendix  (E.) 
mechanical  restraint. 

The  ordinary  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at  present  9  s.  6  d ., 
to  which,  in  the  cases  of  the  Plymouth,  Exeter,  Tiverton,  and  other 
boroughs,  and  out-county  patients,  3  s.  6  d.  is  added.

The  present  staff  of  attendants  is  as  follows:  on  each  side  there  is 
a  head  attendant,  and  there  are,  in  the  male  and  female  divisions 
respectively,  one  and  two  night  attendants. 

As  respects  the  ordinary  ward  attendants,  the  regular  staff  com¬ 
prises  16  in  the  male  division  and  25  in  the  female.  At  the  time 
of  our  visit,  in  consequence  of  a  temporary  vacancy,  there  were 
only  15  male  ward  attendants. 

We  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  in  Ward  No.  5,  on  each  side,  an 
additional  attendant  is  absolutely  required,  consideration  being 
given  to  the  class  of  patients  in  those  wards,  36  of  the  male  and 
40  of  the  female  sex,  being  for  the  most  part  feeble  epileptics, 
paralytics,  and  other  helpless  cases ;  two  attendants  are  quite  inade¬ 
quate.  We  further  think  it  essential  that  there  should  also  in  each 
division  be  an  additional,  supernumerary  attendant,  whose  services 
would  be  available  during  the  absence  of  ward  attendants,  sick  or 
on  leave,  or  in  any  other  emergency. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  very  favourably  of  the  personal 
condition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes. 

With  the  exception  of  a  number  in  female  wards.  Nos.  3  and  5, 
who  were  excited  and  noisy,  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly. 

We  found  the  several  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories  in  a 
clean  and  proper  state,  creditable  to  the  attendants ;  and  the  same 
observation  applies  to  the  beds  and  bedding. 

We  saw  the  dinners  served  and  tasted  the  food.  Yesterday  the 
dinner  consisted  of  pie,  containing  potatoes,  &c.,  and  2  oz.  of 
meat ;  and  to-day  of  ham  or  bacon  and  beef  (5  oz.  for  the  men,  and 
4  oz,  for  the  women),  with  rice  on  each  day ;  the  patients  had  also 
bread  and  beer.  The  weekly  allowance  of  meat,  according  to  the 
printed  dietary,  is  for  men  26  oz.,  and  women  22  oz.,  cooked  and 
free  from  bone. 

Several  patients  yesterday  complained,  and  we  think  not  without 
reason,  of  the  small  allowance  of  meat ;  and  we  suggest,  as  matter 
for  consideration,  a  revision  of  the  dietary,  as  respects  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  meat  over  the  several  days  of  the  week.

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We  have  to  report  the  following  “  additions,  alterations*  and  im¬ 
provements  ”  since  the  last  visit : — 

1.  At  the  “  South  Cottage*”  the  conversion  of  the  stables  into  a 
day-room  for  female  patients,  and  the  appropriation  to  them  of  a 
dormitory  on  the  second  floor*  which  formerly  constituted  the  male 
infirmary. 

2.  The  construction  on  the  ground  floor,  in  connection  with  the 
South  Cottage,  of  a  range  of  buildings  containing  a  bath-room, 
lavatory,  watercloset,  and  other  offices. 

3.  Alterations  in  the  brewhouse  and  beer-cellar. 

4.  Improved  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  hot  water  to  the 
baths. 

In  reference  to  the  great  deficiency  of  baths,  we  are  glad  to 
report  that  the  subject  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  committee 
of  visitors,  and  that  plans,  which  were  produced  for  our  inspection, 
have  been  prepared,  and,  as  we  trust,  are  about  shortly  to  be  carried 
out  for  the  construction,  in  connection  with  the  main  building,  of  a 
general  bath-room  and  dressing  room  for  each  division.  Three  baths 
in  each  room  are  indicated  on  the  plans ;  a  fourth  bath  in  each 
would,  we  think,  be  desirable.  The  plans  and  estimate  will  have  to 
be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

With  the  above  exceptions  nothing  has  been  done,  or,  so  far  as 
we  are  informed,  been  resolved  upon,  with  a  view  to  remedy  the 
several  important  defects  in  the  asylum  noticed  in  the  last  and 
previous  reports,  and  which  we  feel  it  our  duty  again  to  press  upon 
the  attention  of  the  committee. 

It  is  most  important*  for  the  proper  accommodation*  care,  and 
treatment  of  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county  of  Devon  itself,  and 
irrespectively  of  the  question  of  receiving  or  retaining  the  Plymouth 
patients,  that  the  recommendations  adverted  to  should  be  carried 
into  effect. 

Without  here  recapitulating  all  the  other  improvements  required, 
we  would  observe  that,  among  the  matters  most  essential  for  the 
earliest  consideration  of  the  committee,  are  the  erection  of  a  chapel, 
of  adequate  size  and  suitable  character,  in  lieu  of  the  present  one, 
which  will  seat  only  150  persons,  including  officers  and  attendants, 
and  the  provision  of  proper  lavatories,  or  other  means  of  personal 
washing,  in  the  wards  of  the  main  building. 

In  both  these  respects  the  deficiencies  are  without  parallel  in  any 
other  county  asylum.  In  illustration  of  the  present  defective  and 
objectionable  arrangements  for  personal  washing,  it  is  sufficient  to 
state  that,  in  Wards  3  and  5  on  the  male  side,  and  Wards  3,  5,  and  6 
on  the  female,  containing  on  the  average  about  40  patients  each, 
there  being  no  lavatories,  the  only  provision  for  personal  washing  is, 
in  each  ward,  three  metal  bowls*  which  are  taken  temporarily  into  the 
day-room.  In  fact  we  found,  upon  inquiry,  that  the  patients  in 
No.  5  female  ward  are  never  washed  until  after  breakfast,  and  that 
generally  in  the  wards  referred  to,  a  portion  only  of  the  patients  are 
washed  before  breakfast. 

We  have,  during  our  visit,  given  special  attention  to  the  important 
question  of  the  amount  of  accommodation  provided  and  required ; 
and  in  reference  thereto  have  to  report  as  follows : — 
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The  total  number  of  beds  for  patients  is  at  present  710,  viz. :  283  Appendix  (E.) 
in  the  male,  and  427  in  the  female  division ;  of  the  former  14,  and 
of  the  latter  17,  are  vacant. 

The  over-crowding  on  the  female  side  has  been  somewhat 
diminished  by  the  appropriation  to  women  of  the  dormitory,  for¬ 
merly  constituting  the  male  infirmary,  and  there  are  no  longer  any 
beds  for  female  patients  placed  on  the  floor.  There  are  still,  how¬ 
ever,  in  both  divisions,  many  dormitories  wherein  the  numbers  of 
beds  are  too  many,  and  should  be  reduced. 

The  clerk  of  the  works  has,  at  our  request,  carefully  measured 
every  associated  sleeping-room,  including  the  portion  of  the  corridor 
of  female  ward  .No.  4,  forming  a  dormitory  for  12  patients,  and  from 
his  return  it  appears  that,  in  order  to  allow  the  requisite  minimum 
in  every  room  of  500  cubic  feet  of  space  per  patient,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  beds  in  the  associated  dormitories 
by  1 8  on  the  male  side  and  1 1  on  the  female.  The  result  is  that, 
without  taking  into  account  the  further  considerable  reduction  in 
the  numbers  of  beds  which  would  be  rendered  necessary  by  the 
appropriation  of  single  sleeping-rooms  in  the  main  building  to  the 
purposes  of  lavatories  and  store-rooms  in  the  event  of  such  an 
arrangement  being  preferred  to  erecting  additional  buildings,  the 
number  of  patients  on  the  books  are  at  present  actually  in  excess  of 
the  proper  accommodation. 

It  follows  from  what  has  been  stated,  that  even  were  the  whole 
of  the  pauper  lunatics  belonging  to  Plymouth  and  the  other  non¬ 
contributing  boroughs,  &c.,  altogether  71  in  number,  removed,  the 
vacancies  thereby  created  would,  within  a  very  few  years,  be  filled 
by  patients  from  unions  and  parishes  in  the  county  of  Devon. 

W e  desire  further  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  visitors  and  super- 
indentent  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  longer  on  the  male  side  the  very 
desirable  arrangement  of  a  ward  set  apart  as  an  infirmary  and  speci¬ 
ally  provided  with  hospital  comforts  and  conveniences  for  nursing 
the  sick. 

The  land,  the  property  of  the  asylum  at  present,  is  84  acres  in 
extent,  whereof  66  acres  are  usefully  and  profitably  cultivated  as 
garden  and  farm. 

There  is  still  only  one  assistant  medical  officer,  and  to  this  cause 
it  is  probably,  in  some  measure,  to  be  attributed  that  the  case-books 
are  greatly  in  arrear.  As  to  many  patients  who  have  been  in  the 
asylum  six  years  and  upwards  no  entry  has  been  made  of  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  their  cases,  and  in  numerous  other  instances  the  case-books 
contain  no  records  of  the  discharge  or  death  of  patients,  who  would 
therefore,  so  far  as  regards  the  case-books,  appear  to  remain  on  the 
books. 

Dr.  Saunders  continues  to  give  his  best  attention  to  the  welfare 
of  the  patients,  many  of  whom  spoke  gratefully  of  his  kindness.

'the  male  patient  who  died  by  suicide  effected  his  purpose  in  a 
single  room,  by  suspension  from  the  shutter  casing,  which  has,  there 
and  elsewhere,  been  altered  so  as  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such 
an  event.

The  present  staff  of  attendants  is  as  follows : — 

At  Charminster,  in  the  male  and  female  divisions  respectively, 
there  are  a  head  attendant,  11  ordinary  attendants,  and  a  night 
attendant. 

At  Forston  there  are  2  head  attendants,  and  5  male  and  4  female 
ordinary  attendants. 

The  whole  of  the  washing  and  ironing  is  done  by  the  three  nurses 
in  charge  of  the  laundry  ward,  assisted  by  patients. 

The  patients  employed  are  126  in  the  male  and  80  on  the  female 
side. 


Of  the  former,  54  work  on  the  land,  and  20  at  trades,  and  52 
assist  in  the  wards. 

Of  the  latter  28  are  occupied  in  needlework  and  knitting,  30  in 
the  laundry  department,  8  in  the  kitchen,  and  14  as  assistants  in  the 
wards. 

The  whole  of  the  clothing  and  the  greater  part  of  the  shoes  of 
the  patients  are  made  in  the  asylum. 
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As  respects  the  shoemakers’  and  tailors’  shops,  we  suggest,  for 
the  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors,  the  expediency  of 
engaging  a  paid  shoemaker  for  the  assistance  and  supervision  of  the 
patients  at  work. 

We  are  further  disposed  to  think,  in  reference  to  the  washhouse, 
that  more  efficient  mechanical  assistance  is  needed  for  wringing  the 
clothes,  a  laborious  work  now  done  by  the  patients  by  hand. 

Having  regard  to  the  large  proportion  of  unfavorable  cases  re¬ 
ceived  from  other  asylums,  we  thought  that  the  general  condition  of 
the  patients  was,  upon  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

At  Forston  some  of  the  women  were  excited  and  disorderly,  but 
at  Charminster  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  with  the  exception  of 
the  woman  in  seclusion,  were  remarkably  quiet  and  orderly. 

We  found  the  wards,  day- rooms,  and  dormitories,  in  both  asylums, 
clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  throughout  of 
good  quality,  and  in  the  best  order. 

At  Forston,  since  the  last  visit,  two  bagatelle  boards  have  been 
provided,  and  pieces  of  bedside  matting  have  been  introduced  into 
all  the  sleeping-rooms  with  tiled  floors. 

Improved  arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  personal  washing 
and  bathing  in  the  male  wards.  More  washstands  and  basins  are  in 
course  of  being  furnished  for  the  dormitories  both  at  Forston  and 
Charminster. 

The  wards  at  Forston  are,  however,  not  materially  changed  in 
aspect,  and  still  preserve  a  very  bare  and  cheerless  appearance,  and 
the  patients  were,  with  few  exceptions,  listless  and  unoccupied. 

We  desire  very  strongly  to  repeat  the  suggestions  previously 
made  for  the  improvement  of  these  wards,  by  substituting,  in  the 
single  rooms,  ordinary  for  the  present  circular  windows ;  by  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  some  simple  decorations  and  objects  of  interest  ;  more 
furniture  of  a  domestic  kind,  and  coloured  blinds  or  valances  to  the 
southern  windows,  and  also  more  means  of  occupation  and  amuse¬ 
ment. 

The  majority  of  the  inmates  being  of  a  chronic  and  unpromising 
character  is  an  additional  reason  for  bringing  to  bear  upon  them  the 
influences  which  experience  proves  to  have  the  effect  of  ameliorating 
the  condition  of  all  classes  of  the  insane. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report  we  have  to  state  as  follows  : — - 

(1.)  Shortly  after  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  woollen  dresses  were 
provided  for  the  women. 

(2.)  Handrails  have  been  fixed  to  the  staircases  at  Forston. 

(3.)  The  practice  has  been  discontinued  of  putting  two  women  at 
the  same  time  into  a  bath. 

(4.)  The  male  patients  at  Forston  are  now  taken  out  more  fre¬ 
quently  than  before  for  country  walks. 

(5.)  We  have  again,  with  regret,  to  report  that  the  chaplain  has 
not,  as  yet,  formed  any  reading  classes  for  the  amusement  and  in¬ 
struction  of  the  patients,  a  duty  expressly  enjoined  upon  him  by  the 
general  rules. 

Amongst  other  alterations  and  improvements  since  the  last  visit, 
we  have  to  mention  the  following  : 

(1.)  At  Charminster  a  new  boiler-house,  containing  two  large 

boilers. 
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boilers,  lias  been  erected  in  a  convenient  situation,  and  at  Forston  Appendix  (Et) 
the  boiler-house  and  boiler  have  been  enlarged.  - 

(2.)  By  additions  and  alterations  at  Forston  a  good  residence, 
nearly  ready  for  occupation,  has  been  provided  for  the  chaplain. 

(3.)  The  day-room  in  male  ward  No.  2,  at  Charminster,  has  been 
painted  and  papered,  and  has  a  very  cheerful  and  comfortable 
aspect ;  and  the  same  improvement  is  in  progress  in  No.  3  ward,  and 
is,  as  we  are  glad  to  learn,  about  to  be  extended  to  the  wards 
generally. 

We  this  day  saw  the  patients  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  soup 
and  bread  only.  We  tasted  the  soup,  and  found  it  thin  and  of  poor 
quality ;  many  of  the  patients  refused  it,  and  we  suggest,  for  con¬ 
sideration,  the  propriety  of  substituting  for  this  dinner  meat  in  a 
solid  form.  The  weekly  allowance  of  meat,  cooked  and  free  from 
bone,  is  at  present,  not  more  than  21  ounces  for  the  men,  and  19 
ounces  for  the  women. 

The  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  continue  substan¬ 
tially  the  same  as  heretofore. 

W e  regret  to  report  that  the  attempts  made  to  plant  the  airing- 
courts  have,  as  yet,  been  unsuccessful,  by  reason,  as  is  alleged, 
mainly  of  the  high  winds  prevailing  here  in  the  winter.  We  trust 
that  persevering  efforts  will  still  be  made  to  accomplish  this  most 
desirable  object. 

As  respects  the  means  available  for  protection  against  fire,  we 
learn,  upon  inquiry,  that  hydrants  connected  with  cisterns  in  the 
roof  are  fixed  in  the  courts,  but  that  there  are  not  the  requisite  hose, 
standards,  and  jets,  for  bringing  a  stream  of  water  to  bear  upon  the 
building.  We  recommend  that  these  be  at  once  provided,  and  that 
their  efficiency  be  tested  by  occasional  experiments. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting,  as  the  result  of  our  observation 
and  inquiries,  that  the  whole  of  the  sewage  at  Charminster  is  dis¬ 
tributed  by  gravitation  and  irrigation  over  the  land  of  the  asylum, 
producing  large  and  profitable  crops.  The  liquid  being  allowed  to 
flow  in  a  fresh  state  directly  from  the  main  drain  on  to  the  land, 
there  is  no  annoyance  to  the  residents  in  the  asylum  from  offensive 
odour,  nor,  of  course,  is  there  any  pollution  of  the  neighbouring 
brook.  The  subsoil  of  the  estate  is  chalk,  and  the  quantity  of  land 
that  suffices  for  the  absorption  of  the  sewage  is  from  eight  to  nine 
acres. 

The  committee  visit  frequently,  and  give  much  attention  to  the 
well-being  of  these  institutions  ;  and  we  have  satisfaction  in  repeat¬ 
ing  the  opinion,  often  expressed  in  previous  reports,  of  the  zeal 
and  ability  displayed  by  Mr.  Symes  in  the  management  of  the 
asylums. 


Durham  County  Asylum. 

16  September  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  inspected  the  asylum  in  its  several 
departments,  including  the  new  female  infirmary  block,  which,  as 
to  construction,  is  completed,  but  is  not  yet  furnished. 

In  reference  to  this  new  block,  we  regret  to  state  that  the  wood- 
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work  generally  (viz.,  the  floors,  doors,  and  door-frames),  as  respects 
material  and  otherwise,  is  most  discreditable  to  the  contractors  and 
other  persons  responsible  for  its  defective  condition. 

The  architect  and  county  surveyor  has  been  ordered  to  report 
thereon  and  upon  the  building  to  the  next  meeting  of  visitors.  The 
single  rooms  require  better  means  of  ventilation,  by  openings  over 
the  doors  or  otherwise  ;  the  gas-brackets  in  these  rooms  would,  as 
constructed,  afford  facilities  for  suspension,  and  excepting  in  very 
special  cases,  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  gas-lights  therein. 

The  corridor  connecting  the  main  building  is  in  course  of  being 
improved  by  the  annexation  of  a  spur,  containing  a  double  range  of 
waterclosets,  and  accessible  by  a  doorway  in  lieu  of  the  central 
fireplace  at  present  bricked  up.  The  corridor  being  of  considerable 
length,  and  from  its  position  and  construction  cold  in  winter,  Dr. 
Smith  proposes  the  addition  of  two  fireplaces  on  the  north  side, 
making  four  in  all.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  the  ehimnies  smoked, 
much  to  the  discomfort  of  the  patients.  A  covered  way  commu¬ 
nicating  directly  with  the  opposite  laundry  department  would  be 
found  convenient. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  20th  July  1868,  and  their 
present  numbers : —

Of  the  female  patients  admitted  since  the  last  visit  three  are  of 
the  private  class.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  one  male  patient  was 
absent  on  leave. 

The  rate  of  mortality  during  the  past  year  has  been  high,  viz., 
between  15  and  16  per  cent,  upon  the  average  number  resident,  for 
which  no  special  cause  appears  assignable.  Of  the  deaths  since  the 
last  visit,  21  were  from  diseases  of  the  chest  and  lungs;  25  from 
general  paralysis;  19  from  other  diseases  of  the  brain;  1,  that  of 
Mary  Simpson,  from  gangrene,  consequent  upon  fracture  of  the 
thigh;  and  8  from  epilepsy.  Mary  Simpson,  in  the  presence  of 
an  attendant,  rushed  into  the  matron’s  room,  and  threw  herself 
from  the  window.  Two  of  the  epileptics  were  found  dead,  being 
on  their  faces,  and  suffocated.  Inquests  were  held,  and  verdicts 
delivered  accordingly. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  for  bodily 
ailment,  or  mental  affection,  were  92  in  number,  viz.,  26  of  the  male 
sex,  and  66  of  the  female. 

The  only  instance  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  was  in  the  case 
of  a  female  patient,  who,  to  allay  her  excitement  and  terror,  was 
shut  into  a  darkened  room  for  a  day. 
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The  attendance  at  Divine  service  in  the  chapel  averages,  on  Sun-  Appendix  (E.) 
clays,  100  patients  of  each  sex,  and  on  Wednesdays  about  75  men 
and  60  women.  The  organ,  a  good  and  powerful  one,  which  is 
played  by  the  village  organist,  was,  with  the  exception  of  metal 
pipes,  constructed  in  the  asylum.

In  reference  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum,  we  regret  to 
report  that  scarlet  fever,  epidemically  prevalent  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood,  extending  to  the  highest  places,  made  its  appearance  in  the 
asylum  in  May  last,  commencing  in  Dr.  Smith’s  own  family  ;  since 
which  Dr.  Wallis,  the  assistant  medical  officer,  and  seven  nurses, 
have  been  attacked,  but  are  all  convalescent.  Dr.  Wallis,  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  had  not  resumed  his  duties.  The  nurses  were  all, 
from  time  to  time,  sent  for  sea  air  to  Seaton  Carew,  from  whence 
five  were  to  return  this  day. 

Two  patients  only  have  been  attacked,  viz.,  a  woman  who  died, 
and  a  boy  who  is  still  in  a  critical  state  in  consequence,  and  thought 
by  Dr.  Smith  not  likely  to  recover.  In  connection  with  this  subject 
we  made  inquiries  relative  to  the  water  and  sewage  arrangements, 
and  were  informed  by  Dr.  Smith  that  the  water  is  excellent  and 
abundant,  and  that  the  sewage  is  no  longer  a  nuisance,  and  is  thrown 
on  the  land  and  garden  in  a  fresh  state.  We  have  to  report  favour¬ 
ably  of  the  general  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes. 
The  women  were,  upon  the  whole,  quiet  and  orderly.  A  few  of  the 
men,  for  the  most  part  in  No.  3  ward,  were  excited  and  noisy,  a  cir¬ 
cumstance  not  to  be  wondered  at,  when  regard  is  had  to  the  exces¬ 
sive  congregation  of  numbers,  and  the  great  deficiency  of  day-room 
accommodation  in  the  male  division.  We  cannot  too  strongly  urge 
upon  the  committee  of  visitors  the  importance  of  proceeding,  without 
further  delay,  to  the  extension  of  the  accommodation  for  male 
patients,  for  which,  as  we  are  informed,  plans,  analogous  to  those 
applicable  to  the  female  division,  have  been  long  ago  prepared,  but 
which  have  not  as  yet  been  submitted  to  our  Board. 

The  necessary  grant  for  the  purpose  has  been  made  by  the  justices 
in  quarter  session,  and  no  reason  can  be  pleaded  for  delay  in  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  resolution  of  the  visitors  of  the  8th  J une  last,  by  at  once 
building  a  portion  of  the  new  wing  for  males,  together  with  the  cor¬ 
ridor  to  connect  it  with  the  main  building.  W e  entirely  concur  in 
the  opinion  therein  expressed,  that  no  room  can  or  ought  to  be 
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Appendix  (E).  obtained  by  placing  males  in  any  portion  of  the  females’  wing  ;  and 
we  think  that  no  proposition  for  the  appropriation,  however  tempo¬ 
rary,  such  as  we  learn  has  been  in  contemplation,  of  any  female 
ward  to  male  patients,  ought  for  a  moment  to  be  entertained.  On 
the  female  side  the  asylum  is  quite  full  and  over-crowded,  and  the 
new  infirmary  block  for  202  patients,  owing  to  the  bad  state  of  the 
woodwork,  cannot,  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  be  fit  for  occu¬ 
pation.  On  the  male  side  there  are  now 
dormitory. 

In  reference  to  the  last  Report  we  have  to  state  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  The  suggestion  relative  to  the  window  sashes  and  panes  in 
the  new  female  infirmary  block  have  not  been  adopted. 

(2.)  The  roof  of  the  temporary  building  for  male  patients  is  still 
in  a  state  of  decay,  and  admits  wet. 

(3.)  The  female  ward,  No.  1,  continues  bare  and  cheerless,  and 
destitute  of  suitable  furniture. 

(4.)  The  handles  of  the  bath  taps  have  been  properly  boxed  off, 
but  there  are  no  thermometers  or  regulations  suspended  in  the  bath¬ 
rooms,  and  we  again  strongly  recommend  their  introductions. 

(5.)  The  waterclosets  generally  have  been  put  into  repair  and 
working  order,  and  directions  have  been  given  for  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  mechanism.  We  recommend  that  the  doors  be 
made  to  close  of  themselves  by  a  spring  or  otherwise. 

(6.)  Steam  machinery  has  been  introduced  into  the  washhouse, 
much  to  the  abridgment  of  labour.  This  will,  amongst  other  advan¬ 
tages,  facilitate  the  change  of  the  men’s  shirts  twice  a  week,  which 
we  strongly  advise. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  noticed  a  great  and  general  want,  in 
all  the  wards,  of  means  of  amusement,  and  we  observe  scarcely  any 
entertaining  publications  accessible  to  the  patients. 

We  now  submit  the  following  recommendations  : — 

(1.)  The  painting  of  the  walls  of  all  single  rooms. 

(2.)  Oak  floors  in  lieu  of  those  about  to  be  removed  in  male  wards 
Nos.  1  and  3. 

(3.)  Blinds  (where  wanting)  to  all  the  dormitory  windows. 

(4.)  The  plastering  of  all  the  internal  walls  now  rough. 

(5.)  The  formation  of  a  walk  round  the  boundary  of  the  estate, 
with  trees,  and  seats,  at  convenient  intervals,  for  the  infirm  and 
feeble. 

In  reply  to  our  inquiries  as  to  the  division  of  medical  duties.  Dr. 
Smith  informed  us  that  Dr.  Wallis  has  exclusive  charge  of  the  male 
wards,  which  he  himself  visits  only  about  once  a  week,  and  that  he 
visits  all  the  female  wards  daily. 

We  cannot  but  consider  this  arrangement  and  delegation  to  the 
assistant  medical  officer  of  the  functions  of  the  superintendent  as  un¬ 
satisfactory,  and  calculated  prejudicially  to  affect  his  influence  over 
the  male  attendants  and  his  relation  to  the  patients,  who  naturally 
look  to  be  more  frequently  visited  by  him  as  the  chief  officer  mainly 
responsible  for  their  protection  and  care. 
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8  June  1869. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  visited  every  part  of  this 
asylum,  and  have  gone  over  the  new  building  begun  since  the  last 
visit  was  made,  and  already  sufficiently  advanced  to  justify  the  ex¬ 
pectation  that  it  will  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the  year.  It 
will  accommodate  248  female  patients,  and  when  so  occupied,  115 
beds  now  occupied  by  females  in  the  main  building  will  be  restored 
to  the  male  division  to  which  they  belong,  and  there  will  be,  what 
for  the  present  is  sorely  wanted,  abundant  available  space  for 
patients  of  both  sexes.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  receive,  without 
any  of  the  crowding  now  so  inconveniently  felt,  800  patients,  a 
limit  which  it  is  by  no  means  desirable  that  there  should  be  any 
future  proposal  or  attempt  to  exceed. 

Since  our  colleagues  were  here  on  the  19th  of  March  1868,  there 
have  been  180  new  admissions,  86  males  and  94  females,  17  other 
applications  having  been  necessarily  refused  ;  and  in  the  same  inter¬ 
val  107  patients,  44  males  and  63  females,  have  been  discharged,  of 
whom  all  but  10  are  stated  to  have  recovered,  while  68,  or  40  males 
and  28  females,  have  died.  Excepting  one  case  of  suicide,  of  which 
the  particulars  are  known  to  our  board,  there  was  nothing  calling 
for  an  inquest  in  any  of  the  deaths,  the  principal  causes  having 
been  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  unhappily  so  prevalent  among  the  in¬ 
mates  of  this  asylum  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of 
deaths  are  to  be  ascribed  to  them.  A  majority  of  those  under 
medical  treatment,  and  of  the  11  females  and  2  males  observed  bv 
us  in  bed  during  this  visit,  are  similarly  afflicted.  And  of  the  entire 
numbers  seen  by  us  in  the  main  building  and  several  blocks  to-day 
and  yesterday,  257  males  and  337  females  (in  addition  to  whom 
there  are  3  males  and  1  female  on  trial,  there,  being  on  the  books 
altogether  598  patients),  there  is  not  a  ward  or  block  that  has  not 
more  than  ausual  proportion  of  such  troublesome  and  infirm  patients. 

This  judicious  distribution  of  them  has  obviated  some  of  the  worst 
effects  of  the  present  overcrowding,  and  much  more  satisfactory  re¬ 
port  is  now  to  be  made  of  their  condition,  especially  on  the  female 
side,  than  that  described  at  the  last  visit.  With  very  few  exceptions 
quiet  and  good  order  prevailed  among  them  ;  their  clothing  was 
good  and  in  a  tidy  state,  and  besides  those  in  the  workroom,  it 
pleased  us  to  see  a  yet  greater  number  employed  with  the  needle  in 
their  several  wards.  The  returns  show  altogether  as  many  as  75 
thus  regularly  occupied.  In  connection  with  this  improved  report 
of  the  female  division,  it  is  right  to  mention  the  evidently  zealous 
way  in  which  the  new  matron,  Miss  North,  herself  personally  super¬ 
intends  everything  ;  and  the  manifestly  superior  class  of  nurses  who 
have  been  obtained  for  this  asylum  by  means  of  the  liberal  treatment 
they  receive.  In  No.  5,  where  there  were  30  strong  dresses  when  our 
colleagues  visited  in  March  of  last  year,  there  are  now  only  8  ;  and  in 
No.  1,  where  there  were  18  or  19,  there  are  now  only  5.  We  are  not 
without  hopes,  at  our  next  visit,  of  finding  them  entirely  abolished. 

In  proportion  to  their  numbers  there  are  many  more  cases  of  the 
worst  kind  among  the  men,  but  we  found  them  not  at  all  excited  to¬ 
day,  fairly  clothed  and  a  reasonable  number  employed,  of  whom  about 
70  work  on  the  garden  and  farm.  The  airing-courts  are  so  important 
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to  large  classes  of  them,  that  it  pleased  us  to  see  the  progress  made 
in  improvement  of  these  courts,  by  new  gravelling  &c.  as  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  last  visiting  commissioners,  and  we  trust  that  in  the 
way  of  planting  &c.  these  amendments  will  be  carried  still  further. 
Upon  another  suggestion  then  made,  prompt  action  has  also  since 
been  taken.  Not  only  have  six  of  the  old  baths  been  replaced  by 
new  ones  of  excellent  construction,  but  arrangements  have  been 
partially  completed  for  better  hot  water  service  throughout  the 
asylum,  and  when  these  are  finished  and  all  the  objectionable  baths 
removed,  which  will  be  done  without  further  delay,  the  advantages 
will  be  peculiarly  felt  here.  Already  we  have  to  mention  the  dis¬ 
continuance  of  the  objectionable  practices  in  bathing  condemned  in 
the  last  entry,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  ultimately,  fresh  water  will  be 
obtained  for  each  patient.  The  numbers  bathed  in  the  same  water 
are  now  never  more  than  two. 

As  to  other  matters  named  at  the  last  visit,  we  have  to  state  that 
considerable  additions,  which  are  to  be  finished  in  a  couple  of  months 
or  so,  are  being  made  to  the  laundry.  They  comprise  a  washhouse 
for  steam  machinery,  an  engine-house,  two  drying-closets,  a  delivery- 
room,  and  rooms  for  the  head  laundress  and  under  laundrymaids. 
There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  material  addition  to  those  employed 
in  the  workshops ;  but  a  sewing-machine  has  been  purchased  for  the 
tailors,  and  is  thus  far  found  so  efficient  that  no  male  clothing  has 
had  since  to  be  purchased. 

The  dormitories  and  the  beds  and  bedding  in  them  were  in  excel¬ 
lent  order  throughout.  So  were  the  day-rooms ;  the  provision  for 
reading  and  other  amusements  and  occupation  indoors  being  fairly 
sufficient,  particularly  in  the  detached  blocks ;  which  we  hope,  for  all 
their  accessories  of  cheerfulness  and  domestic  comfort,  will  be  taken 
as  the  example  to  be  followed  in  the  fitting  and  furnishing  of  the 
new  female  building. 

We  saw  an  excellent  dinner,  consisting  of  beef,  and  rhubarb  pud¬ 
ding,  with  beer,  served  to-day  to  more  than  70  inmates  of  the  male 
blocks  in  their  common  dining-hall.  The  average  attendance  at 
chapel  is  108  on  week  days,  and  on  Sundays  223 ;  but  many  more 
are  brought  together  at  the  associated  amusements.  The  numbers, 
however,  taken  for  exercise  beyond  the  asylum  do  not  seem  to  be 
more  than  about  120  and  upwards  of  both  sexes.  We  should  like 
to  see  this  number  increased.* 

The  return  of  wet  and  dirty  last  night  comprising  5  in  the  female 
division,  and  on  the  male  side  7,  is  good  evidence,  taking  the  number 
on  both  sides  who  are  epileptic  and  paralysed,  of  the  vigilance  and 
efficiency  of  the  night  nursing.  The  seclusion  also,  which  includes 
between  70  and  80  instances  since  the  last  visit,  appears  to  be  almost 
wholly  limited  to  3  women;  the  10  other  women  and  4  men,  also 
named  in  the  entries  appearing  there,  for  the  most  part  for  only 
single  instances  and  very  short  periods. 

Generally  the  impression  derived  from  our  visit  has  given  us 
further  satisfactory  proof  of  Doctor  Campbell’s  able  and  successful 
management  of  this  asylum  in  all  its  departments,

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  by  our  colleagues  on  the  30th 
October  last,  57  patients  have  been  admitted,  35  males  and  22 
females ;  30  patients  have  been  discharged,  19  males  and  11  females; 
and  24  patients  have  died,  17  males  and  7  females.  Of  those  dis¬ 
charged  all  had  recovered  excepting  6,  who  are  entered  as  having 
been  relieved.  All  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  the 
principal  being  phthisis,  paralysis,  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain  ; 
but  in  two  cases,  one  from  apoplexy  and  the  other  from  paralysis, 
hastened  by  a  fracture  of  the  jaw  from  an  accidental  fall,  inquests 
were  held,  and  verdicts  returned  accordingly.  The  health  of  the 
asylum  is  at  present  remarkably  good.  We  saw  only  2  men  and 
3  women  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  buildings  ;  and  the 
number  entered  as  under  treatment  are  7  in  the  men’s  division 
and  6  in  the  women’s. 

The  numbers  altogether  seen  by  us  were  359,  196  males  and  163 
females,  236  of  whom,  or  140  men  and  96  females,  were  in  the  main 
building,  and  123,  or  56  males  and  67  females,  in  the  detached 
wards.  These  numbers  leave  only  six  vacant  beds  ;  but  the  addi¬ 
tional  accommodation  to  both  divisions  on  the  female  side  by  pro¬ 
longation  of  the  detached  wards,  so  as  to  receive  35  more  beds,  and 
on  the  male  side  by  a  new  detached  block  for  120  patients,  the 
plans  for  which  have  already  had  sanction,  will  at  once  be  put  in 
hand.  It  is  expected  that  the  female  ward  will  be  ready  within 
six  months,  and  we  are  assured  that,  with  the  others,  every  possible 
expedition  will  be  used.  The  condition  of  the  patients  whom  we 
have  seen  at  our  visit,  in  every  part  of  the  asylum,  was  most 
satisfactory.  There  was  no  exception  to  the  orderly  and  quiet 
demeanour  that  prevailed  everywhere,  as  there  was  no  exception 
(not  even  in  the  wards  appropriated  in  either  division  to  the  less 
favourable  cases)  to  the  cheerfulness  of  the  rooms,  the  sufficient 
provision  of  amusement  and  occupation,  and  the  comfortable 
arrangements  of  a  domestic  character  which,  in  a  particular  manner, 
distinguish  this  asylum.  Of  these  the  general  efficiency  is  pro¬ 
moted  by  its  peculiarities  of  construction,  which  might  have  lent 
themselves,  however,  under  less  liberal  and  judicious  management, 
to  purposes  and  results  far  other  than  those  by  which  the  patients 
have  had  their  comforts  and  means  of  enjoyment  everywhere  studied 
and  increased,  as  far  as  possible.  All  the  various  small  rooms  have 
been  appropriated  in  the  best  way  to  their  use.  The  furniture  is 
good  and  suitable,  and  we  are  not  acquainted  with  any  asylum 
where  the  arrangements  uniformly  have  such  a  pleasant  look  of 
home  about  them,  as  in  all  the  departments  here.  The  airing- 
courts  are  what  such  places  should  be,  and  so  rarely  are.  Viewed 
from  the  rooms,  they  are  like  the  gardens  belonging  to  them  ;  and 
their  influence  on  the  patients  cannot  fail  to  be  most  beneficial. 

The  clothing  in  both  divisions  is  excellent,  and  the  inmates  of 
both  sexes  were  equally  tidy  and  neat  in  appearance,  making  due 
allowance  for  some  of  the  out-door  working  men.  We  saw  dinner 
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Appendix  (E.)  served  in  the  general  hall  to  114  men  and  90  women,  and  nothing 
could  be  better  than  the  service,  or  the  becoming  conduct  at  all  the 
tables.  The  hall  itself  is  under  process  of  decoration,  and  we  were 
glad  to  see  the  intention  of  putting  plenty  of  cheerful  colouring  on 
the  walls.  After  dinner  we  passed  through  the  wards  of  the  main 
building,  and  found  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  men  amusing 
themselves  with  in-door  games.  There  is  to  be  a  concert  to-night, 
something  of  that  sort  being  given  weekly,  and  the  average  attend¬ 
ance  includes  more  than  100  from  each  division.  Bagatelle  boards, 
or  other  games,  are  in  every  ward ;  and  the  attendants  have  a  brass 
band,  in  which  some  of  the  patients  are  able  to  assist. 

The  records  of  employment  show  that  142  men  and  134  women 
have  regular  occupation,  18  of  the  former  being  in  the  shops  and 
74  in  the  garden  and  fields,  while  of  the  latter,  10  are  in  the 
kitchen  and  30  in  the  laundry.  The  average  attendance  at  the 
chapel,  which  forms  so  pleasing  a  feature  at  the  entrance  to  the 
asylum,  is  123  men  and  77  women.  Something  less  than  50  of  each 
sex  are  taken  beyond  the  grounds,  but  the  grounds  themselves  are 
so  laid  out  as  to  be  a  constant  enjoyment  to  the  inmates. 

While  dealing  of  employment,  we  should  have  mentioned  that, 
by  the  labour  almost  exclusively  of  the  patients  and  attendants 
since  the  last  visit,  a  cottage  and  piggeries  have  been  erected  at  very 
moderate  cost,  on  the  site  of  the  old  farm.  The  piggeries  have 
worked  satisfactorily,  the  pigs  having  been  remunerative  (a  thing 
that  does  not  always  happen)  ;  and  it  is  proposed,  as  a  temporary 
measure,  to  place  9  patients  with  an  attendant  in  the  cottage, 
which,  having  been  built  for  a  farm  bailiff,  we  think  may  properly 
be  occupied  as  proposed  for  a  time. 

Of  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry,  we  have  the  report  to  make 
which  rarely  fails  to  attend  on  such  arrangements  as  have  been  here 
described.  There  has  been  no  seclusion  whatever  on  the  female 
side  since  our  colleagues  visited,  and,  on  the  male  side,  it  has  been 
limited  to  two  persons,  one  on  one  occasion,  and  the  other  on  two. 
One  man  has  worn  gloves  two  nights  for  surgical  reasons,  and 
the  average  of  wet  and  dirty  beds  nightly  appears  to  be  about  two 
in  each  division. 

The  satisfaction  we  have  derived  from  our  visit  has  arisen  mostly 
from  the  fact  that  the  worst,  equally  with  the  best,  class  of  patients 
bear  testimony,  by  their  condition,  to  the  excellent  and  considerate 
treatment  which  all  receive  from  Dr.  Yellowlees;  and  it  would  be 
unjust  to  omit  mention  of  the  evident  interest  and  zeal  with  which 
he  is  seconded  by  his  assistant  medical  officer,  Dr.  Pringle.

We  have,  in  the  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day,  visited  and 
inspected  the  asylum,  and,  with  the  exception  of  50  of  each  sex 
absent  on  trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 
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The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  last  visits  4tli  June  1868,  Appendix  (E.) 

and  their  present  numbers,  are  shown  by  the  following  tabular  - -

Of  the  patients  admitted  during  the  present  year,  22  males  and 
19  females  have  been  cases  of  re-admission,  and  the  total  number  of 
re-admissions  since  the  last  visit  have  been  29  in  the  male  and  33  in 
the  female  division.  The  assigned  causes  of  death,  as  ascertained 
by  post-mortem  examination,  have  been  as  follows  :  general  paralysis, 
10 ;  other  diseases  of  the  brain,  including  epilepsy,  28  ;  other  ordi¬ 
nary  causes,  52;  and  suicide,  1. 

The  suicide  was  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  who  cut  his  throat 
under  circumstances  fully  reported  to  our  board. 

Of  the  present  male  patients  about  40  work  on  the  land,  on  the 
same  side  of  the  road  with  the  cottage,  wherein  12  reside. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  good,  the  patients  regis¬ 
tered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  10  in  the  male  division, 
and  6  in  the  female.  We  found  in  bed  3  men  and  2  women. 

We  have  nothing  special  to  report  in  reference  to  Divine  service, 
the  attendance  at  which  is  limited  to  the  small  proportion  of  the 
patients  whom  the  present  very  inadequate  chapel  will  accommo¬ 
date. 

We  have  again  to  express  a  hope  that  no  further  delay  will  take 
place  in  selecting  a  suitable  place  for  a  new  chapel,  of  an  ecclesias¬ 
tical  character  and  sufficient  size. 

The  arrangements  for  employment,  recreation,  and  school  instruc¬ 
tion  continue  very  satisfactory. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  the  several  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories,  beds,  and 
bedding. 

The  personal  condition  and  demeanour  of  the  patients,  includ¬ 
ing  those  in  the  wards  occupied  by  the  worst  class,  was  such  as 
to  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  attendants  in  charge,  who  appear  to 
be  very  efficient  and  kind  in  manner.  The  wages  of  the  male 
attendants  commence  at  24  /.,  and  rise  by  1 1.  per  annum  to  32 1. 
Such  is  the  general  scale,  but  in  January  last,  in  lieu  of  specially 
remunerating  the  band,  the  wages  of  all  the  attendants  in  the  male 
division  then  in  the  asylum  were  augmented  by  2 1. 

The  wages  of  the  female  attendants  commence  at  12/.  (those  in 
charge  of  wards  receiving  at  first  14/.),  and  rise  by  1/.  annually 
to  18/. 
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The  male  attendants  absent  on  leave  are  allowed  8  5.  per  week  as 
board  wages.  According  to  the  medical  journal,  which  is  well  kept, 
since  the  last  visit  the  patients  secluded  on  account  of  violence  or 
maniacal  excitement,  have  been  8  in  the  male  and  36  in  the 
female  division,  the  former  altogether  on  41,  and  the  latter  on  77 
occasions.  None  were  in  seclusion  at  the  times  of  our  visits. 

We  have  here  to  observe  that  all  cases,  wherein  patients  are  for 
ever  so  short  a  time  locked  into  their  rooms  on  account  of  epilepsy  or 
illness,  although  not  considered  as  seclusion  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act,  are  also  now  entered  under  that  head  in  the  journal. 

The  wall  adverted  to  at  the  last  visit  as  in  progress  of  erection 
on  the  north  side  of  the  estate,  has  been  continued  along  the  boun¬ 
dary  to  the  western  extremity,  and  the  walk  suggested  is  about  to 
be  formed  and  furnished  with  seats. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  additions  and  alterations  since 
the  last  visit : 

(1.)  In  the  detached  male  block,  the  central  projection  has  been 
extended  in  each  direction,  and  in  wards  5  and  6,  on  the  ground  and 
first  floors  respectively,  the  old  scullery  and  small  lavatory  adjoining 
have  been  converted  into  a  large  lavatory,  and  a  new  scullery  and 
two  waterclosets  have  been  added ;  the  additions  on  the  same  floors 
(known  as  Upper  6)  consist  of  two  single  rooms. 

(2.)  In  the  female  division,  to  ward  No.  3,  and  that  above  it.  No. 
16,  have  been  added  two  new  and  cheerful  day-rooms.  Over  ward 
16  and  its  additional  day-room,  a  new  school-room  about  40  feet  by 
30,  has  been  constructed,  and  over  it  a  dormitory  of  the  same  dimen¬ 
sions.  In  No.  16,  a  double-bedded  room  is  about  to  be  converted 
into  two  waterclosets.  The  present  school-room  will  be  appropri¬ 
ated  to  the  purposes  of  a  linen  and  blanket  store. 

(3.)  The  salting-room  in  the  basement  in  front  of  the  asylum  has 
been  extended,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  proper 
ventilation  of  the  room  referred  to,  and  the  adjacent  larder  and 
dairy. 

The  aspect  and  comfort  of  several  day-rooms,  corridors,  and  dor¬ 
mitories  have  been  improved  by  additional  vallances,  blinds,  and 
window  curtains. 

The  management  and  state  of  the  asylum  continue  most  credit¬ 
able  to  Mr.  Toller,  as  superintendant. 


Hants  County  Asylum. 

10  December  1869. 

We  have  officially  visited  this  asylum  and  seen  all  the  patients, 
except  one  man  who  made  his  escape  in  June  last,  but  who  being 
a  criminal,  is  still  retained  on  the  books. 

Including  this  man,  the  numbers  are  as  follows : — Men,  294  ; 
women,  336  ;  total,  630. 

One  of  the  men  and  two  of  the  women  are  of  the  private  class. 
Since  our  colleagues’  visit  in  October  1868,  95  men  and  101  women 
have  been  admitted,  53  men,  and  64  women  have  been  discharged, 
of  whom  60  were  recovered,  and  31  men  and  37  women  have  died. 

All 
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All  the  deaths  appear  to  have  been  from  ordinary  causes,  and  no  Appendix  (E.) 
inquests  have  been  held.  The  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  ~ 
asylum  is  healthy,  and  only  4  men  and  7  women  were  in  bed ; 
but  25  men  and  40  women  are  under  medical  treatment.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  epileptics  and  paralytics  is  large. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  find  the  “visitation 
and  management”  satisfactory,  with  one  important  exception,  viz.,  the 
insufficiency  of  the  staff  of  attendants,  especially  in  the  male  division. 

Here,  although  18  men  are  employed  and  classed  as  attendants,  as 
many  as  8  of  them  are  absent  from  the  wards  during  the  day,  viz., 
the  carpenter,  the  gardener,  the  baker,  the  shoemaker,  the  painter, 
and  3  farmworkers.  The  ward  to  which  these  last  belong  is  gene¬ 
rally  empty  during  the  day,  as  the  inmates  all  work  on  the  land, 
or  in  the  shops  ;  but  the  other  wards,  some  of  which  contain  patients 
of  a  very  excitable  class,  are  daily  left  with  only  two  attendants, 
and  this  number  must  of  course  be  constantly  diminished  by  ab¬ 
sences  for  holidays  or  indisposition. 

The  great  want  on  the  women’s  side  is  an  experienced  head  at¬ 
tendant,  and  we  think  that,  besides  a  permanent  increase  of  the  staff 
in  the  male  wards,  there  should  be  one  supernumerary  for  each 
division. 

Divine  service  is  performed  as  usual  in  the  chapel,  twice  on  Sun¬ 
day  and  once  on  Wednesday,  and  there  are  also  services  in  some  of 
the  wards.  The  numbers  attending  are  about  the  average  of  past 
years. 

We  have  received  the  following  return  relative  to  the  patients 
regularly  and  usefully  employed »

All  these  are  constantly  at  work,  but  there  are  said  to  be  many 
others  who  are  occasionally  occupied  according  to  their  capacity. 

The  dietary  remains  as  before  ;  the  dinners  to-day  were  excellent, 
and  well  served. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  have  seen  and  examined  every  patient, 
and  have  inspected  all  the  wards  and  offices.  We  have  a  very  good 
report  to  make  of  the  personal  condition  of  all,  and  the  clothing  was 
clean  and  good.  No  one  was  secluded  or  in  restraint,  and  great 
order  prevailed  throughout.  As  regards  seclusion,  it  appears  that 
during  the  14  months  which  have  elapsed  since  the  last  visit,  16 
men  have  been  secluded  on  43  occasions,  and  15  women  on  156 
occasions.  Of  these  women  three  only  were  frequently  thus  sepa¬ 
rated  from  their  fellow  patients. 
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Appendix  (E.)  These  numbers  show  a  large  diminution  in  use  of  seclusion  during 

-  the  past  year.  Restraint  by  means  of  gloves,  and  sleeves  attached 

at  the  elbows  to  the  dress,  has  been  employed  in  the  case  of  a  young 
woman,  an  idiot,  who  obstinately  persisted  in  striking  her  face. 

The  wards  were  all  very  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  much  has 
been  done  to  carry  out  suggestions  frequently  made  on  former  occa¬ 
sions  for  the  increase  and  improvement  of  the  furniture,  and  the 
greater  supply  of  books,  periodicals,  and  other  means  of  amusement. 
Although  more  remains  to  be  done  in  the  male  division,  the  improve¬ 
ments  already  made  are  here  specially  noticeable,  not  only  in  the 
increased  comfort  and  cheerfulness  of  the  wards,  but  in  the  better 
«  conduct  and  demeanour  of  patients.  A  good  deal  of  bedside  car¬ 
peting  has  been  introduced,  and  more  will,  we  hope,  be  supplied.  Two 
double  bath-rooms  have  been  constructed  in  each  division,  the  baths 
being  of  Stourbridge  Pottery,  and  the  supply  of  water  well  arranged. 
It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  the  floors  were  not  laid  with  wood. 
Although  the  baths  are  now  sufficient,  the  supply  of  hot  water  is  too 
limited  to  allow  of  each  patient  having  a  fresh  bath,  and  this  grave 
inconvenience  must  continue  until  a  new  arrangement  of  the  boiler 
is  carried  out.  Some  beds  for  epileptics,  and  broad  low  settees  have 
been  introduced. 

Straw  beds  have  been  abolished  in  the  female  wards,  and  they 
will  gradually  be  withdrawn  in  the  other  division. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  70  male  and  80  female  patients  were 
last  summer  taken  to  the  sea-side  in  a  body,  and  not  the  smallest 
accident  or  disturbance  occurred.  Very  praiseworthy  efforts  are 
made  in  various  ways  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  asylum  life,  and 
there  have  been  44  dances,  10  theatrical  entertainments,  4  concerts, 
2  readings,  and  13  pic-nics.  The  moral  effect  of  these  entertain¬ 
ments  extends  far  beyond  the  temporary  amusement  they  produce, 
and  we  attribute  much  of  the  improvement  we  noticed  in  the  con¬ 
duct  of  the  patients  to-day  to  the  more  liberal  use  of  this  kind  of 
treatment. 

Of  Dr.  Manley's  desire  to  promote  the  well-being  of  the  patients, 
and  the  good  conduct  of  the  asylum  we  have  to-day  had  abundant 

froof,  and  he  is  very  ably  and  zealously  assisted  by  Mr.  W.  T. 
*ater. 


Kent  County  Asylum. 

.  .  24  and  25  November  1869. 

Our  visit  to  this  asylum  has  occupied  two  days,  during  which 
we  have  gone  over  every  part  of  the  old  or  main  building,  as  well  as 
what  is  called  the  additional  building  in  use  for  male  patients,  and 
those  poitions  of  the  new  building  for  female  patients  which  have 
been  completed  since  the  last  visit,  and  very  lately  have  been 
brought  into  occupation.  These  form  about  half  of  the  entire 
accommodation,  and  it  is  reported  that  the  other  half  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  spring  of  1870.  The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  is 
good ;  and  when  the  furniture  is  more  complete  in  the  day -rooms 
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and  galleries,  and  washing  materials,  &c.  have  been  placed  in  the  Appendix  (E.) 
dormitories,  which  are  spacious  and  cheerful,  the  accommodation  will 
he  of  a  superior  kind.  There  are  good  baths  and  closets  with  satis¬ 
factory  and  well-placed  rooms  for  nurses  ;  and  we  have  very 
favourable  report  to  make  of  the  new  offices  for  use  by  the  whole 
asylum,  which  have  also  been  completed  since  the  last  visit.  The 
several  workshops  are  excellent;  there  is  an  admirable  laundry  (to 
parts  of  which,  however,  as  in  alleged  defects  of  the  drying  closets, 
remedy  will  have  to  be  applied)  ;  and  in  the  general  dining-hall, 
which  has  been  opened  for  three  or  four  months,  and  in  which 
dances  and  other  entertainments  also  are  given,  we  saw  490 
patients,  300  women  and  190  men,  at  dinner  yesterday*  For  such 
a  number,  the  service  seemed  well  managed ;  and  experience  thus 
far  has  shown  this  association  of  the  patients  at  dinner  to  be  beneficial, 
a  conclusion  borne  out  by  what  we  observed  of  their  quiet  conduct 
yesterday.  Another  necessary  enlargement,  to  meet  the  increased 
demand  of  the  new  buildings,  has  not  yet  been  made ;  but  this  will 
be  very  shortly  effected  by  the  construction  of  an  additional  side 
aisle  to  the  chapel. 

Since  the  visit  of  the  9th  June  1868,  490  patients  have  been 
admitted,  231  males  and  259  females ;  165  have  been  discharged, 

72  males  and  93  females,  of  whom  all  were  recovered,  excepting  12 
entered  as  relieved  only,  and  3  as  not  improved ;  and  in  the 
same  interval  there  have  been  141  deaths,  68  on  the  men’s  side  and 

73  on  the  women’s,  100  of  these  deaths  are  ascribed  to  paralysis, 
epilepsy,  and  exhaustion  ;  a  circumstance  sufficiently  indicative  of 
the  generally  unfavourable  character  of  the  population  of  this 
asylum,  of  which  what  may  be  called  the  curable  class  are  certainly 
within  a  tenth  of  the  whole.  The  other  40  deaths  were  from 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  other  ordinary  causes;  and  there 
has  not  been  any  case  calling  for  an  inquest,  excepting  that  of  a 
male  epileptic  found  to  have  been  suffocated  during  a  fit,  a  verdict 
to  that  effect  being  returned.  There  were  several  in  bed  in  the 
old  building,  64  of  both  sexes  being  at  present  under  treatment  for 
bodily  infirmity  ;  but  in  the  additional  and  new  building  there  were 
hardly  any.  Visiting  the  basement  wards  on  the  female  side  to-day, 
we  saw  a  woman  in  bed  who  had  been  admitted  yesterday  with  some 
bad  bruises  on  her  person,  to  which  she  had  added  another  on  her  face 
by  tumbling  last  night  out  of  bed  on  the  slate  floor.  It  had  already 
been  observed  by  us  Avith  regret,  that  no  further  attempts  had  been 
made  to  diminish  the  number  of  these  objectionable  floors  in  the  old 
building ;  and  here  Avas  an  additional  illustration  of  the  disadvantage 
of  retaining  them. 

The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are  977,  or  403  males  and  574 
females,  and  there  are,  besides,  3  men  absent  on  leave.  The 
main  building  contains  221  men  and  262  Avomen ;  the  additional 
building  building,  182  men  and  88  women  ;  and  in  the  neAV  building, 
finished  and  occupied  since  the  last  visit,  there  are  224  women,  it 
being  expected  that  space  will  be  found  for  450,  when  it  is  entirely 
complete.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  expected,  however,  that  even  the 
completed  accommodation  Avill  afford  space  for  patients  from  any  of 
the  non-contributing  boroughs,  excepting  only  the  Cinque  Ports  ; 
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and  though  45  Maidstone  patients  are  now  here,  it  is  not  certain 
that  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  retain  them. 

There  was  no  marked  excitement  in  any  class  of  the  patients 
during  our  visit,  and  the  condition  of  all  the  wards,  including  those 
in  which  the  worst  patients  are  placed,  was  satisfactory  in  regard  to 
order  and  cleanliness  ;  but  there  is  room  in  the  basement  wards  for 
some  additional  comforts  of  furniture,  such  as  backed  seats  ;  and  the 
provision  of  books  and  games,  very  liberal  in  all  the  other  wards, 
should  here  be  increased.  We  were  not  quite  satisfied  with  portions 
of  the  clothing,  either  as  to  sufficiency  or  tidiness,  and  this  remark 
extends  to  both  divisions ;  but  in  both,  it  must  be  added,  the  number 
of  the  helpless  and  troublesome  are  distressingly  large,  and  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  fact  we  have  to  state  that  the  praiseworthy  efforts 
to  correct  the  habits  of  this  class,  remarked  upon  at  the  last  visit, 
have  been  continued  with  good  effect.  Last  night,  on  the  men’s 
side,  there  were  35  wet  cases,  of  which  18  were  dirty  also  ;  and  on 
the  women’s  side,  37,  including  7  dirty  :  while  the  seclusion,  since 
the  last  visit,  has  been  limited  to  five  patients  of  each  sex,  the  men 
on  nine  occasions  and  the  women  on  five.  It  is  a  matter  of  doubt  to 
us,  however,  whether  any  permanent  improvement  can  be  looked  for 
in  such  a  ward  as  No.  13  on  the  women’s  side,  as  long  as  so  many 
such  women  are  kept  together,  apart  from  the  influence  of  any  better 
companionship  ;  and  we  strongly  recommend  a  distribution  of  some 
of  these  women  over  other  wards,  and  introduction  of  a  fair  propor¬ 
tion  of  more  favourable  cases. 

The  subject  of  the  dietary  was  brought  in  a  prominent  way  to 
our  notice  by  an  unusual  number  of  complaints,  preferred  both  by 
attendants  and  patients.  According  to  custom,  the  diet-table  orders 
so  many  ounces  of  cooked  meat,  and  the  practice  until  lately  was  to 
secure  that  the  proper  quantity  was  given  by  weighing  the  dinners 
after  cooking  them ;  but  the  new  practice,  of  which  complaint 
appears  to  be  made  almost  universally,  is  to  weigh  the  dinners  not 
after  but  before  they  are  cooked ;  the  result  being,  as  alleged,  to 
reduce  the  quantities  below  those  directed  by  the  diet-table.  The 
proportion  of  meat  in  the  puddings,  which  formed  the  dinner  yester¬ 
day,  we  thought  very  small,  and  this  we  recommend  should  be 
increased.  The  dinner  to-day,  which  consisted  wholly  of  suet 
pudding,  we  think  decidedly  calls  for  improvement;  and  considering 
the  character  of  the  inmates  generally,  of  whom  the  main  need  is 
ample  nourishment,  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  practice  of 
weighing  all  the  dinners  after  being  cooked  should  be  resumed,  as 
affording  the  best  guarantee  that  the  quantities  in  the  diet-table  are 
strictly  adhered  to. 

The  ordinary  arrangements  present  no  special  change,  but  we  may 
express  the  hope  that  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  new  work¬ 
shops  will  lead  to  a  larger  amount  of  useful  employment  among  the 
male  patients.  At  present  only  22  are  engaged  in  trades,  24  in  hair 
picking,  36  in  ward  work,  and  82  on  the  garden  and  farm,  altogether 
164  ;  while  of  the  women,  159  do  knitting  and  needlework,  28  are 
in  the  laundry,  141  clean  the  wards,  and  78  are  said  to  occupy 
tnernselves  with  writing  and  reading,  altogether  444.  The  amuse¬ 
ments  comprise  dancing,  concerts  (the  attendants  forming  a  musical 
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inmates),  readings,  and  other  such  in-door  entertainments  ;  and  in  the  - 

day -rooms  of  both  divisions  there  are  bagatelle  boards.  The  numbers 
who  attend  chapel,  limited  necessarily  for  the  present  by  its  confined 
space,  are  about  452  of  both  sex ;  and  it  is  said  that  as  many  as  600 
have  been  brought  to  some  of  the  associated  parties  in  the  dining- 
hall.  Not  more  than  70  to  80  of  the  men  appear  to  be  taken  beyond 
the  asylum  grounds,  and  about  200  of  the  women. 

The  addition  contemplated  to  the  staff  of  attendants  at  the  time  of 
the  last  visit  have  been  made.  Besides  2  head  attendants  in  each 
division,  and  2  night  attendants  for  the  males,  and  3  for  the 
females,  there  are  30  ordinary  attendants  for  the  former,  and  41  for 
the  latter  ;  being  in  the  proportion  from  1  to  from  13  to  14  patients. 

The  wages  are  liberal ;  the  men  beginning  at  30 1.  a  year,  and 
increasing  to  40/.;  and  the  women,  beginning  at  16/.  and  rising 
to  22  /. 

Dr.  Kirkman  appears  to  us  to  give  all  the  increased  assiduity  to 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  which  is  required  by  their  increasing 
extent,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  the  favourable  consideration  of  the 
committee  will  be  given  to  this  growing  addition  to  the  labours  and 
responsibilities  of  their  superintendent.  He  continues  to  be  very 
ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Spencer  and  Mr.  Hughes. 


Lancaster  County  Asylum. 

16  July  1869. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  27th  and  28th  of  February 
1868,  the  new  admissions  have  been  400,  201  men  and  199  women  ; 
the  discharges  have  been  176,  87  men  and  89  women  ;  and  there 
have  been  160  deaths,  90  men  and  70  women.  Of  those  discharged, 
120  were  considered  to  be  recovered,  and  5  of  the  deaths  were 
cases  calling  for  inquests.  In  one  of  these,  there  had  been  a  fracture 
of  a  rib  before  death  from  a  supposed  fall ;  but  on  inquiry ,  this  was 
not  held  to  have  hastened  the  death.  Another  was  from  drowning 
in  a  fit ;  an  epileptic  having  turned  aside  to  slake  his  thirst  at  a  brook 
in  the  grounds,  and  being  seized  with  a  fit  while  doing  so.  A  third 
was  from  suffocation,  the  patient  having  choked  himself  whilst 
eating  ;  and  the  fourth  and  fifth  were  sudden  deaths  from  natural 
causes,  no  attendant  being  present  at  the  time.  The  rest  of  the 
deaths  were  from  diseases  common  in  asylums,  86  being  from  brain 
disease,  and  general  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  24  from  consumption, 
14  from  chest  disorders,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  remainder 
from  disease  of  the  heart,  and  senile  decay.  We  saw  o  men  and  10 
women  in  bed  at  our  present  visit ;  but  besides  these,  the  proportion 
of  feeble  and.  demented  of  both  sexes,  in  the  present  population  of 
the  asylum,  is  large,  and  there  are  not  far  short  of  300  epileptics. 
The  numbers  entered  to-day  as  under  treatment  for  bodily  disorders, 
are  49  men  and  72  women;  altogether  121  patients. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  we  desire  at  once  to  state  the 
strono’  impression  we  have  derived  from  our  visit  of  the  inadequacy 
of  the  hospital  provision  for  the  sick  on  the  men’s  side.  The  con¬ 
version  of  the  old  chapel  space  has  added  to  the  temporary  accom- 
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Appendix  (E.)  modation  of  this  kind  for  the  women,  28  beds,  so  that  there  is  now 
—  hospital  room  for  60  female  patients  ;  but  though  there  are  nearly 
50  more  male  than  female  patients  in  the  asylum,  the  men  are  still 
in  this  respect  restricted  to  their  old  hospital,  containing  only  32 
beds.  The  basement  floor,  containing  14  beds,  three  of  which  were 
occupied  to-day,  is  necessarily  used  also  as  a  day-room,  where  we 
found  to-day  12  patients  sitting.  We  have  discussed  with  Mr. 
Broadhurst,  some  plans  for  supplying  this  urgent  want,  which  have 
been  under  discussion  lately ;  but  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that 
the  only  safe  and  effectual  way  of  meeting  it,  will  be,  by  the  building 
of  a  new  male  hospital  block,  for  which  there  is  a  site  in  every 
respect  desirable  on  the  land  now  used  as  a  skittle  ground ;  and 
we  hope  that  the  suggestion  may  be  favourably  considered  by  the 
committee.  With  the  numbers  now  in  the  asylum,  the  matter  presses 
very  much. 

There  are  now  here  1,026  patients,  535  males  and  491  females, 
all  of  whom  we  have  seen  yesterday  and  to-day.  Necessary  allow¬ 
ance  being  made  upon  points  above  adverted  to,  and  above  all,  for 
the  fact  that,  during  the  existing  pressure  for  asylum  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  the  county,  arrangements  have  necessarily  been  made  here 
for  the  reception  of  more  patients  than  it  will  be  expedient  here¬ 
after  to  continue  here,  we  thought  the  condition  of  the  patients 
seen  by  us  very  satisfactory.  The  clothing  of  those  of  both  sexes 
is  good  ;  and  the  variety  as  well  as  neatness  of  the  women’s  dresses 
more  particularly,  the  numbers  that  were  employed  in  their  wards, 
and  the  cheerf  ulness  as  well  as  comfort  for  the  most  part  observable 
in  them,  we  thought  very  creditable  to  all  having  charge  of  this 
division.  Nor  is  similar  praise  to  be  withheld  from  the  men’s  wards 
generally,  though  the  amendments  and  enlargements  now  in  progress 
in  the  day-rooms  there  tend  necessarily  for  the  present  to  more 
discomfort  on  this  side.  Notwithstanding  this,  however,  and  what 
we  cannot  but  regard  as  overcrowding  in  all  parts  of  the  old  buildings 
(the  day-room  space  in  both  divisions  being  inadequate  to  the 
present  number),  the  freedom  from  excitement  everywhere  was  quite 
remarkable. 

There  are  too  many  beds  in  all  the  dormitories  of  this  part  of  the 
asylum  ;  but  we  found  the  bedding  in  proper  order  everywhere, 
and  the  ventilation  good.  The  new  proposed  bath-room  for  the 
men  (of  which  the  plans  do  not  seem  to  have  been  transmitted  to 
Whitehall)  was  began  a  few  weeks  since  ;  and  when  completed  (it 
is  expected  in  a  couple  of  months)  there  will  be  a  change  of  water 
for  every  male  patient.  We  think  it  so  extremely  important  that 
the  same  advantage  should  be  enjoyed  by  the  women,  of  whom 
(excepting  only  the  laundry  patients  and  those  in  the  dormitory 
formed  from  the  old  chapel)  at  least  three  are  bathed  in  the  same 
water,  that  we  hope  it  will  be  found  practicable  to  supply  a  similar 
new  bath-room  and  dressing-room  on  the  female  side.  The  wash¬ 
house  for  the  men,  adverted  to  as  in  contemplation  at  the  last 
visit,  is  now  nearly  ready ;  and  is  expected  so  far  to  relieve  the 
ordinary  laundry  arrangements,  as  to  admit  of  the  men’s  shirts  being 
changed  twice  a  week.  We  may  remark  that  to  the  new  detached 
male  building  there  is  now  a  door  of  communication  from  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  residence  o i  the  head  male  attendant ;  but  no  additional  assist-* 
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ancc  has  been,  as  then  recommended,  given  to  the  night  charge  in  Appendix  (£.) 
the  old  building.  The  suggestion  made  in  connection  with  the  — 
conversion  of  the  old  chapel  into  a  dormitory  has  been  carried  out.. 

The  previous  conversion  into  a  dormitory  of  the  old  laundry  day- 
room,  we  cannot  but  regret;  the  gain  of  20  beds  being  but  poor 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  a  good  large  day-room,  so  necessary  to 
the  women’s  division  ;  and  we  trust  that  when  these  beds  can  be 
spared,  on  the  completion  of  the  new  asylum,  that  day-room  will  be 
restored.  Until  then,  there  is,  of  course,  no  chance  of  recovering 
the  space,  no  fewer  than  207  applications  for  admission  here  having 
been  refused  during  the  last  18  months. 

The  ordinary  arrangements  appear  to  be  unaltered.  The  dinner 
which  we  saw  served  in  the  women’s  division  yesterday,  we  thought 
excellent;  and  in  the  new  men’s  building  to-day  we  saw  142 
assembled  at  the  dinner  table,  most  orderly  and  quiet  all  of  them. 

On  the  front  lawn  yesterday  we  saw  a  gathering  of  upwards  of  670 
patients  of  both  sexes  to  a  dance  and  other  amusements ;  the  attend¬ 
ants  forming  an  efficient  band  of  music ;  refreshments  in  the  shape 
of  gingerbread  and  beer  being  given,  and  great  good  nature  and 
enjoyment,  as  well  as  the  most  perfect  order  and  good  conduct, 
characterising  the  entertainment.  As  to  recreation  generally,  we 
may  add,  that  the  provision  of  it  for  the  women  indoors  seems  to  be 
good.  The  coffee  parties  described  in  the  last  entry  has  been  kept 
up  during  the  winter.  There  are  regular  croquet  parties.  And  we 
observe  with  pleasure  that  in  both  divisions,  during  the  winter 
evenings,  the  attendants  have  continued  their  classes,  both  for  read¬ 
ing  to  the  patients  and  giving  lessons  of  an  elementary  kind.  The 
numbers  who  have  occasional  opportunities  for  walking  beyond  the 
asylum  grounds,  appear  to  be  about  250  men  and  280  women  ;  and 
the  numbers  who  never  leave  the  airing-courts,  would  seem  to  be 
about  60  of  the  latter  and  100  of  the  former. 

The  records  of  regular  employment  show,  that  among  the  men, 

102  are  engaged  on  the  garden  and  land,  and  32  in  the  shops  ;  while 
among  the  women,  80  are  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen,  and,  engaged 
in  sewing,  knitting,  and  mending  stockings,  there  are  233.  We 
should  be  glad  to  see  the  proportion  of  those  thus  usefully  employed 
more  nearly  equalised  in  both  divisions.  The  attendance  at  chapel 
now  averages,  at  the  Sunday  services,  about  300  men  and  284 
women ;  and  a  Koman  Catholic  priest  continues  to  attend  once  a 
fortnight  in  the  wards.  As  to  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry, 
we  have  only  to  add  that  restraint  is  never  employed  here,  and  that 
of  seclusion,  since  the  last  visit,  there  have  been  266  instances  in  the 
men’s  division  distributed  over  90  patients  ;  and,  in  the  women’s 
division,  424  instances  distributed  over  97  patients.  Whether  this 
amount  of  seclusion  might  not  be  reduced  by  some  addition  to  the 
staff  of  attendants  and  nurses,  which  does  not  at  present  exceed  one 
to  15  patients,  may  fairly  be  a  matter  for  consideration. 

Of  the  generally  satisfactory  state  of  the  asylum  and  its  inmates, 
and  of  the  most  efficient  as  well  as  considerate  management  by  Mr. 
Broadhurst,  and  the  several  officers  under  his  direction,  we  entertain 
no  doubt  whatever. 
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Rainhill  County  Asylum. 

31  July  1869. 

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  on  the  4th  and  5th  of  September 
last,  110  patients  have  been  admitted,  60  males  and  50  females; 
59  have  been  discharged,  32  males  and  27  females,  of  whom  all  but 
10  of  the  former  and  8  of  the  latter  were  entered  as  recovered,  and 
52  patients,  30  males  and  22  females,  have  died,  all  from  diseases 
ordinary  in  asylums ;  the  majority  from  general  paralysis,  and  almost 
all  the  rest  from  epilepsy  and  other  disorders  of  the  brain,  or  phthisis. 
In  four  cases,  when  patients  had  been  found  dead,  two  from  suffo¬ 
cation  during  epilepsy,  and  two  from  exhaustion  and  brain  disease, 
inquests  were  held,  and  verdicts  to  that  effect  returned.  To-day,  in 
the  asylum,  there  are  313  males  and  360  females,  altogether  673 
patients  ;  the  women’s  division  being  entirely  filled,  and,  excepting 
two  beds,  the  men’s  also,  several  of  the  dormitories  in  both,  being, 
in  our  opinion,  overfilled  ;  and  162  applications  for  admission,  68  for 
male  patients  and  94  for  females,  having  been  necessarily  refused 
during  the  last  11  months. 

At  our  visit  to-day  and  yesterday  we  have  seen  all  these  patients  ; 
and,  regard  being  had  to  the  unusual  number  of  troublesome  cases 
among  them,  there  was  almost  everywhere  an  unusual  absence  of 
excitement.  A  little  noise  there  was,  in  one  or  two  of  what  are 
called  the  worst  wards,  on  the  female  side  especially,  such  as  12  and 
13  ;  but  improvement  generally  is  observable  in  this  class  of  the 
patients.  Some  of  the  smaller  day-rooms  are  still  overcrowded,  but 
the  subject  does  not  fail  to  receive  Dr.  Rogers’  attention  ;  and,  besides 
those  noticed  at  the  last  visit,  two  other  day-rooms  have  since  been 
enlarged  by  removing  partitions  and  taking  in  adjoining  passages. 
In  the  largest  ward  on  the  men’s  side  (16),  the  commodious  day-room 
was  comparatively  deserted,  the  patients  crowding  together  in  the 
darkest  and  least  convenient  part  of  the  building ;  and  this  habit 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  checked  by  the  attendants,  who,  by 
giving  a  little  more  attractiveness  to  the  day-room  in  the  way  of 
books  and  papers  and  games,  and  supplying,  thus,  inducements  to 
some  kind  of  occupation,  might  draw  off  the  present  occupants  of 
the  galleries  and  passages,  and  greatly  increase  the  comfort  of  the 
ward.  They  should  also  be  more  watchful  of  the  condition  of  the 
clothing  of  the  male  patients  generally.  We  thought  the  women 
had  much  the  advantage  in  this  respect.  Of  the  attendants  on  both 
sides  it  seems  right  to  remark,  at  the  same  time,  that  our  present  visit 
inclines  us  upon  the  whole  to  make  favourable  report.  The  recent 
more  liberal  arrangements  in  regard  to  them  have  not  been  without 
effect,  and  will  encourage,  as  we  hope,  further  advance  in  the  same 
direction ;  for  we  cannot  hesitate  to  connect  the  marked  improve¬ 
ment,  now  noticeable  in  the  least  favourable  wards,  with  a  kindlier 
mode  of  treatment,  as  well  as  a  more  continuous  and  zealous  care, 
on  the  part  of  the  attendants  and  nurses. 

We  were  much  pleased  by  the  orderly  and  becoming  way  in  which 
224  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  98  men  and  126  women,  conducted 
themselves  yesterday  in  the  dining-hall,  where  we  saw  a  good  dinner 
served  to  them.  These  numbers  are  also  far  from  representing  the 
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been  extended,  if  the  hall  were  large  enough.  Upwards  of  260 

regularly  attend  the  services  in  chapel  (the  limit  of  accommodation 

there  being  300),  besides  49  who  are  present  at  the  fortnightly 

ministrations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priest ;  and  the  records  of 

employment  show  that,  exclusive  of  those  in  each  division  who 

merely  clean  or  scrub  the  galleries,  there  are  upwards  of  170  men 

and  nearly  200  women  regularly  and  usefully  occupied,  the  former 

on  the  land,  and  in  the  shops  or  offices,  and  the  latter  in  needlework 

and  knitting,  or  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry.  In  connection  with 

the  latter,  we  have  satisfaction  in  adding  that  the  recommendations 

made  in  former  entries  for  the  introduction  of  steam  machinery  are 

now  to  receive  attention,  a  steam  engine  having  been  ordered,  and 

it  being  proposed  to  fit  up  the  machines  in  the  autumn. 

Adverting  to  other  matters  remarked  upon  by  our  colleagues  last 
September,  the  stone  staircases  requiring  attention  have-  been 
repaired,  and  handrails  are  now  preparing  for  them ;  but  the  sug¬ 
gestion  for  a  second  night  nurse  in  each  division  appears  to  be  still 
under  consideration,  Dr.  Rogers  having  some  doubts  respecting  it, 
and  pointing  to  the  return  of  wet  and  dirty  beds  in  proof  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  existing  watch.  The  return  of  last  night,  com¬ 
prising  15  wet  and  4  dirty,  is  certainly  small,  when  the  character  of 
large  numbers  of  the  patients  is  taken  into  account ;  but  there  are 
other  incidents  to  the  collection,  in  particular  wards,  of  so  many  • 

that  are  feeble,  paralysed,  and  subject  to  sudden  and  fatal  attacks, 
which,  in  our  opinion,  render  it  desirable  that  the  suggestion  should 
not  be  put  aside.  Compared  with  the  number  entered  as  under 
treatment  for  bodily  disease,  69,  there  were  but  few,  not  more  than 
6,  in  each  division  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  yesterday  ;  hot  do 
we  think  the  seclusion  considerable,  when  so  little  that  is  very 
favourable  can  be  said  of  the  major  part  of  the  inmates.  There  have 
been  174  instances  of  it,  applicable  to  60  patients,  or,  in  other  words, 

18  men  have  been  secluded  on  38  occasions,  and  42  women  on  136 
occasions. 

The  associated  recreations  are  very  well  managed  at  this  asylum  ; 
they  are  various  as  well  as  sufficient ;  and  an  unexpected  addition 
was  pleasantly  made  to  them,  in  the  autumn  of  last  year,  by  a 
theatrical  performance  most  liberally  contributed  by  Mr.  Sotbern, 
in  which  that  comedian  took  part,  and  was  kindly  assisted  by  the 
manager  and  company  of  one  of  the  Liverpool  theatres.  The  asylum 
has  also  regular  performers  of  its  own,  as  well  as  concerts  and 
dances,  with  lectures  and  magic-lanthorn  illustrations ;  and  on  both 
sides  there  appears  to  be  still  a  class  for  elementary  instruction, 
under  charge  respectively  of  the  chief  attendant  and  assistant 
matron,  which  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  extend  in  the  winter 
months,  as  far  as  can  be  found  practicable. 

The  dormitories  and  bedding  were  in  good  order,  and,  throughout, 
the  ventilation  seemed  properly  attended  to.  In  the  wards  there 
has  been  some  addition  of  pictures  since  the  last  visit,  and  of  some 
small  matters  of  comfort  in  the  sleeping-rooms,  which  we  should  like 
to  see  everywhere  improved  in  this  way.  In  the  same  interval  a 
good  deal  of  fresh  papering  and  painting  appears  also  to  have  been

Appendix  (E.)  done ;  and  the  care  with  which  the  grounds  are  kept,  and  made 

- -  available  for  all  classes  of  the  inmates,  we  thought  very  satisfactory. 

We  cannot  but  express  the  wish,  however,  that  arrangements  might 
be  found  practicable,  by  which  the  privilege  of  walks  beyond  the 
asylum  grounds  would  be  extended  to  a  greater  number  of  the 
patients  of  both  sexes,  including  those  of  the  less  favourable  class, 
than  appear  at  present  to  enjoy  it. 

Dr.  Rogers  accompanied  us  through  the  wards,  and  displayed  a 
very  complete  knowledge  of  the  names  and  cases  of  the  patients,  to 
whose  comfort  and  kind  treatment  his  exertions  have  so  largely 
contributed.  His  assistant  officers,  Mr.  Barker  and  Mr.  Stocks, 
appear  to  us  thoroughly  to  deserve  the  high  opinion  he  expresses  of 
them.

Since  this  asylum  was  visited  in  August  last  year,  276  patients 
have  been  admitted,  145  males  and  131  females;  142  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  62  males  and  80  females,  55  of  the  latter  and  40  of  the 
former  being  entered  as  having  recovered ;  and  in  the  same  interval 
116  patients,  71  males  and  45  females  have  died.  There  were  seven 
inquests,  four  of  which  were  held  on  patients  found  dead  from  dis¬ 
orders  of  the  heart  and  apoplexy  ;  the  fifth  and  sixth  were  cases  of 
which  the  circumstances  have  been  under  consideration  at  Whitehall, 
the  patients  having  died,  the  one  from  injuries  received  in  falling 
through  a  window,  the  other  from  severe  fractures  which  appear  to 
have  been  received  in  the  workhouse  at  Chorlton,  from  which  he  was 
sent ;  and  the  seventh  was  a  suicide  by  hanging,  the  facts  of  which 
our  Board  had  before  them  at  the  time.  The  rest  of  the  deaths  were 
from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums ;  the  principal  being  general 
paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain  (79  being  so 
accounted  for),  disorders  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  and  general  decay. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  to-day  are  1,000 ;  on  the  men’s  side 
477,  and  on  the  w omen’s  523,  of  whom,  at  our  visit  to-day  and 
yesterday,  we  have  seen  all  but  5  men  and  1  woman  now  absent  on 
trial.  This  leaves  in  each  division  only  three  vacant  beds,  for 
nearly  all  of  which  application  has  been  made  and  promise  given ; 
and  here,  as  at  Lancaster,  the  similar  applications  made  and  refused 
during  the  last  11  months,  56  in  the  men’s  division,  and  in  the 
women’s  81,  or  137  cases  altogether,  show  how  urgent  had  become 
the  need  for  the  fourth  Lancashire  Asylum.  In  connection  with  it 
we  may  remark  that,  subject  to  points  of  detail  which  will  be  matters 
for  consideration  at  Whitehall,  we  see  much  to  approve  in  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Mr.  Holland’s,  for  which  plans  were  shown  to  us  to-day, 
and  will  immediately  be  forwarded  to  Whitehall,  whereby  an  addi¬ 
tional  ward  will  be  provided  for  each  division  by  building  over  the 
open  connecting  corridor  between  Ao.  6  in  each.  Twenty  more  single 
rooms  will  be  supplied  on  both  sides  for  patients  greatly  in  want  of 
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such  accommodation  at  present,  and  means  will  be  thus  afforded,  now  Appendix  (E.) 
extremely  deficient,  for  suitable  treatment  on  admission  of  cases  un¬ 
happily  very  numerous  here,  as  well  as  for  that  more  efficient  night 
supervision  of  epileptics  which  has  been  frequently  recommended. 

By  this  addition  20  fresh  beds  will  be  obtained  on  each  side,  the 
other  20  being  taken  from,  and  so  far  relieving,  the  existing 
buildings. 

o 

Allowing  for  the  large  numbers  of  unfavourable  cases  constantly 
received  here,  the  most  of  which  are  now  necessarily  in  wards  2  and 
3,  and  more  especially  4  on  each  side,  there  were  very  few  excited 
or  noisy  patients  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  there  was  nothing  to 
create  an  unfavourable  impression  anywhere.  It  would  not  be  a 
fair  representation  to  remark  on  the  unusual  number  of  male 
epileptics  and  demented  who  had  received  injuries  from  falls  in  the 
wards  or  airing-courts,  without  also  saying  that,  for  habits  appa¬ 
rently  the  most  hopeless  as  well  as  troublesome,  these  cases  are  also 
in  their  character  unusual.  But  it  seemed  to  us  that,  in  what  we 
must  thus  call  the  worst  parts  of  the  asylum,  there  was  to-day  and 
yesterday  more  order  than  usual,  more  of  a  sprinkling  of  better 
patients,  and  much  evidence  of  care  and  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the 
attendants  and  nurses.  The  atmosphere  was  pure  throughout,  and 
we  observed  with  pleasure  the  arrangements  by  which,  in  bathing, 
the  water  is  now  uniformly  changed  for  each  person.  If  curtains 
were  suspended  between  the  baths  we  should  be  still  better  pleased, 
and  the  cost  of  doing  it  would  be  nothing. 

The  state  of  the  inmates  generally  of  Nos.  1  and  6  in  each  division 
(though  of  both  sexes  there  are  in  the  latter  many  of  an  unfavour¬ 
able  kind),  and  of  both  the  infirmary  wards,  Nos.  5,  seemed  to  us 
extremely  satisfactory.  The  clothing  for  the  most  part  was  good  ; 
there  was  a  fair  amount  of  work  going  on  ;  the  wards  were  well 
supplied  with  books  and  papers  as  well  as  other  means  of  amuse¬ 
ment  ;  and  the  very  comfortable  provision  made  in  both  infirmaries 
deserves  the  highest  praise.  In  the  detached  hospital  opened  a 
couple  of  years  ago,  50  convalescing  women  are  at  present  placed ; 
and  it  is  on  all  accounts  to  be  desired  that  it  may  long  be  possible  so 
to  appropriate  it,  for  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  accommodation 
more  suitable,  by  its  pleasing  domestic  and  cheerful  character,  to 
patients  of  this  class.  All  were  in  some  way  occupied  as  we  passed 
through  to-day,  and,  without  exception,  all  seemed  content  and 
grateful.  There  is  a  capital  croquet  ground  attached  to  it. 

In  the  principal  male  dining-room  we  saw  yesterday  383  men  at 
dinner,  a  number  inconveniently  disproportioned  to  the  space,  as  fre¬ 
quently  has  been  said  in  those  entries  ;  but  the  remedy  is  happily 
now  very  near  at  hand,  for  the  recreation-hall,  when  finished,  will 
have  dining- tables  for  a  hundred,  besides  other  advantages.  An 
excellent  building  for  its  purpose  as  well  as  for  other  incidental 
purposes,  this,  as  it  seems  to  us,  will  be.  Its  roof  will  be  of  glass  ; 
it  will  be  well  warmed  and  lighted  in  winter  too  ;  and  its  propor¬ 
tions  will  suit  admirably,  not  only  for  the  numbers  it  is  meant  to  re¬ 
ceive,  but  for  all  the  varieties  of  entertainment  it  is  intended  to  be 
adapted  to.  We  shall  hope  to  find,  at  our  next  visit,  a  larger  return 
of  the  numbers  of  both  sexes  present  at  the  entertainments  given 
0.94,  in 
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Appendix  (E.)  in  this  hall,  than  the  240  given  to  us  to-clay  as  the  average  attend- 
- — -  ance  at  the  associated  amusements. 

From  other  returns  we  gather  that  550  is  the  average  Sunday 
attendance  at  church  ;  that  365  is  that  of  the  week  day  attendance 
at  prayers  ;  and  that  68  Roman  Catholic  patients  are  seen  by  their 
priest  in  the  wards.  The  numbers  who  are  taken  for  walking  be¬ 
yond  the  airing-courts,  but  within  the  farm-yard  boundaries,  are 
525,  of  whom  350  are  women;  and  there  are  nearly  120  men 
regularly  employed  on  the  farm  itself.  The  labour  of  male  patients 
is  made  also  useful  here  in  the  workshops,  in  modes  as  well  to  an 
extent  not  ordinary  in  asylums  ;  and  the  condition  of  the  shops 
visited  by  us  to-day,  in  which  there  are  some  50  working  patients, 
we  thought  highly  satisfactory.  In  the  laundry  and  kitchen  48 
women  are  employed,  and  130  in  needlework  and  knitting. 

Since  our  colleagues  visited  11  months  ago,  there  have  been  471 
instances  of  seclusion  applicable,  it  is  somewhat  strange  to  have  to 
say,  to  exactly  the  same  number  of  patients  on  the  men’s  as  on  the 
women’s  side,  125  in  each  division  ;  but  out  of  these  a  comparatively 
few  in  each  appropriate  the  lion’s  share  of  this  unenviable  acquisition, 
the  major  part  being  not  for  very  lengthened  or  frequent  periods, 
while  some  hardly  ever  are  out  of  the  seclusion-room.  The  numbers 
entered  to-day  as  under  medical  treatment  are,  27  males  and  19 
females.  As  we  passed  through  the  wards  yesterday,  4  of  each  sex, 
and  to-day  5  were  in  bed,  and  on  both  days  we  found  6  of  each  sex 
in  seclusion.  One  of  the  men  in  bed  had  broken  ribs  received  in  a 
scuffle  with  another  patient  some  weeks  ago,  and  though  he  seemed 
at  one  time  to  have  implicated  an  attendant  in  his  account  of  the 
affair,  we  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  was  ground  for  this 
charge,  which,  indeed,  the  patient  himself  retracted  in  what  he  said 
to  us  yesterday.  We  may  add,  in  connection  with  the  subject  of 
attendants,  that  the  present  proportion  seems  to  be  on  the  male  side, 

1  to  10  patients,  and  on  the  female  side,  1  to  11,  addition  having 
lately  been  made ;  and  it  was  very  satisfactory  to  us  to  learn  to-day 
that  the  committee  have  just  raised  the  wages  in  each  division.  The 
men,  instead  of  entering  at  25  l.  and  rising  to  30  /.,  will,  in  future, 
enter  at  30  and  rise  to  35  while  the  women  will  enter  at  17  /. 
and  rise  to  22  instead  of  entering  at  14  I.  and  rising  to  18  /.  or 
19  l.  The  former  matron  of  this  asylum,  we  may  add,  having  re¬ 
signed  in  the  interval  since  the  last  visit,  there  has  been  a  judicious 
withdrawal  from  the  office  of  all  housekeeping  duties  ;  and,  now, 
instead  of  a  matron  and  assistant  matron  having  both  house  and 
patients  to  attend  to,  there  is  a  housekeeper  and  two  matrons,  the 
latter  giving  exclusive  attention  to  the  patients,  and  discharging 
their  duties  independently.  The  arrangement  thus  far  is  said  to 
work  well. 

Altogether  we  think  very  favourably  of  the  present  condition  of 
this  asylum,  and  we  have  had  great  pleasure,  at  this  visit,  in  observ¬ 
ing  the  help  that  Mr.  Holland’s  energy  and  experienced  ability 
derive  from  the  efficiency  of  both  his  assistant  medical  officers. 
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15  May  1869. 

In  the  course  of  our  visits  yesterday  and  this  day,  we  have  seen 
and  spoken  to  every  patient  now  resident,  and  have  inspected  all  the 
wards  and  offices.  The  numbers  on  the  books  are  as  follows:  private 
patients,  21  males  and  27  females;  paupers,  210  males  and  244 
females  ;  total,  502.  There  are  said  to  be  vacancies  for  2  men  and 
11  women  ;  but  the  wards  and  dormitories  are  much  overcrowded, 
and  must  remain  so  until  the  removal  of  the  Leicester  borough 
patients,  123  m  number.  It  is  expected  that  the  new  building  will 
be  ready  for  their  reception  in  the  month  of  J  uly.  The  admissions 
since  the  last  visit  have  amounted  to  53  in  the  male,  and  58  in  the 
female,  division,  of  whom  4  patients  of  each  sex  were  of  the  private 
class.  Sixteen  men  and  21  women  have  been  discharged;  5  being 
private  cases;  and  27  men  and  15  women  have  died,  3  of  the  former 
and  1  of  the  latter  private  patients.  All  the  patients  discharged 
were  reported  to  be  recovered,  but  the  pressure  for  accommodation, 
and  the  crowded  state  of  the  building,  no  doubt  continue  in  a  measure 
to  encourage  the  too  early  discharge  of  many,  and  the  number  of 
re-admissions  is  somewhat  larger  than  it  should  be. 

The  general  health  has  been  good,  and  a  review  of  the  causes  of 
death  shows  that  the  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  This  good  result  has  to  be  attributed,  no  doubt,  to  the 
scrupulous  cleanliness  which  prevails  throughout,  and  especially  in 
the  bath  rooms,  lavatories,  and  waterclosets.  At  present  seven 
patients  of  each  sex  are  under  medical  treatment.  There  is  an  entry 
in  the  medical  journal  showing  that  one  patient  was  placed  in  restraint 
for  30  hours,  for  surgical  reasons  only ;  and  there  is  but  a  single 
record  of  seclusion,  and  that  on  the  female  side.  At  our  visit  we 
found  one  of  1  he  men  secluded  in  his  room,  suffering  from  epileptic 
mania.  As  a  rule,  the  patients  were  most  orderly  and  comfortable, 
and  from  many  we  received  assurances  that  satisfied  us  they  were 
under  very  kind  treatment.  There  were  no  complaints  of  the  atten¬ 
dants  and  nurses.  Many  of  them  have  been  here  a  long  time,  and 
are  wTell  acquainted  with  their  duties ;  but  they  are  fewer  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  patients  than  in  most  other  county  asylums.  One  addi¬ 
tional  male  attendant  has  been  appointed,  but  this  does  no  more  than 
meet  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  patients.  Referring  to  matters 
of  ordinary  statutory  inquiry,  we  find  the  general  arrangements 
remain  precisely  as  before  reported,  and  that  about  the  usual  pro¬ 
portion  of  inmates  are  usefully  employed. 

The  cultivation  of  the  land  continues  to  be  carried  on  with  advan¬ 
tage  to  the  funds  of  the  institution,  and  the  plan  adopted  for  the 
continued  and  early  distribution  of  the  sewage  is  quite  successful. 
The  chapel  is  well  filled  on  Sundays,  and  prayers  are  read  as 
usual. 

We  have  already  stated  that  the  wards  were  very  clean,  and  have 
only  to  add  that  the  bedding  was  well  attended  to,  and  that  the  per¬ 
sonal  condition  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory. 

No  report  has  yet  been  made  by  the  sub-committee  of  justices 
who  were  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  charitable  funds  belonging 
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Appendix  (E.)  to  the  institution,  and  to  consider  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
- -  asylum  generally. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers, 
and  are  glad  to  report  that  the  case  books  are  now  fully  entered  up, 
by  the  care  of  Mr.  Finch,  the  assistant  medical  officer.  This  gentle¬ 
man  has  been  appointed  superintendent  of  the  new  ayslum  for  the 
borough,  and  as  it  will  be  necessary  that  he  should  enter  upon  his 
duties  at  an  early  date,  and  for  some  considerable  time  before  the 
opening,  we  trust  no  time  will  be  lost  in  appointing  his  successor. 

There  have  been  improvements  in  various  departments,  and  we 
desire  to  notice  with  special  approval  the  changes  which  have  been 
made  in  No.  2  ward  on  the  women’s  side.  This  ward,  in  which  the 
most  impulsive  women  are  placed,  is  now  as  well,  if  not  better,  fur¬ 
nished  than  any  other,  and  the  effect  produced  by  the  change  has 
been  most  encouraging.  There  has  been  no  destruction  whatever 
of  the  pictures  and  other  ornaments,  and  there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  inmates. 

We  are  glad  again  to  have  to  report  that  the  condition  of  the 
asylum  continues  to  reflect  credit  on  the  management  of  Mr.  Buck.

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Inquests  were  held  in  four  cases  ;  in  one  of  these  the  verdict  was  Appendix  (E.) 

accidental  suffocation  from  epilepsy  ;  in  the  others  the  deaths  were - 

sudden,  owing  solely  to  natural  causes.  The  total  number  under 
treatment  during  the  period  above  alluded  to  has  been  803,  and  the 
numbers  now  on  the  books  are  274  of  the  male,  and  305  of  the 
female,  sex. 

With  the  exception  of  two  men  and  four  women  who  are  away  on 
probation,  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  every  patient,  and  have  made 
all  the  statutory  inquiries  regarding  their  treatment,  and  the  visita¬ 
tion  and  management  of  the  asylum.  W e  have  again  a  most  favour¬ 
able  report  to  make  of  the  great  cleanliness  and  good  order  which 
prevails  throughout  the  establishment,  and  of  the  satisfactory  per¬ 
sonal  condition  of  the  patients,  who  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were 
remarkably  free  from  excitement. 

As  regards  their  occupations  and  amusements,  we  have  nothing 
new  to  report ;  the  proportion  of  those  usefully  employed  being 
much  as  usual.  The  very  necessary  and  judicious  enlargement  of 
the  laundry  and  washhouse  has,  however,  afforded  the  opportunity 
of  usefully  occupying  an  increased  number  of  women. 

The  new  chapel,  which  is  capable  of  accommodating  450  persons, 
has  been  completed,  and  was  opened  for  service  at  Whitsuntide, 
when  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  officiated.  The  attendance  of  patients 
of  both  sexes  was,  last  Sunday,  350. 

The  old  chapel  has  now  been  converted  into  a  long-needed 
recreation  hall,  in  which  we  are  glad  to  find  that  associated  weekly 
meetings  are  held  for  dancing  and  other  amusements.  Another 
important  improvement  effected  since  the  last  visit,  is  the  alteration 
made  in  the  bath  pipes  and  taps,  by  means  of  which  every  patient  is 
now  allowed  fresh  water. 

The  dinners  to-day  consisted  of  boiled  beef,  with  apple  puddings 
and  treacle,  and  seemed  to  be  much  relished  by  the  patients.  A 
very  judicious  alteration  has  recently  been  made  in  the  dietary,  by 
the  substitution  of  a  fish  dinner  for  soup  on  one  day  in  the  fort¬ 


night. 

There  are  now  only  five  vacancies  in  the  female  division,  and  the 
question  of  enlargement  on  that  side  of  the  house  must  therefore 
very  shortly  engage  the  attention  of  the  visitors.  In  the  male  wards 
there  are  still  vacancies  for  35  patients ;  could  about  20  of  these  be 
made  available  for  out  county  patients,  it  would  certainly  prove  a 
source  of  profit  to  the  institution,  and  be  of  great  temporary  assist¬ 
ance  to  neighbouring  counties. 

In  any  alteration  or  enlargement  of  this  asylum,  we.  strongly 
recommend  that  arrangements  be  made  to  provide  certain  dormi¬ 
tories  on  each  side,  in  which  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  could  be 
placed  to  sleep,  so  that  they  would  be  under  the  constant  supervision 
of  a  special  attendant  on  duty  during  the  night.  This  would,  in  the 
most  effectual  manner,  guard  against  death  by  suffocation  during 
epileptic  fits,  and  offer  the  best  security  against  suicide.

Appendix  to  Twenty -fourth  Report 

Appendix  (£.)  The  cases  are  carefully  written  up,  but  we  desire  to  draw  attention 
to  the  fact  that  in  their  present  shape,  viz.,  separate  sheets  screwed 
together  in  loose  covers ;  they  do  not  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the 
lunacy  law  as  regards  the  “  case  book,”  nor  afford  that  security  in 
the  form  of  a  permanent  record  which  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  to  provide.  Moreover,  as  we  have  this  day  experienced, 
the  present  arrangement  occasions  much  difficulty  in  referring  to 
special  cases. 

We  have  again  the  satisfaction  of  recording  our  sense  of  the  able 
and  zealous  manner  in  which  the  management  of  this  asylum  is  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  Palmer. 


Middlesex,  Colne y  Hatch  Asylum. 

^  10,  11,  12,  13,  and  14  August  1869. 

We  have  inspected  this  asylum  in  all  its  departments,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  two  women  who  are  absent  on  trial,  have  personally 
examined  every  patient,  viz.,  824  men  and  1,238  women:  total, 
2,062.  .  In  the  female  division  every  bed  is  occupied,  and  the  six 
vacancies  on  the  male  side  will  at  once  be  filled  up.  Since  our 
colleagues’  visit  on  the  25th  of  last  October,  194  men  and  140  women 
have  been  admitted,  and  applications  for  the  admission  of  151  male 
and  178  female  patients  have  within  the  same  interval  been  refused 
for  want  of  room  ;  many  of  these  applications  have  been  repeated 
four  and  five  times.  Of  the  patients  now  in  the  asylum,  6  men  and 
20  women  belong  to  parishes  not  within  the  county  of  Middlesex. 
The  recoveries  reported  amount  to  74  in  the  male,  and  54  in  the 
female,  division,  the  total  number  of  patients  discharged  being  146. 

The  mortality  has  been  rather  large,  viz.,  109  men  and  78  women, 
but  no  epidemic  has  prevailed,  and  all  the  deaths  have  been  from 
ordinary  causes.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  no  fatal  accidents 
have  occurred,  and  that  no  inquest  has  been  held  during  the  last 
10  months.  The  bodily  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  unsatisfactory,  by  far  the  greater  number  of  them 
being  reported  as  feeble  and  emaciated. 

1  he  number  of  sick  in  the  infirmaries  is  now  about  the  average, 
and  we  noticed  that  there  was  generally  the  same  large  proportion 
of  paralytic  and  epileptic  cases  amongst  them. 

The  large  preponderance  of  these  classes  amongst  the  men,  no 
doubt,  accounts  in  a  great  measure  for  the  high  death  rate  in  their 
division. 

.  ^e  men’s  wards,  which  we  first  inspected,  we  found  the  pa¬ 
tients  very  quiet  and  orderly.  Those  of  the  better  class  were  well 
and  neatly  dressed,  and  we  observed  that  more  variety  had  been 
introduced  as  regards  the  material  used  for  clothing.  In  the  wards 
appropriated  to  the  more  unfavourable  cases,  however,  the  number 
of  locked  and  special  dresses  is  still  very  large,  and  we  are  of  opinion 
t  lat  by  increased  care  and  attention  they  might  be  very  mate- 
na  y  i educed.  In  these  sections  also  much  more  is  wanted  in  the 
way  of  furniture  and  decoration,  and  painting  and  colouring  are 
much  needed  in  many  of  the  wards  on  this  side  of  the  house. 


We 
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We  carefully  examined  the  bedding  in  both  divisions,  and  found  Al’Pen(llx  (M 
it  of  good  quality,  and  in  an  orderly  state,  but  in  many  cases  it  was 
not  altogether  free  from  an  unpleasant  odour,  arising,  no  doubt, 
from  the  practice  which  we  observed  in  the  laundry,  of  washing  and 
drying  slightly  soiled  and  wetted  beds,  and  returning  them  to  the 
wards,  instead  of  previously  unpicking  and  re-making  them  ;  we 
were  sorry  to  find  that  there  are  still  many  patients  who  sleep  in 
the  crib  bedsteads,  on  stretchers  only,  though  it  is  stated  that  a  good 
supply  of  blankets  is  placed  beneath  them.  Observing  several  single 
rooms  in  which  there  was  neither  bed  nor  bedstead,  we  made  special 
inquiries  on  the  subject,  and  found  that  they  were  occupied  at  night 
by  patients  of  destructive  habits,  who  slept  on  the  floor  without 
either  bed  or  pillow,  being  supplied  only  with  strong  quilted  rugs. 

On  the  night  preceding  our  visit  13  men  and  2  women  passed  the 
night  in  this  manner,  and  on  reference  to  the  ward-books,  in  which 
the  fact  is  always  recorded,  it  appeared  that  these  were  about  the 
average  numbers  who  were  thus  treated.  This  plan,  which  is  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  medical  officers,  is  adopted  whenever  a  patient  per- 
severingly  destroys  his  bedding ;  sometimes  the  bed  is  restored  in 
two  or  three  nights,  but  in  other  cases  in  the  male  division  it  is 
withheld  for  several  weeks.  This  practice  we  think  it  our  duty  to 
condemn  in  the  strongest  manner,  and  we  believe  that  it  does  not 
exist  in  any  other  asylum. 

Some  of  the  women,  as  we  passed  through  their  wards,  became 
much  excited,  and  there  was  more  noise  generally  than  in  the  male 
division,  but,  on  the  whole,  they  were  well  behaved,  and  their  per¬ 
sons,  and  the  state  of  their  clothing,  was  creditable  to  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  matron  and  the  nurses  in  charge.  Here  also,  as 
on  the  male  side,  several  of  the  wards  required  colouring  and  paint¬ 
ing,  but  we  were  glad  to  observe  that  matters  of  ornament  and 
objects  of  interest  were  more  liberally  supplied,  and  plants  and 
flowers  are  now  to  be  found  in  all  the  day- rooms.  There  are  now 
II  pianos  in  the  female  wards,  and  one  in  each  of  the  large  dining 
halls.  The  central  hall  is,  we  are  sorry  to  find,  no  longer  used  for 
dining  purposes.  The  men  now  all  dine  in  their  own  wards,  but 
254  female  patients  are  assembled  for  dinner  in  No.  2  Hall,  and 
140  of  the  laundry  women  dine  in  the  large  room  attached  to  that 
department.  The  dietary  is  the  same  as  before  reported  ;  we  tasted 

the  provisions,  which  were  of  good  quality. 

During  the  winter  months  there  are  fortnightly  dances,  with  other 
occasional  associated  amusements,  but  during  the  summci  little  oi 
no  use  is  made  of  the  central  hall.  There  is  one  summer  fete  in 
the  grounds,  to  which  the  patients  friends  aie  rciy  considerately 
invited,  and  who,  we  learn,  attend  in  considerable  numbers.  Occa¬ 
sional  excursions  are  allowed  to  the  male  patients,  who  pic-nic  in  a 
neighbouring  wood,  and  about  once  a  yeai  a  limited  numbei  aie 

driven  to  Epping  Forest.  . 

We  trust  that  these  indulgences,  which  are .  so  very  important  as 
matters  of  treatment,  and  which  serve  to  relieve  the  monotony  of 
asylum  life,  will  be  extended  to  a  larger  number,  and  be  given 
more  frequently  during  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  months. 

The  chapel  attendance  continues  to  be  unusually  small,  especially 
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Appendix  (E.)  as  regards  the  male  patients;  there  were  only  108  men  and  345 

-  women  at  the  services  last  Sunday,  and  this  number  would  appear 

to  be  about  an  average.  On  week  days  not  more  than  20  men  are 
present. 

According  to  the  return  furnished  to  us,  584  women  are  regularly 
employed,  140  of  them  being  occupied  in  the  laundry,  and  237  at 
needlework ;  they  make  all  their  own  clothing,  and  are  at  present  pre¬ 
paring  a  large  stock  for  the  new  Metropolitan  District  Asylum  now 
building  at  Leavesden.  The  proportion  of  men  usefully  occupied 
continues  to  be  very  small,  the  total  number  being  only  288,  and  of 
these  122  are  ward  helpers. 

The  staff  of  attendants  remains  as  previously  reported,  and  is 
generally  adequate.  As  regards  Male  Ward  B.  3  however,  where 
there  are  53  helpless  and  dirty  patients,  we  agree  with  our  colleagues 
in  recommending  that  a  fourth  attendant  should  be  engaged ;  and 
we  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  expediency  of  devoting  one 
ward  of  small  size  on  each  side  for  the  reception  and  special  obser¬ 
vation  of  recent  cases.  The  night  attendance  is  performed  by  four 
men  and  seven  women,  and  appears  to  work  satisfactorily.  In  the 
large  dormitory  of  each  division  many  suicidal  and  epileptic  cases 
are  placed  under  the  supervision  of  an  attendant  who  never  leaves 
the  room  during  the  night ;  the  returns  of  wet  and  dirty  patients 
for  last  night  were  51  men  and  88  women.  The  associated  bath- 
room  for  women,  which  contains  20  baths,  with  two  dressing  rooms, 
is  in  regular  use,  and  the  900  patients  who  bathe  there  have  each 
clean  water.  The  remainder  of  the  women  still  bathe  in  their 
wards,  and  here  the  water  is  only  changed  for  every  fourth  person. 

The  men  for  whom  no  associated  bath-room  is  yet  provided  have 
fresh  Avater  for  every  third  patient.  It  is  needless  to  observe  that 
this  is  a  most  objectionable  arrangement,  and  we  recommend  the 
subject  to  the  consideration  of  the  visitors.  We  also  think  it  highly 
important  that  full  directions  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants  in 
bathing  the  patients  should  be  printed,  and  fixed  in  every  bath¬ 
room.  At  present  regulations  for  this  purpose  only  exist  in  the 
attendants’  manuals.  With  regard  to  the  use  of  mechanical  res¬ 
traint,  it  appears  from  the  register  that  two  men  and  one  woman 
were  fastened  by  belts  for  surgical  reasons.  One  man  was  secured 
to  the  bed,  the  reasons  not  being  given,  and  12  others  wore 
“  gloves ;  ”  some  of  them  for  long  periods,  on  account  of  their 
destructive  propensities.  The  cases  of  seclusion,  considering  the 
large  number  of  the  patients,  have  not  been  numerous,  showing 
an  average  of  about  two  in  the  male  and  15  in  the  female  division 
every  week. 

The  medical  journals,  which  we  signed  and  examined,  are  very 
carefully  kept.  There  are  still  no  proper  case-books,  and  in  this 
respect  we  do  not  consider  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  have  been 
complied  with.  The  loose  sheets  upon  which  the  cases  are  still 
written,  as  a  permanent  record,  afford  no  security  whatever ;  as  any 
one  of  them  might  be  withdrawn  or  destroyed,  either  intentionally 
or  by  inadvertence. 

.  We  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  that  a  second  assistant  me¬ 
dical  officer  has  been  appointed  for  the  female  division. 

Subject 
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of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

Subject  to  the  observations  which  it  has  been  our  duty  to  make  AppoKtlix 
on  certain  special  matters,  we  desire  to  record  our  opinions  that  the 
condition  of  the  institution  is  creditable  to  the  zeal  and  activity  of 
the  medical  superintendents  and  the  officers  more  immediately  en¬ 
gaged  in  its  management. 

The  committee  of  visitors  continue  as  heretofore  to  devote  much 
time  and  attention  to  the  welfare  of  this  large  establishment.

The  committee  of  visitors  of  this  asylum  have  had  under  their  consideration 
the  entry  made  by  the  two  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  who  visited  the  asylum 
on  the  10th  of  August  last,  and  the  four  following  days,  and  your  lettewof  the  17th 
of  tnat  month,  in  which  the  Commissioners  refer  more  particularly  to  two  mat¬ 
ters  noticed  in  the  entry,  viz.,  “The  practice  of  placing  patients  of  destructive 
habits  to  sleep  in  single  rooms  without  bedsteads,  beds,  or  pillows,  and  only  with 
quilted  rugs  ;  ’  and,  “  The  present  mode  of  bathing  the  patients/’  Dr.  Sheppard, 
the  medical  superintendent  of  the  male  department  of  the  asylum,  was  about  to 
go  away  upoip  his  annual  leave,  when  your  communication  was  laid  before  the 
committee  ;  they  therefore  deferred  calling  upon  him  for  his  remarks  on  the 
subjects  in  question  until  his  return,  and  they  could  not  conclude  their  considera¬ 
tion  of  them  until  they  should  first  have  considered  the  remarks  made  by  the 
medical  superintendents.  From  these  causes  the  delay  in  replying  to  your  com¬ 
munication  has  arisen. 

(  The  committee  of  visitors  desire  me  in  the  first  instance  to  point  out  to  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  two  inaccuracies  in  the  report  of  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
missioners  ;  they  state  that,  “  On  the  night  preceding  their  visit  13  men  and  2 
women  passed  the  night  sleeping  on  the  floor  without  bed  or  pillow,  being  sup¬ 
plied  only  with  strong  quilted  rugs  ;  ”  the  actual  numbers  were  9  men  and  2 
women.  They  also  state  that,  “  in  the  male  division  the  bedding  is  in  some  cases 
withheld  for  several  weeks.”  Now  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  male  de¬ 
partment  assures  the  committee  that  the  longest  term  for  which  a  patient  has 
been  kept  without  bedding  has  never  exceeded  (except  in  one  instance)  six  con¬ 
secutive  days,  and  this  statement  is  borne  out  by  a  reference  to  the  ward  books. 

For  the  information  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  1  am  desired  to  forward 
herewith  an  extract  from  a  report  made  upon  this  subject  by  Dr.  Sheppard,  the 
medical  superintendent  of  the  male  department,  and  a  copy  of  a  report  made 
thereon  by  Dr.  Shaw,  his  assistant. 

The  committee  do  not  comment  upon  the  terms  employed  in  these  reports, 
but  it  is  obviously  impossible  for  them  to  disregard  the  decided  opinions  therein 
expressed.  The  Commissioners  may  be  assured  that  the  committee  are  at  all 
times  anxious  to  secure  to  the  patients  the  most  considerate  treatment,  but  they 
are  not  prepared  to  issue  instructions  which  would  prohibit  the  medical  super¬ 
intendents  adopting  in  special  cases  the  treatment  of  depriving  destructive  patients 
of  their  bedding  for  a  limited  time,  being  themselves  satisfied  that  this  course 
is  not  adopted  without  due  consideration  being  given  to  each  individual  case,  and 
also  that  the  rugs  supplied  in  lieu  of  bedding  are  sufficient  to  ensure  the  patients 
against  suffering  from  cold.  The  committee,  have,  however,  instructed  the 
medical  superintendents  in  no  case  to  allow  more  than  a  limited  time  to  pass 
without  giving  bedding,  and  thus  trying  if  the  patient  is  improved  as  regards  his 
or  her  destructive  habits.  The  Commissioners  are  awrare  that  by  order  of  the 
committee  of  visitors  the  medical  superintendents  are  bound  to  record  in  their 
respective  diaries  any  exceptional  treatment  of  this  kind. 

Should  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  be  able  to  point  out  to  the  committee 
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Appendix  (E  )  any  other  mode  by  which  a  better  result  may  be  arrived  at,  not  forgetting  that 
the  committee  are  bound  to  take  care  that  the  county  is  not  put  to  a  reckless 
expenditure  through  preventible  wanton  destruction  of  property  by  the  patients, 
the  committee  will  with  pleasure  give  any  such  suggestions  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  their  best  consideration. 

With  regard  to  the  practice  of  bathing  the  patients,  I  am  desired  to  say,  that 
very  shortly  after  my  letter  to  you  of  the  4th  of  December  1867,  when,  by  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  committee,  I  stated  that  if  great  convenience  should  be  found  to 
arise  from  having  the  baths  separate  from  the  wards  in  the  female  department, 
the  committee  would  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  similar  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  male  patients,  they  called  upon  Dr.  Sheppard  to  report  to  them  with 
reference  to  the  adoption  of  an  associated  bath-room  in  the  male  department,  and 
extracts  from  his  report  thereon  are  also  sent  herewith. 

Mr.  Marshall  also  says,  in  speaking  of  the  female  department,  u  Some  arrange¬ 
ments  may  be  made  for  increasing  the  number  of  bathing  days  for  the  patients 
in  each  week,  to  avoid  bathing  so  many  as  four  patients  in  the  same  water.  I 
must  not  omit  to  state  that  many  of  the  patients  who  do  not  use  the  general 
bath-room  are  washed  daily.  The  bathing  to  which  the  Commissioners  refer, 
is  the  weekly  bath  that  all  the  patients  are  required  to  have,  in  accordance  with 
the  requisitions  of  the  institution.” 

The  committee  upon  inquiry  into  the  success  of  the  associated  bath-house  for 
female  patients  after  its  operation  for  some  time,  found  that  it  is  not  altogether 
unmixed  with  drawbacks ;  and  in  view  of  the  strong  objections  urged  against 
its  adoption  on  the  male  side  by  Dr.  Sheppard,  they  have  hesitated  to  incur  a 
heavy  expense  in  building  one  for  the  male  department.  They  have  not  finally 
disposed  of  the  question,  and,  in  the  meanwhile,  if  the  engineer  can,  without  a 
very  great  expense,  do  anything  to  ensure  a  better  supply  of  hot  water,  so  that  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  patients  using  the  same  bath-water  can  be  made, 
they  will  gladly  facilitate  the  improvement. 

The  committee  have  not  neglected  the  consideration  of  the  other  topic  sug¬ 
gested  in  the  entry  ;  they  have  already  replied  to  some  of  the  suggestions  and 
remarks  wffiich  have  been  made  on  the  occasion  of  previous  visits,  and  upon  one 
subject  especially  which  has  frequently  received  the  attention  of  the  Visiting 
Commissioners,  the  occupation  of  male  patients  ;  they  quite  agree  with  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  deploring  the  very  small  results  which  are  shown;  they  have  con¬ 
stantly  urged  this  important  subject  on  Dr.  Sheppard,  and  he  as  constantly  has 
assured  them  that,  having  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  patients  who  are  for 
the  most  part  physically  incapable,  he  employs  the  full  proportion  of  those  who 
are  fit  to  work. 

Both  the  superintendents  deprecate  the  appropriation  of  a  separate  wrard  for 
recent  cases,  thinking  that  the  cases  received  present  such  variety  that  the  placing 
them  in  one  ward,  even  for  a  time,  would  involve  great  risk,  and  defy  all  ordinary 
rules  of  classification. 

The  committee  will  again  consider  the  suggestion  of  appointing  a  fourth  attend¬ 
ant  in  B  3  Ward.

1  have  submitted  to  the  board  your  communication  of  the  4th  instant,  relative 
to  the  entry  made  by  two  of  their  number  on  the  occasion  of  an  official  visit  to  the 
Colney  Hatch  Asylum  in  August  last,  together  with  the  papers  which  accom¬ 
panied  it,  and  I  am  directed  to  reply  as  follows  : — 

First.  With  regard  to  the  alleged  inaccuracies  in  the  report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  as  to  the  number  of  patients  who,  on  the  night  preceding  their  visit,  slept 
on  the  floor,  supplied  only  with  quilted  rugs,  the  Visiting  Commissioners  having 
referred  to  their  notes,  which  were  the  result  of  the  most  careful  inquiry  at  the 
time,  have  satisfied  themselves  that  there  is  no  error  in  their  statement,  and  that 
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the  numbers  were,  13  in  the  male,  and  2  in  the  female  division,  viz.,  in  Male  Appendix  (E.) 
Ward  11,  seven  patients  ;  in  Ward  D,  five  patients,  all  in  the  B  division,  and  a 
man  specially  pointed  out  by  the  inspector  in  one  of  the  larger  wards  in  the  A 
division.  The  numbers  in  the  women’s  wards  are  not  disputed. 

Secondly.  As  to  the  length  of  time  during  which  the  bedding  is  withheld,  it  will 
be  sufficient  to  give  the  following  extract  from  notes  made  after  a  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  ward  books,  and  personal  inquiry  from  the  head  attendant : — 

“  A  man  named  Barrance  was  admitted  on  the  13th  of  April  last,  became  de¬ 
structive,  and  was  then  allowed  only  strong  rugs  at  night  for  the  following  periods, 
viz.,  from  the  11th  of  May  to  the  7th  of  June  ;  from  the  12th  of  June  to  the  18th 
of  June  ;  from  the  23rd  of  June  to  the  21st  of  July.  This  patient  died  on  the  25th 
of  July.  A  patient  named  Hallpress  slept  upon  the  floor  for  several  weeks.” 

The  board  therefore  consider  this  part  of  the  question  as  disposed  of ;  but  even 
supposing  the  number  of  patients,  and  the  duration  of  the  periods  for  which  they 
were  deprived  of  proper  bedding,  to  be  as  admitted  by  Dr.  Sheppard,  they  are 
most  strongly  of  opinion  that  this  practice  is  altogether  unnecessary  and  unjusti¬ 
fiable  in  any  case,  and  they  refuse  to  admit  that  the  use  of  such  means  can  be 
considered  as  moral  treatment.  It  can  only  be  regarded  as  a  punishment,  and  one 
of  a  very  harsh  description  ;  and  in  this  light  will  always  be  looked  upon  by  the 
patients  themselves.  If  such  a  system  be  now  recognised  and  sanctioned,  it  can¬ 
not  fail  to  bring  back  all  the  cruel  and  repulsive  measures  formerly  employed  in 
the  treatment  of  the  insane  ;  and  the  board  trust  that  the  committee  will,  on 
consideration,  see  the  propriety  of  at  once  withdrawing  the  permission  given  to 
their  medical  superintendent  to  have  recourse  to  it,  even  for  “  a  limited  time.” 

That  the  practice  is  unnecessary,  is  shown  by  its  not  being  resorted  to  in  any 
other  of  the  English  asylums,  in  several  of  which  the  patients  are  quite  as  violent, 
dirty,  and  destructive  in  their  habits  as  the  worst  at  Colney  Hatch. 

The  Commissioners  must  decline  to  prescribe  the  details  of  treatment  to  be 
adopted  in  such  cases,  which  must  vary  with  the  requirements  of  each  individual. 

They  can  only  recommend  that  the  medical  officers  of  Colney  Hatch  should  inform 
themselves  how  they  are  managed  in  other  institutions. 

With  reference  to  the  custom  of  bathing  several  patients  in  the  same  water,  the 
board  retain  the  opinion  they  expressed  in  a  former  letter,  and  they  consider  the 
practice  a  very  dirty  and  offensive  one.  No  patient  ought  at  any  time  to  be  bathed 
excepting  in  clean  water,  and  adequate  arrangements  for  this  purpose  should  in 
all  cases  be  secured. 

The  Commissioners  recommended  the  erection  of  an  associated  bath-room,  only 
because  the  ward-baths  were  too  few  in  number,  and  could  not  be  increased  without 
heavy  cost,  and  the  sacrifice  of  accommodation  ;  but  it  was  not  at  their  suggestion 
that  any  baths  were  removed  from  the  galleries. 

Associated  bath-rooms  have  not  in  other  asylums  been  found  objectionable  in 
practice,  and  if  such  be  the  case  at  Colney  Hatch,  it  must  be  the  result  of  defective 
arrangements.  There  are,  no  doubt,  in  all  asylums,  a  certain  class  of  patients 
whom  it  is  not  expedient  to  bathe  in  a  general  bath-room,  and  for  the  use  of  these 
one  bath  should  be  retained  in  each  ward. 

Requesting  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  bring  this  letter  under  the  consideration 
of  the  committee  of  visitors  at  the  earliest  opportunity,

Colney  Hatch  Asylum. 


Middlesex,  Hanwell  A.sylum. 

24,  25,  &  26  August  1869. 

During  these  three  days  we  have  gone  over  every  part  of  this 
asylum,  visited  all  the  wards,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  man  and 
two  women,  now  absent  on  trial,  seen  all  their  inmates ;  in  number, 
1,716,  or  617  males  and  1,099  females.  On  the  female  side  there 
are  6  vacant  beds,  and  on  the  male  side  10. 

Since  the  visit  at  the  close  of  last  September,  an  interval  of  11 
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'*  months*  324  patients  have  been  admitted*  142  males  and  182  females; 
156  have  been  discharged*  79  males  and  77  females*  26  of  the  former 
and  60  of  the  latter  being  entered  as  recovered*  and  35  more  male 
patients  having  been  transferred  to  Hayward’s  Heath ;  and  there 
have  been  148  deaths*  64  males  and  84  females.  The  causes  of 
death  among  the  latter  include  no  suicide  or  fatal  casualty*  inquests 
having  been  held  in  four  cases  of  very  infirm  patients,  who  had  died 
respectively  from  accidental  suffocation  in  eating,  from  apoplexy, 
from  disease  of  the  heart  and  from  epilepsy  ;  but  out  of  the  nine  in¬ 
quests  held  on  the  male  side*  five  were  held  on  patients  who  had 
died  suddenly  from  natural  causes,  a  sixth  was  in  a  case  where  such 
causes  had  been  aggravated  by  an  accidental  fracture  of  the  shoulder, 
a  seventh  was  upon  a  patient  brought  in  with  injuries  who  died  six 
days  after  admission,  and  the  eighth  and  ninth*  of  which  all  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  were  detailed  to  our  board,  were  cases  respectively  of 
homicide  and  scalding,  the  verdict  in  the  one  being  manslaughter 
(the  patient  implicated  being  afterwards  tried,  and  sent  to  Broad¬ 
moor),  and  the  verdict  in  the  other  involving  grave  censure  upon  an 
attendant,  who*  in  consequence*  was  dismissed.  For  the  rest  of  the 
deaths*  nearly  50  are  to  be  ascribed  to  general  palsy  and  epilepsy, 
the  same  number  to  phthisis  and  diseases  of  the  lungs*  9  to  disorders 
of  the  heart,  and  19  to  exhaustion  and  senile  decay. 

The  numbers  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards  were  not 
more  than  16  in  the  female  division,  and  11  or  12  among  the  men; 
but  in  both  divisions  the  proportion  to  the  entire  numbers  of  old* 
feeble*  and  hopelessly  demented  cases*  is  unusually  large,  and  has 
impressed  us  very  much  at  this  visit. 

From  the  fact  of  such  numbers  seen  by  us*  who  require  indeed  the 
liberal  diet  and  access  to  proper  airing  courts  which  they  cannot 
receive  in  the  Metropolitan  workhouses,  but  otherwise  less  urgently 
calling  for  the  treatment  which  alone  is  to  be  afforded  in  an  asylum, 
we  revert  to  the  numbers  of  recent  and  curable  cases  now  in  work- 
houses  who  are  most  pressingly  in  want  of  everything  that  an  asylum 
only  can  supply.  From  careful  returns  furnished  to  us  to-day  by 
the  clerk  to  the  asylum,  we  find  that  of  a  total  number  of  927  ap¬ 
plications  for  admissions  made  since  our  colleagues  were  here*  all 
but  100  represented  distinct  individual  cases  ;  and  out  of  those  827 
thus  declared  to  be  unfit  for  detention  in  workhouses,  only  301  have 
had  the  benefit  of  treatment  in  Hanwell.  This  fact,  without  at 
present  inquiring  how  many  of  the  residue  may  have  been  placed 
elsewhere  under  asylum  treatment*  compels  us  very  reluctantly  to 
say,  that  we  should  think  it  a  less  evil  that  a  certain  number  of  the 
most  chronic  and  demented  cases  now  here  should  be  removed  to 
workhouses,  to  make  room  for  an  equal  number  of  recent  and 
curable  cases  at  present  detained  in  workhouses*  than  that  the  ex¬ 
isting  state  of  things  should  be  prolonged.  We  very  earnestly 
suggest,  therefore,  to  the  governing  body  of  the  asylum,  that  to  the 
several  unions  and  workhouses  from  which  applications  for  admission 
of  patients  belonging  to  Middlesex  have  been  made,  notice  should  be 
transmitted  signifying  that  such  exchange  of  patients,  when  desired 
and  practicable*  will  not  be  objected  to. 

Generally,  during  the  time  of  our  visit,  quiet  prevailed  in  both 
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divisions,  and  there  was  absence  of  noise  or  excitement,  even  in  the  Appendix  (E.) 

wards  called  refractory,  but  from  which  it  would,  in  our  opinion,  be - 

very  desirable  to  drop  that  name.  Calling  them  so,  has  a  tendency 
to  help  in  keeping  them  so;  and  while  other  portions  of  the  asylum 
have  been  of  late  years  greatly  improved,  these  and  their  inmates 
appear  to  us,  especially  on  the  male  side,  as  objectionable  as  ever 
they  wTere,  in  the  absence  of  comforts  of  furniture,  and  of  all  en¬ 
livening  influences.  We  thought  the  personal  appearance  and  clothing 
throughout  the  female  division  very  lair;  and  in  making  less  favour¬ 
able  report  in  this  respect  on  the  men’s  side,  it  is  proper  to  remark 
that  in  very  many  cases  the  old  grey  suits  are  now  being  worn  out, 
with  a  view  to  their  early  and  judicious  replacement  by  jackets  and 
waistcoats  of  blue  and  brown  cloth.  As  a  further  improvement,  we 
should  recommend  for  patients  of  dirty  habits,  the  adoption  of  cotton 
cord  trousers,  instead  of  cloth,  the  former  admitting  of  being  more 
readily  washed. 

In  the  female  division  there  has  been  papering  and  painting 
since  the  last  visit,  which  gives  a  more  cheerful  aspect  to  many 
of  the  day-rooms  than  is  observable  in  the  male  division,  which 
will  now,  we  trust,  receive  the  same  advantage.  In  the  better 
wards  there  was  fair  supply  of  books  and  papers,  and  other 
means  of  amusement ;  but  this  should  be  more  general ;  and  with 
reference  more  especially  to  books,  of  which  the  present  circu¬ 
lation  through  the  wards  is  too  limited,  we  must  repeat  that 
we  think  every  ward  should  always  be  furnished  with  a  certain 
number  kept  in  its  own  small  case,  changed  from  time  to  time,  and 
always  accessible  to  those  who  should  be  induced  and  encouraged  to 
resort  to  them.  Other  means  of  recreation  open  to  the  better  sort 
of  patients,  at  which  from  200  to  300  of  both  sexes  are  ordinarily 
assembled,  and  on  special  annual  occasions  as  many  as  500,  appear 
to  be  given  liberally ;  and  have  comprised,  during  the  last  year, 
weekly  dances  during  the  winter  months,  readings,  lectures,  and  tea- 
parties,  and  several  theatrical  representations.  The  want  of  a  larger 
recreation-room,  however,  appears  to  be  much  felt ;  and  as  the  ex¬ 
isting  chapel  which,  holding  only  600  persons,  is  quite  inadequate  to 
the  present  population  for  religious  purposes,  would  adequately 
supply  what  is  required  for  associated  amusements,  we  strongly 
recommend  its  appropriation  to  the  latter,  and  that  a  detached,  and 
more  commodious  chapel  be  built  in  its  place. 

We  must  repeat  a  suggestion  also  formerly  made  by  us  for  in¬ 
creased  day-room  space  in  this  asylum,  which  admits  now  of  being 
more  easily  supplied  by  means  of  the  recent  conversion  of  the 
brewery  into  male  dormitories,  and  of  the  proposed  additions  of 
single  sleeping-rooms  on  the  female  side.  The  experience  of  our 
present  visit  induces  us  most  earnestly  to  recommend,  that  only 
the  upper  floor  portions  of  this  additional  space  for  the  men  should 
be  employed  to  relieve  the  existing  overcrowded  dormitories  in  that 
division,  and  the  ground-floor  should  be  used  as  a  day-room  ;  while 
on  the  female  side,  we  find  upon  inquiry  that  it  would  be  quite 
practicable,  in  connection  with  the  new  building  in  course  of  erec¬ 
tion,  to  convert  a  dormitory  now  containing  17.  beds  into  a  day- 
room  for  No.  21  ward,  which  then  might  be  appropriated  as  a  visiting- 
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Appendix(E.)  room  exclusively.  At  present  it  is  so  used  every  Tuesday  and 

-  Friday,  when,  in  addition  to  the  86  ordinary  occupants  of  the 

day-room  of  No.  18,  the  latter  has  to  be  crowded,  as  we  saw  it  on 
the  first  dav  of  our  visit,  with  the  51  patients  who  use  the  day-room 
of  No.  21. 

By  adoption  of  this  suggestion,  one  of  the  greatest  evils  from 
which  this  asylum  now  suffers,  in  the  over-crowding  of  both  its  day- 
rooms  and  its  dormitories,  would  at  once  to  a  considerable  extent  be 
relieved  ;  whereas  any  attempt  to  apply  the  additional  accommoda¬ 
tion  to  any  additional  number  of  patients,  would  be  to  leave  this 
grave  defect  unremedied  in  the  dormitories,  and  rendered  still  more 
intolerable  in  the  day-rooms. 

We  notice  with  pleasure  the  excellent  new  blocks  of  water-closets 
added  since  the  last  visit  to  the  laundry  ward,  and  to  wards  2,  12, 
and  17,  on  the  female  side;  and  we  learn  that  similar  blocks  are 
proposed  to  be  built  for  wards  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  13,  on  the  same  side. 
This  is  a  matter  of  so  much  importance,  and  the  provision  remains 
still  so  inadequate  in  both  divisions,  that,  as  the  result  of  the  exami¬ 
nation  made  by  us  at  this  visit,  we  suggest  the  absolute  necessity  of 
supplying  additional  water-closets  to  wards  1,  4,  and  21 ;  9,  10,  14, 
15,  and  23,  on  the  female  side;  and  on  the  men’s  side,  to  wards  1, 
Ia,  2,  4,  5,  6,  7,  9,  and  15.  The  present  average  is  one  closet  to 
from  20  to  25  patients ;  and  there  are  wards  containing  respectively 
61,  52,  68,  56,  54,  and  65  inmates,  having  only  two  closets  each. 

Adverting  now  to  matters  brought  under  notice  by  our  colleagues 
in  September  last,  we  have  to  state  that  no  attempt  has  since  then 
been  made  to  replace  by  wood  any  of  the  flagged  or  bricked  floors, 
even  in  the  infirmaries ;  that  the  basement  dormitories  continue  to 
be  unprotected  by  the  presence  of  attendants  at  night,  no  bed-rooms 
being  provided  for  them ;  that  a  dressing-room  with  fire-place  is 
still  required  for  the  women’s  general  bath-room  ;  that  an  airing- 
court  used  by  the  worst  patients  in  each  division  is  still  without 
sun-shade ;  that  the  asylum  continues  to  be  unprovided  with  a 
detached  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  ;  and  that  notwithstanding 
the  great  increase  of  the  duties  of  the  female  department,  attention 
has  not  been  given  to  the  suggestion,  frequently  and  urgently  made, 
for  appointment  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  on  the  female 
side.  Such  an  appointment  (which  we  once  more  most  pressingly 
suggest,  as  not  more  required  for  the  proper  care  of  the  patients 
than  for  the  due  filling  up  of  the  medical  records)  would  also  supply 
service  of  a  superior  because  permanent  kind,  at  a  cost  little  if  at 
all  greater  than  is  now  necessarily  paid  for  occasional  and  tempo¬ 
rary  service. 

There  is  one  more  suggestion  by  our  colleagues  which  we  think 
of  the  greatest  moment,  and  as  to  which  nothing  seems  to  have  been 
done,  namely,  the  appointment  of  an  additional  special  night- 
attendant  to  each  infirmary.  Repeating  this  recommendation 
strongly,  we  also  think  that  additions  are  required  to  the  number 
of  attendants  in  both  divisions,  for  though,  as  the  numbers  are  now 
given,  there  seems  to  be  a  not  unfair  average,  a  deduction  of  from 
12  to  14  has  to  be  made  for  those  who  are  daily  absent  on  necessary 
holidays  or  other  occasions,  and  for  these  latter  corresponding  in¬ 
crease 
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crease  should  be  made.  Nor  can  we  advert  to  this  without  the  ex-  Appendix  (e.) 
pression  of  a  hope  that  favourable  consideration  may  be  given  by 
the  committee  to  the  claims  of  this  important  class  of  officers  for 
better  accommodation  in  the  way  of  apartments  (those  for  the  most 
part  now  in  occupation  by  them  being  small,  ill  ventilated,  and 
unfurnished  either  with  fire-places  or  gas),  and,  in  the  case  of  the 
head  female  nurses,  and  of  all  the  ordinary  male  attendants,  for  a 
somewhat  higher  rate  of  wages. 

As  to  the  ordinary  subjects  of  statutory  inquiry,  there  is  not 
much  calling  for  special  report.  The  records  of  employment  show 
that,  deducting  the  205  women  and  78  men  who  scrub  and  clean 
the  wards,  there  are  only  350  of  the  1,099  female  patients,  and  only 
144  of  the  617  male  patients,  who  are  usefully  and  regularly  occu¬ 
pied;  of  the  former  216  doing  needlework,  and  135  working  in  the 
laundry  and  kitchen  offices ;  while,  of  the  men,  80  are  in  the  work¬ 
shops,  and  64  work  in  the  farm  and  garden  or  grounds.  It  is  much 
to  be  desired  that  these  numbers  should  be  enlarged  ;  but,  in  judging 
of  them,  the  unfavourable  character  of  the  patients  generally  has  to 
be  considered ;  and,  in  view  of  the  latter  fact,  we  think  the  returns 
of  seclusions  comparatively  small.  Among  the  men  there  have  been 
since  the  last  visit  42  instances  applicable  to  26  patients,  the  average 
being  an  hour  and  a  half ;  while  among  the  women  there  have  been 
59  instances  applied  to  31  patients,  the  average  duration  of  each 
being  two  hours  and  a  half.  There  has  been  no  restraint  in  the 
male  division,  and  in  the  female  division  there  has  been  only  one 
case ;  a  patient  of  destructive  and  suicidal  propensities,  having  had 
herhands  restrained  in  locked  leather  gloves  during  five  nights. 

The  medical  records  further  show  that  the  numbers  now  entered 
as  sick,  comprise  118  women  and  54  men. 

We  have  finally  on  this  occasion  to  make  the  subjoined  additional 
suggestions  to  those,  which  we  also  desire  to  repeat,  that  were  made 
at  the  last  visit. 

1.  That  the  airing-courts  for  the  worst  patients  of  both  sexes 
should  be  enlarged,  and  planted  with  shrubs  and  flowers ;  and  that  a 
summer-house  be  constructed  in  the  centre  of  that  for  the  men. 

2.  That  sun-lights  be  placed  in  the  roof  of  the  male  dormitory. 

No.  16. 

3.  That  the  sink  in  the  male  infirmary  be  removed,  or  enlarged, 
and  properly  lighted  and  ventilated. 

4.  That  earthenware  mugs  for  dinner,  and  basins  for  tea,  be 
substituted  for  those  of  tin,  now  generally  in  use. 

5.  That  blinds  or  curtains  be  put  to  all  dormitory  windows. 

6.  That  linoleum  or  matting  be  laid  on  all  the  corridor  floors. 

7.  That  all  small  windows  in  single  rooms  be  enlarged,  and  made 
to  open  freely. 

Of  the  generally  efficient,  most  zealous,  and  very  able  discharge, 
by  Dr.  Begley  and  Dr,  Lindsay  respectively,  of  the  arduous  duties 
of  their  departments  in  this  asylum,  where  the  responsibilities  are  so 
great  and  so  increasing,  we  entertain  no  doubt  whatever.

We  have,  in  the  course  of  yesterday  and  this  day,  visited  the 
asylum,  inspected  all  its  wards,  offices,  workshops,  and  premises, 
including  the  three  cottages  and  farm,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
one  man,  who  escaped  within  the  last  fortnight,  and  whose  name 
still  remains  on  the  books,  have  seen  all  the  patients.

One  man  died  from  fracture  of  a  cervical  vertebra,  occasioned  by 
an  accidental  fall  from  a  loft,  the  particulars  of  which  formed  the 
subject  of  correspondence  with  our  Board.  The  other  deaths  were 
all  from  ordinary  causes. 

In  the  case  of  the  man  last  referred  to,  and  in  those  of  one  male 
and  three  female  patients  who  died  from  suffocation  in  epileptic  fits, 
inquests  were  duly  held. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  good ;  the  patients 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  only  11  in  the  male, 
and  18  in  the  female  division.

The  attendance  at  Divine  service  m  the  chapel,  which  is  of 
dimensions  quite  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  institution,  in¬ 
cludes  on  Sundays,  104  male  and  108  female  patients  5  and  on  week 
days,  53  of  the  male  and  63  of  the  female  sex. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  which  is  fully  entered  up,  since 
the  last  \  isit,  45  male  and  27  female  patients  have  been  secluded, 
for  reasons  duly  recorded,  the  former  altogether  on  104,  and  the 

latter 
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latter  on  37  occasions.  The  duration  of  the  seclusion  in  four-fifths  Appendix  (E) 
of  the  former  cases,  and  nearly  all  of  the  latter,  did  not  exceed  two  — — 

hours. 

With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  noisy  women  of  the  worst 
class,  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  at  the  times  of  our  visits,  were 
quiet  and  orderly. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  female  patients  generally  was  very 
satisfactory.  The  clothing  of  several  of  the  male  patients  in  wards 
5  and  6,  was  old,  tattejed,  and  untidy,  and  ought  to  be  disused,  and 
kept  in  a  better  state.  As  respects  the  personal  condition  of’  the 
male  patients  with  the  above  exception,  we  have  to  report  very 
favourably  as  heretofore. 

No  patients  made  any  complaints  on  the  score  of  treatment, 
although  many,  as  usual,  appealed  to  us  for  liberation. 

We  found  the  wards  and  rooms,  and  the  beds  and  bedding 
throughout  the  asylum,  in  creditable  order,  and  the  atmosphere 
everywhere  was  untainted. 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  inmates  of  the  three  cottages 
and  farm  house,  which  are  now  fully  occupied,  is  of  a  very  homely 
and  comfortable  description. 

In  the  principal  cottage,  formerly  known  as  “  Glangavenny 
House, r  23  male  patients  reside ;  and  in  Prospect  and  Skirrid 
Cottages  respectively,  11  and  17  female  patients.  In  the  first- 
named  cottage  all  the  domestic  work,  including  the  cooking,  is  done 
by  the  two  male  attendants,  assisted  by  patients. 

At  the  farm-house  are  12  male  patients. 

Since  the  last  visit,  additional  easy  chairs  have  been  placed  in 
some  of  the  wards. 

The  want  of  handrails  to  the  staircases,  which  are  steep  and 
dangerous,  is  a  defect  calling  for  special  attention. 

In  the  existing  circumstances  of  the  asylum,  and  the  pending 
questions  of  dissolution  and  reconstruction  of  union  between  the 
several  counties,  we  have  only  to  add  to  the  observations  in  our  last 
Report  the  expression  of  a  hope,  that  no  further  delay  will  take 
place  in  bringing  the  necessary  arrangements  to  a  satisfactory  con¬ 
clusion. 

Hr.  McCullough  continues  to  devote  his  best  energies  to  the 
discharge  of  his  responsible  duties,  as  superintendent,  in  which  he 
is  ably  assisted  by  Hr.  Chapman. 


Norfolk  County  Asylum. 

18  March  1869. 

Upon  our  visit,  this  day,  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  including  the  workshops  and  offices,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  one  man  and  two  women,  absent  on  trial,  have 
seen  all  the  patients.

The  vacant  beds  at  present  are  in  number  14  on  the  male  side, 
and  two  on  the  female. 

To  the  former  may  be  added  10  beds  now  occupied  by  the 
Norwich  and  Yarmouth  patients,  who  are  in  the  asylum  only  on 
sufferance. 

Several  of  the  female  dormitories  are  overcrowded,  an  inconve¬ 
nience  which  will  be  effectually  remedied  upon  the  completion  of 
the  new  building  for  52  women,  which  will,  it  is  expected,  be 
ready  for  occupation  in  September  next. 

The  ordinary  weekty  charge  is  8  s.  6d . ;  that  for  the  Norwich  and 
Yarmouth  patients,  14.9. 

The  staff  of  attendants,  who  appear  to  be  efficient  and  kindly  in 
their  manner  towards  the  patients,  is  as  follows  : — 

In  each  of  the  six  wards  on  the  male  side  there  are  two  attend¬ 
ants;  of  the  two  in  No.  1,  wherein  the  patients  are  for  the  most 
part  of  the  working  class,  one  is  constantly  in  the  ward,  and  the 
other  has  charge  of  the  patients  engaged  in  gardening,  husbandry. 

On  the  female  side  there  are  a  head  attendant  and  13  ordinary 
attendants,  viz.,  two  in  each  of  the  six  wards,  and  a  third  in  No.  4, 
containing  about  40  patients,  helpless,  or  requiring  special  super¬ 
vision. 

There  are  also  two  laundry  maids,  who  have  under  their  charge 
22  patients. 

In  each  division  also  there  is  a  night  attendant,  the  results  of 
whose  services  is  very  satisfactory,  as  appears  by  the  fact  that  the 
night  before  our  visit  the  patients  who  wet  their  beds  were  only 
four  in  the  male  division  and  three  in  the  female. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  good,  the  patients  last 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  nine  in  the  male  and 
22  in  the  female  division,  several  only  suffering  from  influenza. 

According  to  the  latest  ward  returns,  84  male  and  126  female 
patients  are  usefully  employed ;  of  the  former,  28  in  the  gardens 
and  on  the  farm,  and  18  in  the  workshops;  and  of  the  latter,  71  in 
needlework  and  knitting,  22  in  the  laundry,  and  seven  in  the 
kitchen.

There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  more  than  one  instance  of 
seclusion,  and  that  in  the  case  of  a  violent  female  epileptic  on  one 
occasion. 

TV  e  have  to  report  most  favourably,  as  upon  previous  visits,  of 
the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  as  to  clothing 
and  otherwise,  and  their  demeanour.  No  one  was  excited,  and  they 
presented  generally  an  aspect  of  comfort  and  content. 

We  saw  321  patients  (147  men  and  174  women)  assembled  in  the 
Hall  at  dinner,  which  consisted  of  excellent  beef,  potatoes,  and  rice, 
bread  and  beer,  and  was  comfortably  served.  Their  demeanour  was 
most  orderly. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout,  and  the  several  day-rooms  and 
dormitories,  beds  and  bedding,  clean  and  in  most  creditable  order. 
Every  means  are  taken,  by  good  furniture,  simple  decorations,  and 
objects  of  interest,  to  render  the  rooms  and  galleries  cheerful  and 
comfortable  in  aspect. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to 
report  the  papering  or  colouring  and  painting  of  the  walls  of  female 
wards.  Nos.  5  and  6,  and  of  the  large  dormitory  in  the  former. 

Straw  beds  are  in  course  of  being  rapidly  disused,  and  replaced 
by  hair  matresses,  two  male  patients  being  constantly  employed  in 
making  the  latter. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  giving  every  female  patient  a 
fresh  bath. 

We  have  been  gratified  by  our  visit,  and  by  the  evidence  afforded 
of  the  active  management  of  the  asylum  by  Dr.  Hills,  and  of  his 
kind  and  judicious  treatment  of  the  patients,  in  which  he  is 
efficiently  assisted  by  Dr.  Taynton. 


Northumberland  County  Asylum. 

9  March  1869. 

We  have  gone  over  the  whole  of  this  asylum  to-day,  and  derived 
from  our  visit  a  very  favourable  impression  as  to  the  character  of 
its  management  and  the  condition  of  its  inmates.  The  exceptions 
to  the  quiet  and  orderly  demeanour  of  all  classes  of  the  patients 
were  few,  and  arising  chiefly  from  causes  connected  with  our  visit. 
The  clothing  generally  we  also  thought  extremely  good ;  such  ex¬ 
ceptions  as  were  observable  in  this  respect  being  attributable  to  a 
deficiency  in  the  laundry  arrangements,  which  remain  as  they  were 
when  provision  had  to  be  made  for  only  two-thirds  of  the  present 
0.94*  numbers. 
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Appendix  (E.)  numbers.  It  is  so  manifestly  necessary  that  the  wash-house  should 
— -  be  extended,  and  that  the  recent  new  buildings  should  be  made  to 

assimilate  in  both  divisions  by  a  range  of  sorting  and  store-rooms 
for  females  engaged  in  the  laundry  corresponding  to  that  which  has 
beenadded  for  males  employed  at  the  workshops,  that  we  again  very 
urgently  repeat  the  recommendation  to  this  effect  made  at  the  last 
visit. 

With  this  comparatively  slight  addition,  nothing  could  be  more 
satisfactory,  in  its  construction  and  homely  domestic  character,  than 
the  new  recent  accommodation.  And  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired 
that  no  more  time  should  be  lost  in  finishing  and  furnishing  all  the 
rooms.  One  of  the  new  dining-halls  was  brought  into  use  at 
Christmas ;  and  the  advantage  of  withdrawing  to  many  dining- 
tables  from  the  ordinary  day-rooms  and  galleries,  was  very  notice¬ 
able  in  the  greatly  increased  order,  cleanliness,  cheerfulness,  and 
comfort  of  the  wards.  We  saw  an  excellent  dinner  of  meat  pie 
very  neatly  served  in  this  dining-hall,  during  our  visit,  to  about 
70  female  patients,  whose  conduct  was  most  orderly,  as  the  ge¬ 
neral  neatness  of  their  personal  appearance  was  creditable  to 
the  nurses  having  charge  of  them.  In  another  month  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  corresponding  male  dining-room  will  be  brought  into 
use ;  and,  if  as  early  as  may  be  in  any  manner  practicable,  the  new 
dormitory  should  be  got  ready  for  occupation,  it  would,  in  our 
opinion,  considering  the  now  pressing  want  in  both  the  southern  and 
northern  counties  for  increased  asylum  accommodation,  be  the  wisest 
and  most  economical  step  that  the  committee  of  visitors  could  take, 
in  the  interest  of  the  ratepayers,  as  well  as  for  the  advantage  and 
welfare  of  the  asylum.  We  ought  to  add  that,  in  passing  through 
the  new  parts  of  the  building  to-day,  the  propriety  and  desirability 
were  further  impressed  upon  us  of  giving  practical  effect,  before 
they  are  brought  into  use,  to  the  suggestions  made  by  the  last  Commis¬ 
sioners  who  visited.  Additional  fire-places  are  essential  in  the  large 
dormitories,  which  should  also,  by  dwarf  partitions,  be  divided  into 
compartments. 

We  think  it  also  important  that  a  recommendation  then  made  for 
enlargement  of  the  dark,  confined  sculleries  in  No.  2  wards,  in  both 
divisions,  should  at  once  be  carried  out. 

In  the  way  of  additional  suggestions,  we  have  to  add,  as  the  result 
of  our  present  visit,  that  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  in  No.  3 
female  ward,  containing  34  patients  of  a  most  unfavourable  class, 
there  should  never  be  fewer  than  three  permanent  nurses.  At 
present,  though  nearly  all  these  patients  have  to  be  washed  and 
dressed  daily,  there  are  only  two.  In  the  same  ward,  too,  some  ob¬ 
jects  of  interest  should  be  placed ;  and  here,  as  in  the  dormitories 
generally  throughout  the  building,  it  would  be  well  to  put  additional 
wash-stands.  We  recommend,  further,  that  some  protection  from 
the  sun,  sufficient  for  a  considerable  number,  should  be  constructed 
in  the  female  airing-court  of  No  2,  which  is  used  by  sick  and  infirm 
patients,  and  that  in  the  new  male  dining-room,  as  well  as  in  No.  2 
ward  in  the  male  division,  bagatelle-boards  should  be  supplied. 

Since  our  colleagues  visited  on  the  31st  January  1868,  63  males 
and  48  females  have  been  admitted ;  111  patients  altogether.  In 
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the  same  interval  53  have  been  discharged,  26  males  and  27  females*  APPend*x  (&) 
of  whom  24  of  each  sex  were  recovered  ;  and  there  have  been  41 
deaths,  all  from  ordinary  causes,  the  principal  having  been  general 
paralysis  and  epilepsy  ;  phthisis,  and  other  lung  disorders ;  apo¬ 
plexy,  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain;  exhaustion  after  mania,  and 
senile  decay.  There  were  two  inquests  on  women  who  had  died 
suddenly  from  epilepsy,  and  an  inquest  was  also  held  on  a  man,  the 
cause  of  whose  death  was  diseased  heart  and  lungs.  The  health  of 
the  asylum  at  present  is  exceptionally  good.  Seven  males  and  10 
females  are  entered  as  taking  medicine,  but  no  patient  of  either 
division  was  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards.  The  numbers 
in  the  asylum  are  306  ;  155  in  the  male  division,  and  151  in  the 
female  division  ;  and  of  these  there  are  24  of  both  sexes  belonging 
to  other  counties,  at  a  charge  of  14  s.  a  week  ;  the  weekly  charge 
of  this  asylum  for  its  own  patients  being  9  s.  4  d.  The  new  accom¬ 
modation  to  which  wTe  have  referred,  when  added  to  that  already  in 
use,  would  supply  430  beds,  so  that  when  this  is  completed  upwards 
of  100  beds  will  be  available  for  out-county  patients.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  for  employ  men  f,  and  the  numbers  engaged,  are  much  the 
same  as  formerly  ;  but  the  completion  of  the  new  workshops  has 
placed  the  working  men  and  the  chances  of  increasing  them  under  more 
favourable  conditions  as  to  various  trades.  In  the  domestic  offices 
there  are  nearly  30  men,  and  between  30  and  40  work  on  the  garden 
and  farm,  several  portions  of  the  land  (of  which  there  are  99  acres 
altogether,  64  being  in  cultivation  profitably)  having  been  recently 
reclaimed  by  their  labour.  Of  the  women,  57  are  regularly  em¬ 
ployed  in  needle-work,  and  32  in  the  laundry  and  kitchen.  These 
numbers  indicate  also,  as  usual,  the  average  numbers  who  attend 
chapel,  and  who  take  part  in  the  associated  entertainments.  These 
are  given  weekly  in  the  very  cheerful  recreation  hall,  used  at  other 
times  as  a  female  work-room,  in  which  we  saw  between  40  and  50 
engaged  to-day.  Of  both  sexes  136  attend  chapel  on  Sundays,  and 
104  on  week  days,  while  nearly  90  are  only  present  at  the  weekly 
amusements ;  numbers  which  we  hope  it  will  be  found  practicable, 
gradually,  and  even  greatly,  to  increase. 

As  to  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry  we  have  only  now  to 
add  that,  since  our  colleagues  were  here,  24  men  and  29  women  have 
been  secluded  somewhat  frequently,  but  there  has  been  no  restraint. 

Mr.  Wilson  accompanied  us  through  the  wards,  and  showed,  as 
usual,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  the  patients,  and  much  interest 
in  their  welfare.

According  to  the  ward  returns  the  chapel  attendance  on  Sunday 
is  nearly  70  on  the  male  side,  and  100  on  the  female,  and  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  about  50  and  40  respectively. 

The  patients  usefully  employed  are  84  in  the  male,  and  92  in  the 
female  division.  Of  the  former  15  work  on  the  land,  and  9  at 
trades,  including  carpentering  ;  and  of  the  latter  30  are  engaged 
in  needlework  and  knitting,  36  in  the  laundry  department,  and  6 
in  the  kitchen.  All  the  clothes  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are 
made  in  the  asylum.  The  shoes  are  not,  at  present,  either  made  or 
repaired  therein. 

The  staff  of  attendants  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  increased  by 
1  on  the  female  side,  the  numbers  in  the  male  and  female  divisions 
being  now  respectively  9  and  10.  The  average  proportion  of 
attendants  to  patients  is  still  below  that  in  other  asylums.  There  is 
also  a  night  attendant  on  each  side. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were  free  from  ex¬ 
citement 
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citement,  and  none  of  whom  made  any  complaints,  a  state  of  things  Appendix  (E.) 
which  we  think  very  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

The  several  wards  and  rooms,  and  the  beds  and  bedding  through- 
out,  were  very  clean,  and  in  the  best  order.  The  atmosphere  in  all 
parts  was  untainted. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  is  at  present  9  s.  The  land, 
the  property  of  the  asylum,  is  22  acres  in  extent,  of  which  about 
12  are  cultivated  as  kitchen-garden,  or  otherwise  by  spade  labour. 

In  reference  to  the  latter  we  have  to  report  that,  since  the  last  visit, 
a  system  of  distribution  and  utilization  of  the  sewage  has  been  in¬ 
troduced  and  successfully  carried  out. 

The  arrangements  for  exercise  and  recreation  continue  as  pre¬ 
viously  reported.  The  question  of  providing  a  recreation-room, 
much  needed,  has  been  for  the  present  postponed. 

One  material  improvement  since  the  last  visit  has  been  the  disuse 
of  the  basement  of  the  female  division  of  the  main  building  (Ho.  1) 
as  a  ward  for  refractory  patients  and  others  of  the  worst  class,  of 
whom  as  many  as  36  were  formerly  congregated  therein.  It  is  now 
appropriated  to  18  aged,  infirm,  or  idiotic  patients.  The  day- 
room  lias  been  boarded  and  converted  into  a  12-bedded  dormitory, 
and  the  old  small  dormitory  now  forms  a  comfortable  day-room. 

The  refractory  patients,  who  formerly  occupied  this  ward,  have 
been  distributed  ;  one  half  of  them  (the  most  excitable)  being  re¬ 
moved  to  the  detached  building,  the  first  floor  of  which  has  been 
converted  into  a  new  ward.  Ho.  6,  for  36  patients,  under  the  charge 
of  two  nurses.  The  additional  nurse  above  mentioned  has  been 
placed  in  the  ground-floor  ward,  Ho.  5,  wherein  there  are  now  three 


nurses. 

We  suggest,  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors, 
the  removal,  to  another  position,  of  the  lavatory  and  bath-room  in 
the  new  ward,  Ho.  6,  and,  by  means  of  an  open  archway,  adding  the 
space  to  the  corridor,  which  is  at  present  dark  and  gloomy. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  the  day  before  our  visit,  an 
orderTvas  given  for  painting  the  lower  portion  of  the  walls  of  all 
the  corridors  of  the  main  building. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  noticed  that  in  very  few  of  the 
bath-rooms  were  hung  up  the  printed  regulations,  and  that  in  none 
were  there  any  thermometers.  The  latter  should  be  at  once  sup¬ 
plied,  and  their  invariable  use,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  temperature 
of  the  water,  required,  and  so  expressed  by  the  addition  of  the 
necessary  words  to  the  Regulation  on  the  subject. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  female  division  of  the  main  building 
has  been  obviated  "by  the  removal  of  about  20  patients  to  the  de¬ 
tached  wing. 

'there  is  much  available  vacant  accommodation  in  both  divisions 
of  the  asylum,  and  provision  might  be  made  for  utilising  and  fur¬ 
nishing  the  unoccupied  space  for  the  sleeping  of  nearly  50  additional 
patients  of  each  sex. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  observed  that  recently  a  considerable  number 
of  harmless  chronic,  or  imbecile  and  incurable  cases,  have  been  re¬ 
moved,  experimentally,  to  their  respective  union  workhouses.  For 
that  purpose  52  patients  were  selected  by  I3i.  Still,  of  whom  46 
0.94.  R  2  have 
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have  already  gone.  One  has  been  declined  by  the  guardians  of  her 
union,  and  the  remaining  5  will  shortly  go.  The  course  adopted 
was  to  discharge  the  patients  on  a  month  or  two  months’  trial.  Of 
those  so  discharged  11  have  been  sent  back,  and  11  are  still  on 
trial. 

Mr.  Stanger,  who  has  retired  with  a  view  to  general  practice, 
has  been  succeeded,  as  assistant  medical  officer,  by  Mr.  Henry 
Clifford  Gill,  who  is  about  very  shortly  to  enter  upon  his  duties. 

The  satisfactory  condition  of  the  asylum  continues  to  reflect 
much  credit  upon  Dr.  Stiff’s  management  and  superintendence. 


Oxford  and  Berks  County  Asylum. 


24  May  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  women,  absent 
on  trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  report  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients, 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  27th  June  last,  and  their  present 
numbers : —

In  the  case  of  one  female  patient,  an  epileptic,  who  was  found 
dead  in  a  single  room,  and  wherein  an  inquest  was  held,  the  deaths 
were  from  ordinary  causes,  the  principal  being — general  paralysis,  7  ; 
ordinary  paralysis,  14  ;  phthisis,  7  ;  and  senile  decay,  9. 

The  patients  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  were  13 
in  the  male  division,  and  48  in  the  female.  We  found  in  bed  12 
men  and  11  women. 

As  respects  bedridden  patients,  liable  to  suffer  from  bed-sores, 
we  have  suggested  to  Dr.  Sankey  the  use  of  water-cushions. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  two  male 
and  three  female  patients  have  been  placed  in  seclusion,  altogether 
on  eight  occasions.  The  only  cases  wherein  mechanical  restraint 
has  been  employed  in  any  form  have  been  those  of  a  male  paralytic, 
confined  for  his  protection  to  a  chair  during  the  day,  and  of  another 
male  patient  prevented  by  gloves  from  picking  his  face,  a  habit  to 
which  he  had  become  inveterately  addicted. 
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The  ward  returns  relative  to  employment  show  the  following  Appendix  (E.)

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  present  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  were  free  from  excite¬ 
ment,  and,  with  very  few  exceptions  among  the  women,  quiet  and 
orderly. 

The  clothing  of  the  female  patients  admits  of  improvement,  as  to 
variety  of  colour  and  material,  and  the  disuse  of  special  strong 
dresses,  of  which  we  noticed  a  considerable  number. 

All  the  clothes  are  made  in  the  asylum,  but  only  a  j>ortion  of  the 
shoes.-  We  suggest  that  a  larger  number  of  men  be  instructed  in 


shoemaking. 

Since  the  last  visit,  an  addition  of  one  in  each  division  has  been 
made  to  the  staff  of  ordinary  attendants,  who  are  now  15  in  number 
in  the  respective  divisions.  One  of  the  male  attendants,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  a  recent  arrangement,  is  employed  during  the  day  in  the 
shoemaker’s  shop. 

There  are  two  night  attendants  on  each  side,  and  in  the  female 
division  there  are  two  kitchen  and  five  laundry  maids.  One  of  the 
female  attendants  was  to-day  absent,  leaving  as  many  as  41  patients 
in  the  reception  ward,  under  the  charge  of  only  two  attendants. 
We  are  of  opinion,  with  our  colleagues,  that  an  additional  super¬ 
numerary  nurse  is  required. 

In  reference  to  the  bathing  arrangements,  we  find  that,  as  a  rule, 
two,  and  in  some  cases  three,  patients  are  bathed  in  the  same  water  ; 
the  supply  of  water  being  quite  sufficient,  by  a  proper  system,  to 
admit  of  every  patient  having  a  fresh  bath.  We  desire  to  draw  the 
special  attention  of  the  visitors  to  the  subject. 

The  handles  of  the  hot  water  taps  are  no  longer  accessible  to  the 

patients. 
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The  bath-room  and  lavatory  in  the  male  reception  ward  has  been 
improved,  since  the  last  visit,  by  an  alteration  of  the  approach  to  the 
adjoining  watercloset,  which  was  previously  from  the  bath-room. 

In  connexion  with  the  personal  condition  of  the  male  patients,  we 
recommend  that,  in  all  cases,  their  shirts  be  changed  twice  a  week. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  general  cleanliness  and 
good  order  of  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding.  With 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  single  rooms,  in  which,  from  accidental 
causes,  there  was  an  unpleasant  odour,  the  ventilation  was  good  and 
the  atmosphere  untainted. 

As  respects  the  arrangements  for  out- door  exercise,  we  learn  that 
very  few  patients  walk  beyond  the  asylum  grounds,  and  we  suggest 
that  proper  provision  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

W  e  desire  again  to  press  upon  the  committee  of  visitors  the  urgent 
want  which  exists  of  a  general  recreation  hail,  and  of  a  chapel  of 
suitable  character  and  adequate  dimensions. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  as  follows : — 

1.  No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  for  lowering  and  enlarging 
the  ward  windows,  which  we  are  strongly  of  opinion  should  be  done 
without  further  delay. 

2.  There  is  still,  as  noticed  at  previous  visits,  a  great  deficiency 
of  furniture  of  a  domestic  character,  such  as  small  tables,  cushioned 
settees,  and  chairs,  and  of  simple  decorations  and  objects  of  interest 
aud  amusement.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  illustrated  and 
amusing  periodicals  and  other  publications  are  now  circulated  regu- 
larlv  through  all  the  wards. 

For  the  further  improvement  of  the  aspect  and  comfort  of  the 
wards,  which  are  now  cheerless,  we  recommend  the  papering  of  the 
upper  parts  of  the  walls,  commencing  with  the  day-rooms. 

We  also  suggest  the  introduction  of  seats  in  the  dormitories  and 
bed-rooms  generally. 

O  4/ 

We  further  strongly  recommend  the  improvement  of  the  wards  by 
bed-side  carpets,  and  carpeting  or  linoleum,  or  other  matting,  in  the 
day-rooms  and  corridors. 

3.  The  gas  works  have  been  erected,  and  are  in  satisfactory 
operation.  We  noticed  in  the  dormitories  a  very  objectionable 
arrangement  as  respects  the  gas-light  brackets  from  the  wall,  which 
might  afford  means  of  suspension.  We  suggest  their  immediate 
removal,  and  the  placing  the  lights  under  the  ceiling  in  the  nature 
of  sun-lights,  and  with  funnels  and  communication  with  the  exterior, 
so  as  to  promote  ventilation. 

4.  Hand-rails  are  still  wanting  to  some  staircases. 

5.  The  old  fire-guards  noticed  have  not  been  replaced  by  fenders, 
as  suggested. 

6.  The  recommendation  of  the  planting  of  the  south-eastern  airing- 
courts  has  been  only  very  partially  carried  out ;  and  those  courts 
which  should  be  planted  with  forest  trees  and  laid  out  in  flower  beds, 
contrast  very  unfavourably  with  the  front  grounds,  which  are  laid  out 
and  kept  in  the  best  manner,  and  form  excellent  places  of  recreation. 

Nearly  all  the  patients  of  the  worst  class  are  taken  into  the  front 
grounds,  in  common  with  others,  for  an  hour  and  a  half  every 
evening. 

We 
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We  have  to  report,  amongst  the  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  Appendix  (E.) 

the  enlargement  of  the  scullery,  and  the  provision  thereby  made  for  - 

cooking  in  a  range  of  boilers  heated  by  steam. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  last  report, 
the  dietary  (we  are  glad  to  state)  has  been  revised  and  improved  by 
the  allowance  weekly  of  three  ounces  more  of  meat,  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  quantity  of  four  ounces  of  bread,  and  the  substitution  for  suet 
pudding,  on  one  of  the  two  days,  of  currant  dumpling,  and  on  the 
other  of  pea  and  vegetable  soup.  Potatoes  also  are  now  added  to 
the  meat  pie  and  pudding  twice  a  week,  and  more  butter  is  allowed, 
very  little  dripping  being  in  use,  as  before,  in  lieu  of  butter. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  has  been,  during  the  last 
three  quarters,  reduced  from  9s.  §d.  to  9s.  6d. 

The  Oxfordshire  and  Berks  pauper  lunatics  in  other  asylums 
are  distributed,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  at  Stone,  Worcester, 
Charminster,  and  Fisherton. 

Mr.  Marsh  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  appointed  assistant 
medical  officer. 

We  have  only,  in  conclusion,  to  express  the  satisfaction  which  we 
have  derived  from  our  visit  to  the  asylum,  the  condition  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  which  reflect  much  credit  upon  Dr.  Sankey  as  superin¬ 
tendent. 


Salop  and  Montgomery  Asylum. 

14  September  1869. 

Yesterday  afternoon  and  this  morning  we  have  gone  over  every 
part  of  this  asylum,  and  seen  all  the  patients.  In  both  divisions  they 
were  in  a  marked  degree  free  from  excitement,  and  the  influence 
Avas  observable  everywhere  of  the  generally  excellent  provision  now 
made  for  their  comfort  and  proper  care.  There  is,  unhappily,  a  large 
proportion  of  sick,  infirm,  and  unfavourable  cases ;  and  Ave  have  to 
speak  with  the  highest  praise  of  the  infirmary  accommodation.  Too 
often  neglected  in  asylums,  in  so  far  as  matters  of  ornament  or  mere 
cheerfulness  are  concerned,  though  such  are  never  more  required 
than  to  relieve  the  monotony  of  sickness,  here  judicious  care  is  taken 
to  introduce  every  thing  that  can  enli\ren  these  Avards,  or  be  a  source 
of  interest  to  patients  bedridden,  or  otherwise  suffering.  The  paper¬ 
ing  and  painting,  the  plants,  floAvers,  fern-cases,  clocks,  pictures, 
book-cases,  and  books,  from  which  the  day-rooms  and  dormitories  of 
the  best  Avards  derive  what  renders  them  attractive,  are  not  only 
present  in  those  for  the  sick,  but  are  even  more  observable  in  them. 

Another  very  evident  and  favourable  influence  upon  the  patients 
of  both  sexes,  is  the  frequency  and  regularity  of  the  associated 
amusements.  Notwithstanding  some  difficulty  arising  from  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  a  general  recreation-hall,  these  meetings  out  of  both  divi¬ 
sions,  for  entertainments  they  can  enjoy  together,  are  continued 
regularly ;  not  merely  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  but  at  least  once  a 
Aveek  throughout  the  Avhole  of  it.  Several  of  both  sexes  spoke  to  us 
of  them  tO'  day  ;  and  in  mentioning  Avhat  otherwise  struck  us  as  Ave 
passed  through  the  Avards,  of  the  creditable  condition  of  the  patients 
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as  to  personal  appearance,  and  of  the  thoroughly  clean  and  comfort¬ 
able  state  of  the  bedding  in  all  the  dormitories,  which  in  itself  is 
unusually  good  in  this  asylum,  it  is  right  to  remark  the  adequacy 
and  respectability  of  the  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses.  The  sug¬ 
gestion  as  to  a  matron,  made  at  the  last  'visit,  has  not  been  adopted, 
but  the  lady  appointed  has  had  much  experience,  and  discharges  her 
duty  with  an  evident  interest  in  it.  And  among  the  advantages 
enjoyed  by  this  asylum,  we  think  it  a  not  inconsiderable  one  that  the 
visiting  magistrates  should  themselves  be  in  the  habit  of  giving  an 
amount  of  personal  care  and  attention  to  the  wards,  which  cannot 
but  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  both  inmates  and  officers. 

Since  the  last  visit,  in  August  1868, 142  patients  have  been  admitted, 
67  males  and  75  females;  79  have  been  discharged,  36  male  and  43 
females,  of  whom  all  but  7  males  and  8  females  are  entered  as  re¬ 
covered  ;  and  there  have  been  55  deaths,  32  males  and  23  females. 
Of  these  there  was  only  one  in  which  an  inquest  was  thought  neces¬ 
sary,  a  man  having  been  admitted  with  a  self-inflicted  wound  in  the 
throat,  of  which  he  died  shortly  after.  The  principal  causes  of  the 
other  deaths  were  general  palsy,  epilepsy,  apoplexy,  and  other 
diseases  of  the  brain,  phthisis,  and  disorders  of  the  lungs  and  heart, 
and  senile  decay.  The  numbers  on  the  books  to-day  are  230  males 
and  268  females,  498  patients  altogether  ;  of  whom  only  one,  a  man 
now  absent  on  leave,  was  not  seen  by  us  ;  and  these  leave  24  vacant 
beds,  which  we  find,  upon  inquiry,  not  likely  to  be  wholly  occupied 
by  county  patients  for  one  or  even  two  years  from  this  time. 

It  might  therefore  be  desirable,  as  well  for  advantage  of  the 
asylum  as  for  relief  of  the  present  unexampled  pressure,  to  offer 
them  in  the  interim  to  out-county  patients,  or  to  persons  somewhat 
above  the  condition  of  paupers  who  could  pay  above  the  pauper  rate, 
and  for  whom  there  is  so  little  available  accommodation  of  any  kind. 
The  existing  weekly  charge  to  unions  in  the  united  counties  is 
9  s.  7 ^  d.  The  records  of  employment  continue  to  show  that  some 
kind  of  work  is  found  for  all  that  are  in  any  way  capable  of  it,  and 
that  such  as  are  wholly  incapable  of  it  do  not  comprise  more  than 
35  of  the  men  and  70  of  the  women.  Putting  aside  the  ward 
scrubbers  and  cleaners  as  25  and  57  in  the  male  and  female  divisions 
respectively,  we  find  in  the  latter  87  at  needlework,  33  in  the  laundry, 
and  20  in  domestic  offices,  while  in  the  former  there  are  43  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  ward  sculleries  and  domestic  offices,  30  in  the  shops, 
and  as  many  as  98  are  described  as  going  out  upon  the  land.  Of 
these,  however,  there  cannot  be  said  to  be  more  than  65  who  do 
really  useful  work  there ;  and  this  number,  such  as  it  is,  might  be 
employed  upon  it  with  more  profitable  result,  as  well  to  their  own 
advantage  as  to  the  reduction  of  their  cost  of  maintenance,  if  there 
were  more  land  to  cultivate.  We  repeat,  therefore,  the  suggestion 
made  with  this  view  at  the  last  and  former  visits  ;  and  in  further  aid 
of  the  all- important  subject  of  means  of  profitable  employment,  we 
again  call  attention  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the  tailor’s  shop,  and  of 
the  bad  lighting  and  ventilation  both  of  this  and  the  shoemaker’s. 

Other  matters  of  importance  also,  such  as  the  ill  effect  upon  health 
and  comfort  of  the  present  position  of  the  gas-works,  adverted  to  at 
former  visits,  have  not  yet  obtained  attention  ;  and  the  sunshade  re¬ 
commended 
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commended  by  our  colleagues  last  year  still  remains  to  be  placed  in  Appendix  (E.) 
the  south  female  airing-court.  But  the  other  suggested  alterations  — 
and  additions  to  that  court  have  been  made,  and  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  generally  of  that  visit  have  been  complied  with,  though  one 
important  deficiency  pointed  out  is  in  course  of  correction,  not  by 
means  of  additional  waterclosets,  but  by  earthclosets,  of  which  five 
have  since  been  supplied  to  the  male  and  three  to  the  female  divi¬ 
sion,  with,  in  each  case,  an  accompanying  lavatory.  The  additions 
in  that  interval  have  also  included  bookcases  in  all  the  wards  of 
both  divisions,  and  many  more  airing-courts  and  garden  seats. 

The  dinner  to-day,  which  consisted  of  roast  beef  and  cabbage, 
with  bread  and  cheese  and  beer,  appeared  to  be  of  good  quality,  and 
was  properly  served.  Other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry  are  to  be 
reported  of,  much  as  formerly ;  289  being  the  chapel  attendance 
upon  Sundays,  and  257  on  week  days;  from  125  to  150  being  the 
number  who  are  taken  from  time  to  time  for  exercise  beyond  the 
grounds ;  30  (13  males  and  17  females)  being  at  present  under 
medical  treatment ;  there  having  been  no  restraint ;  and  the  case 
books  generally  having  been  kept,  as  usual,  with  much  care  by  Mr. 

Davies.  It  is  to  be  added  that  the  seclusion,  though  still  consider¬ 
able,  has  been  less  than  was  reported  at  the  last  visit.  The  instances 
for  all  causes,  recorded  during  the  last  13  months,  have  been  189  on 
the  male  side  applicable  to  47  patients,  and  165  on  the  women’s  side 
applicable  to  52  patients.  It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind,  how'ever, 
that,  as  regards  both  the  number  of  patients  and  the  instances  in 
which  it  was  applied,  one-half  of  this  seclusion  was  employed  solely 
to  prevent  the  intrusion  of  others  into  the  rooms  of  patients  whom  it 
was  expedient  so  to  separate,  because  of  sickness  or  other  causes 
apart  from  excitement  or  violence. 

We  cannot  close  our  entry  without  speaking  in  the  highest  terms 
of  Mr.  Ley’s  management  of  this  asylum.  His  personal  influence  is 
everywhere  manifest ;  and  the  ability  of  his  superintendence  is  not 
more  conspicuous  than  his  considerate  kindness  to  all  classes  of  the 
patients. 


Somerset  County  Asylum. 

7  &  8  July  1869. 

There  are  now  on  the  books  of  the  asylum  the  names  of  274 
men  and  296  women.  The  female  division  is  quite  full,  but  when 
the  new  attic  dormitory  on  the  men’s  side  is  completed  there  will  be 
vacant  space  in  that  department  for  50  additional  patients.  Of  the 
570  patients  now  resident,  4  are  private  patients,  and  97  belong 
to  boroughs  and  counties  not  in  union,  as  many  as  49  of  these 
having  been  sent  from  metropolitan  unions  and  parishes.  The 
ordinary  weekly  charge  is  8  s.  9  d.  per  head.  The  boroughs  of  Bath 
and  Bridgwater  pay  5\d.  per  day,  and  the  out-county  and  private 
patients  9  d.  a  day  in  excess  of  this  sum. 

Since  the  last  visit  on  the  18th  of  May  1868,  171  male  and  142 
female  patients  have  been  admitted ;  126  males  and  143  females 
0.94.  have 
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Appendix  (E.)  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  70  males  and  94  females  were  re- 
-  covered,  and  50  males  and  39  females  have  died. 

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes,  but  as  many  as  33  died 
from  affections  of  the  lungs  and  chest,  and  general  paralysis  proved 
fatal  in  16  cases.  Twenty-two  deaths  were  attributed  to  epilepsy 
and  diseases  of  the  brain.  There  was  one  inquest  on  the  body  of 
an  old  man,  who  had  only  been  11  days  in  the  asylum.  It  was 
found  that  he  had  died  from  natural  causes,  but  the  jury  recorded 
their  opinion  that  his  was  not  a  proper  case  to  be  sent  here.  We 
are  sorry  to  find  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  patients  are,  when 
admitted,  in  a  very  debilitated,  state  of  health.  The  number  of 
epileptics  is  very  large,  amounting  to  between  80  and  90. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  stated  to  be  favourable  at 
present,  and  not  many  were  in  bed  at  the  time  of  our  visits.  Seven¬ 
teen  men  and  25  women  are  under  medical  treatment. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  signed  and 
examined  the  books  and  registers*  The  numbers  attending  chapel 
on  Sunday  are  stated  to  be  120  from  the  male  and  110  from  the 
female  wards,  and  about  60  of  both  sexes  go  to  the  parish  church. 
The  week-day  prayers  are  read  as  usual. 

The  attendance  at  the  school  comprises  35  of  the  male  and  36  of 
the  female  sex.  Judging  from  the  returns  which  have  been  fur¬ 
nished  to  us,  the  numbers  employed  have  increased,  and  185  men  and 
202  women  are  now  usefully  occupied.  Last  week  93  men  worked 
on  the  land,  farm,  and  quarry,  and  there  are  usually  12  shoemakers, 
6  carpenters,  8  upholsterers,  7  masons,  4  smiths,  4  tailors,  &c.  The 
great  deficiency  seems  to  be  in  the  number  of  working  tailors,  and 
thus  the  stock  of  men’s  clothing  cannot  be  kept  up  to  a  proper 
state. 

In  the  laundry  and  kitchen  42  women  are  employed,  and  a  large 
number  work  at  dressmaking,  shoebinding,  upholstery,  plain  needle¬ 
work,  &e.  Various  amusements  have  been  provided,  and  seem  to 
be  well  appreciated,  a  large  proportion  of  the  inmates  being  per¬ 
mitted  to  share  in  them.  In  the  wards  we  noticed  with  pleasure 
that  the  stock  of  books,  games,  and  pleasing  objects  had  been  very 
largely  increased,  and  we  were  not  surprised  to  hear  that  the  effect 
of  these  additions  had  been  to  materially  improve  the  conduct  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients,  especially  in  the  worst  wards,  and  that 
no  one  single  picture  or  other  article  had  been  injured.  There  was 
little  or  no  excitement  on  either  side  of  the  house  during  our  visits, 
and  the  improvement  in  No.  1  female  ward  was  especially  remark¬ 
able.  In  No.  3  female  ward,  where  the  most  unfavourable  cases 
are  congregated  to  the  number  of  46,  with  only  three  nurses,  the 
patients  were,  however,  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition,  both  as 
regards  their  persons  and  clothing ;  and  the  majority  of  the  single 
rooms  were  very  offensive,  several  being  wet  with  urine,  and  other¬ 
wise  in  a  filthy  state,  and  this  in  the  afternoon.  The  bedding  also 
was  far  from  being  in  proper  order,  most  of  the  ticks  being  much 
stained,  and  one  of  them  quite  wet.  The  back  airing-court  used 
by  the  patients  belonging  to  this  ward  was  in  a  most  disorderly 
state,  and  should  be  put  in  proper  condition  without  delay.  Until 
this  can  be  done,  we  think  that  the  court  should  be  disused,  and  the 
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patients  be  allowed  to  go  into  the  front  airing-court,  tlie  quarry  Appendix  (E.) 
being  properly  fenced  off.  At  present,  and  for  a  long  time  past, 
this  garden  has  been  but  little  used,  simply  because  the  quarry  was 
not  fenced. 

If  No.  3  ward  is  to  be  continued  for  the  exclusive  accommodation 
of  the  class  of  patients  who  now  occupy  it,  we  suggest  the  engage¬ 
ment  of  an  additional  nurse ;  but  we  are  of  opinion,  as  on  former 
occasions,  that  a  better  result  would  follow  if  a  less  strict  classifica¬ 
tion  were  observed,  and  if  some  of  the  more  troublesome  inmates 
were  removed  into  the  better  wards. 

During  the  interval  since  our  last  visit  much  has  been  done  to 
improve  the  internal  condition  of  the  asylum.  The  ventilation  has 
been  carefully  attended  to,  and  with  excellent  results.  The  whole 
of  the  single  rooms  in  No.  3  ward  in  both  divisions  have  been 
refloored  with  wood.  The  infirmaries  and  other  wards  and  galleries 
have  been  painted  and  papered.  Gasburners  communicating  with  the 
foul-air  shafts  have  been  fixed,  which  greatly  assist  the  ventilation. 

The  whole  of  the  drains  have  been  put  into  order.  The  bath-rooms 
have  been  improved  and  enlarged,  and  we  are  assured  that  a  fresh 
bath  is  now  provided  for  each  patient.  The  attic  dormitory  has 
been  completed  in  the  female  division,  and  the  detached  hospital  is 
finished,  as  are  also  the  farm  buildings 

W e  understand  that  the  thorough  renovation  of  the  interior  is  con¬ 
templated  by  the  committee,  and  we  hope  that  the  work  will  be 
pressed  on  with  vigour,  for  in  many  departments  the  place  is  still 
sadly  out  of  repair.  ¥e  desire  especially  to  draw  attention  to  the 


following : 


1.  The  insufficient  size  and  inconvenient  arrangement  of  the 
laundry  department,  and  the  bad  state  of  the  dormitory  attached  to 
it. 

2.  The  defective  construction  of  the  foul-linen  washhouse  on  the 
men’s  side,  and  the  ill-ventilated  and  uncomfortable  bedrooms  ad¬ 
jacent. 

3.  The  very  dirty  state  of  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  kitchen, 
and  the  necessity  that  exists  for  providing  a  scullery  and  vegetable- 
room  in  connection  with  it. 

4.  The  want  of  proper  cupboards  for  the  reception  of  mops,  pails, 
brushes,  and  other  articles  in  use  in  the  wards,  which  at  present  are 
the  cause  of  a  disorderly  appearance,  and  might  prove  dangerous 
weapons  in  the  hands  of  an  excited  patient. 

5.  That  attention  be  given  to  the  fastenings  of  the  skylights  in  the 
new  attic  dormitory,  which  at  present  offer  facilities  for  escape  and 
suicide. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  now  consists  of  13  attendants 
and  four  nurses  in  the  male  wards,  and  18  nurses  in  the  female 
division.  These  are  in  addition  to  the  tradesmen  and  farm  labourers, 
who  have  charge  of  the  patients  working  with  them.  There  is  one 
night  attendant  for  each  division,  assisted  in  rotation  by  one  of.  the 
day  attendants.  We  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  in  an  asylum  of  this 
size,  at  least  two  permanent  night  attendants  should  be  appointed 
for  each  sex,  and  that  these  servants  should  have  no  other  duties. 

There  was  no  seclusion  or  restraint  during  our  visits.  Since  the 
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last  visit  seclusion  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  13  males  and 
7  females,  principally  on  one  occasion  only ;  and  during  the^  pre¬ 
sent  year  there  have  been  only  four  instances,  the  patients  being 
each  only  once  secluded.  One  patient  was  restrained  for  surgical 
reasons. 

The  patients  dined  in  the  tent,  and  behaved  with  much  de¬ 
corum.  The  dinner  was  abundant,  but  we  did  not  think  that  it  was 
well  cooked,  especially  the  cabbage,  much  of  which  was  left.  A 
better  description  of  knife  and  fork  is  needed. 

Dr.  Medlicott,  who  has  succeeded  Dr.  Boyd,  appears  to  take  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  and  he  is  endeavour¬ 
ing  very  zealously  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  which  have  been  so 
frequently  made  for  the  improvement  of  this  asylum. 


Stafford  County  Asylum  (at  Stafford). 

3  September  1869. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  gone  over  every  part  of  this 
asylum,  and,  excepting  one  female  at  present  absent  on  leave,  have 
seen  all  the  patients  who  are  in  number  512. 

Since  the  visit  made  on  the  31st  July  in  last  year,  there  have 
been  281  admissions,  144  males,  137  females  ;  172  discharges,  81 
males  and  91  females,  61  of  the  former  and  76  of  the  latter  being 
entered  as  recovered,  and  12  of  each  sex  having  been  removed  to 
Burntwood,  and  there  have  been  99  deaths,  60  males  and  39  females. 
This  is  a  large  mortality,  but  is  accounted  for  by  the  feeble  condi¬ 
tion  in  which  very  many  are  admitted ;  23  of  the  number  first 
named  died  within  a  month,  and  12  more  within  six  weeks,  after 
they  were  brought  to  the  asylum.  There  was  one  inquest  in  a  case 
of  inflammation  of  the  lungs  produced  by  accidental  fracture  of  the 
ribs,  but  all  the  other  deaths  were  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums. 
From  general  palsy  and  epilepsy  there  were  36  ;  from  apoplexy  and 
other  disorders  of  the  brain,  28 ;  from  diseases  of  the  lungs  and 
heart,  16  ;  from  senile  decay,  13  ;  and  from  other  common  causes,  5. 
There  were  hardly  any  in  bed  as  we  passed  through  the  wards,  in¬ 
deed  none  in  the  male  division,  and  only  one  among  the  women  ;  but 
there  were  in  the  infirmary  day-rooms,  and  especially  on  the  male 
side,  an  unusual  number  of  very  infirm  and  unfavourable  cases,  with 
a  large  proportion  of  epileptics.  Having  this  in  view,  and  the  very 
proper  arrangement  by  which  all  cases  of  sickness  taking  a  serious 
form  are  brought  into  the  infirmaries,  we  desire  again  very  urgently 
to  repeat  a  suggestion  formerly  made  for  appointment  of  an  addi¬ 
tional  night  attendant  in  each  division.  Where  not  only  the  infirm 
and  epileptic  but  the  suicidal  are  so  numerous  as  here,  a  thorough 
efficiency  in  the  night  nursing  is  absolutely  essential. 

The  proportion  of  sexes  is  258  males  and  254  females,  and  there 
was,  during  our  visit,  a  good  deal  of  noise  in  the  basement  wards 
where  the  worst  patients  of  both  sexes  are  congregated.  These 
wards  have  been  made  externally  almost  cheerful  by  judicious  paint¬ 
ing,  and  are  kept  faultlessly  clean  and  orderly ;  but  they  are  sadly 
wanting  in  those  comforts  of  furniture  and  other  enlivening  influ¬ 
ences 
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ences  which  are,  in  onr  opinion,  as  necessary  to  this  class  of  patients 
as  to  any  other,  if  the  object  be  to  cure  bad  habits  rather  than  to 
afford  facilities  for  their  indulgence.  We  repeat,  therefore,  the 
suggestion  which  has  frequently  been  made  for  improvement  in 
this  respect,  and  would  further  suggest  the  desirability  of  trying  the 
effect,  on  some  of  these  noisy  inmates,  of  removing  them  to  superior 
wards,  and  replacing  them  by  patients  of  a  better  class  who  are  often 
found  willing  and  pleased  to  help  the  attendants  in  the  wards  occu¬ 
pied  by  troublesome  cases. 

Subject  to  the  remarks  thus  made,  we  thought  the  condition  of 
the  patients  generally,  as  well  in  personal  appearance  as  in  freedom 
from  excitement,  quite  satisfactory.  We  saw  183  of  the  men,  well 
clothed  and  of  most  orderly  conduct  and  demeanour,  at  a  good  dinner 
well  served  in  the  hall ;  and  nearly  all  the  women  were  in  their 
airing-courts  at  our  arrival,  where  they  were  joined  soon  after  by  a 
party  of  between  30  and  40  of  the  most  quiet  class  who  had  been 
walking  in  the  country.  Such  extended  walks  can  only,  we  fear, 
be  afforded  to  this  comparatively  limited  class,  until  provision  is 
made  for  all  by  means  of  a  walk  round  the  estate  ;  and  considering 
the  numbers  here  to  whose  proper  treatment  facilities  always  avail¬ 
able  for  open  air  exercise  would  be  of  the  greatest  importance,  we 
strongly  recommend  the  formation  of  such  a  walk,  with  seats  and 
sunshades.  Excellent  as  is  the  planting  of  the  airing-courts  of  this 
asylum  their  space  is  limited,  and  though  nothing  can  be  pleasanter 
in  such  weather  as  the  present  than  the  shade  they  afford,  they  do 
not  yield  what  a  majority  of  the  patients  require  both  in  winter  and 
summer,  and  which  the  walks  recommended  would  supply.  These 
courts,  we  should  add,  are  carefully  kept. 

The  interior  of  the  asylum,  too,  was  throughout  in  the  best  order. 
The  bedding  of  the  worst  patients  was  good  and  clean,  and  the  wards 
occupied  by  them  were  free  from  any  offensive  odour.  Much  paper¬ 
ing  and  painting  has  been  done  since  the  last  visit,  and  more  is  in 
progress ;  nor  would  it  be  easy  to  excel,  in  any  suitable  ornament 
and  comfort  by  which  the  most  perfect  asylum  accommodation  should 
be  characterised,  such  wards  and  galleries  as  (for  example)  No.  2  on 
the  female  side.  Reverting  again,  too,  to  the  rooms  where  the  less 
favourable  cases  are,  we  had  pleasure  in  observing  that,  since  the 
last  visit,  cork  carpets  have  been  put  down  in  several  day-rooms 
where  epileptics  sit.  So  many  of  this  unhappy  class  showed  marks  of 
injury  from  falls  that  this  kindly  and  judicious  provision  is  really  an 
important  one,  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  see  it  extended  to  all  their 
dormitories  and  day-rooms  with  patients  of  this  kind  on  the  increase, 
the  many  stone  and  plaster  floors  remaining  in  the  asylum  require 
absolutely  some  such  protection  until  the  wise  and  necessary  step 
can  be  taken  of  replacing  them  by  boarded  floors.  Exclusive  of  the 
main  corridors  of  the  upper  story,  which  are  also  used  as  sleeping- 
rooms,  there  are  still  12  association  and  67  single  bed-rooms  calling 
for  this  change,  which  we  would  earnestly  commend  to  the  favour¬ 
able  consideration  of  the  committee. 

Another  recommendation,  we  think,  called  for,  namely,  that  where, 
as  in  some  wards  on  the  female  side,  there  is  only  one  watercloset 
(and  there  is  no  such  ward  with  less  than  30  inmates),  additional 
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Appendix  (E.)  closets  should  be  supplied.  Addition  has  already  in  this  respect 
been  made  since  the  last  visit,  to  No.  7  on  the  male  side ;  but  of  this, 
as  of  similar  additions  previously  made  in  the  male  infirmary,  we 
regret  that  we  cannot  speak  favourably.  Both  are  associated  closets, 
one  having  seven  seats  and  the  other  four,  all  exposed,  and  some 
facing  each  other,  an  arrangement  needlessly  indecent,  and  even 
more  gravely  objectionable  for  its  degrading  tendencies. 

From  the  impression  made  upon  us  by  this  visit  we  are  led  further 
to  suggest,  that,  in  the  onerous  duties  of  a  varied  kind  now  solely 
discharged  with  so  much  zeal  by  the  matron,  she  should  be  relieved 
by  appointment  of  a  head  female  attendant ;  that  lists  of  the  names 
of  the  patients  be  kept  in  the  several  wards  by  the  attendants  in 
charge  ;  and  that  former  suggestions  for  handrails  to  the  staircases, 
and  for  associated  amusements  more  frequently  than  once  a  month, 
should  be  adopted. 

As  to  such  amusements,  as  well  as  to  the  regular  employment  of 
the  patients,  there  is,  for  the  present,  nothing  to  add  to  what  has 
been  said  in  former  entries.  Of  the  men,  excluding  the  47  who 
scrub  and  clean  the  wards,  114  have  useful  occupation,  78  on  the 
land,  and  36  in  the  shops  and  domestic  offices.  Of  the  women, 
making  similar  deduction  for  ward  cleaning,  138  are  employed  use¬ 
fully,  110  at  needlework  and  28  in  the  laundry  and  domestic  offices. 
About  300  of  both  sexes  take  part  in  the  associated  amusements  ; 
and  the  musical  practice  is  continued  once  a  week  during  the  men’s 
supper  in  the  dining-hall.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  have  to  add 
that  the  attendance  at  the  school  classes  does  not  diminish  in  either 
division,  between  40  and  50  of  each  sex  receiving  this  advantage. 
The  congregations  at  the  religious  services  number  319  on  Sundays 
and  268  on  week  days. 

Dr.  Bower  employs  no  restraint,  and  has  thought  himself  able, 
for  some  years,  to  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  seclu¬ 
sion,  in  this  and  other  respects  continuing  with  much  ability  to 
devote  all  his  time  and  care  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 


Stafford  County  Asylum  (Burntwood). 

4  September  1869. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  asylum  and  seen  all  the  patients. 

Excepting  one  bed  on  the  men’s  side  the  whole  of  the  available 
accommodation  is  now  in  use.  There  are  269  patients  in  the  male 
division,  and  in  the  female  division  275,  altogether  544  patients,  of 
whom  333  belong  to  Staffordshire,  and  211  are  out-county  patients 
paying  14  s.  a  week,  the  charge  to  unions  and  parishes  within  the 
county  being  9  5.  Out  of  this  211  considerably  more  than  half  be¬ 
long  to  Middlesex  and  Surrey  ;  Lancashire  contributing  in  the  next 
large  proportion,  and  the  Three  Counties’  Asylum  having  sent  38 
patients.  These  large  additions  having  so  gravely  increased  the  duti  es 
and  responsibilities  of  the  medical  superintendent,  it  gives  us  plea¬ 
sure  to  observe  the  prompt  recognition  of  this  made  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  J uly,  when  an  assistant  medical  officer  was  appointed. 

Since 
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Since  the  visit  of  the  20th  May  1868,  there  have  been  346  admis-  Appendix  (E.) 

sions,  135  males  and  211  females;  53  discharges,  12  males  and  41  - ■ 

females ;  and  48  deaths,  27  males  and  21  females.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  admissions,  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  rule 
directing  Staffordshire  patients  to  be  received  only  through  the 
Stafford  Asylum  is  no  longer  strictly  acted  on ;  and  that  29  have 
lately  been  received  direct  from  their  several  unions.  Of  those  dis¬ 
charged,  39  are  entered  as  having  recovered.  There  has  been  no 
inquest,  and  nothing  unusual  in  the  deaths ;  the  principal  causes 
being  general  paralysis,  phthisis,  and  senile  decay. 

In  both  divisions  we  saw  all  the  patients  in  their  wards  and  galle¬ 
ries  ;  and,  notwithstanding  the  presence  of  many  demented,  epi¬ 
leptic,  and  otherwise  troublesome  cases,  there  was  on  the  whole  a 
remarkable  freedom  from  excitement,  and  generally  the  condition  of 
all  was  satisfactory.  Some  deficiencies  in  the  building  are  still  no¬ 
ticeable  on  the  men’s  side ;  but  there  has  been  improvement  in  this 
respect,  and  in  addition  to  the  furniture  as  well  as  general  comfort, 
since  the  last  visit ;  and  we  have  again  to  report  most  favourably, 
in  all  respects,  of  the  female  division.  The  men’s  clothing  we 
thought  very  fair,  but  the  women’s  is  particularly  good,  and  we 
hardly  noticed  an  exception  even  in  the  worst  cases,  on  this  side  to 
the  uniform  appearance  of  neatness  and  tidiness  in  all.  The  staff  of 
attendants  would  have  to  be  described  as  unusually  small,  if  there 
were  not  so  large  a  proportion  of  chronic  cases ;  but  they  have 
evidently-been  well  chosen,  and  they  appear  to  take  interest  in  their 
duties. 

Another  cause  is  to  be  staled,  however,  which  within  our  experi¬ 
ence  has  never  failed  to  exert  a  beneficial  influence  over  the  worst 
patients.  The  furniture  throughout  this  asylum,  with  small  deficien¬ 
cies  on  the  men’s  side  to  be  shortly  (as  we  hope)  supplied,  is  of  a 
comfortable  domestic  kind ;  the  lightness  in  the  construction  of  the 
building  is  well  carried  out  in  the  pictures  and  matter  of  ornament 
introduced ;  and  not  only  in  the  day-rooms,  but  in  the  associated  dor¬ 
mitories  and  single  sleeping-rooms,  a  most  cheerful  effect  is  produced 
by  the  papering  and  painting  of  nearly  all.  It  is  proper  to  add,  as 
a  matter  of  also  unvarying  experience,  that  the  tendency  of  this 
to  keep  in  check  the  indulgence  of  annoying  or  destructive  habits,, 
has  had  striking  illustration  here  ;  scarcely  any  wilful  damage  of 
either  walls  or  windows  having  yet  occurred.  We  the  more  confi¬ 
dently  now  recommend  that  the  same  battue  bagatelle  tables  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  upper  male  wards  should  be  placed  also  in  Nos.  1  and  2 
on  the  lower  floor.  We  think,  too,  that  valances  would  be  desirable 
in  all  the  day-room  windows,  and  it  struck  us  that  some  additional 
easy  chairs  and  padded  seats  are  wanted  for  the  infirm  of  both 
sexes. 

These  form  so  large  a  part  of  the  present  population  of  this  asylum 
that  the  records  of  regular  employment  are  necessarily,  for  the  pre¬ 
sent,  very  limited.  Altogether  there  do  not  appear  to  be  more  than 
85  men  and  84  women  so  occupied;  of  the  former  only  17  working 
on  the  land,  and  11  at  various  trades;  and  of  the  latter  only  49  at 
needlework,  and  12  in  the  laundry  and  washhouse,  ihe  attendance 
in  the  chapel  is  about  190  on  Sundays  and  180  on  week  days;  and 
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Appendix  (E.)  wpen  associated  amusements  are  given  in  the  recreation-hall,  nearly 
230  is  the  average  number  present.  Dissolving  views  on  an  ex¬ 
tended  scale  have  here  been  given  with  much  success  ;  and  these,  as 
well  as  the  amusements  in  the  wards,  appear  to  be  chosen  with  judg¬ 
ment.  The  recreation-hall  is  spacious  and  cheerful,  as  well  as  admi¬ 
rably  adapted  for  its  other  and  not  less  important  use  a  dining-hall, 
a  character  it  is  shortly  to  assume.  The  dinners  we  saw  served  in  the 
wards  to-day  were  excellent,  but  when  the  arrangements  of  the 
general  dining-hall  are  complete  it  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  the 
patients. 

The  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit  have  all  had  attention,  and 
there  is  now,  among  the  recommendations  adopted,  a  well-constructed 
sunshade  in  each  airing-court.  Immediate  steps  are  now  also  to  be 
taken  for  the  proper  planting  and  laying  out  of  all  these  courts,  and 
we  trust,  that,  in  the  course  of  it,  opportunity  may  be  found  for 
out-door  occupation  of  more  of  the  men.  Handrails  are  required 
to  the  steps  leading  to  the  infirmary  airing-court,  on  the  women’s 
side  ;  and  indeed  wherever  they  are  absent,  as  in  the  approaches 
from  each  division  in  the  chapel,  or  any  other  place,  they  ought  to 
be  supplied.  A  further  suggestion  we  now  desire  to  make  is,  that 
lists  of  names  of  the  patients  in  the  several  wards  should  be  kept  by 
the  attendants  in  charge. 

There  has  been  no  restraint  since  the  last  visit,  and  no  seclusion ; 
and  we  have  to  remark,  in  conclusion,  that  we  think  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  this  asylum  and  its  inmates  very  creditable  indeed  to  Dr. 
Davis,  and  to  Mrs.  Davis  the  matron.  The  case  books  are  now  fully 
entered  up. 


Suffolk  County  Asylum. 

15  March  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  its 
various  departments,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  man  absent  on 
trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients.

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  very  good,  and  the  personal 
condition  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise, 
at  the  time  of  our  visit  was  most  satisfactory. 
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With  scarcely  an  exception,  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly  Appendix  (E.) 
in  demeanour,  and  no  one  made  any  complaint.  • - 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit  8  men  and 
5  women  have  been  secluded  on  account  of  violent  excitement,  the 
occasions  being  rare.  The  ward  returns  relative  to  employment 
show  that  about  140  male  and  130  female  patients  are  usefully  occu¬ 
pied.  Of  the  former,  40  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden,  7  as 
shoemakers  and  tailors,  and  7  in  the  laundry  and  brewhouse ;  and 
of  the  latter,  7 0  are  engaged  in  needlework,  and  many  in  the  laundry 
and  kitchen.  In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  record  as 
follows  :  — 

1.  The  staff  of  attendants  has  been  increased  by  two  in  each  divi¬ 
sion.  0 

2.  The  supervision  of  the  patients  during  the  night  is  still  left  to 
the  ordinary  attendants,  and  we  regret  to  learn  that  the  committee 
of  visitors  are  of  opinion  that  the  engagement  of  special  night  attend¬ 
ants  is  unadvisable. 

3.  The  suggestion  of  the  employment  of  married  men  and  their 
wives  in  the  male  infirmary  and  imbecile  wards,  an  arrangement 
which  is  found  to  work  satisfactorily  in  other  asylums,  has  not  been 
adopted. 

4.  The  dietary  has  been  improved  by  the  substitution  of  a  meat 
dinner  for  bread  and  cheese  on  alternate  Sundays,  and  the  patients 
have  now  for  dinner  boiled  or  roast  meat,  bread,  and  potatoes,  on 
Sundays  and  two  week  days.  They  are  allowed  beer  every  day. 

We  think  that  the  dietary  requires  further  improvement  as  respects 
the  dinner  this  day,  which  consisted  only  of  rice  and  treacle. 

5.  In  the  existing  circumstances  of  the  asylum,  and  there  being 
one  attendant  who  was  a  shoemaker,  the  committee  have  not  thought 
it  expedient  to  engage  paid  artisans,  as  recommended. 

6.  Gas  is  still  a  great  desideratum,  and  we  desire  again  to  urge 
upon  the  committee  a  re-consideration  of  the  subject. 

7.  An  additional  bath  has  been  introduced  in  each  division,  and 
the  old  baths  have  been  put  into  complete  repair. 

Amongst  other  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  completed  or  in 
progress,  we  have  to  report  the  following : — 

1.  The  erection,  in  the  airing-court  of  No.  2  female  ward,  of  a 
dormitory  (now  in  occupation)  containing  12  beds,  with  a  nurse’s 
room  at  the  end,  communicating  with  the  nurse’s  room  attached  to 
the  adjoining  dormitories.  The  three  dormitories  referred  to  contain 
altogether  50  beds,  and  the  patients  occupying  them  are  under  the 
charge  of  four  attendants.  The  12-bedded  dormitory  recently 
erected  requires  better  means  of  ventilation  by  a  louvre  opening  in 
the  roof,  or  otherwise. 

2.  A  building,  formerly  a  coalshed,  has  been  converted  into  a 
female  dormitory  to  contain  12  beds,  and  added  to  a  room  originally 
designed  for  the  purposes  of  a  contagious  ward  for  six  patients. 

The  entire  building  has  been  raised,  and  sleeping  accommodation 
provided  on  the  upper  floor  for  18  patients. 

The  cost  of  the  whole  has  not  exceeded  15  l.  per  bed. 

The  present  recreation-room  is  insufficiently  warmed,  the  two

Appendix  to  Twenty -fourth  Report 

Appendix  (E.)  gmaq  stoves  in  the  corners  not  being  equivalent  to  a  second  fire¬ 
place,  which  is  needed. 

The  day-room  accommodation  on  each  side  is  clearly  inadequate, 
and  two  additional  day-rooms  are  much  required.  We  further 
recommend  the  extension  of  the  washhouse,  and  the  introduction  of 
apparatus  to  be  worked  by  steam,  for  which  purpose  the  present 
8-horse  power  engine  is  conveniently  available. 

We  found  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding,  in 
creditable  order.  The  temperature,  however,  in  some  of  the 
galleries  was  too  low. 

Dr.  Kirkman  continues  to  devote  his  best  energies  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  asylum,  and  the  well-being  and  comfort  of  the  inmates.

Surrey  County  Asylum,  Wandsworth. 

2  November  1869. 

Upon  our  visits,  yesterday  and  this  day,  we  have  inspected  the 
asylum  in  all  its  departments,  including  the  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions,  completed  and  in  progress,  and  with  the  exception  of  one 
woman,  absent  on  leave,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

We  have  to  record  the  following,  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  3rd  July  1868,  the  date  of  the  last  Commissioners’  visit, 
and  their  present  numbers  :  —

In  the  cases  of  two  men  and  one  woman,  inquests  were  held  and 
verdicts  of  <c  natural  death”  returned. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  good,  as  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  the  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are 
only  13  in  the  male  division  and  11  in  the  female.  We  found  in 
bed  only  8  men  and  4  women,  nearly  all  of  the  former  being  cases 
of  general  paralysis  or  epilepsy. 

The  patients  secluded  since  the  last  visit,  as  recorded  in  the 
medical  journal,  have  been  18  in  the  male  division,  and  the  same 
number  in  the  female,  the  former  altogether  on  25  and  the  latter 
on  57  occasions. 

During  the  same  period  5  male  patients  appear  to  have  worn 
locked  gloves,  for  surgical  or  other  special  reasons. 

The  ward  returns  show  the  patients  regularly  and  usefully 
employed,  to  be  215  men  and  224  women. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  most  favourably  of  the  quiet 
and  orderly  demeanour  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  and  all  classes, 

and 
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and  their  personal  condition,  as  to  clothing  and  otherwise,  and  of  Appendix 
the  state  of  the  wards  generally,  which  was,  in  our  opinion,  very 
creditable  to  the  attendants,  who  exhibit  much  kindliness  of  manner 
towards  the  patients. 

Miss  Mylne  has,  since  the  last  visit,  succeeded,  as  assistant 
matron.  Miss  Biggin,  who  retired  upon  a  pension  of  50 1.  per 
annum. 

The  staff  of  female  attendants  will,  as  we  are  informed,  be  in¬ 
creased  when  the  60  new  single  rooms,  in  course  of  construction  at 
the  east  end  of  the  building,  shall  have  been  brought  into  occupation, 
which  will,  it  is  expected,  be  within  four  months. 

In  reference  to  the  last  report,  we  have  to  state  as  follows : — 

1.  Wards  %  3,  and  4,  on  the  male  side  have,  as  respects  furni¬ 
ture,  decorations,  and  objects  of  interest,  been  assimilated  to  the 
corresponding  female  wards,  and  the  galleries  and  day-rooms  gene¬ 
rally,  in  both  divisions,  present  a  cheerful  aspect,  being  enlivened 
by  flowering  plants,  fern  cases,  statuettes,  and  coloured  prints, 
which  have  been  framed  by  the  male  patients. 

2.  There  are  no  longer  in  the  asylum  any  straw  beds.  With  the 
exception  of  14  or  15  in  the  male,  and  two  in  the  female  division, 
for  special  cases,  of  coir,  all  the  beds  are  now  hair  mattresses. 

3.  The  conversion  on  each  side,  of  the  old  visiting-rooms  into 
single  sleeping-rooms,  and  the  formation  of  new  visiting-rooms,  by 
covering  in  the  space  adjoining,  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  rooms 
are  now  in  use. 

4.  The  accommodation  for  female  patients  is  in  progress  of  being 
materially  extended  by  the  erection  of  a  wing,  of  which  the  plans 
have  been  duly  submitted  and  approved,  to  contain  the  60  new 
sleeping-rooms  before  adverted  to. 

5.  A  recreation  hall,  for  which  also  plans  have  been  sanctioned, 
has  been  constructed  over  a  portion  of  the  laundry,  and  will  be 
brought  into  occupation  early  next  year.  It  is  83  feet  in  length 
and  30  in  width,  and  will  be  available  for  daily  work  and  meals  of 
female  patients,  and  the  evening  recreation  of  both  sexes. 

6.  An  additional  walk  has  been  formed  for  male  patients  round 
an  18  acre  field,  and  many  forms  have  been  removed  from  the 
galleries  and  placed  on  the  walk  as  seats,  chairs  being  substituted  for 
them  in  the  galleries. 

We  have  further  to  report  (amongst  others)  the  following  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  interior  of  the  asylum,  viz. : — 

1.  The  painting  of  the  lower  portions  of  the  walls  of  the  dormi¬ 
tories  and  single-rooms,  and  of  the  day-rooms,  galleries,  and  stair¬ 
cases. 

2.  The  introduction  of  a  variety  of  comfortable  cushioned  settees 
and  chairs. 

3.  The  furnishing  the  gallery  windows  with  tables  and  flower- 
boxes  and  baskets. 

4.  The  fixing  of  rails  to  all  the  staircases  of  general  traffic,  where 
wanting. 

5.  The  introduction  into  the  associated  dormitories  in  each  divi¬ 
sion  of  wash-stands  and  other  comforts. 
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Since  the  last  visit  the  airing-ground  of  the  female  patients  of  the 
worst  class  in  the  old  building,  which  was  formerly  very  bare,  has 
been  well  laid  out  in  lawn,  flower-beds,  and  walks,  and  planted  with 
trees  and  shrubs. 

The  arrangements,  generally,  for  Divine  service,  exercise,  recrea¬ 
tion,  and  amusements,  continue  as  heretofore. 

The  present  improved  condition  of  the  asylum,  and  the  very  satis¬ 
factory  state  in  which  we  have  found  the  patients,  furnish  ample 
evidence  of  the  zeal  and  skill  with  which  Dr.  Biggs  continues  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  superintendent,  wherein  he  appears  to  be 
efficiently  assisted  by  Mr.  Jackson. 


Surrey  County  Asylum,  Brookwood. 

23  &  24  June  1869. 

Since  our  last  visit,  seven  months  ago,  when  the  asylum  con¬ 
tained  517  patients,  there  have  been  51  admissions  to  the  male  and 
38  to  the  female  division.  Within  the  same  period  18  males  and 
20  females  have  been  discharged,  and  19  males  and  12  females  have 
died.  There  was  an  inquest  on  the  body  of  a  woman  who  died 
from  a  dose  of  carbolic  acid,  administered  in  mistake  by  a  nurse ; 
the  particulars  of  which  were  fully  reported  at  the  time,  but  in 
other  respects  the  causes  of  death  call  for  no  special  remark. 

The  proportion  of  patients  suffering  from  epilepsy  and  general 
paralysis  is  still  large,  there  being  as  many  as  119  affected  with 
those  diseases ;  but  on  the  whole  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
patients  has  been  favourable. 

Besides  one  patient  of  each  sex  absent  on  probation,  there  are 
244  men  and  291  women  now  resident,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen 
and  examined. 

On  the  whole  they  were  free  from  excitement,  and  no  one  was  in 
seclusion,  and  the  state  of  their  clothing  fairly  satisfactory.  In 
judging  of  the  state  of  the  patients  at  this  time  it  is  proper  to  take 
into  consideration  the  great  disadvantage  under  which  the  manage¬ 
ment  has  lately  laboured,  owing  to  the  building  operations  which 
have  been  in  progress ;  operations  which  have  more  or  less  affected 
every  ward,  and  have  so  encumbered  the  airing-courts  in  both 
divisions  as  to  have  entirely  prevented  them  being  available  for  the 
inmates.  A  large  proportion  of  them  have  the  advantage  of  walks 
beyond  the  premises ;  but  there  remains  a  class  to  whom  this  privi¬ 
lege  cannot  be  extended,  and  for  whom  there  has  lately  been 
scarcely  any  means  of  providing  any  out-door  exercise  whatever. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  works  will  very  shortly  be  completed ;  in 
the  meantime  we  think  some  progress  might  be  made,  even  now,  in 
laying  out  and  levelling  the  airing-courts ;  and  we  desire  to  press 
this  matter  very  strongly.  The  confusion  and  disorder  now  existing 
cannot  but  have  a  most  unfavourable  effect  on  the  patients  actually 
resident  ;  nor  will  it  fail  to  affect  injuriously  freshly-admitted  cases. 
We  would  suggest  that  strong  bodies  of  working  men  should  at 
once  be  employed  on  the  two  front  airing  courts,  even  should  it  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose  in  some  measure  to  neglect  the  farm  work. 

The 
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Tne  alterations  and  additions  will,  no  doubt,  add  greatly  to  the  Appendix  (E.) 
convenience  and  good  working  of  the  establishment;  but  the  great 
e^il  which  has  always  been  a  drawback  to  the  efficiency  of  this 
asylum,  viz.,  want  of  water,  still  remains.  Throughout  the  supply 
is  quite  inadequate,  but  in  some  wards  it  fails  entirely  for  days 
together ;  and  in  one  of  the  male  wards  we  yesterday  found  that 
they  had  been  without  water  for  the  last  three  days.  Carbolic  acid 
and  other  disinfectants  are,  of  course,  used  largely,  and  have  hitherto 
proved  successful  in  preventing  epidemic  disease.  We  noticed  in 
the  infirmary  that  XtimmePs  scent  vaporisers  were  in  use.  It  is  to 
be  feared  that,  by  employing  them,  the  existence  of  bad  odours 
will  be  concealed,  and  tend  to  prevent  their  causes  from  being 
ascertained  and  remedied. 

Inquiring  what  was  proposed,  with  a  view  of  securing  an  ade¬ 
quate  supply  of  water,  and  thus  rendering  available  the  vacant 
accommodation  here,  we  have  been  informed  that  negotiations  have 
taken  place  between  the  commitee  of  visitors  and  the  proprietors  of 
the  Basingstoke  Canal,  and  that  the  latter  had  offered  to  grant  an 
unlimited  supply  for  the  sum  of  100/.  per  annum.  In  the  mean¬ 
time  the  visitors  have  been  making  what  arrangements  were 
possible  to  store  the  scanty  supply  to  be  derived  from  the  brook, 
and  purpose  constructing  reservoirs  for  that  purpose.  An  engine 
has  been  fixed,  and  has  commenced  working  to-day.  Considering 
the  delay  which  must  take  place  before  the  reservoirs  are  com¬ 
pleted,  the  doubts  whether  in  a  dry  summer  they  will  prove  suffi¬ 
cient,  and,  above  all,  the  very  inferior  quality  of  the  water,  as 
compared  with  that  to  be  obtained  from  the  canal,  we  would 
strongly  advise  that  the  offer  from  the  canal  authorities  should  be 
accepted. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  general  management  during 
the  short  interval  which  has  elapsed  since  our  last  visit.  Owing  to 
the  workshops  being  used  as  a  recreation  room,  and  for  daily  prayers, 
fewer  tradesmen  are  employed,  and  less  useful  work  is  done  than 
could  otherwise  be  accomplished ;  but  on  the  land  as  many  as  92  men 
are  regularly  occupied.  The  total  number  of  men  employed  is 
stated  to  be  167  ;  and  182  women  are  engaged  in  various  ways,  of 
whom  31  work  in  the  laundry. 

The  Church  services  are  continued  as  usual,  but  the  chapel  is  too 
small  for  the  numbers  who  might  advantageously  attend.  On 
Sundays,  when  there  are  two  services,  there  are  generally  present 
110  men  and  140  women;  and  57  Homan  Catholics  have  a  service 
in  one  of  the  visiting  rooms. 

The  wards  were  clean,  and  the  bedding  throughout  in  excellent 
order.  Some  of  the  day-rooms  have  been  papered,  and  we  hope 
that  similar  improvements  will  be  gradually  introduced  in  all.  W  e 
found  several  new  bagatelle  boards,  and  various  matters  of  orna¬ 
ment  or  amusement  are  ready  to  be  placed  in  the  day-rooms  so  soon 
as  the  workman  have  left. 

We  noticed  in  wards  Nos.  1  and  2,  in  both  divisions,  that  the 
extremities  of  the  corridors,  near  the  day-rooms,  are  extremely  dark, 
especially  on  the  upper  floor ;  and  we  have  recommended  that  the 
wall  separating  the  day-rooms  from  the  corridors  should  be  removed, 
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Appendix  (E.)  by  which  means  more  day  space,  and  an  additional  fireplace,  will  be 
- -  obtained,  and  a  very  objectionable  dark  corner  done  away  with. 

We  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  wall  which  we  recommended  for  the 
separation  of  the  sexes  in  the  laundry  department  has  not  been 
built ;  but  an  order  has,  we  understand,  been  made  for  the  purpose 
by  the  committee,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  further  delay  will 
now  take  place. 

No  arrangements  have  yet  been  made  for  the  erection  of  a  large 
dining  and  recreation  hall ;  but  we  believe  that  the  want  of  such  a 
room  is  now  admitted,  and  that  the  subject  will  not  be  lost  sight  of 
at  the  first  favourable  opportunity. 

With  respect  to  the  case  books,  as  to  which  some  observations 
were  made  in  the  preceding  Report,  we  find  that  Dr.  Brushfield  has 
made  good  progress  with  the  arrears,  and  that  the  recent  cases  are 
now  properly  entered  up. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  generally  sufficient,  but  in 
the  reception  ward,  No.  1,  and  in  the  infirmary,  No.  4,  both  in  the 
women’s  division,  an  additional  nurse  is  required,  and  will  shortly 
be  engaged. 

When  the  additions  now  in  progress  are  completed,  and  when  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  can  be  secured,  there  will  be  vacancies 
for  115  patients,  viz.,  77  men  and  38  women.  These  beds  will,  of 
course,  be  at  once  filled  by  patients  at  present  in  licensed  houses, 
and  there  will  still  remain  a  large  number  of  Surrey  patients  unpro¬ 
vided  for  in  the  county  asylums. 

We  have  signed  the  books  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries, 
and  have  again  to  report  that  the  asylum  is  under  careful  and  judi¬ 
cious  management. 


Sussex  County  Asylum. 

16  &  17  June  1869. 

Our  inspection  of  this  asylum  has  occupied  two  days,  in  the 
course  of  which  we  have  seen  and  examined  every  patient,  and  have 
visited  all  the  wards  and  offices. 

There  are  now  649  patients  on  the  books,  of  whom  322  are  men 
and  327  are  women.  Three  of  the  former  and  one  of  the  latter  are 
away  on  trial.  These  numbers  leave  48  vacant  beds  in  the  male 
and  13  in  the  female  division. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  a  year  ago,  123  males  and  61  women 
have  been  admitted.  Amongst  the  former  are  included  60  patients 
removed  from  Hanwell,  whom  the  committee  have  consented  to  re¬ 
ceive  on  the  understanding  that  they  have  the  power  to  determine 
the  arrangement  at  any  time.  Of  the  patients  discharged  18  were 
men  and  31  women,  of  whom  10  men  and  27  women  were  recovered. 

There  have  been  63  deaths,  35  in  the  male  and  28  in  the  female 
division,  tlm  principal  causes  being  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
brain,  phthisis,  senile  decay,  dropsy,  &c.  On  the  bodies  of  two 
female  patients  inquests  were  held,  the  verdict  in  both  instances 
being  death  from  natural  causes. 

As  to  the  case  of  Ellen  Hood,  however,  who  died  after  being 
packed  in  the  <s  wet  sheet,”  on  the  day  of  her  admission,  for  the  relief 
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of  acute  maniacal  symptoms,  some  correspondence  ensued  between  Appendix  (E.) 
Dr.  Robertson  and  our  board.  No  blame  was  attached  to  the  me¬ 
dical  officer  by  the  jury,  who  found  that  the  patient  died  from  dis¬ 
ease  of  the  heart  and  lungs,  but  the  case  was  one  strongly  illus¬ 
trating  the  importance  of  ascertaining  with  the  utmost  certainty 
that  the  heart  and  lungs  are  quite  free  from  disease  before  resorting 
to  such  a  remedy  as  the  £f  wet  sheet,”  and  the  communication  from 
our  board  contained  some  suggestions  for  the  avoidance  of  such  acci¬ 
dents  in  future.  The  present  sanitary  state  of  the  asylum  is  satis¬ 
factory,  and  only  seven  male  and  nine  female  patients  are  under  me¬ 
dical  treatment.  Very  few  were  in  bed  during  our  visits. 

We  have  again  a  most  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  condition 
in  which  we  found  all  the  wards,  and  the  establishment  generally. 

In  addition  to  the  cleanliness  which  everywhere  prevailed,  there 
was  an  amount  of  attention  given  to  comfort  and  cheerfulness,  which 
had  evidently  the  best  effect  on  the  conduct  and  demeanour  of  the 
patients,  who  were  wonderfully  free  from  excitement,  even  in  the 
wards  where  the  more  unfavourable  classes  were  placed.  We  saw 
no  special  dresses  in  either  division,  and  all  the  clothing  was  clean 
and  good.  The  patients  who  continue  to  be  bathed  and  also  to  have 
a  change  of  body  linen  twice  a  week  were  personally  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition.  A  woman  apt  to  become  excited  at  the 
sight  of  strangers  was  placed  in  a  single  room,  as  we  passed  through 
her  ward  ;  but  this  was  the  only  case  of  seclusion  on  either  of  the 
days  of  our  visit.  A  careful  record  is  kept  of  every  instance  of  the 
kind,  the  total  amount  of  which,  considering  the  number  of  recent 
cases  admitted,  is  not  large. 

Restraint  is  never  employed. 

At  our  two  visits  we  saw  about  300  of  each  sex  assembled  in 
their  respective  dining-halls.  T  esterday  the  dinner  appeared  to 
give  general  satisfaction.  To-day,  in  the  male  division,  when  the 
food  consisted  of  what,  in  the  dietary,  is  called  Irish  stew,  but  which 
more  resembles  soup  thickened  with  rice,  we  heard  many  complaints, 
and  much  of  it  remained  uneaten.  We  are  strongly  of  opinion 
that  meat  in  a  solid  form  should  be  substituted,  at  least,  on  one  of 
the  three  days  when  soup  or  stew  is  now  given.  The  weekly 
allowance  of  meat  to  each  patient  appears  to  be  sufficient.  We 
press  this  matter  somewhat  urgently,  because  it  was  the  only  sub¬ 
ject  on  which  we  had  any  complaints. 

The  arrangements  for  useful  occupation  remain  as  before  reported. 

There  are  60  men  who  work  on  the  land,  and  50  m  the  workshops, 
and  about  60  others  find  employment  in  the  wards  and  offices.  Of 
the  women  50  are  regularly  engaged  in  the  washhouse  and  laundry, 

70  assist  in  the  kitchen,  dining-halls,  sculleries,  anci  household  work, 
and  100  work  at  their  needle. 

The  patients’  recreations  are  well  attended  to,  and  the  weekly  balls 
somewhat  restricted  for  want  of  a  larger  room,  but  at  which  150 
are  usually  present,  have  been  continued  during  the  winter.  Other 
entertainments  have  also  been  given,  and  on  the  25th  of  July  the 
yearly  fete  was  held  as  usual,  besides  eight  pic-nics  to  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  common,  attended  by  about  100  patients  of  each  sex.  A  laige 
proportion  are  taken  beyond  the  asylum  precincts  for  extended

Appendix  to  Twenty-fourth  Report 

Appendix  (E.)  walks  in  the  country.  In  the  wards,  too,  there  is  a  very  liberal 
- *  provision  of  books,  periodicals,  and  games ;  and  we  were  particu¬ 
larly  struck  with  the  profusion  of  flowers  which  were  distributed  in 
all  the  day-rooms  and  galleries.  The  chaplain,  besides  conducting 
the  usual  services  in  the  chapel,  devotes  himself  to  giving  regular 
instruction  in  writing,  geography,  and  arithmetic,  holding  a  class 
twice  a  week  in  each  division.  The  present  attendance  does  not 
average  more  than  14  of  each  sex,  but  we  trust  it  will  be  found  prac¬ 
ticable  to  increase  these  numbers. 

The  attendants  are  in  the  proportion  of  1  to  13  patients  in  the 
male,  and  1  to  14  in  the  female  division. 

There  are  two  night  nurses  for  the  women,  but  only  one  for  the 
men.  Considering  the  present  large  numbers  on  this  side  of  the  house, 
we  strongly  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  second  without  delay. 

We  notice  various  improvements  since  the  last  visit  The  sug¬ 
gestion  then  made  to  enlarge  the  scullery  and  attendants’  dining¬ 
rooms,  in  connection  with  the  new  halls,  has  been  carried  out.  The 
new  dormitories  on  the  male  side  have  been  papered,  and  a  similar 
improvement  will  be  carried  out  in  the  women’s  wards.  Ward  No.  3 
on  this  side  has  been  newly  papered  and  painted,  and  the  old  iron 
windows  replaced  with  wooden  sashes  of  improved  construction, 
which  afford  ample  means  for  ventilation. 

We  observe  that  in  their  report  to  the  quarter  sessions  for  January 
1869  the  justices  refer  to  the  continual  increase  in  the  number  of 
female  patients,  and  to  the  probable  want  of  further  accommodation 
within  a  limited  period. 

Dr.  Robertson  has  pointed  out  to  us  a  site  on  which  he  thinks 
it  would  be  desirable  to  build,  should  an  enlargement  be  decided 
on,  and  we  see  no  objection  to  its  use  for  this  purpose.  As  there 
is  a  great  want  of  single  rooms  on  the  women’s  side,  we  have 
suggested  that  the  corridor  of  communication  which  will  be  re¬ 
quired  should  be  so  built  as  to  have  rooms  of  this  description  on 
one  side.  Any  increase  in  the  numbers  will,  however,  we  fear, 
render  necessary  an  extension  of  the  laundry.  For  the  men  some 
increase  of  day-room  space  seems  to  be  wanted,  and  this  might 
probably  be  best  obtained  by  the  construction  of  a  third  storey  over 
the  workshops.  Better  means  of  classification  would  also  be  secured 
by  this  means. 

We  have  made  inquiry  as  to  the  disposal  of  the  sewage,  and  find 
that  the  whole  of  it  continues  to  be  most  successfully  and  profitably 
distributed  by  irrigation  over  the  land,  and  that  no  inconvenience 
has  been  experienced  from  the  absence  of  separate  channels  for 
conducting  away  the  storm-water,  the  whole  of  which,  as  well  from 
the  airing-courts  as  from  the  roof  (excepting  of  two  blocks  collected 
for  use  in  the  laundry),  flows  through  the  main  drain  on  to  the  farm. 

Less  than  six  acres  cropped  with  Italian  rye-grass  suffice  to  clarify 
and  absorb  the  entire  quantity  of  sewage. 

The  very  excellent  condition  and  management  of  the  asylum  con¬ 
tinues  to  reflect  the  highest  credit  upon  Dr.  Robertson,  who,  we  are 
glad  to  find,  has  recently  received  additional  assistance  by  the 
appointment  of  an  apothecary  and  dispenser. 
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Warwick  County  Asylum.  Appendix 

13  May  1869. 

There  are  4  53  patients  on  the  books  of  the  asylum,  of  whom  215 
are  men,  and  238  are  women.  Four  of  the  women  are  absent  on 
leave.  All  the  other  patients  have  this  day  been  personally  exa¬ 
mined,  and  we  have  inspected  the  wards  and  offices.  The  rooms 
were  all  remarkably  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  presented  a  very 
neat  and  cheerful  appearance.  The  bedding  was  particularly  good, 
and  very  neatly  kept.  We  found  the  patients,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  quite  free  from  excitement,  and  personally  they  were  in 
a  satisfactory  state,  although  the  women  were  in  this  respect  much 
better  dressed  than  the  men.  One  woman  of  the  criminal  class, 
who  was  formerly-  at  Broadmoor,  was  dressed  in  a  strong  canvas 
dress,  and  she  wore  neither  shoes  nor  stockings,  although  walking  in 
the  airing  court.  She  is  stated' to  be  so  filthy  in  her  habits,  and  so 
noisy  at  night,  that  it  has  become  necessary  to  construct  a  room 
specially  for  her  use,  removed  as  much  as  possible  from  the  other 
patients.  Every  effort  seems  to  have  been  made  to  improve  this 
woman’s  conduct,  and  during  the  winter  she  behaved  somewhat 
better  ;  now,  however,  she  has  again  become  unruly,  and  as  her 
habits  are  a  source  of  great  annoyance,  and  have  a  very  detrimental 
effect  on  the  conduct  of  other  patients,  we  would  suggest  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  her  removal  to  Fisherton.  The 
returns  given  us  as  to  the  occupations  and  recreations  of  the  patients, 
and  their  attendance  at  Divine  worship,  afford  about  the  same  results 
as  usual.  Of  the  men  142,  and  of  the  women  152,  are  usefully 
employed ;  the  men  at  trades  and  on  the  land,  and  the  women  in  the 
laundry,  and  at  needle  and  house  work.  At  chapel  on  Sunday  there 
are  usually  117  men  and  143  women,  and  about  two-thirds  of  those 
numbers  are  present  on  week-days.  A  considerable  proportion  of 
the  patients  of  both  sexes  have  the  advantage  of  extended  exercise 
beyond  the  asylum  precincts,  and  to-day  we  met  a  party  of  30  men 
who  were  proceeding  to  witness  a  review  of  the  militia  at  Warwick. 

The  numbers  now  in  the  house  leave  very  few  vacancies ;  in  the 
male  division  the  wards  are  quite  full,  if,  indeed,  the  beds  are  not 
already  more  closely  packed  than  they  ought  to.be.  In  the  women’s 
wards  there  are  still  about  20  vacant  beds.  Since .  our  colleagues’ 
visit  exactly  a  year  ago,  49  male  and  52  female  patients  have  been 
admitted  ;  24  males  and  20  females  have  been  discharged,  all  but  one 
being  recovered;  and  18  males  and  26  females  have  died,  all  from 
ordinary  causes,  with  the  exception  of  a  man  upon  whom  an  inquest 
was  held,  and  who  was  found  to  have  died  from  “disease  of  the  brain, 
accelerated  by  fracture  of  the  left  clavicle  and  third  rib  on  left  side, 
caused  by  his  throwing  himself  against  the  wall.”  Two  patients 
were  suffocated  during  epileptic  fits.  Of  the  present  inmates,  an 
unusually  large  proportion  are  feeble  and  paralytic ;  14  men  and  21 
women  are  under  medical  treatment.  There  has  been  no  instance 
of  instrumental  restraint,  and  in  the  male  division  seclusion  has  only 
been  employed  on  eight  occasions  in  the  case  of  three  of  the  patients  ; 
amongst  the  women  the  cases  have  been  more  numerous,  but  still 
only  amounting  to  16  secluded  on  32  occasions. 
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There  have  been  no  structural  changes  since  the  last  visit,  but 
various  rooms  have  been  painted,  papered,  and  improved,  and  work 
of  this  description  is  still  going  on.  The  supply  of  hot  water  is  still 
inadequate ;  but  we  learn  that  the  committee  have  recently  referred 
the  consideration  of  how  best  to  remedy  this  defect  to  their  archi¬ 
tects.  and  Mr.  Haden  the  engineer,  and  are  now  awaiting  their 
reports.  We  trust  the  enlargement  of  the  laundry  will  not  be 
delayed.  *  As  regards  a  suggestion  offered  by  our  colleagues,  wilh  a 
view  of  affording  more  means  of  out-door  employment  for  the  occu¬ 
pants  of  No.  2  male  ward,  we  are  informed  that  steps  had  been  taken 
for  its  adoption  ;  but  when  it  was  determined  that  the  proposed  new 
building  should  occupy  the  site  which  has  been  selected,  the  project 
could  not  be  carried  out.  We  hope  that  some  other  means  will  be 
found  to  provide  useful  labour  for  these  men. 

We  have  again  a  very  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  condition 
of  this  asylum ;  everything  is  in  the  best  order,  and  the  patients  are 
evidently  treated  with  the  greatest  kindness  and  skill. 


Wilts  County  Asylum. 

6  July  1869. 

We  have  this  day,  at  our  official  visit,  inspected  all  the  wards  and 
offices,  and  personally  examined  all  the  patients  who  are  resident, 
viz.,  177  of  the  male,  and  265  of  the  female  sex.  Besides  these,  two 
men  and  two  women  are  away  on  trial,  making  the  total  number  on 
the  books  this  day  446,  being  9  more  than  at  the  date  of  our  last 
visit  in  May  1868.  The  admissions  within  that  interval  comprise 
54  in  the  male,  and  65  in  the  female  division ;  20  men  and  29  women 
have  been  discharged;  and  28  men  and  29  women  have  died.  In 
three  cases  inquests  were  held,  and  all  the  particulars  were  duly  re¬ 
ported  to  our  Board.  As  to  the  other  causes  of  death  it  appears 
that  disease  of  the  lungs  wTas  fatal  in  14  cases  ;  7  patients  died  of 
general  paralysis,  9  from  exhaustion,  5  from  paralysis,  6  from  brain 
disease,  2  from  epilepsy,  and  the  rest  from  ordinary  causes.  At  the 
time  of  admission  a  large  proportion  of  the  patients  are  found  to  be 
in  very  feeble  health,  and  there  are  at  the  present  time  in  the 
asylum  numerous  cases  of  paralysis  and  epilepsy  :  21  patients  of 
each  sex  are  under  medical  treatment,  and  4  males  and  3  females 
were  in  bed  to-day. 

We  have,  generally,  a  good  report  to  make  of  the  personal  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  who,  during  our  visit,  were  free 
from  excitement,  and  no  one  was  secluded.  As  to  the  use  of  seclu¬ 
sion  since  the  last  visit,  it  appears  from  the  books  that  10  males  and 
19  females  have  been  secluded  for  the  most  part,  each  on  one  occa¬ 
sion  only.  The  instances  amongst  the  men  being  41,  and  in  the 
women’s  wards  50.  One  man  was  restrained  for  about  10  days  for 
surgical  reasons. 

We  have  made  all  the  usual  statutory  inquiries,  and  have  nothing 
new  to  report  relative  to  the  occupations  and  recreations  of  the 
patients  or  their  attendance  at  Divine  service.  There  are  daily 
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prayers  and  two  services  on  Sunday,  at  which  somewhat  more  than  Appendix  (E.) 
200  patients  of  both  sexes  are  present. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  now  14  for  the  male,  and  16  for  the 
female  wards,  including  the  night  attendants  and  the  men  who  work 
with  the  patients  on  the  land,  but  not  the  two  laundry  women.  The 
proportion  of  attendants  here  is  certainly  less  than  in  most  other 
county  asylums,  and  we  are  glad  to  hear  that  an  additional  male 
assistant  will  shortly  be  engaged.  The  wages  are  upon  a  low  scale. 

We  have  ascertained  that  the  inmates  of  the  “refractory  ”  wards 
are  now  taken  beyond  their  airing  courts  for  exercise,  as  recom¬ 
mended  at  the  last  visit.  They  were  more  orderly  than  usual  to¬ 
day,  but  we  have  still  to  recommend,  as  on  former  occasions,  the 
introduction  of  more  furniture  and  comforts  into  their  day-rooms. 

It  is  still  the  practice  to  place  three  or  four  patients  in  the  same 
bath,  but  new  baths  are  to  be  gradually  introduced,  affording  means 
for  a  more  rapid  change  of  water,  when  we  hope  this  objectionable 
custom  will  be  discontinued. 

Some  change  or  enlargement  of  the  washhouse  is  certainly  wanted. 

No  increase  has  been  made  in  this  department  notwithstanding  the 
additions  to  the  number  of  the  inmates,  and  the  men  are  only  allowed 
one  shirt  a  week.  We  recommend  that  the  laundry  should  be  better 
ventilated  by  the  introduction  of  openings  in  the  roof. 

All  the  wards  and  offices  were,  as  usual,  clean  and  in  the  best 
order,  and  the  establishment  is  evidently  in  a  most  efficient  state, 
and  highly  creditable  to  Dr.  Thurnam’s  management. 


Worcester  County  A_sylum. 

25  November  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day,  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  all  its 
departments,  and  made  such  inquiries  as  we  deemed  material  in  re¬ 
ference  to  its  condition  and  management,  and  the  state,  mental  and 
bodily,  of  the  patients. 

The  changes  in  the  patients  since  the  3rd  June  1868,  the  date  of 
the  last  visit  by  members  of  our  Board,  and  their  present  numbers, 
are  shown  in  the  following  table  : — -

The  deaths  were  all  from  ordinary  causes;  inquests  were  held  in 
two  cases  only,  viz.,  those  of  a  man  and  woman  who  died  suddenly,, 
the  first  of  epilepsy  and  the  second  of  apoplexy.

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Appendix  (E.)  There  has  not,  since  the  last  visit,  been  in  the  asylum  any  dis¬ 
order  of  an  epidemic  character.  About  30  of  the  deaths  took  place 
within  a  few  weeks  after  admission,  and  some  within  a  few  days. 

Of  the  present  patients  5  men  and  7  women  are  maintained  by 
their  friends,  and  have  accordingly  been  transferred  from  the  pauper 
to  the  private  class.  With  the  exception  of  two  men  belonging  to 
out-county  unions,  and  45  women  received  under  contract  from 
Oxfordshire  and  Berks,  all  the  pauper  patients  belong  to  Worcester 
county  and  city. 

According  to  the  latest  ward  returns,  the  patients  usefully  em¬ 
ployed  are  426  in  number,  viz.,  194  in  the  male  division,  and  232  in 
the  female.  Of  the  former,  65  work  on  the  land  and  farm,  and  69 
as  artisans ;  of  the  latter  98  are  occupied  in  needlework,  65  in  the 
laundry  department,  and  15  in  the  kitchen. 

About  200  of  the  male  patients  and  240  females  attend  Divine 
service  on  Sundays,  most  of  them  twice. 

The  Wednesday  services  are  attended,  on  an  average,  by  100 
patients  of  each  sex.  The  chapel  is  estimated  to  accommodate  only 
320  patients. 

Morning  prayers  are  also  read  by  the  chaplain  on  five  days  in  the 
week,  nearly  170  men  and  120  women  being  present,  in  the  general 
recreation  hall. 

About  180  male  patients  and  160  females  are  assembled  at  the 
weekly  dances,  and  there  are  occasionally  dramatic  performances. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory,  the  patients 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  29  in  the  male  and  52 
in  the  female  division,  nearly  all  being  cases  of  ordinary,  and  not 
serious,  bodily  ailments. 

We  found  21  men  and  11  women  in  bed ;  of  the  former  10,  and  of 
the  latter  6  were  in  the  infirmaries. 

According  to  the  medical  journal,  in  which  the  entries  are  full  and 
circumstantial,  since  the  last  visit,  37  male  and  17  female  patients 
have  been  secluded,  mostly  for  maniacal  excitement  or  epilepsy,  the 
former  altogether  on  272,  and  the  latter  on  95  occasions. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes,  when  we  visited  the  several  wards 
and  offices,  were  remarkably  tranquil,  and  orderly,  and  their  personal 
condition  and  demeanour  were,  in  our  opinion,  very  creditable  to  the 
attendants  in  charge. 

The  corridors,  day-rooms,  and  dormitories,  and  the  beds  and  bed¬ 
ding  throughout  the  asylum  were  clean  and  in  the  best  order,  and 
the  atmosphere  everywhere  was  untainted. 

The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise,  recreation,  and  amuse¬ 
ments  continue  as  previously  reported,  and  evidence  great  attention 
to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  patients. 

Since  the  last  visit,  and  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  then 
submitted,  two  additional  female  attendants  have  been  engaged  and 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  Dr.  Sherlock,  to  assign  their  spheres  of  duty  at 
his  discretion.  They  have  been  placed  permanently  inWards  5  and  3 
respectively,  containing  the  acute  and  most  idiotic  and  helpless  cases. 

No.  9  ward  of  the  female  division,  wherein  there  are  118  patients 
of  a  quiet  and  industrious  class,  is  under  the  charge  of  the  head  and 
three  ordinary  attendants. 
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In  the  temporary  absence  of  the  matron  her  functions  throughout  Appendix  (E.) 

the  female  division  of  the  asylum  devolve  upon  the  head  attendant,  - 

for  ivhose  assistance  a  supernumerary  attendant  is  engaged. 

We  have  here  to  note,  as  an  arrangement  which  is  found  to  work 
most  satisfactorily,  that  in  three  of  the  five  male  wards,  viz.,  the 
hospital,  and  those  appropriated  chiefly  to  acute  and  idiotic  cases, 
married  attendants  are  assisted  by  their  wives. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  since  the  last  visit,  the  male  patients  have 
increased  in  number  by  30,  and  that,  consequently,  the  question  of 
providing  additional  accommodation  for  male  patients  has  become 
the  more  pressing ;  we  are  glad,  therefore,  to  learn  that  the  subject 
is  under  the  special  consideration  of  the  committee  of  visitors. 

The  general  condition  of  the  asylum  and  patients  continues  to  re¬ 
flect  much  credit  upon  Dr.  Sherlock’s  superintendence. 


North  Riding  Asylum— -Clifton,  York. 

2  March  1869. 

Yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  visited  every  part  of  this  asylum, 
and  seen  all  the  patients.  Four  are  absent  on  leave  ;  the  entire 
number  on  the  books  being  522,  or  275  males  and  247  females;  and 
those  seen  by  us  in  the  wards  being  272  in  the  male  division,  and 
246  on  the  female  side.  Ten  of  these  are  private  patients,  four  of 
the  former  sex  and  six  of  the  latter  paying  at  various  rates,  from 
14  .9.  up  to  31  s.  6  d.  a  week.  Thirty-three,  1 1  males  and  22  females, 
belong  to  Bethnal  Green,  and  for  these  the  charge  is  15  s.  2  d,  a 
week.  Forty  others,  20  of  each  sex,  are  also  out-county  patients, 
paying  weekly  sums  that  vary  from  14  .9.  to  15  s.  9  cl.  Finding  from 
inquiry  that  such  of  these  rates  as  are  in  excess  of  14  s.,  have  not 
beemsubmitted  for  sanction  to  magistrates  in  session,  as  directed  by 
the  54th  section  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  we  have  suggested 
that  this  should  be  done.  The  rest  of  the  patients  comprise  175 
from  the  East.  Riding,  97  males  and  78  females,  paying  13  s.  5  d.  a 
week ;  and,  belonging  to  the  North  Riding  itself,  143  males  and  121 
females,  altogether  264  patients,  for  whom  the  weekly  charge  is 
8  s.  9  d.  Such,  nevertheless,  is  the  extent  of  the  present  accommo¬ 
dation  (a  neAv  dormitory  having  been  constructed  above  the  new 
kitchen  premises,  since  the  last  visit,  and  several  judicious  changes 
having  been  made  by  Dr.  Christie  in  the  old  dormitories,  by 
taking  down  partitions  and  rearranging  beds;,  that  there  are  still 
27  vacant  beds  within  the  asylum,  besides  10  more  in  an  unoccupied 
cottage  on  the  estate.  The  new  admissions,  in  the  interval  of  13 
months  since  our  colleagues  were  here,  have  been  192,  including 
86  males  and  106  females  ;  the  discharges  have  been  115,  38  males 
and  77  females,  83  of  which  cases  were  recoveries  ;  one  man  who 
had  improved  in  mental  condition  effected  his  escape  ;  and  during 
the  same  time  51  patients  died,  24  men  and  27  women.  In  these 
deaths  there  was  nothing  unusual,  and  no  inquest  was  held  in  any 
case.  The  principal  causes  entered  are  senile  decay,  general 
O.94.  paralysis, 
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Appendix  (E.)  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  apoplexy,  and  diseases  of  the  lungs  and 
heart. 

Two  men  died  of  small-pox  and  typhoid  fever  respectively  ;  but  it 
would  seem  that  9  other  patients  and  3  attendants  were  attacked  by 
small-pox,  and  among  others  of  the  attendants  there  were  cases  of 
typhoid;  any  further  progress  of  the  small-pox  having  probably 
been  stayed  by  Dr.  Christie’s  prompt  and  prudent  removal  of  the 
cases  to  the  unoccupied  cottage  above  mentioned. 

The  propriety  of  having  such  detached  accommodation  always 
available  against  the  contingency  of  any  contagious  disease  breaking 
out,  will  thus  have  suggested  itself;  and  we  trust  that  such  permanent 
provision  will  now  be  made.  Generally,  the  health  of  the  asylum  is 
at  present  good;  such  as  were  in  bed  in  the  infirmaries  at  the  time 
of  our  visit  being  for  the  most  part  the  infirm  from  old  age,  and  the 
numbers  entered  as  taking  medicine  being  17  males  and  9  females. 

All  the  patients  were  seen  by  us  in  their  several  wards,  both 
divisions  being  partly  visited  by  us  at  the  dinner  hour,  and  we 
thought  their  condition,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory.  There  was 
no  excitement ;  and  considering  the  unusually  large  proportion  on 
both  sides  of  infirm  and  demented  cases,  their  persons  were  clean 
and  tidy,  and  the  clothing  generally  good.  Marked  improvement 
is  indeed  observable  in  these  respects,  from  what  we  formerly  re¬ 
member  of  the  condition  of  the  less  favourable  classes  ;  and  we  hope 
to  see  it  carried  further. 

The  introduction  of  cloth  trousers  for  the  men,  now  being  gradu¬ 
ally  made  general,  has  been  very  judicious,  and  we  think  that  the 
winter  clothing  for  all  the  women,  now'  given  only  to  a  part,  should 
be  of  linsey  or  other  woollen  material.  The  dinner  was  of  soup, 
containing  three  ounces  of  meat  for  each  person,  two  such  dinners 
being  given  each  week ;  and  as  this  is  an  unusual  proportion  of  sou}) 
for  the  dietary  of  a  county  asylum,  and  generally  not  very  popular 
with  the  inmates,  wTe  think  it  would  prevent  waste,  as  well  as  con¬ 
tribute  much  to  the  advantage  of  all  classes  of  patients,  if  another 
solid  meat  dinner  were  substituted  on  one  of  the  soup  days.  To 
those  who  do  not  eat  the  soup,  rice  and  suet  pudding  were  given, 
and  all  are  of  good  quality. 

The  several  wTards  and  day-rooms  were  found  by  us  in  the  best 
order,  and  it  was  creditable  to  the  nurses  and  attendants,  especially 
on  the  female  side,  to  observe  the  large  proportion  of  patients  who 
had  some  kind  of  occupation  in  hand.  But  generally  for  those  inca¬ 
pable  of,  or  disinclined  to  it,  there  was  a  great  deficiency  of  news¬ 
papers,  illustrated  periodicals,  and  books ;  and  it  would  be  wTell  when 
there  are  the  proper  additions  in  this  respect,  which  we  are  given  to 
understand  will  shortly  be  made,  that  bookcases  in  which  they  may 
be  always  accessible  should  be  supplied  to  each  ward. 

Since  the  last  visit,  a  warming  apparatus,  by  means  of  hot  water 
pipes,  has  been  placed  in  each  division ;  and  the  placing  of  hand¬ 
rails  to  the  stairs  has  been  completed  on  both  sides.  Fixed  stuffed 
seats  round  the  day-rooms  we  observe  to  be  now  in  preparation,  as 
well  as  colouring  and  painting  of  a  cheerful  kind  in  both  dormitories 
and  day-rooms,  with  much  new  carpeting  and  matting  in  both  ;  and 
we  noticed,  with  pleasure,  arrangements  made  lately,  by  means  of  new 
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hot-water  and  cold-water  cisterns,  for  more  abundant  supplies  to  the  Appendix  (E.) 

baths,  where  each  patient  has  now  a  change  of  water.  Another  im-  - 

provement  mentioned  as  in  contemplation  at  the  last  visit,  whereby 
earth-closets  will  be  placed  in  the  wards  and  airing-yards,  on  both 
sides,  has  not  yet  been  carried  out  to  a  proper  or  sufficient  extent; 
and  as  there  are  marked  deficiencies  in  this  direction,  one  ward  on 
the  male  side  and  three  on  the  female  side  having  respectively  but 
one  seat  for  an  average  of  nearly  70  patients,  we  suggest  the  de¬ 
sirability  of  completing  what  is  proposed  as  to  these  closets,  with  as 
little  more  delay  as  possible. 

Adverting  to  other  matters  begun  or  completed  since  the  last  visit, 
we  have  to  mention  that  the  commodious  new  kitchen,  with  serving- 
rooms  and  all  needful  offices,  with  new  cooking  apparatus,  with 
covered  ways  leading  to  both  divisions,  and  with  new  attendant’s 
rooms,  as  well  as  a  17-bedded  dormitory  for  patients,  has  been 
finished  since  our  colleagues  were  here,  and  is  now  partly  in  use  ; 
that  one  of  the  airing-courts,  in  both  of  which  additional  sunshades 
should  be  placed,  has  been  asphalted ;  that  another  pump  for  spring 
water  has  been  fixed ;  and  that  in  several  instances  gas  lamps  have 
been  introduced  into  walls  intervening  between  dormitories,  which 
it  is  proposed  to  make  general.  All  lamps  are  extinguished,  how¬ 
ever,  after  bedtime ;  and  we  think  it  desirable  that  for  the  dormi¬ 
tories,  some  light  should  be  always  burning. 

The  usual  satisfactory  records  present  themselves  as  to  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  asylum,  the  numbers  usefully  occupied  having  been 
lately  indeed,  especially  in  the  shops  and  offices  on  the  male  side, 
very  considerably  increased.  No  less  than  65  are  so  returned, 
while  of  workers  on  the  garden  and  farm,  there  are  76;  and  of  the 
women,  78  work  regularly  with  the  needle,  while  there  are  63 
occupied  in  the  laundry  and  offices.  The  chapel  attendance  shows 
the  customary  average  of  250  of  both  sexes  at  each  Sunday  ser¬ 
vice,  and  159  on  week  days.  The  associated  meetings  for  recrea¬ 
tion,  given  weekly,  and  to  which  Dr.  Christie  appears  to  make 
every  effort  to  impart  variety  and  success,  are  necessarily  restricted 
in  the  numbers  attending  them,  by  the  limited  spstce  of  the  in¬ 
convenient  room  in  which  they  are  held ;  and  the  wisdom  of 
the  advice  which  has  frequently  been  offered,  that  a  new  chapel 
should  be  built  in  the  grounds,  and  the  old  one  turned  into 
a  place  for  recreation,  continues  to  be  made  very  manifest.  For 
regular  out-door  exercise  to  both  sexes,  beyond  the  estate,  as  well 
as  beyond  the  airing-courts,  we  think  the  arrangements  still  fairly 
sufficient. 

There  is  happily  little  to  add  as  to  either  seclusion  or  restraint ; 
the  former  having  been  applied,  since  the  last  visit,,  to  only  7 
patients,  on  16  occasions;  and  the  latter  having  been  limited  to  a 
patient  of  each  sex ;  the  woman  twice,  for  suicidal  tendency,  each 
time  for  a  week,  but  only  at  night,  and  the  man  for  the  same  period 
and  cause. 

There  is  at  present  a  vacancy,  which  will  shortly  be  filled  up,  in 
the  office  of  male  head  attendant,  and  in  that  division  the  attendance 
appears  to  us  now  to  be  adequate  ;  but  it  occurred  to  us  strongly 
vesterclav,  as  we  passed  through  wards  3  and  4,  on  the  female  side, 
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Appendix  (E.)  having  3  nurses  to  59  and  65  patients  respectively,  that  an  addi- 
— -  tional  nurse  should  be  placed  in  each. 

We  found  the  case-books  on  the  male  side,  which  are  kept  by 
Mr.  Chaffers,  somewhat  in  arrear;  but  the  case  books  of  the  other 
division,  kept  by  the  medical  superintendent  himself,  were  duly 
entered  up ;  and  in  this,  as  in  all  other  respects,  we  had  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  great  energy  and  untiring  industry  which  Dr. 
Christie  applies  to  the  discharge  of  his  important  duties. 


West  Riding  Asylum,  Wakefield. 

18  February  1869. 

Our  inspection  of  this  asylum  has  occupied  us  during  the  15th 
and  16th  instant,  and  part  of  to-day.  We  have  examined  all  the 
patients  now  resident,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices. 
The  numbers  now  here  are  644  in  the  male,  and  625  in  the  female 
division,  total  1,269;  but  the  whole  number  on  the  books  is  1,343, 
there  being  6  men  and  68  women  in  Mount  Pleasant  Asylum  at 
Sheffield,  which  has  been  occupied  since  the  20th  of  last  November. 
When  the  alterations  now  in  progress  at  this  house  are  completed, 
it  is  calculated  that  there  will  be  accommodation  for  125  patients  ; 
and  taking  the  present  numbers  on  the  books,  vacant  beds  in  the 
two  establishments  for  40  men  and  42  women.  It  is  proper,  how¬ 
ever,  to  remark  that  many  of  the  rooms  here  are  much  over¬ 
crowded. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  on  the  22nd  of  February  last  year,  the 
following  changes  have  taken  place  :  —

Of  the  patients  who  were  discharged,  96  men  and  102  women 
were  recovered  ;  the  recoveries  being  at  the  rate  of  45  per  cent,  on 
the  numbers  admitted. 

I  he  death-rate  has  been  low,  the  average  calculated  on  the  num¬ 
bers  resident  being  only  10T  per  cent,  during  the  past  year.  Not¬ 
withstanding  this  favourable  return  however,  diarrhoea  has 
prevailed  to  some  extent,  and  there  have  been  a  few  cases  of  dysen¬ 
tery,  one  of  the  latter  proving  fatal.  Erysipelas  has  also  lately  been 
prevalent.  Dr.  Browne  attributes  the  existence  of  these  diseases 
m  some  measures  to  defective  ventilation  of  the  sewers,  and  steps 
aie  now  being  taken  to  remedy  the  evil.  The  principal  causes  of 
eath  appear  to  have  been  diseases  of  the  chest,  general  paralysis, 
an  disoiganization  of  the  brain.  In  five  cases  inquests  were  held, 
one  o  them  being  a  case  of  suicide,  the  particulars  of  which  have 
au  eacly  been  fully  reported  to  our  board. 
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The  condition  in  which  patients  are  brought  to  the  asylum  is  still  APPendlx 
often  very  unsatisfactory ;  one  woman  from  Halifax  was  found  to 
be  dead  when  she  reached  the  door ;  two  others  died  within  a  week, 
and  10  within  a  month  of  their  admission,  and  20  others  died  within 
three  months. 

Post  mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  126  cases. 

We  have  again  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  state  of  the 
patients,  who  during  our  visits  were  remarkably  free  from  excite¬ 
ment,  even  in  those  wards  occupied  by  the  more  unfavourable  class. 

N  o  one  was  secluded  or  in  restraint ;  indeed,  it  would  seem  that 
seclusion  is  almost  entirely  abandoned  as  a  mode  of  treatment,  for 
during  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  our  visit,  only  one  man  has 
been  in  seclusion,  on  one  occasion,  and  three  women,  each  also  on 
one  occasion  only.  Mechanical  restraint  was  employed  once  in  the 
case  of  a  female  patient  for  surgical  reasons.  We  thought  the 
dresses  of  the  women,  and  their  personal  appearance  generally, 
unusually  good.  The  men  were  some  of  them  hardly  in  so  satisfac¬ 
tory  a  state,  and  we  would  suggest  that  a  greater  variety  of  material 
should  be  used  for  their  clothing.  In  the  female  ward  a  great 
amount  of  needlework  was  in  progress,  and  altogether  as  many  as 
205  of  the  women  are  employed  in  this  way.  The  numbers  working 
in  the  laundry,  bakehouse,  kitchen,  &c.,  are  about  the  same  as 
before,  and  419  are  returned  as  regularly  occupied. 

Of  the  men,  189  work  on  the  land,  and  between  50  and  60  at 
their  trades. 

There  are  also  28  weavers  and  winders,  by  whose  labour  11,250 
yards  of  linen  and  sheeting,  and  3,160  yards  of  linsey  have  been 
produced  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of  men  employed  is 
446. 


The  arrangements  made  for  out-door  exercise  are  as  before  re¬ 
ported.  The  average  numbers  at  church  are  225  men  and  247 
women.  With  respect  to  the  measures  taken  to  provide  recreation 
and  amusement,  we  have  to  report  that  much  is  done.  In  addition 
to  the  usual  meetings  in  the  hall,  there  have  been  dramatic  perform¬ 
ances,  magic  lanterns,  exhibitions  of  conjuring,  marionettes,  jugglery, 
gymnastics,  and  readings  from  Shakespeare  by  Miss  Glynn,  &c.,  &c., 
at  frequent  intervals,  which  have  been  numerously  attended. 

Amongst  the  statutory  inquiries  directed  to  be  made  is  one  as  to 
the  number  of  attendants  and  nurses,  and  in  our  opinion  the  staff  is 
now  sufficient,  two  additional  nurses  having  lately  been  engaged. 

The  condition  of  the  wards  in  both  divisions  was  most  creditable, 
and  the  bedding  throughout  of  the  best  description.  .  We  think, 
however,  that  if  the  old  bedsteads  are  retained,  sacking  bottoms 

should  be  substituted  for  the  wood. 

By  the  conversion  of  the  old  weaving  shed,  a  most  excellent  ward 
has  been  provided  for  65  men.  This  arrangement  is  considered  to 
be  only  temporary,  but  the  accommodation  thus  obtained  is  so  good, 
and  the  place  is  so  well  fitted  up  and  furnished,  that  we  think  it 
will  be  found  profitable  to  retain  the  building  for  its  present  pur¬ 
pose.  There  have  been  various  alterations  and  improvements, 
the  most  important  being  the  substitution  of  wood  for  flagged  floors 
in  several  wards:  the  papering  of  numerous  galleries  and  day- 

^  „  '  T  rooms, 
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Appendix  (E.)  rooms,  previously  only  coloured  or  whitewashed ;  the  improvement 
of  some  staircases,  the  fixing  of  sunlights  in  the  large  dormitories, 
and  the  formation  of  600  yards  of  asphalte  walks. 

There  have  also  been  considerable  additions  to  the  furniture  and 
decorations  of  the  wards  in  both  divisions. 

Other  important  changes,  having  for  their  object  the  good  work¬ 
ing  of  the  institution,  and  the  welfare  of  the  patients,  are  in  progress, 
or  will  shortly  be  commenced ;  amongst  these  we  hope  that  the 
general  bath-room  for  the  women,  recommended  at  the  last  visit, 
will  not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  that  some  steps  will  be  taken  to  dimi¬ 
nish  the  crowding,  which  we  observe  especially  in  the  women’s 
day-rooms.  And  it  is  a  matter  for  consideration,  whether  this 
object  might  not  most  easily  be  accomplished  by  the  erection  of  a 
large  room  or  hall,  in  connection  with  these  wards,  which  could  be 
used  as  a  work-room. 

We  have  had  some  conversation  with  Dr.  Browne  as  to  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  providing  a  more  cheerful  and  better  lighted  ward  for 
male  patients  of  a  melancholic  and  suicidal  class ;  and  we  also  think 
it  would  be  very  desirable  if  some  arrangements  could  be  made  to 
secure  a  greater  amount  of  night  supervision  for  the  large  number 
of  epileptics  now  in  this  asylum. 

The  usual  good  order  prevailed  in  the  large  dining-hall,  where 
360  men  were  assembled,  and  the  dinners  were  very  neatly  served 
in  the  wards. 

We  noticed  that  the  soup  which  formed  the  dinner  on  one  day, 
was  disliked  by  many  of  the  patients,  and  it  would  be  well  we  think 
if  some  other  dinner  could  be  substituted,  so  as  to  avoid  the  waste 
which  now  takes  place. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  again  to  bear  testimony  to  the  very 
efficient  and  satisfactory  condition  of  this  asylum,  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  which  Dr.  Browne  continues  to  exercise  the  utmost  zeal 
and  ability. 

In  a  few  days  we  purpose  visiting  the  house  at  Sheffield,  and 
reporting  separately  on  its  condition. 


Mount  Pleasant,  Sheffield. 

23  February  1869. 

This  house  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  the  20th 
of  last  November,  and  at  present  contains  6  males  and  68  females. 

It  is  placed  under  the  superintendence  of  Dr.  Mitchell,  who  is 
resident,  and  the  staff  consists  of  one  male  attendant,  who  acts  as 
a  gardener,  four  ordinary  nurses,  one  head  nurse,  and  one  laundry 
maid. 

All  the  patients  have  been  transferred  from  the  Wakefield  Asy¬ 
lum,  the  most  quiet  and  orderly  cases  having  been  selected,  and  the 
only  changes  which  have  occurred  have  been  the  discharge  of  one 
of  the  women,  and  the  removal  to  Wakefield  of  three  others,  as  not 
properly  adapted  for  such  an  establishment  as  this.  The  state  of  all 
the  inmates  to-day  was  most  satisfactory,  and  everything  seems  to 
ha^e  been  done  to  promote  their  comfort  and  welfare.  The  house 
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has  been  painted  and  re-papered  throughout,  and  excellent  furniture  Appendix  (E). 

has  been  supplied,  indeed  the  accommodation  is  altogether  of  the  most  - 

superior  description. 

The  alterations  in  the  outbuildings  are  nearly  completed,  and  this 
block,  which  is  now  connected  with  the  main  building  by  a  covered 
way,  will  provide  beds  for  39  additional  patients,  with  a  suitable 
day-room,  and  a  room  for  two  nurses.  As  regards  the  latter  we 
have  made  some  suggestions  to  Dr.  Browne  with  a  view  to  rendering 
it  warmer  and  more  comfortable. 

When  finished  the  buildings  will  provide  accommodation  for  125 
patients. 

The  male  patients  are  employed  in  levelling  and  laying  out  the 
grounds,  which  consist  of  three  acres.  A  walk  will  be  formed  round 
the  whole  area,  shaded  by  a  belt  of  trees. 

This  asylum  is  treated  simply  as  a  branch  of  the  asylum  at  Wake¬ 
field,  and  no  separate  books  or  registers  are  kept.  Provisions  of 
every  description  are  also  sent  from  Wakefield,  and  the  dietary  is 
the  same  in  both  establishments. 

The  greater  number  of  the  inmates  are  usefully  employed,  and 
their  recreations  and  amusements  appear  to  be  well  attended  to. 

Dances  are  given,  once  a  fortnight,  parties  have  twice  been  taken  to 
the  theatre  ;  20  of  the  women  take  extended  walks  beyond  the 
premises,  and  12  of  them  go  to  church. 

At  present  Dr.  Browne  visits  once  a  week,  but  when  ail  the 
arrangements  are  completed  such  frequent  visitations,  which  must 
necessarily  greatly  interfere  with  his  more  important  duties  at  Wake¬ 
field,  will  no  longer  be  required. 


Birmingham  Asylum. 

8  May  1869. 

In'  this  asylum,  which  we  inspected  yesterday,  there  are  613 
patients,  of  whom  285  are  men  and  328  women.  Of  the  paupers,  13 
males  and  10  females  belong  to  other  counties,  and  30  males  and  22 
females  are  of  the  private  class.  These  numbers  leave  13  vacant 
beds  in  the  male  and  6  in  the  female  division ;  but  as  several  of  the 
dormitories,  which  should  only  contain  8,  have  now  from  9  to  11  beds 
in  them,  the  asylum  may  be  properly  said  to  be  full.  It  is  expected 
that  ere  long  the  20  patients  belonging  to  the  borough  of  Leicester 
will  be  removed. 

With  the  exception  of  two  women,  one  of  whom  has  recently 
escaped,  and  the  other,  who  is  on  trial,  we  have  examined  every 
patient  and  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  Although  the  general 
health  of  the  patients  is  good,  the  proportion  of  patients  afflicted  with 
general  paralysis  is  very  large,  especially  in  the  male  division,  an 
cases  of  epilepsy  are  very  numerous,  amounting  to  72  m  the  male 
and  78  in  the  female  wards.  For  the  due  care  and  supervision 
of  such  cases  as  these  an  unusually  large  staff  of  attendants  am, 
nurses  is  required,  but  although  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in 
their  numbers  since  the  last  visit,  they  are  still  too  few,  being  m  die 
proportion  of  only  about  1  to  17  in  the  male,  and  1  to  21  m  tlie 

female  division, 
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Appendix  (E.)  The  new  infirmary  wards,  which  are  found  to  answer  well,  will  each 
— - —  contain  22  patients  :  a  man  and  his  wife  have  been  appointed  on  the 

male  side,  but  the  women  are  under  the  sole  charge  of  one  nurse. 
In  numbers  1  and  3  wards,  which  contain  respectively  52  and  51 
jmtients,  there  are  in  each  only  two  attendants,  and  in  the  corres¬ 
ponding  wards  in  the  female  division  there  are  three  nurses  for  60 
patients  in  No.  1,  and  two  nurses  for  40  patients  in  No.  3 ;  besides 
these.  No.  8,  with  42  patients,  has  only  two  nurses,  and  numbers  2 
and  4,  each  with  23  patients,  have  only  one  nurse.  We  beg  again 
to  press  this  subject  upon  the  consideration  of  the  committee,  and 
also  to  direct  their  attention  to  the  often  repeated  suggestion  for  the 
appointment  of  a  properly  qualified  head  attendant. 

The  employment  of  married  men  and  their  "wives  in  two  of  the 
male  wards  has  proved  so  successful  that  we  hope  to  see  this  arrange¬ 
ment  extended.  The  wages  for  male  attendants  are,  we  think,  too 
small  to  secure  the  services  of  thoroughly  efficient  persons,  and  we 
learn  that  there  have  been  numerous  changes  since  the  last  visit. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory  on  the 
whole,  but  the  men,  as  on  former  occasions,  were  less  well  attended 
to  than  the  women. 

The  weather  being  wet  all  the  joatients  were  confined  to  their 
wards,  and  we  thought  that,  unfavourable  as  many  of  the  cases  are, 
more  might  have  been  done  to  occupy  and  amuse  them.  The  stock 
of  newspapers  and  illustrated  periodicals  is  very  scanty,  and  we  did 
not  find  so  many  games  and  means  of  amusement  as  are  usually  sup¬ 
plied  in  other  asylums. 

As  regards  useful  occupation,  we  find  from  a  return  made  to  us 
by  the  steward  that  36  men  work  on  the  farm  and  grounds,  and  59 
help  in  the  wards,  and  there  are  two  shoemakers,  two  tailors,  one 
upholsterer,  two  painters,  and  one  smith.  Others  find  work  about 
the  premises,  but  the  total  number  of  men  who  are  employed  is  only 
117.  With  regard  to  the  employment  of  patients  in  trades,  we  are  well 
assured  that  were  proper  workshops  provided,  a  much  larger  number 
might  be  profitably  and  usefully  engaged,  the  present  tailors’  and 
shoemaker’s  shops  are  quite  insufficient  in  size  and  unsuitable  in 
every  respect. 

Of  the  women,  220  are  employed  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and 
in  needlework. 

The  dinners  yesterday  consisted  of  boiled  beef,  with  potatoes. 
The  allowance  to  each  patient  was  ample,  and  the  food,  which  we 
tasted,  was  very  good. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  dietary  since  the  last  visit, 
and  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  when  formerly  soup  was  given 
to  all,  this  now  forms  the  dinner  of  only  one-fourth  of  their  number, 
taking  the  different  wards  in  rotation. 

The  wards  were  very  clean  and  well  furnished,  the  bedding  also 
was  generally  in  proper  order,  but  there  was  some  mackintosh 
sheeting  on  a  few  of  the  beds  which  had  become  old  and  useless  to 
protect  the  bed-ticking.  The  attendant  to  whom  we  pointed  out  the 
stained  condition  of  the  mattresses,  stated  that  he  had  applied  for  new 
sheeting,  and  sent  the  articles  complained  of  to  the  store,  but  that 
they  had  been  returned  to  him. 
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The  bathing  is  now  carried  on  on  four  days  in  the  week,  the  pa-  Appendix 

tients  from  the  different  wards  occupying  the  general  bath-rooms  in  r - 

rotation.  The  nurses  stated  that  fresh  water  was  supplied  for  each 
patient,  but  in  the  male  division  the  same  water  sometimes  serves  for 
two  of  them. 

By  extending  the  bathing  over  five  days,  we  have  no  doubt  that  it 
would  be  found  practicable  to  use  clean  water  for  every  patient. 

Although  the  use  of  a  general  bath-room  is  most  convenient  for 
ordinary  patients,  the  sick  and  infirm  cannot  be  taken  to  it  without 
much  risk  and  trouble,  and  we  strongly  recommend  that  separate 
baths  should  be  placed  in  each  of  the  infirmaries,  and  also  in  epileptic 
ward  No.  8,  in  both  divisions. 

W  e  have  again  to  press  for  the  strictest  attention  to  the  rule  re¬ 
quiring  printed  regulations  and  thermometers  to  be  hung  up  in 
every  bath-room.  In  No.  9  in  the  female  division  this  precaution 
had  been  neglected. 

W e  have  suggested  a  change  in  the  position  of  the  attendants  and 
nurses’  rooms  in  several  of  the  wards,  so  as  to  bring  them  nearer  to 
the  patients  during  the  night ;  and  we  have  also  recommended  that, 
wherever  possible,  windows  shall  be  opened  between  the  attendants’ 
rooms  and  the  adjoining  dormitories. 

In  male  ward  No.  9,  where  there  are  several  children,  and  where 
all  are  epileptic,  some  deep  low  benches  should  be  fixed  to  the  walls 
and  a  few  small  leaning  chairs  should  be  provided. 

Since  our  colleagues’  visit  a  year  ago,  81  male  and  85  female 
patients  have  been  admitted  belonging  to  the  pauper  class,  and  18 
male  and  14  female  private  patients  have  been  received;  total  198. 

Within  the  same  period  46  males  and  63  females  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  11  of  each  sex  being  private  patients,  and  44  males  and  37 
females  have  died,  of  whom  4  males  and  3  females  were  of  the  private 
class. 

Although  no  special  cause  can  be  assigned,  the  mortality  has  been 
beyond  the  average  during  the  past  year,  amounting  to  about  12  per 
cent,  on  the  numbers  resident. 

There  were  inquests  on  the  bodies  of  4  men  and  4  women.  One 
of  these  cases  was  that  of  the  unfortunate  woman  who  was  killed  by 
a  fellow  patient.  The  woman  who  committed  the  act  has  been  sent 
to  Warwick,  where  she  awaits  her  trial. 

The  fact  that  2  patients  were  found  dead  in  bed,  having  been 
suffocated  during  an  epileptic  fit,  seems  to  point  to  the  necessity  of 
providing  a  greater  amount  of  supervision  for  tins  class  during  the 
night.  We  had  some  conversation  with  Mr.  Green  on  this  subject,  and 
ako  as  to  the  possibility  of  devoting  a  ward  specially  for  new  cases, 
where,  with  an  adequate  staff  of  attendants, .  each  patient  might  be 
carefully  treated,  and  their  peculiarities  noticed  and  recorded. 

Our  general  impression  of  the  condition  of  this  asylum  has  been 
favourable,  and  we  think  the  patients  are  kindly  treated  and  care¬ 
fully  attended  to  by  Mr.  Green,  who  continues  to  give  his  best 
attention  to  their  welfare. 
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Bristol  Borough  Asylum. 


18  May  1869. 

'The  visitors’  book  of  this  asylum  having  been  taken  to  Bristol, 
where  it  would  be  well  that  it  should  not  in  future  be  kept,  but 
always  returned  to  the  asylum  after  any  entries  made  in  it,  we  have 
written  this  report  on  a  separate  sheet  of  paper,  to  be  copied  into 
the  book  on  its  return. 

Since  the  asylum  was  visited  by  our  colleagues,  on  the  8th  of  last 
June,  61  patients  have  been  admitted,  37  males  and  24  females,  and 
43  patients  have  been  discharged,  28  males  and  15  females;  35  of 
this  number  having  recovered,  seven  having  been  improved,  and 
only  one  sent  away  unrelieved.  This  was  the  man  specially  adverted 
to,  in  the  last  entry  of  our  colleagues,  as  unfit  to  be  retained,  and 
who  has  since  very  properly  been  removed  to  Fisherton. 

In  this  same  interval  there  have  been  28  deaths,  16  in  the  male 
division  and  12  in  the  female  division,  the  principal  causes  having 
been  chronic  cerebral  disease,  senile  decay,  phthisis,  general  palsy, 
and  epilepsy ;  an  inquest  having  been  held  in  one  of  the  latter  cases, 
where  a  man  had  been  found  dead  in  bed  from  suffocation  in  a  fit. 

The  numbers  in  the  asylum  to-day  are  altogether  219,  of  whom 
104  are  in  the  male  division  and  115  in  the  female  division,  there 
being  still  among  the  latter  one  private  patient;  and  this  leaves 
vacancies,  for  the  present,  for  13  males  and  two  females,  additional 
temporary  space  having  been  obtained  by  placing  in  every  asso¬ 
ciated  dormitory,  on  both  sides,  one  more  bed  than  ought  to  be 
there. 

We  are  happy  to  have  to  add,  however,  that  we  found  to-day  the 
new  accommodation  which  has  been  provided  by  building  over  the 
laundry  on  the  women’s  side,  and  over  the  workshops  on  the  men’s 
(whereby  at  the  same  time  both  the  laundry  and  workshops  have 
been  heightened  and  enlarged),  so  nearly  ready  for  reception  of 
patients,  that  before  another  month  is  passed  the  female  portion  will 
be  opened ;  and  before  the  close  of  autumn  that  portion  also  will  be 
occupied  which  is  designed  for  the  men.  Both  blocks  appear  to  be 
well  built,  extremely  well  arranged,  and  likely  to  prove  in  all 
respects  commodious  and  convenient.  Already  the  women’s  rooms 
are  fairly  furnished ;  and  as  soon  as  the  walls  are  thoroughly  dry, 
we  hope  they  will  be  enlivened  by  bright  colours,  and  that  the 
experiment  will  be  tried  (economical  in  the  long  run  we  do  not 
doubt  that  it  would  prove)  of  a  cheap  cheerful  paper  in  all  the 
rooms.  The  beneficial  effect  on  the  inmates  would  soon  lead  to  the 
adoption  of  a  similar  measure  in  other  parts  of  the  asylum. 

The  proportion  of  epileptic  and  troublesome  patients  on  both 
sides  here  is  very  large,  but  they  are  distributed  judiciously  over 
many  of  the  wards ;  and  though  we  found  a  little  noise  and  disorder 
here  and  there,  especially  in  No.  3,  on  the  men’s  side,  there  was,  we 
should  say,  a  prevailing  absence  of  excitement ;  and  favourable 
report,  on  the  whole,  is  to  be  made  of  the  condition  and  personal 
appearance  of  both  sexes.  The  clothing  is  good,  and  there  was 
generally  much  evidence,  in  the  tidiness  and  cleanliness  even  of  the 

worst 
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worst  cases,  of  care  and  vigilance  on  the  part  of  attendants  and  Appendix  (E). 
nurses.  Their  duties  would  be  lightened,  we  think,  if  there  were 
more  amusements  in  the  wards,  toys  or  games,  as  well  as  picture- 
books  or  papers,  than  is  at  present  supplied.  It  is  proper  to  remark, 
however,  that  arrangements  in  this  respect,  contemplated  by  Dr. 

Stephens  in  conjunction  with  the  new  chaplain,  a  part  of  whose 
office  it  is  to  have  charge  of  the  distribution  of  the  books  in  the 
wards,  have  been  delayed  or  only  imperfectly  carried  out,  and  are 
now  shortly  to  be  applied  on  a  more  extensive  scale,  so  as  to  ensure 
that  in  future  each  ward  will  have  a  constant  and  varying  provision 
of  what  is  so  essential  to  patients  who  cannot  be  regularly  or  usefullv 
employed. 

Throughout  the  asylum  we  found  the  beds  to  be  excellent,  and 
most  carefully  attended  to.  Considering  the  habits  almost  necessarily 
incident  to  a  full  fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  inmates,  the  un¬ 
varying  cleanliness  and  proper  condition  of  both  beds  and  bedding, 
we  thought  highly  creditable  to  the  officers  in  charge. 

In  connection  with  the  bathing,  too,  we  have  pleasure  in  stating 
that  the  remarks  made  at  the  visit  last  year  are  no  longer  applicable, 
such  steps  having  been  taken  that  fresh  water  can  now  be  given  to 
every  patient. 

Another  observation,  then  also  made,  as  to  the  importance  of 
musical  entertainments  in  asylums,  has  since  been  so  vigorously 
acted  on  by  Dr.  Stephens,  who  is  indefatigable  in  promoting  the 
welfare  of  his  patients  by  the  best  means  at  his  disposal,  that  there 
is  already  not  only  a  piano  for  the  recreation-room,  but  a  harmonium 
for  the  chapel ;  and  there  will  soon  be  a  musical  band  among  the 
attendants.  Dances  and  music  have  been  lately  given  every  fort¬ 
night,  to  which  much  assistance  has  been  afforded  by  members  of 
the  doctor’s  family ;  and  there  were  some  theatrical  performances  in 
the  winter.  About  70  of  the  men  and  60  of  the  women  appear  to 
be  present  on  such  occasions ;  and  the  numbers  who  have  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  walking  beyond  the  asylum  are  said  to  be  30  of  the 
former  and  20  of  the  latter.  The  chapel  attendance  includes  not 
more  than  half  of  each  division,  the  average  being  58  males  and 
52  females;  but  from  the  former  division  20,  and  from  the  latter  13, 
are  stated  to  go  every  Sunday  to  the  village  church. 

Owing  to  causes  stated,  the  returns  of  regular  employment  com¬ 
prise  only  a  limited  number,  excluding  those  who  do  scrubbing  in 
the  wards.  On  the  farm  there  are  12  men,  in  the  shops  (where  all 
the  shoes  and  clothes  are  said  to  be  made)  15,  and  in  the  bake¬ 
house  2;  while  in  the  other  division  there  are  11  women  in  the 
laundry,  28  employed  in  needlework,  and  2  as  domestic  servants. 

We  saw  dinner  very  well  served  in  the  hall  to-day  to  between 
70  and  80  of  both  sexes.  It  consisted  of  pea-soup,  certainly  very 
good  of  its  kind,  though  it  appeared  to  be  left  by  many,  more  espe¬ 
cially  of  the  women,  and  plenty  of  good  bread  and  beer.  We  thought 
it  on  the  whole  a  very  fair  dinner.  Of  other  matters  of  statutory 
inquiry  we  have  only  to  add,  that  the  seclusion  since  the  last  visit 
has  been  limited  to  9  males  and  2  females,  on  not  very  many  occa¬ 
sions,  and  that  the  only  restraint  has  been  applied  to  1^  woman,  for 
surgical  reasons,  during  four  days.  We  saw  but  4  patients  in  bed,

Appendix  (E.)  and  the  numbers  recorded  as  under  medical  treatment  are  12  of 
each  sex. 

The  case  books  and  other  records  are  admirably  kept ;  and  in 
regard  to  these  and  other  duties,  which  will  soon,  with  the  increase 
of  the  asylum,  tax  too  heavily  even  the  zeal  and  industry  of  Dr. 
Stephens,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  question  of  an  assistant  medi¬ 
cal  officer  ought  now  to  be  entertained. 


Hull  Borough  Asylum. 

11  September  1869. 

W E  have  this  day  inspected  the  asylum  in  its  several  departments, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  one  of  each  sex  absent  on  trial,  have  seen 
all  the  patients. 

The  following  tabular  statement  shows  the  changes  in  the 
patients  since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  22nd  January 
1868,  and  their  present  numbers  : —

Excepting  in  the  case  of  a  woman  who  had  cut  her  throat,  and 
was  received  in  a  moribund  state,  and  died  in  about  a  week,  of  ex¬ 
haustion,  the  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes. 

W e  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the 
asylum,  the  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  being  11 
in  the  male  division,  and  10  in  the  female.  According  to  the  medi¬ 
cal  journal,  since  the  last  visit,  11  male  and  10  female  patients  have 
been  secluded,  the  former  altogether  on  25,  and  the  latter  on  18 
occasions. 

We  have  nothing  new  to  report  in  reference  to  employment,  re¬ 
creation,  or  out-door  exercise,  the  arrangements  for  which  continue 
satisfactory. 

The  patients  generally  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were  quiet  and 
orderly,  well  clad,  and  personally  comfortable. 

An  addition  has  just  been  made  to  the  staff  of  attendants  by  the 
engagement  of  a  fifth  in  each  division. 

.  Regard  being  had  to  the  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  pa¬ 
tients  and  consequent  extension  of  the  asylum,  we  desire  to  press 
upon  the  attention  of  the  committee  the  importance  of  engaging 
special  night  attendants,  as  in  similar  institutions. 

We  have  satisfaction  in  reporting  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestions  made  on  the  occasion  of  the  last  visit,  the  laundry  de- 
paitment  has  been  removed  to  the  very  convenient  position  then  in¬ 
dicated.

dicated,  The  building,  which  is  of  adequate  dimensions,  light  and  Appendix  (E.) 
airy,  and  well  arranged,  contains,  on  the  ground  floor,  the  washhouse 
and  laundry,  and  on  the  upper  a  day-room  and  a  dormitory  for  16 
patients.  As  the  means  of  washing  are  now  sufficient,  we  strongly 
recommend  that  the  men’s  shirts  be  in  future  changed  twice  a  week. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that,  since  the  last  visit,  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  giving  every  patient  a  fresh  bath. 

We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  the  several  day-rooms  and  dormitories,  beds  and  bedding. 

The  want  has  long  been  felt  of  more  single  sleeping-rooms,  of 
which  there  have  hitherto  been  only  6  in  the  male  division,  and  7  in 
the  female. 

The  old  washhouse  and  laundry  are  in  course  of  conversion  into 
six  single  rooms  for  women,  and  Mr.  Casson  informs  us  that  it  is 
proposed  similarly  to  convert  the  present  male  day-room  and  chapel. 

W e  are  strongly  of  opinion  that,  before  carrying  out  the  latter  pro¬ 
position,  adequate  additional  day-room  accommodation  should  be 
provided  for  the  male  patients. 

Advantage  should  also  be  taken  to  make  due  arrangements  for 
Divine  service. 

Plans  have  been  approved,  and  the  site  selected,  for  a  detached 
fever  hospital  for  about  12  male  patients. 

The  condition  and  management  of  the  asylum  are  very  creditable 
to  Mr.  Casson  as  the  responsible  superintendent. 


City  of  London  Asylum. 

8  June  1869. 

We  are  glad  to  report  various  improvements  in  this  asylum  since 
the  last  visit,  and  especially  it  is  satisfactory  to  notice  the  change  for 
the  better  that  has  taken  place  in  the  appearance  and  demeanour  of 
the  women  of  the  more  refractory  and  impulsive  class.  The  plan 
of  mixing  them  more  generally  with  the  other  inmates  has  been 
tried  with  much  success,  and  we  found  all  classes  together  in  one  of 
the  airing-courts  to-day,  with  little  or  no  exhibition  of  excitement. 

The  small  airing-courts  attached  to  wards  No.  8  have  been  turfed 
and  laid  out,  but  they  are  not  finished  or  fit  for  use  ;  indeed  we  find, 
on  inquiry,  that  they  are  now  never  used  at  all,  all  the  women  being 
permitted  to  take  exercise  in  the  general  ground.  In  these  circum¬ 
stances  we  now  recommend  that  these  two  small  courts  should  be 
done  away  with  entirely.  It  is  clear,  from  the  experience  of  the 
last  six  months,  that  they  are  not  needed,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
that  the  use  of  special  courts  of  this  description  has  a  tendency  to 

foster  bad  and  unruly  habits.  e 

We  understand  that  the  committee  have  it  in  contemplation 
to  somewhat  extend  the  accommodation  in  connection  with  the 
female  infirmary  at  the  extremity  of  the  building,  and  it  would  be 
well,  we  think,  to  employ  the  bricks  from  the  walls  of  these  airing* 
courts  in  erecting  the  proposed  new  additions, 
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Appendix  (E.)  The  asylum  is  nearly  full.  In  the  female  division  there  are  no 
vacancies,  and  but  three  empty  beds  on  the  men’s  side. 

Since  our  visit  in  November  last,  17  men  and  14  women  have  been 
admitted ;  8  men  and  7  women  have  been  discharged  or  removed  to 
other  asylums,  4  of  the  women  being  recovered ;  and  1 1  men  and  4 
women  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good  during  the 
winter,  and  no  disease  of  an  epidemic  character  has  prevailed. 

The  arrangements  for  occupation  and  amusements  remain  as  re¬ 
ported  at  the  last  visit.  The  average  number  of  men  usefully  em¬ 
ployed  is  72,  and  78  women  find  occupation  in  the  laundry,  kitchen, 
wards,  &c.  There  are,  however,  other  patients  of  both  sexes  who, 
though  they  do  not  work,  are  not  absolutely  idle. 

The  recreations  and  amusements  of  the  patients  seem  to  be  well 
attended  to.  There  are  weekly  dances  in  the  hall,  and  70  of  each 
sex  go  beyond  the  asylum  precints  for  exercise. 

Cricket  is  much  played  by  the  men.  We  are  glad  to  find  that 
patients  are  permitted  by  Dr.  Jepson  to  leave  the  asylum  on  visits 
to  their  friends  ;  but  in  order  to  legalise  these  absences  a  general 
resolution,  giving  the  necessary  authority  to  the  superintendent, 
should  be  passed  by  the  committee. 

Referring  to  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit,  we  are  glad 
to  find  that  two  additional  attendants,  one  for  each  division,  have 
been  engaged  ;  their  services  have  been  specially  given  to  the  care 
of  the  more  excited  class,  and  with  the  best  results.  The  improve¬ 
ment  is  particularly  observable  in  the  records  of  seclusion,  only  2  men 
and  8  women  having  been  secluded  during:  the  last  seven  months. 

There  were  80  men  and  60  women  assembled  for  dinner  in  the 
hall  to-day,  all  of  whom  behaved  in  the  most  orderly  manner.  The 
dietary  remains  as  before. 

We  have  to  suggest  the  lowering  of  the  workshop  windows,  the 
better  ventilation  of  the  laundry  dormitory,  and  the  papering  of 
some  of  the  day-rooms. 

We  regret  to  have  to  notice  an  occurrence  which  took  place  here 
a  short  time  ago.  On  the  19th  May  a  female  epileptic  gave  birth 
to  a  child,  the  father  of  which  she  states  to  be  a  patient  who,  with 
herself,  was  employed  in  and  about  the  kitchen.  We  have  made  a 
suggestion  to  Dr.  Jepson  with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  any 
recurrence  of  such  an  event,  and  the  more  complete  separation  of 
patients  of  both  sexes  working  in  the  same  department. 

With  the  exception  of  two  men  who  are  absent  on  leave,  we  have 
seen  all  the  patients,  131  men  and  142  women,  and  we  have  inspected 
all  the  wards  and  offices. 

The  rooms  were  throughout  very  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and 
the  bedding  was  in  excellent  order. 

We  have  already  noticed  the  improvements  which  have  been 
effected  here,  and  we  can  again  report  the  general  condition  and 
management  to  be  creditable  and  satisfactory. 
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Newcastle-on-Tyne  Borough  Asylum  (Coxlodge 

AND  BENSHAM). 


10  March  1869. 

We  have  at  last  to  report,  with  much  satisfaction,  that  all  the 
patients  still  at  Bensham  belonging  to  the  Borough  of  Newcastle, 
will  be  removed  to  the  new  asylum  at  Coxlodge  on  or  before  the 
1st  of  August  next.  In  the  course  of  another  month,  it  is  hoped, 
the  accommodation  will  be  ready  for  a  certain  number,  who  will 
then  be  brought  here ;  and  other  removals  will  afterwards  be  made 
from  time  to  time,  until  all  are  at  Coxlodge. 

The  asylum  would  have  been  ready  earlier  but  for  an  unfortunate 
dispute  between  the  architect  and  the  mason  contractor  shortly 
after  our  colleagues  were  here  towards  the  close  of  last  July, 
whereby  the  works  were  delayed  until  the  approach  of  winter  again 
stopped  them  altogether  for  a  time.  Since  their  resumption,  how¬ 
ever,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  the  external  mason-work, 
laying  down  of  stone  floors,  and  the  completion  (now  nearly  accom¬ 
plished)  of  the  plastering  and  wood  work.  We  had  satisfaction  in 
observing  to-day,  now  that  the  earthworks  have  been  recently  again 
taken  up,  arrangements  in  progress  for  giving  effect  to  an  im¬ 
portant  suggestion  made  at  the  last  visit  for  enlargement  of  the 
spaces  marked  out  as  airing  courts,  by  extending  the  boundary 
walls.  Another  suggestion  of  that  visit  has  also  been  attended  to, 
as  far  as  regards  the  general  bath-room  on  the  male  side,  by  removal 
from  it  of  two  of  the  proposed  baths ;  though  for  the  present  the 
female  bath-room  remains  as  it  was.  Generally,  our  examination 
of  the  building  to-day  has,  with  exception  of  the  lavatory  fittings, 
as  to,  which  we  have  pointed  out  some  defects  to  the  clerk  of  the 
works,  confirmed  the  favourable  impression  as  to  convenience  of 
plan  and  solidity  of  structure  and  materials  made  upon  our  colleagues 
last  July.  The  additional  land  for  rectification  of  the  boundary 
line  is  now  in  possession  of  the  committee  ;  and,  here  and  elsewhere, 
the  planting  of  trees  has  been  proceeded  with  to  a  considerable 
extent,  though  not,  thus  far,  with  all  the  success  we  could  have 
wished.  Of  the  entire  estate  of  nearly  60  acres  belonging  to  the 
asylum  (including  the  site),  30  are  now  available  for  cultivation 
by  patients ;  and  several  more  will  in  time  be  reclaimed  for  that 
use,  besides  the  portions  set  apart  for  plantation. 

It  gave  us  pleasure  to  learn  to-day  that  the  furniture  is  now  all 
in  preparation,  and  that  the  complement  of  beds  required  will  be 
supplied  by  the  1st  of  August ;  and  as  all  the  new  additional  beds  will 
have  laths  instead  of  sacking,  we  have  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Stewart 
that  they  will  all  require  straw  palliasses  to  be  placed  under  the 
mattresses. 

The  fresh  admissions  since  the  22nd  of  July  in  last  year  have  com¬ 
prised  20  males  and  12  females,  altogether  32  patients;  in  the 
same  interval,  15  patients,  6  males  and  9  females,  of  whom  5  males 
and  8  females,  all  but  one  of  each  sex,  had  recovered,  have  been 
discharged ;  and  there  have  been  12  deaths,  of  8  males  and  4 

0.04.  females. 
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Appendix  (E.)  females.  Ten  of  these  deaths  were  from  general  paralysis*  epilepsy* 

-  and  apoplexy*  and  the  other  two  from  lung  and  heart  disease.  There 

are  several  aged  and  infirm  cases  at  Bensham*  and  from  6  to  8  men 
were  in  bed  to-day*  8  men  and  3  women  being  entered  as  under 
medical  treatment ;  but  the  general  health  appears  to  be  good. 

The  numbers  on  the  books  at  present  are  altogether  150*80  males 
and  70  females;  of  whom  65  males  and  51  females*  or  116  patients* 
are  at  Bensham  ;  and  34  working  patients*  or  15  men  and  19  women* 
are  at  Coxlodge.  At  these  places  respectively,  all  these  patients 
were  seen  by  us  to-day  ;  excepting  two  women  to  whom  absence 
on  parole  had  been  given  for  two  or  three  days  by  Dr.  Stewart* 
with  authority  from  the  committee  of  visitors*  and  both  were  ex¬ 
pected  back  to  night. 

The  condition  of  all  we  thought  such  as  to  give  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  care*  and  proper  as  well  as  kindly  treatment*  they 
receive ;  in  circumstances*  as  far  as  Bensham  is  concerned*  most 
difficult  to  deal  with*  and  disadvantageous  every  way  to  the  patients. 
The  house  is  excessively  crowded*  and  the  weather  was  such  to-day, 
that  there  could  be  no  relief  in  the  airing  courts  from  the  over-filled 
rooms;  yet  the  inmates  generally  were  very  quiet ;  and  with  very 
few  exceptions*  including  some  most  unfavourable  cases  in  the  male 
division*  we  thought  their  clothing  warm  and  good*  and  the  tidiness 
ol  their  personal  appearance  creditable  to  the  nurses  and  attendants. 
Both  men  and  women  at  the  farm  were  in  their  usual  favourable 
state*  in  this  and  other  respects ;  there  being  here  no  exception  to 
the  regular  and  useful  daily  labour  in  which  all  are  employed. 

At  both  places*  too*  the  beds  were  clean  and  fairly  comfortable ;  at 
Bensham  the  discomfort  arising  from  want  of  sleeping  space  having 
been  considerably  abated  by  adoption  of  the  suggestion  made  by 
our  colleagues  for  conversion  of  one  of  the  day-rooms  into  a  dormi¬ 
tory.  We  have  to  remark  also  that  the  influence  upon  the  habits 
of  the  inmates  generally*  exerted  by  the  employment*  outdoor  walks* 
and  the  regular  weekly  recreations*  provided  by  means  of  liberal 
arrangements  in  these  particulars*  is  favourably  shown  by  the 
entries  in  the  medical  records.  Only  three  women  have  been 
secluded  for  short  periods  since  the  last  visit*  and  there  has  been  no 
restraint* 

Thirty  patients  regularly  walk  beyond  the  grounds  at  Bensham* 
and  69*  or  42  men  and  27  women,  are  at  the  weekly  dance  given  in 
the  house.  24  patients*  11  men  and  13  women*  went  from  Bensham 
last  Sunday  to  the  parish  church;  and  66*  or  40  men  and  26  women* 
attended  the  chapel  service  in  the  house.  Nearly  40  of  the  65  men 
at  Bensham  are  employed*  and  more  than  30  of  the  51  women.  We 
think  these  returns  good  evidence  of  the  judicious  management  of 
the  asylum  ;  and  everywhere  at  Bensham  and  at  Coxlodge*  which 
latter  place  is. visited  by  Dr.  Stewart  every  day*  we  saw  indications 

of  the  zeal  with  which  the  medical  superintendent  discharges  his 
duties.  ° 


of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 
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Infirmary  Asylum,  Norwich. 

19  March  1869. 

Upon  our  visit  this  day,  we  have  inspected  the  asylum  in  its 
several  departments,  and  with  the  exception  of  three  men  absent  on 
trial,  have  seen  all  the  patients. 

Since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues,  22nd  October  last,  eight  male  and 
seven  female  patients  have  been  admitted,  four  males  and  five  females 
have  been  discharged,  three  patients  of  each  sex  being  recovered, 
and  one  man  and  two  women  have  died,  all  from  ordinary  causes. 

The  patients  on  the  books  are  now  104  in  number,  namely,  51  of 
ol  the  male  and  53  of  the  female  sex.  The  sanitary  state  of  the 
asylum  is  good,  the  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment 
being  only  three  in  number,  all  on  the  female  side. 

The  only  case  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has  been  that  of  a 
male  patient,  in  a  state  of  acute  mania,  and  of  very  destruc¬ 
tive  propensities.  We  found  him  secluded,  as  he  had  been  for  six 
days.  He  had  on  the  Sunday  before,  in  a  sudden  paroxysm,  broken 
about  130  panes  of  glass.  He  is  walked  out  regularly  in  an  airing 
court  by  two  attendants. 

The  patients,  without  exception,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  were 
free  from  excitement,  and  their  personal  condition,  generally,  was 
very  satisfactory.  None  made  any  complaints. 

We  saw  82  patients,  37  men  and  45  women,  assembled  in  the  general 
dining-hall,  and  their  demeanour  was  most  orderly.  The  dinner 
consisted  of  an  ample  quantity  of  meat,  dumpling,  potatoes,  and  beer. 

The  dietary  is  good,  comprising  solid  meat  in  some  form  every 
day.  Mr.  Sutton  has,  since  he  entered  upon  his  duties  as  superin¬ 
tendent,  substituted  for  supper,  on  the  male  side,  tea  and  bread  and 
butter,  for  bread  and  cheese  and  beer. 

According  to  the  ward  returns,  21  men  are  usefully  employed,  of 
whom  three  work  in  the  garden  ;  none  are  occupied  in  trades.  About 
30  women  on  an  average  are  engaged  in  needlework  and  knitting,  and 
four  in  the  washhouse  and  kitchen,  and  many  others  in  domestic  work. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  service  in  the  chapel,  on  the  Sunday 
prior  to  our  visit,  was  35  on  the  male  side,  and  38  on  the  female,  and 
on  the  Wednesday  nearly  the  same. 

The  male  patients  are  taken  out  for  walks  two  or  three  times  a 
week,  in  parties  of  about  14,  by  turns,  and  the  same  number  of 
women  weekly,  generally  on  Tuesdays.  Several  patients  go  every 
week  for  a  day  to  their  friends. 

The  vacant  beds,  at  present,  are  five  or  six  in  the  male  division, 
and  two  in  the  female.  The  former  include  those  reserved  for  the 
patients  out  on  trial. 

There  are  now  six  Norwich  patients  at  the  County  Asylum,  eight 
at  Camberwell  House,  and  some  others  in  other  asylums. 

Since  the  last  visit  some  additions  have  been  made  to  the  furni¬ 
ture,  carpeting,  and  decorations. 

A  room  formerly  appropriated  to  male  attendants,  has  been  con¬ 
verted  into  a  four-bedded  dormitory. 

The  Norwich  pauper  lunatics  are  stated  to  be  gradually  increasing 
in  number,  and  several  have,  during  the  past  year,  been  necessarily 

refused  admission  into  the  asylum,  for  want  of  room,

Appendix  to  Twenty-fourth  Report 

Appendix  (E.)  We  have  to  report  most  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  credit¬ 
able  order  of  the  several  day  and  sleeping  rooms*  and  of  the  beds  and 
bedding  throughout. 

As  far  as  these  inconvenient  and  unsuitable  premises  admit*  the 
care  and  comfort  of  the  patients  are  attended  to. 

Much  credit,  in  our  opinion*  is  due  to  Mr.  Sutton*  who*  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  ordinary  duties  as  superintendent*  performs  those  of 
steward*  and  we  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of 
Visitors*  the  importance  of  providing  him  with  adequate  assistance 
in  that  department. 


Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

2  November  1869. 

This  hospital*  which  we  visited  yesterday,  now  contains  436 
patients*  of  whom  45  males  and  48  females  are  of  the  private  class* 
and  166  males  and  177  females  are  paupers.  Besides  these,  there 
are  still  on  the  books  the  names  of  2  men  and  6  women  absent  on 
trial.  These  numbers,  it  is  stated*  leave  27  vacant  beds*  20  of  them 
being  in  the  male  pauper  wards  ;  but  there  is  much  overcrowding 
in  the  dormitories*  especially  in  the  female  division.  To  remedy 
this  evil*  additions  and  alterations  are  now  in  progress.  The  new 
building  on  the  male  side  will  contain  an  infirmary  for  20  patients* 
and  wards  capable  of  accommodating  53  more.  The  alterations  in 
the  central  block*  part  of  which  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  me¬ 
dical  superintendent,  will  also  afford  some  additional  space. 

Since  the  last  visit  a  year  ago*  118  patients  have  been  admitted, 
73  have  been  discharged,  and  57  have  died.  Of  the  patients  dis¬ 
charged*  42  were  reported  as  recovered.  The  death-rate  has  been 
high,  but  no  epidemic  has  prevailed.  Coroner’s  inquests  were  held 
in  five  cases,  two  of  which  related  to  patients  who  had  committed 
suicide*  and  the  other  sudden  deaths  were  caused  by  apoplexy*  di¬ 
sease  of  the  heart*  and  suffocation  from  food  passing  into  the  air- 
passages  whilst  the  patient  was  being  fed  with  the  stomach  pump.

All 
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All  the  particulars  relating  to  the  two  deaths  by  suicide  were  duly  Appendix 

forwarded  to  our  board  ;  it  is  therefore  unnecessary  to  further  notice  - 

them  on  this  occasion. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  in  which 
we  found  the  institution  and  its  inmates.  The  wards  were  clean, 
the  bedding  good,  and  well  attended  to,  and  those  parts  of  the 
building  to  which  the  recent  alterations  have  extended  were  parti¬ 
cularly  cheerful  in  aspect. 

Very  considerable  additions  and  changes  have  been  effected  since 
our  last  visit,  and  exclusive  of  what  has-been  spent  for  ordinary 
repairs,  2,252/.  has  been  expended  in  structural  improvements,  and 
644  /.  in  the  purchase  of  furniture  and  matters  of  decoration.  One 
associated,  and  two  single,  bath-rooms  have  been  fitted  up  in  the 
male  division,  and  a  large  water-tank  constructed  to  supply  them 
with  hot  water.  There  is  a  new  scullery  in  the  gentlemen’s  ward, 
and  a  new  shoe-room  for  the  county  patients.  The  kitchen  has  been 
greatly  enlarged,  and  the  approaches  to  it  improved.  The  single 
rooms  in  Wards  2  and  3  in  both  divisions  have  been  plastered,  and 
most  of  them  provided  with  shutters  ;  and  the  remaining  small  win¬ 
dows  have  been  cut  down  to  the  ordinary  size.  The  staircases  in 
the  central  building  have  been  reconstructed,  and  six  rooms  of  good 
size  will  be  obtained  by  the  alterations  now  in  progress.  The  ladies’ 
house  has  been  re-arranged,  and  an  extra  dining  and  drawing-room 
has  thus  been  provided  for  them.  Much  painting  and  papering  has 
been  done  in  both  divisions,  and  the  male  private  patients’  ward, 

No.  2,  has  been  refurnished.  A  large  number  of  excellent  engrav¬ 
ings  has  been  hung,  and  cases  of  stuffed  birds  and  other  objects  of 
interest  have  been  supplied,  besides  six  large  bagatelle  boards. 

With  a  view  of  extending  the  space  at  the  back  of  the  asylum, 
and  admitting  more  light  and  air,  a  large  quantity  of  the  ground  has 
been  removed  by  the  labour  of  the  patients,  and  with  the  stone 
thus  quarried  a  new  lodge  has  been  erected,  and  the  northern  wall 
extended  to  the  whole  length  of  the  boundary. 

We  found  the  patients  generally  quiet  and  orderly,  and  especially 
noticed  an  improvement  in  N o.  6  female  ward,  as  to  which  we  made 
a  suggestion  at  the  last  visit  for  the  less  exclusive  concentration  of 
excited  cases  therein.  This  suggestion  has  been  followed,  evidently, 
with  good  effect,  and  yesterday  all  the  women  were  free  from  ex¬ 
citement.  The  personal  condition  of  all  the  patients  was  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  the  clothing  suitable  and  of  good  quality.  The  following 
Table  will  show  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  patients  are  well  and 
usefully  employed.  _ _____ _ _

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About  90  men  and  89  women  attend  at  the  Sunday  services  in 
the  chapel*  and  between  20  and  30  of  each  sex  are  present  on  week 
days. 

A  great  deal  is  clone  to  supply  the  means  of  recreation.  Weekly 
dances  are  held  on  Thursday  all  the  year  round*  and  concerts  or 
theatrical  performances  once  a  fortnight,  Saturdays  are  kept  as  a 
general  half-holiday.  Of  the  j^atients  who  go  beyond  the  premises 
for  exercise*  some  of  them  unattended*  25  are  of  the  male*  and  20  of 
the  female*  sex ;  and  there  is  now  a  carriage  at  the  disposal  of  the 
private  patients  twice  a  day,  and  many  enjoy  the  privilege  of  driving 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

We  have  signed  and  examined  the  books  and  registers.  We  find 
no  record  of  any  instance  of  restraint*  but  seclusion  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  cases  of  31  male  and  48  female  patients*  the  number 
of  instances  in  which  it  was  used  being  52  for  the  former  and  156 
for  the  latter  sex.  Eight  men  and  nine  women  are  under  medical 
treatment. 

The  farm  seems  to  be  in  excellent  order,  and  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  profit  to  the  institution ;  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  is  very  successfully  distributed  by  gravitation 
over  the  land.  The  property  of  the  asylum*  including  the  site,  now 
consists  of  64  acres. 

We  learn  that  the  important  subject  of  the  future  provision  to  be 
made  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county*  and  the  boroughs  of 
Northampton  and  Peterborough,  is  at  present  under  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  magistrates  and  the  directors. 

#  The.  committee  continue  to  devote  much  time  and  attention  to  the 
visitation  and  management  of  the  hospital*  and  the  responsible 
duties  of  the  medical  superintendent  are  most  ably  performed  by 
Mr.  Bay  ley.

Report.— Re  Rees  Price ,  late  a  Patient  in  the  Carmarthen 

Asylum. 

7  February  1870. 

We.  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  report  that,  in 
compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  board,  we  have  made  a  special 
investigation  into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  a  man 
named  Rees  Price,  late  a  patient  in  the  Carmarthen  Asylum,  who, 
having  been  removed  from  the  Llandovery  Workhouse  to  the 
asylum,  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  died  therein  on  the  eighth  day 
after  his  admission.  In  the  return  made  to  the  office  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  in  Lunacy,  it  was  stated,  that  the  apparent  cause  of  death 
was  “  cerebral  disease  and  broncho-pneumonia ;  ”  but  a  post-mortem 
examination  of  the  body,  made  three  days  after  death,  disclosed  the 
fact  that  eight  ribs,  four  on  each  side,  were  broken;  and,  at  the 
coroner’s  inquest  which  was  subsequently  held,  and  which  occupied 
two  days,  the  following  verdict  was  returned:  — 

“  That  on  the  8th  day  of  January,”  &c.,  “  the  said  Rees  Price 
died  from  pleurisy,  the  result  of  the  fracture  of  eight  of  his  ribs, 
but  liow  or  by  what  means  the  ribs  of  him,  the  said  Rees  Price, 
were  fractured,  is  to  the  said  jurors  unknown.” 


In  cases  of  this  description,  as  well  as  in  all  others  involving  the 
ill-treatment  of  patients  in  asylums,  there  is  always  great  difficulty 
in  obtaining  direct  or  satisfactory  proof.  The  attendants  very 
frequently  endeavour  to  screen  each  other,  and  patients  who  may 
have  witnessed  an  act  of  violence  are  often  either  tutored  by  them 
to  support  their  statements,  or  are  prevented,  through  fear  of  the 
consequences,  from  speaking  openly.  W e  have,  therefore,  in  pur¬ 
suing  this  investigation,  thought  it  necessary  to  examine  every 
person  who,  in  the  remotest  degree,  had  charge  of  the  deceased 
during  the  last  month  of  his  residence  in  the  workhouse,  and 
whilsf  subsequently  an  inmate  of  the  asylum,  with  a  view  of 


discovering,— 

1st.  Whether  the  injuries  were  received  before  or  after  admission 
into  the  asylum. 

2nd.  Whether  they  were  the  result  of  an  accident,  or  caused  by 
violence,  and,  if  the  latter,  by  whom  inflicted. 

3rd.  Whether  there  existed  any  defects  in  the  management  of  the 
asylum  or  the  conduct  of  its  officers,  which  might,  in  any  degree, 
have  tended  to  favour  the  occurrence  of  such  injuries,  or  to  prevent 

their  immediate  detection.  .  1 

We  visited  the  asylum,  without  previous  notice,  on  the  first  and 
second  days  of  the  present  month,  the  Llandovery  Workhouse  on 
'  O.Q.1.  U  the 
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Appendix  (F).  the  third,  and  completed  the  evidence  at  the  asylum  on  the  fourth 
-  day.

With  the  exception  of  the  9  patients,  the  asylum  porter,  and  one 
of  the  pauper  nurses  at  the  workhouse,  all  these  witnesses  were 
examined  on  oath,  and  their  evidence  is  appended  to  this  Deport. 

We  hoped  to  have  obtained  valuable  information  from  some  of  the 
patients,  and  with  this  view  proceeded,  in  the  first  instance,  to 
No.  1  Ward,  in  which  the  deceased  remained  during  the  whole  time 
he  was  in  the  asylum,  so  as  to  select  for  examination,  before  they 
could  be  tutored  or  influenced  by  the  attendants,  such  as  appeared 
most  likely  to  give  reliable  evidence.  We  found,  however,  that  on 
week-days  all  who  possessed  any  intelligence  were  absent  from  the 
ward,  employed  on  the  land  or  in  the  workshops;  and  that  on 
Sunday,  during  the  time  of  Divine  service,  those  who  remained 
were  too  imbecile  to  afford  any  satisfactory  account  of  what  they 
witnessed.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  was  unfortunately  during  this 
period  that  a  circumstance  occurred  as  to  which  it  was  most  impor¬ 
tant  to  obtain  information. 

The  following  account  of  Dees  Price,  during  his  residence  in  the 

workhouse. 
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workhouse,  his  removal  to  the  asylum,  and  his  treatment  therein,  is  Appendix  (F). 
compiled  from  the  evidence.  — - 

The  deceased,  Rees  Price,  who  was  a  labourer,  and  69  years  of 
age,  had  been  an  inmate  of  the  Llandovery  Workhouse  since  June 
1868.  TV  hen  admitted  he  was  not  insane,  but  his  eyesight  was 
greatly  impaired.  About  three  months  ago,  when  he  had  become 
totally  blind,  he  began  to  show  symptoms  of  unsoundness  of  mind, 
and  a  month  before  he  was  removed  to  the  asylum,  he  became  noisy 
and  restless,  and  so  troublesome  to  the  other  old  men  in  the  dormi¬ 
tory  where  he  slept,  that  he  was  placed  at  night  in  an  adjoining 
room  by  himself,  and  two  pauper  females  were  appointed  to  attend 
him.  They  deposed,  that  though  restless  he  was  never  violent,  and 
was  managed  without  difficulty.  There  had  never  been  any  struggle 
with  them,  and  the  two  old  men  who  slept  in  the  dormitory  were 
quite  incapable  of  injuring  him,  as  one  of  them  was  bedridden  and 
the  other  paralysed.  There  had  not  been  any  able-bodied  men  in 
the  house  for  some  months,  either  as  inmates  or  paid  officers,  and 
the  master  had  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  many  weeks.  The 
bed-room  occupied  by  Price  was  on  the  ground  floor,  on  a  level 
with  the  yard.  He  had  no  steps  to  ascend  at  any  time,  and  no 
person  had  seen  him  fall ;  on  the  30th  December  Mr.  Williams,  the 
surgeon  of  the  workhouse,  gave  the  usual  notice  to  the  relieving 
officer  that  Price  was  a  proper  case  for  the  asylum,  and  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day  he  was  examined  and  certified  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  who  then  signed  an  order  for  his  removal  to  the  asylum.  No 
examination  of  his  chest  was  made  before  he  left  the  workhouse, 
because,  as  Mr.  Williams  stated,  his  breathing  was  quite  natural, 
and  he  had  no  cough.  Mr.  Williams  says,  “  Considering  his  con¬ 
dition  when  I  saw  him,  the  day  before  his  removal,  the  nature  of 
his  breathing,  and  the  strength  of  his  voice,  I  do  not  think  it 
possible  that  the  injuries  found  after  his  death  could  have  existed 
Avhen  I  examined  him.” 

Price  remained  in  the  workhou  se  on  the  night  of  the  31st,  and  next 
day,  the  1st  January,  at  half-past  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  Serjeant 
Jones,  assisted  by  William  Jones,  took  him  from  the  ward  to  an 
omnibus,  waiting  at  a  distance  of  about  40  yards,  to  convey  them  to 
the  station.  He  was  helped  along  by  both  men,  but  more  because 
he  was  blind  than  because  he  could  not  walk  without  support. 

There  was  a  change  of  carriages  at  the  Llandilo  J unction,  and  here 
Serjeant  Jones  lifted  the  patient  from  the  carriage  to  the  platform. 

He  carried  him.  by  placing  both  arms  round  him,  so.  that  the  patient’s 
chest  rested  on  his  own,  and  he  asserted  very  positively  and  in  this 
he  was  confirmed  by  William  Jones,  who  was  present  that  Price 
did  not  show  the  slightest  indication  of  being  in  pain,  or  seein  in 
the  least  hurt  or  inconvenienced  by  the  considerable  pressure  which 
must  have  necessarily  been  made  on  his  ribs.  He  had  been  told  by 
the  police  serjeant,  in  order  to  make  him  more  willing  to  be  removed, 
that  they  were  going  to  take  him  to  some  works  where  lie  had  for¬ 
merly  been  employed,  and  where  his  brother  lives,  and,  being 
pleased  at  this,  he  was  cheerful  and  quiet,  occasionally  singing 
during  the  whole  journey,  in  the  course  of  which,  accoiding  to.  the 

evidence,  nothing  whatever  occurred  which  could  by  possibility 

rT  o  have 
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Appendix  (F.)  have  produced  injuries  to  his  ribs.  They  arrived  at  the  asylum 
between  9  and  10  o’clock  in  the  morning,  where  the  patient  was 
received  by  Dr.  Hearder,  the  medical  superintendent,  who  saw  him 
in  the  receiving-room,  and  ordered  him  to  be  taken  to  jSTo.  1  Ward 
and  bathed.  He  gave  no  special  orders  as  to  his  treatment,  either 
then  or  when  he  saw  him  an  hour  afterwards  in  the  ward.  He 
noticed  no  difficulty  of  breathing,  and  made  no  attempt  to  examine 
his  chest,  deeming  it  simply  “  a  case  of  chronic  paralysis  from  chronic 
brain  disease.”  When  bathed,  his  body  was  found  to  be  quite  free 
from  bruises. 

Dr.  Hearder,  being  unwell  on  the  following  day,  and  absent  on 
business  for  three  days  afterwards,  did  not  again  see  Price  until 
Thursday  the  6th.  Tn  the  meantime,  Mr.  Davies,  the  assistant 
surgeon,  had  medical  charge  of  him,  and  he  first  came  under  his 
,  notice  after  morning  service  on  Sunday  the  2nd  of  January.  He 
then  observed  that  his  right  ear  was  much  discoloured  by  a  bruise, 
and  he  had  a  slight  cut  on  the  side  of  his  head ;  his  right  hand  was 
also  discoloured,  and  much  swollen  on  the  back,  and  it  was  evident 
that  all  these  injuries  were  quite  of  recent  date.  John  Hughes,  an 
attendant,  who  had  been  left  in  sole  charge  of  the  ward  during  the 
performance  of  the  morning  service  in  the  chapel,  then  stated^  that 
the  patient,  having  dirtied  himself,  he  had  been  obliged  to  take  him 
to  the  bath-room  to  cleanse  him  and  change  his  clothes,  and  having 
occasion  to  go  to  another  part  of  the  ward  for  the  key  of  the  clothes^ 
press,  he  had  left  Price  alone  in  the  bath-room  for  a  very  short 
time,  and  as  he  returned  he  saw  him,  whilst  attempting  to  take  off 
his  trowsers,  falling  back  from  the  side  of  the  bath  against  which  he 
had  been  leaning.  He  struck  his  head  against  the  wall,  and  when 
he  picked  him  up,  he  noticed  that  he  had  injured  his  ear.  After 
this  he  was  sponged,  dressed,  and  taken  back  to  the  day -room.  Mr. 
Davies  appears  to  have  accepted  this  explanation  as  probable,  and 
to  have  believed  that  the  injuries  on  the  head  might  have  been 
inflicted  in  the  manner  described  by  Hughes,  but  not  those  on  his 
hand..  He  noticed  a  slight  difficulty  of  breathing;  but  he  made  no 
examination  of  the  man’s  chest,  and  failed  even  to  ascertain  to  what 
extent  his  hand  was  injured,  as  he  was  verv  restless. 

On  the  following  day,  Monday,  Mr.  Davies  found  Price  sitting 
by  the  fire,  and  John  Hughes,  who  that  morning  had  been  appointed 
by  the  head  attendant  to  take  special  charge  of  him,  sitting  by  his 
side.  He  had  recently  broken  a  pane  of  glass,  and  cut  the  wrist  of 
his  left  hand.  His  breathing  was  then  “  hurried  but  he  was  not 
particularly  restless  unless  he  was  touched.  Extra  diet  was  then 
ordered,  but  no  change  of  treatment,  and  again,  notwithstanding  the 
hurried  breathing,  no  examination  of  his  person  was  made.  '  Mr. 
Davies  states  that  the  symptoms  he  observed  did  not  suggest  to  his 
mind  the  idea  of  broken  ribs. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  when  again  seen  by  the  assistant  medical 
officer,  he  had  become  much  more  restless.  Hughes,  the  attendant, 
lad  still  charge  of  him  ;  but  he  was  “  buffeting  himself  about,”  and 
was  ordered  to  be  taken  to  the  padded  room.  This  order  was  neg¬ 
lected  or  misunderstood,  for  when,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
ill.  Davies  again  visited  the  ward,  he  found  Price  in  a  single  room, 
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and  in  one  of  the  ordinary  bedsteads.  He  was,  however,  removed  Appendix  (F.) 

at  once,  and  on  the  following  morning  was  found  in  the  padded  room,  - 

the  floor  of  which  was  also  padded,  te  denuded  of  his  bed-clothes, 
tossing  himself  about,  and  trying  to  stand  up,  but  unable  to  do  so 
from  weakness.”  Mr.  Davies  then  noticed  that  ee  his  breathing  was 
much  more  difficult,”  and  there  were  (e  bronchial  rales  ”  and  “  spas¬ 
modic  twitchings.”  These  symptoms,  and  the  position  in  which  the 
patient  lay,  made  Mr.  Davies  now  suspect  that  he  might  have 
broken  ribs  ;  but  although  he  appears  to  have  made  some  attempt 
to  examine  his  chest,  he  failed  in  doing  so,  because,  as  he  states,  the 
patient  was  too  restless.  Wine  and  a  sedative  were  prescribed,  and 
when,  in  the  evening,  Dr.  Hearder  returned  to  the  asylum,  the 
patient’s  condition  was  reported  to  him  ;  he  did  not,  however,  visit 
him  until  the  following  day.  Tie  was  then  weaker  and  scarcely 
able  to  move  about.  Although  present  on  this  occasion,  Mr.  Davies 
did  not  communicate  to  Dr.  Hearder  his  suspicions  as  to  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  fractured  ribs,  nor  did  he  again  see  the  patient  until  a  short 
time  before  he  died. 

Dr.  Hearder  having  then  charge  of  the  case,  relates  that,  without 
placing  his  ear  to  the  patient’s  chest,  he  could  plainly  hear  the 

bronchial  rales,”  and  that  he  tried,  but  without  success,  to  feel  his 
pulse  and  examine  his  tongue,  because  he  was  so  restless.  He 
thought  him  u  in  a  very  low  and  feeble  state  consequent  upon  passive 
congestion  of  the  lungs,  and  the  pouring  out  of  serum  into  the 
bronchial  tubes  ;  ”  admitting,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  symptoms 
must  have  suggested  to  his  mind  the  possibility  of  some  injury  to 
the  chest,  because  he  remembered  endeavouring  to  place  his  hand 
upon  it,  in  which,  however,  owing  to  the  patient’s  restlessness,  he 
did  not  succeed ;  his  reason  for  not  persevering  in  the  examination 
being  the  fear,  did  fractures  exist,  of  causing  further  mischief.  No 
binding  with  rollers,  or  other  treatment  for  broken  ribs,  was  there¬ 
fore  followed,  and  no  further  attempt  was  made  to  ascertain  the 
existence  of  internal  injuries,  either  by  medical  examination  or  by 
inquiries,  whether  the  patient  had  fallen,  or  whether  anything  had 
occurred  which  would  have  been  likely  to  produce  them.  The 
patient  sank  gradually,  and  died  on  the  8th  January,  and  on  the 
same  day  notices  were  forwarded  to  our  office  and  to  the  coroner, 
stating  that  the  apparent  cause  of  death  was  cerebral  disease  and 
broncho-pneumonia.” 

The  post-mortem  examination  of  the  body  was  not  made  until 
three  days  afterwards.  Notwithstanding  the  previous  statement  of 
Dr.  Hearder,  that  the  symptoms  during  life  must  have  suggested  to 
his  mind  the  “possibility  of  some  injury  to  the  walls  of  the  chest, 
he  afterwards  said  that  the  post-mortem  examination  was  made,  not 
because  any  injuries  were  suspected,  but  in  accordance  with  a 
practice  usual  in  the  asylum.  In  his  second  notice  to  the  coroner, 
however,  detailing  the  injuries  discovered  aiter  death,  he  f ui  then 
stated  that  the  patient’s  case  "was  recognised  as  one  m  which 

broken  ribs  were  likely  to  be  found. 

The  record  of  the  post-mortem  appearances,  a  copy  of  whicn  is 
appended,  shows  that  there  was  chronic  disease  of  the  brain,  and 
fatty  deposit  in  the  heart,  liver,  and  one  kidney ;  that  eight  ribs, 
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Appendix  (F.)  four  on  each  side,  were  broken,  the  position  of  the  fractures  being 
— —  in  the  front  part  of  the  chest,  and  that  there  was  no  displacement 
of  the  broken  ends  of  the  bones. 

Dr.  Hearder,  in  his  evidence  before  us,  and  in  his  depositions 
before  the  coroner,  stated  that  there  was  no  infiltration  of  matter 
round  the  points  of  fracture,  and  no  rupture  of  the  pleura,  but 
there  was  adhesive  inflammation  over  the  whole  of  both  lungs,” 
which  were  also  congested. 

Dr.  Hearder  further  stated  that  he  did  not  examine  the  fractured 
ends  of  the  bones,  and  could  not  give  any  opinion  when  the  frac¬ 
tures  occurred,  but  that  he  believed  the  inflammation  had  not 
lasted  much  more  than  a  week,  if  so  much;”  adding,  that  he  had 
not  had  much  experience  in  post-mortem  examinations.  He  con¬ 
sidered  that  “Fees  Price  died  from  disease  of  the  brain  chiefly, 
but  that  the  condition  of  the  lungs  hastened  his  death.”  Mr.  Davies 
was  also  of  opinion  that  the  inflammation  of  the  pleura  was  caused 
by  the  fractures,  though  that  membrane  itself  was  not  ruptured. 

Although  in  our  recent  investigation  we  have  failed  to  obtain  such 
direct  and  positive  proof  as  to  the  time  when  the  injuries  of  which 
Pees  Price  died  were  inflicted,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were 
caused  as  would  justify  a  prosecution,  the  following  analysis  of  the 
evidence  will  show  the  extreme  probability  which  exists  that  they 
were  received  on  the  Sunday  morning  during  Divine  service,  when 
the  patient  was  in  Ho.  1  ward,  and  further,  that  they  were  sustained 
in  a  struggle  with  John  Hughes,  the  attendant. 

During  the  whole  time  that  Price  was  in  the  asylum  he  was  un¬ 
able  to  make  any  complaint,  or  to  give  a  rational  answer  to  a  ques¬ 
tion.  There  is  the  strongest  proof  that,  up  to  the  time  of  his 
arrival  at  the  asylum,  the  patient  had  received  no  injury ;  there 
were  no  bruises  upon  his  person  when  admitted.  Dr.  Hearder,  who 
received  him,  observed  no  difficulty  of  breathing,  or  other  indications 
which  led  him  to  suspect  the  existence  of  fractured  ribs,  and  through¬ 
out  the  whole  of  the  evidence  there  is  no  allegation  that  Price  re¬ 
ceived  any  injury  at  the  hand  of  another  patient. 

On  Sunday  morning,  the  2nd  of  January,  being  the  day  after  his 
admission,  whilst  the  assistant  medical  officer  was  going  his  rounds 
soon  after  Divine  Service,  he  found  recent  bruises  upon  his  hand 
and  ear,  and  a  slight  cut  upon  the  side  of  his  head,  and  then,  for 
the  first  time,  it  was  observed  that  he  had  a  slight  difficulty  of 
breathing.  John  Hughes,  who  was  then  the  attendant  in  charge  of 
No.  1  ward,  accounted  for  the  injuries  by  saying  that  Price  had 
fallen  in  the  bath-room  whilst  he  was  being  cleaned.  From  this 
time  there  is  no  allegation  that  the  patient  sustained  any  other  fall 
or  injury,  except  a  cut  on  the  hand  from  breaking  a  pane  of  glass, 
and  the  night  attendants,  who  visited  him  frequently,  gave  evidence 
that,  during  the  first  three  nights,  when  he  slept  in  a  room  fur¬ 
nished  with  a  bedstead,  although  often  restless,  he  was  never  found 
oui  of  bed. 

The  difficulty  of  breathing,  however,  continued  to  increase,  and 
more  urgent  symptoms  were  observed  from  day  to  day.  On  Wed¬ 
nesday,  the  5th,  Mr.  Davies,  the  assistant  medical  officer,  suspected 
there  were  fractured  ribs,  and  the  same  suspicion  arose  in  the  mind 
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of  Dr.  Hearder  on  the  following  day.  Two  days  afterwards  the  Appendix  (F). 
patient  died,  and  their  suspicions  were  confirmed  at  the  post-mortem 
examination. 

It  is  the  practice  in  the  Carmarthen  Asylum,  during  Divine  Service 
on  Sundays,  to  leave  No.  1  ward  on  the  male  side  in  the  sole  charge 
of  one  attendant,  whilst  the  others  accompany  the  more  intelligent 
patients  to  chapel.  On  the  Sunday  in  question  John  Hughes  had 
been  so  left,  without  assistance,  in  charge  of  the  ward  and  17 
patients,  amongst  whom  was  Rees  Price,  the  deceased.  Most  of 
them  were  quiet  and  harmless,  but  Price  was  of  dirty  habits,  and 
is  everywhere  described  as  restless  and  troublesome,  and  inclined  to 
kick  and  bite  those  who  interfered  with  him.  On  the  other  hand, 

Hughes,  according  to  the  evidence  of  both  the  medical  officers, 
was  of  a  hasty  temper,  and  he  had  on  one  occasion  been  repri¬ 
manded  by  the  superintendent  for  rough  conduct  towards  a  patient. 

When  Price  had  dirtied  himself  it  became  the  duty  of  Hughes, 
who  was  without  assistance  of  any  kind,  to  clean  him,  and  in  the 
performance  of  this  very  disgusting  task,  he  had,  no  doubt,  to  bear 
the  restlessness  and  the  attempted  bites  and  kicks  of  the  patient.  In 
these  circumstances,  and  bearing  in  mind  Hughes’s  hasty  temper,  it  is 
not  difficult  to  understand  how  a  struggle  or  scuffle  may  have  arisen  in 
which  the  ribs  of  the  enfeebled  old  man  were  broken.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  Hughes’s  version  of  the  circumstance  is  highly  improbable  ; 
for,  supposing  Price  to  have  fallen  in  the  bath-room  as  alleged,  it  is 
clear  that  such  an  accident  would  not  only  be  insufficient  to  frac¬ 
ture  his  ribs,  but  it  is  physically  impossible  that  a  fall  backwards,  in 
the  manner  described  by  Hughes,  could  have  produced  the  bruise 
on  his  ear.  Hughes  says,  66  He  went  backwards ;  he  fell  on  the 
ground  where  there  was  no  chair  or  seat,  I  saw  his  head  come 
against  the  wall,  about  two  feet  from  the  ground.” 

It  is  for  the  above  reasons  that  we  think  Rees  Price’s  ribs  were 
fractured  in  a  struggle  with  the  attendant,  J ohn  Hughes,  in  the 
bath-room  of  No..  1  Ward,  on  Sunday  morning,  the  2nd  January  last. 

We  now  proceed  to  consider  whether  there  were  any  circum¬ 
stances  connected  with  the  management  of  the  asylum,  or  the  con¬ 
duct  of  its  officers,  which  would  be  likely  to  give  rise  to  or  favour 
the  occurrence  of  such  an  act  of  violence,  or  would  tend  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  immediate  detection  of  the  injuries,  or  the  discovery  of 
the  person  by  whom  they  were  inflicted. 

1.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  has  been  a  grave  want  of 
judgment  in  allowing  No.  1  male  ward  to  remain  with  only  one 
attendant  on  Sunday  during  the  hours  of  Divine  service.  The 
same  objection  is  to  be  made  to  the  arrangements  on  week-days, 
when,  during  the  absence  of  the  working  patients,  those  remaining 
in  the  ward  are  also  under  the  charge  of  only  one  responsible 
person.  This  fault  in  the  management  is  the  more  obvious  from  the 
fact  that  it  is  in  this  ward  all  newly-admitted  patients  are  first 
placed,  and  in  which,  therefore,  there  should  at  all  times  be  ample 
means  of  supervision  and  care.  Had  there  been  two  efficient 
attendants  in  the  ward  on  the  Sunday  in  question,  it  is  probable 
that  the  lamentable  event  now  under  consideration  would  never 
have  occurred 
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(F*)  2.  Dr.  Hearder  was  to  blame,  because,  although  Rees  Price  on 

admission  was  feeble,  blind,  and  partially  paralysed,  he  gave  no 
special  directions  that  he  should  receive  extra  care  or  extra  diet ; 
and  when  he  next  saw  him  on  Thursday,  the  6th,  and  “  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  some  injury  to  the  walls  of  the  chest”  suggested  itself  to 
his  mind,  he  did  not  make  such  an  examination  as  he  should  have 
done  to  satisfy  himself  that  such  was  or  was  not  the  fact. 

The  most  serious  fault  in  the  medical  management  of  this  case, 
however,  must  be  charged  to  Mr.  Davies  for  not  examining  the 
patient’s  person,  and  especially  his  chest,  on  the  Sunday  morning 
after  the  alleged  fall  in  the  bath-room,  when  he  observed  a  difficulty 
of  breathing,  and  noticed  the  bruises  upon  his  hand  and  ear.  Also, 
for  similar  neglect  when  subsequently  the  symptoms  of  chest  mis¬ 
chief  became  more  marked,  and  when,  as  he  admits,  he  suspected 
the  existence  of  fractured  ribs. 

He  was  also  to  blame  for  not  mentioning  these  suspicions  to  Dr. 
Hearder. 

In  the  description  given  by  the  witnesses  as  to  the  restlessness 
shown  by  this  patient,  we  cannot  discover  that  there  was  any  in¬ 
superable  difficulty  in  making  the  necessary  examination. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  such  examination  by  Mr.  Davies  on  the 
Sunday,  when  the  difficulty  of  breathing  and  the  injuries  were  first 
noticed,  and  subsequently  by  both  the  medical  officers,  the  fractures 
were  not  discovered,  and  the  patient  was  deprived  of  the  advantages 
he  might  have  derived  from  appropriate  surgical  appliances  and 
medical  treatment. 

Further,  it  is  evident,  had  such  examination  been  made,  and  had 
the  superintendent  satisfied  himself  as  to  the  state  of  Price’s  chest 
on  admission,  it  would  have  been  possible  to  fix  the  period  when  the 
injuries  were  received  with  the  utmost  certainty. 

We  regret  to  have  to  allude  to  a  circumstance  affecting  the  accu¬ 
racy  of  the  records  made  by  Mr.  Davies  in  the  case-book.  In  an 
entry  purporting  to  have  been  made  on  the  day  of  the  patient’s 
admission,  he  reported  that  he  was  “almost  moribund,”  whilst  in  his 
evidence  before  us  he  admitted  that  this  entry  did  not  fairly  repre¬ 
sent  the  patient’s  condition  at  the  time,  and  that  it  was  not  made 
until  after  his  death. 

In  conclusion,  we  think  it  imperative — 

1.  That  John  Hughes  be  no  longer  retained  as  an  attendant  in 
the  asylum. 

2.  I  hat  no  ward,  such  as  No.  1  in  the  male  division,  having 
therein  a  troublesome  patient,  be  left  at  any  time  with  only  one 
attendant. 

.  3.  011  ^e  reception  of  a  patient,  a  medical  officer  shall, 

immediately  after  admission,  irrespectively  of  the  existence  of 
bruises  or  of  pulmonary  disturbance,  satisfy  himself  by  a  careful 
medical  examination  of  the  patient’s  person  whether  or  not  the  chest 
is  free  from  injury;  and  also  that  the  person  who  has  accompanied 
the  patient  to  the  asylum  shall  not  be  suffered  to  depart  until  the 
result  of  such  examination  is  communicated  to  him.

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Note  as  to  a  Newspaper  Report  of  the  Inquest.  - 

Our  attention  having  been  directed  to  a  report  of  the  coroner’s 
inquest  contained  in  a  Welsh  newspaper,  and  subsequently  copied 
and  commented  upon  by  the  London  Press,  in  which  Mr.  Davies  is 
represented  to  have  said,  with  reference  to  cases  of  broken  ribs  at 
the  Carmarthen  Asylum,  “  We  have  often  seen  such  cases,”  we 
questioned  him  and  also  Dr.  Hearder  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Davies  denied  that  he  had  ever  used  the  words  quoted.  He 
says,  What  I  said  was,  we  have  had  one  case  which  was  not  very 
satisfactorily  accounted  for,  but  was  explained  by  the  attendants  as 
a  scuffle  between  two  patients.  The  man  who  was  injured  was 
treated  for  the  broken  ribs,  and  recovered.” 

Mr.  Davies  has  held  his  present  appointment  for  nearly  five 
years. 

In  reference  to  the  same  subject.  Dr.  Hearder  said  that  he  did 
not  agree  in  the  statement.  There  had  only  been  one  case  of  frac¬ 
tured  ribs  during  the  two  years  he  had  been  in  the  asylum.  The 
patient  was  still  alive.  The  injury  was  caused  by  fighting  with 
another  inmate.

Report  on  the  Case  of  Santi  Nistri. 

Office  of  Commissioners  in  Lunacy, 

1 9,  Whitehall-place, 

Monday,  8  November  1869. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  we,  the  under¬ 
signed,  have  instituted  a  very  full  inquiry  into  the  case  of  a  man 
named  Santi  Nistri,  wrho,  having  been  admitted  into  the  Hanwell 
Asylum  on  the  11th  of  October  ult.,  died  therein  on  the  21st  of 
the  same  month  from  fracture  of  the  sternum  and  8  ribs.  A  coro¬ 
ner’s  inquest  had  been  held  upon  the  body  on  the  25th,  and 
adjourned  to  the  29th,  when  a  large  number  of  witnesses  were 
examined ;  but,  although  the  jury  found  that  the  patient  had  died 
from  the  effects  of  the  injuries,  and  believed  them  to  have  been 
inflicted  after  the  patient’s  admission  into  the  asylum,  they  were  of 
opinion  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  in  what  manner  they 
had  been  caused. 

We  proceeded  to  the  asylum  on  Friday,  the  5th  instant,  and  there 
learnt  that  the  committee  of  visitors  had  themselves  made  an  in¬ 
vestigation  into  the  matter  on  the  previous  day,  but  they  were 
unable  to  obtain  any  exact  information  as  to  when  or  how  the 
patient  was  injured :  a  communication  to  that  effect  has  since 
reached  us. 

During  Friday  and  Saturday,  at  the  asylum,  we  examined  on 
oath  the  following  per

This  day  we  have,  at  Whitehall-place,  examined  on  oath  Mr. 
Richards  and  Mr.  Shewen ;  the  former  of  whom  is  assistant  medical 
officer  on  the  female  side,  and  the  latter,  who  was  temporarily  acting 

in 
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in  that  capacity  in  the  male  division  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Appendix  (G). 
Begley.  From  the  evidence  thus  obtained,  it  appears  that  Nistri,  — 
who  had  been  previously  an  inmate  of  St.  James’s  Workhouse,  from 
the  30th  of  September  to  the  11th  of  October,  was  admitted  into 
the  Hanwell  Asylum  on  the  last-named  day.  Immediately  on  his 
reception,  he  was  taken  to  the  bath-room  of  No.  4  ward,  and  there, 
in  the  presence  of  Inspector  Cullen,  attendants  James  Pendrey, 

and - —  Ainsworth,  and  also  the  person  who  brought  him  from 

the  workhouse,  medically  examined  by  Mr.  Shewen  before  being 
placed  in  the  bath.  The  following  marks  of  injury  were  observed 
on  his  person :  the  right  eye  was  yellow  from  an  old  bruise  ;  there 
was  an  old  bruise  on  the  jaw  and  cheek;  a  slight  old  bruise  about 
the  size  of  half-a-crown  on  the  right  breast,  and  a  slight  old  scar  on 
the  left  arm.  The  medical  examination  seems  to  have  been  a  care¬ 
ful  one,  but  no  indications  of  internal  injury  were  discovered.  In 
describing  the  way  in  which  the  examination  was  conducted,  Mr. 

Shewen  states,  that  whilst  the  attendant  James  Pendrey  held  up 
the  patient’s  arms,  he  careful^  felt  the  walls  of  his  chest,  placing 
his  hands  upon  them,  and  pressing  them,  until  he  satisfied  himself 
that  there  were  no  fractures.  The  patient  did  not  flinch,  as  if  from 
pain,  when  he  did  so.  Mr.  Shewen  added,  that  his  attention,  in 
making  the  medical  examination,  was  specially  directed  to  the 
discovery  of  any  fracture  of  the  ribs ;  and  he  swore  in  the  most 
positive  manner  that  the  injuries  observed  after  death  did  not,  and 
could  not  have  existed  at  the  time  of  the  patient’s  admission  into 
the  asylum. 

The  inspector,  Cullen,  and  the  attendant,  James  Pendrey,  also 
stated  that  there  was  no  difficulty  of  breathing ;  that,  though  feeble, 
the  patient  was  able  to  walk,  and  that  they  saw  no  other  injuries 
than  the  old  bruises  referred  to.  On  the  other  hand,  when  Mr. 

Bichards,  the  assistant  medical  officer  on  the  female  side,  was  called 
in  to'see  the  patient  on  the  day  preceding  his  death,  he  at  once 
detected  fractures  even  before  placing  his  hands  on  the  patient’s 
chest,  and  he  concludes  his  evidence  in  the  following  terms : — 

“  Had  these  injuries  existed  on  admission,  and  presented  the 
appearances  I  have  described,  I  am  of  opinion  they  could  not 
possibly  have  been  overlooked  by  any  medical  man,  or  other  person 
of  ordinary  intelligence.” 

It  seems  to  us  that  this  medical  evidence  alone  completely  dis¬ 
poses  of  the  allegation  that  the  injuries  existed  previous  to  the 
patient’s  admission  into  the  asylum. 

From  the  bath-room  Nistri  was  taken  to  No.  11  ward,  in  which 


patients  are  usually  placed  on  admission ;  but  on  the  same  evening 
he  was  moved  to  No.  7  ;  and  on  the  following  day  was  again  moved 
into  No.  6.  So  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  no  change  had  been  ob¬ 
served  in  him  up  to  that  time ;  and,  in  his  evidence  before  the 
coroner,  Jesse  Pendrey,  the  charge  attendant,  stated  that  he  had 
bathed  Nistri  on  the  16th,  but  did  not  notice  any  broken  bones. 
All  these  wards  are  occupied  by  patients  more  or  less  refractory. 
The  removals  seem  to  have  taken  place  by  direction  of  Inspector 
Cullen,  without  any  special  orders  from  the  medical  officers.  Cullen 
says:  “  1  told  attendant  Shuter  to  take  him  to  No.  6,  as  being  a 
O.94.  <luieter 
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Appendix  (G.)  quieter  ward  than  No.  7  ;  I  had  no  order  to  do  this  from  the  medical 
'  officer.”  Cullen  explained  that  when  a  patient  was  ff  posted/’  or 
assigned,  to  a  particular  ward  by  the  medical  officer,  he  had  no 
power  to  remove  him  without  orders ;  but  until  then  he  placed  new 
patients  in  the  wards  he  thought  most  suitable  for  them. 

In  No.  6  ward  Nistri  remained  until  the  18th,  when,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  change  for  the  worse  having  been  observed  by  the 
attendant,  Jesse  Pendrey,  the  attention  of  Dr.  Hawkes  was  called 
to  him,  and  he  directed  his  removal  to  the  infirmary  (No.  1),  where 
he  remained  until  his  death,  on  the  21st. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  evidence  that,  although  in  delicate  health, 
and  in  a  state  described  in  the  medical  certificate  as  ee  mania  with 
general  paralysis,”  he  remained  up  until  the  16th,  and  was  strong 
enough  to  walk  daily  in  the  airing-court,  under  the  special  charge 
of  an  attendant,  not  seeming  to  suffer  pain,  and  only  breathing  with 
difficulty  when  going  up  and  down  stairs.  He  is  said  to  have  been 
troublesome,  and  restless,  too  feeble  to  make  any  serious  opposition, 
but  constantly  resisting  being  dressed,  and  endeavouring  to  bite  and 
scratch  the  attendants  who  were  required  to  put  his  clothes  on. 
The  attendant,  Sutton,  exhibited  a  scratch  on  his  hand  which  had 
been  inflicted  whilst  he  and  Pyle  were  attempting  to  dress  him  on 
Sunday,  the  17th. 

There  was  also  always  great  difficulty  in  inducing  him  to  take 
food-  Although  he  is  described  by  Jesse  Pendrey,  the  charge 
attendant  of  No.  6  ward,  as  gradually  getting  weaker  from  day  to 
day,  no  marked  change  in  his  state  appears  to  have  taken  place 
until  the  morning  of  Monday  the  18th,  when  Dr.  Hawkes’s  atten¬ 
tion  was  drawn  to  him.  No  personal  examination  was  then  made, 
but  Nistri’s  condition  at  that  time  was  described  by  Dr.  Hawkes  as 
follows  :  There  was  a  greater  change  on  Monday  the  18th.  The 
pulse  was  feeble,  with  great  pallor,  but  not  sufficient  change  to 
indicate  the  existence  of  severe  injuries ;  at  the  time,  I  did  not 
suspect  that  the  symptoms  were  caused  by  the  injuries  of  which  he 
died,  nor  can  I  now  quite  reconcile  myself  to  that  supposition.  I 
should  have  expected  a  more  severe  shock ;  I  mean,  graver  symp¬ 
toms  than  those  I  noticed.”  There  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that 
at  this  time  a  careful  examination  of  the  patient’s  person  ought  to 
have  been  made,  and  there  was  a  great  want  of  proper  care  and 
attention  when  he  was  first  removed  to  the  infirmary.  Although 
considered  a  suitable  case  for  hospital  treatment,  no  instructions 
were  given  to  the  attendants  for  placing  him  in  bed,  nor  as  to  his 
dietary  or  medical  treatment ;  and,  leaving  No.  6  ward  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th,  he  was  not  again  seen  by  Dr.  Hawkes,  or  any 
other  medical  man,  until  10  o’clock  the  following  day.  And  yet 
the  very  grave  nature  of  the  patient’s  illness  at  the  time  of  his 
admission  into  the  infirmary  may  be  judged  from  the  evidence  of 
Inspector  Martin,  and  Harrison,  the  charge  attendant.  The  former 
says,  Cf  I  thought  from  his  appearance  that  he  was  very  ill;  his 
breathing  was  very  difficult.  I  thought  he  was  sinking,  and  1  said 
to  Harrison,  the  charge  attendant,  ‘  The  sooner  you  get  that  patient 
to  bed  the  better  ;  I  think  that  patient  is  dying.’  ” 

Harrison  states,  referring  also  to  the  patient’s  condition  on  admis¬ 
sion 
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sion  to  the  infirmary  :  He  was  very  ill,  breathing  very  heavily,  Appendix  (G). 

with  a  rattling  in  the  throat,  which  continued  until  he  died.”  Even  - 

two  days  afterwards,  on  the  morning  of  the  20th,  when  the  patient 
was  found  by  Dr.  Hawkes  “  much  worse,  cold,  very  feeble  pulse, 
with  general  nervous  depression,”  no  injuries  were  suspected  ;  at  all 
events,  no  examination  of  the  patient’s  person  was  made.  At  3.30 
on  the  same  day,  however,  two  attendants  who  were  engaged  in 
changing  his  linen,  discovered  a  large  mark  or  bruise  in  the  centre 
of  the  chest.  Upon  this,  Mr.  She  wen  was  sent  for,  and  the  frac¬ 
tures  were  at  once  detected.  The  ribs  were  so  displaced  that  the 
ends  could  be  seen  rising  and  falling  as  the  patient  breathed,  and  the 
sternum  at  once  yielded  to  the  pressure  of  the  finger. 

Reviewing  the  facts  which  we  have  stated  above,  we  have  no 
doubt  whatever  that  the  injuries  of  which  dSTistri  died  were  received 
prior  to  his  admission  into  the  infirmary  ward.  On  Sunday  the  17th, 

Jesse  Pendrey  was  absent  all  day,  and  the  ward  was  left  in  charge 
of  attendant  Sutton,  who  was  assisted  by  Robert  Pyle,  an  attendant 
out  of  No.  17  ward.  On  the  morning  of  the  18th,  when  Pendrey 
returned  to  his  duties,  he  found  Nistri  weaker,  and  called  the 
attention  of  Dr.  Hawkes  to  him,  who  sent  him  to  the  infirmary. 

With  respect  to  a  fall  which  the  patients  Etherington  and  Catmar 
deposed  to,  and  which  was  alleged  to  have  occurred  on  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  the  17th,  when  for  a  short  period  the  ward  had  been  left  without 
any  attendant,  we  endeavoured  to  ascertain,  by  a  personal  inspection 
of  the  locality,  how  far  such  an  accident  would  be  likely  to  produce 
the  fractures. 

The  patient  Catmar,  who  asserts  that  he  saw  Nistri  fall,  described 
minutely  the  manner  in  which  it  happened.  The  stone  floor  of  the 
ward  is  there  quite  level,  and  it  seems  that  when  passing  round  the 
corner  of  the  iron  railing  which  shuts  off  a  disused  staircase,  he 
tripped  over  a  mat  and  fell  on  his  side,  but  not  with  much  violence, 
as  he  broke  his  fall  by  holding  to  the  iron  rails.  If  this  took  place 
in  the  manner  described  to  us,  the  accident  seems  quite  insufficient 
to  account  for  the  injuries,  but  if  simple  fractures  of  the  ribs  already 
existed,  the  fall  might  have  caused  displacement,  and  account  for 
some  of  the  symptoms  which  were  noticed,  both  on  the  Sunday  after¬ 
noon  and  the  morning  of  the  18th. 

It  is  impossible  to  avoid  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  injuries 
were  inflicted  in  No.  G  ward,  and  the  probabilities  point  to  the 
interval  between  the  evening  of  Saturday,  the  16th,  and  Monday, 
the  18th  ;  but,  unfortunately,  no  certainty  can  be  arrived  at.  The 
witnesses  who  could  give  evidence,  would  probably  be  the  persons 
implicated,  and  we  can  place  no  confidence  in  the  statements  of  the 
patients,  some  of  whom  impressed  us  with  the  idea  that  they  had 

been  tutored.  >  . 

The  difference  in  the  opinions  of  the  several  medical  men,  as  to  the 
probable  duration  of  the  injuries,  affords  another  element  of.uncei- 
tanty,  although  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  patient  was  uninjured 

on  admission  into  the  asylum.  ...... 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  we  have  failed  in  obtaining  any  precise 
information  of  how  or  when  this  poor  man  received  the  injuries  of 
which  he  died  ;  but  our  inquiry  has  served  to  show  various  defects 
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Appendix  (G.)  in  the  management  of  the  Hanwell  Asylum.  Most  of  the  defects 
-  have  already  been  referred  to  upon  many  occasions  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  at  their  statutory  visits,  but  it  becomes  necessary,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  lamentable  case,  once  more  to  call  attention  to  them. 
The  information  afforded  by  the  entries  in  the  Case  Book  and 
Clinical  Journal  was  of  the  most  meagre  description,  and  was  of  no 
assistance  to  us.  A  fuller  statement  of  the  case  had  been  drawn  up 
subsequent  to  Nistri’s  death ;  but,  so  far  as  the  case  book  is  con¬ 
cerned,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  had  not  been  com¬ 
plied  with,  and  there  was  no  “  statement  ”  entered  in  it,  as  required 
by  the  44th  section  of  (e  The  Lunacy  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862,” 
and  19th  section  of  the  16th  and  17th  Viet.  c.  96,  which  provides 
that  a  copy  of  such  statement  shall  be  sent  to  the  coroner  within 
two  days  of  the  death  of  any  patient.  It  is  right  here  to  state,  that 
at  this  time  Dr.  Hawkes  was  taking  Dr.  Begley’s  duties  during  his 
absence,  and  that  some  allowance  should,  in  consequence,  be  made 
for  omissions  such  as  we  have  adverted  to  ;  for,  although  Mr.  Sliewen 
had  been  appointed  as  temporary  assistant,  he  was  not  experienced 
in  asylum  management  or  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  much 
labour  at  this  time  necessarily  devolved  upon  Dr.  Hawkes.  The 
insufficiency  of  the  medical  staff  in  this  asylum  has  been  repeatedly 
noticed,  but  without  avail,  in  the  reports  made  from  year  to  year 
upon  the  visits  of  the  Commissioners.  In  reference  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer,  on  the  female  side,  the 
Commissioners,  at  their  visit  in  August  last,  remarked  as  follows  : 
“  Such  an  appointment  (which  we  once  more  most  pressingly  suggest 
as  not  more  required  for  the  proper  care  of  the  patients  than  for  the 
due  filling  up  of  the  medical  records)  would  also  supply  service 
of  a  superior,  because  permanent  kind,  at  a  cost  little,  if  at  all, 
greater  than  is  now  necessarily  paid  for  occasional  and  temporary 
service.” 

We  take  this  opportunity  again  of  recording  our  opinion  in  the 
most  emphatic  manner,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  visitors  no  longer 
to  allow  the  medical  care  of  the  large  number  of  patients  now  in 
Hanwell  to  continue  in  its  present  very  unsatisfactory  state,  but  at 
once  to  place  the  medical  staff  upon  an  efficient  footing.  In  an 
asylum  of  the  size  and  construction  of  Hanwell,  we  believe  that  the 
patients  cannot  receive  adequate  medical  supervision  and  treatment, 
and  the  case  books  and  other  medical  records  be  properly  kept  up 
with  less  than  two  qualified  assistants  in  each  division. 

From  the  statement  of  Dr.  Hawkes  we  ascertained  that  his 
morning  visit  occupies  him  one  hour  and  a-half,  and  that  unless  in 
special  cases  the  sole  medical  care  of  the  patients  devolves  upon  him. 
At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  639  male  patients  in  the  asylum, 
of  whom  240  were  reported  by  Dr.  Hawkes  to  be  under  special 
medical  supervision.  Although  there  is  no  regulation  requiring  him 
to  visit  more  than  once  a  day,  he  informed  us  that  he  frequently, 
perhaps  four  or  five  days  a  week,  visited  the  infirmary  and  epileptic 
wards  in  the  afternoon,  but  none  of  the  other  wards  unless  required  to 
do  so;  In  the  evening  and  during  the  night,  the  wards  are  not  visited 
by  him  unless  he  is  called  to  special  cases.  We  think  it  of  great 
importance  that  the  wards  should  be  visited  by  one  of  the  medical 
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officers  the  last  thing  at  nighty  and  that  the  sick,  bedridden,  and 
recent  or  excited  cases  should  be  particularly  noticed. 

In  reference  to  the  duties  of  the  inspectors,  we  think  that  in  all 
cases  in  which  there  are  difficulties  in  dressing  or  undressing 
patients,  in  bathing  them  or  inducing  them  to  take  food,  one  of  the 
inspectors  should  be  required  to  be  present.  Also,  that  the  power 
which  the  inspectors  appear  to  have  of  removing  patients  from  one 
ward  to  another  before  they  are  u  posted  ”  should  be  withdrawn. 

During  our  inquiry  it  was  shown  that,  not  only  at  meal  times 
generally,  but  also  on  Sundays,  certain  wards,  and,  amongst  them, 
Nos.  6  and  7,  are  left  in  charge  of  one  attendant,  assistance,  if  wanted, 
being  procured  from  an  adjoining  ward.  Thus  on  Sundays  Nos,  6 
and  7,  which  are  refractory  wards,  containing  when  full  50  patients, 
are  left  with  three  attendants. 

On  the  morning  of  Sunday,  the  17th  September,  when  Nistri  is 
stated  to  have  fallen  down,  Sutton,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  ward, 
was  called  away  to  assist  in  another  ward  ;  and,  although  most  of 
the  patients  were  in  it,  there  is  no  doubt  that  for  a  short  period  it 
was  left  without  any  attendant.  The  number  of  available  attendants 
in  the  wards  appropriated  to  the  more  troublesome  class  of  patients 
should  be  increased,  and  we  direct  attention  to  the  following  remarks 
upon  the  insufficient  staff  of  attendants  in  both  divisions,  made  upon 
the  occasion  of  the  last  official  visit  to  the  asylum  : — 

“  There  is  one  more  suggestion  by  our  colleagues  which  we  think 
of  the  greatest  moment,  and  as  to  which  nothing  seems  to  have  been 
done,  "namely,  the  appointment  of  an  additional  special  night 
attendant  to  each  infirmary.  Repeating  this  recommendation 
strongly,  we  also  think  that  additions  are  required  to  the  number  of 
attendants  in  both  divisions,  for  though,  as  the  numbers  are  now 
given,  there  seems  to  be  a  not  unfair  average,  a  deduction,  of 
from  12  to  14,  has  to  be  made  for  those  who  are  daily  absent  on 
necessary  holidays  or  other  occasions,  and  for  these  latter  corres¬ 
ponding  increase  should  be  made.” 

We  further  think  it  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  state  of 
the  lungs  and  heart  of  every  patient  should  be  examined  upon 
admission,  by  means  of  the  stethoscope,  with  the  utmost  care,  and 
irrespective  of  the  existence  of  bruises  or  pulmonary  disturbance, 
and  the  result  recorded  in  the  case  book.

I  HAVE  to  inform  you  that  the  committee  of  visitors,  at  their 
meeting  on  Thursday  last,  the  17th  instant,  had  under  consideration 
the  letter  addressed  to  them  by  your  board  on  the  28th  ultimo,  upon 
the  subject  of  the  death  of  the  patient,  Santi  Nistri,  at  this  asylum, 
and  asking  to  be  informed  what  effect  had  been  gi  ven  to  the  various 
suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioneis,  who  made 
at  a  special 
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a  special  inquiry  into  the  case  ;  and,  in  reply,  I  am  directed  to  state 
that  the  committee  have  appointed  an  additional  special  night  at¬ 
tendant  in  the  infirmaries,  male  and  female,  and  have  given  orders 
that  the  inspectors  shall  always  be  present  at  the  bathing  of  patients 
who  make  objections  to  being  bathed ;  that  the  stethoscope  shall  be 
used  on  the  admission  of  every  male  patient,  instead  of  occasionally 
only,  in  the  same  manner  as  has  long  been  the  case  in  respect  to 
every  admission  on  the  female  side. 

The  committee  have  still  under  consideration  the  question  of 
appointing  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  on  the  female  side,  and 
will  communicate  to  the  Commissioners  their  final  decision  there¬ 
upon  ;  but  they  do  not  intend  to  appoint  a  second  assistant  medical 
officer  on  the  male  side,  and  they  are  fortified  in  the  views  they  take 
in  this  matter,  by  the  opinion  and  large  experience  of  Dr.  Begley, 
who  considers  such  an  appointment  unnecessary ;  and  they  are 
thoroughly  convinced  that  if  the  assistant  medical  officer  on  the 
male  side  duly  discharges  the  duty  expected  from  him,  no  such 
addition  to  the  medical  staff  is  required. 

The  committee  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  enter  into  further 
discussion  as  to  the  facts  of  this  case.  If  they  had  been  satisfied 
by  the  examination  before  the  coroner,  or  by  that  made  by  the 
Commissioners  themselves,  or  by  the  inquiry,  made  with  care  and 
anxiety,  by  the  committee,  that  the  injuries  which  caused  the  death 
of  the  patient,  had  been  occasioned  by  the  act  of  any  person  or 
persons  in  their  service,  they  would  undoubtedly  have  taken  care 
that  the  persons  implicated  should  have  been  brought  before  the 
proper  tribunal  for  deciding  authoritatively  as  to  their  guilt  or  other¬ 
wise  ;  but  no  such  discovery  was  made,  either  by  the  coroner,  the 
Commissioners,  or  the  committee. 

The  view  taken  by  the  committee  is  set  forth  in  the  report  to  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  in  January,  and  to  that  report  the  com¬ 
mittee  desire  to  refer  the  Commissioners.

detained,  all  of  whom  we  saw. 

We  gave  attention  to  all  complaints  made  to  us,  personally  or  in 
writing ;  but  after  due  inquiries,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they 
were  either  entirely  unfounded,  or  of  such  a  nature  as  not  to  call  for 
further  investigation.

We  were  accompanied  during  our  inspection  by  Dr.  Meyer  and 
Dr.  Orange,  from  whom  we  received  every  assistance  and  infor¬ 
mation. 

We  have  to  record  the  following  as  the  changes  in  the  patients 
since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners,  14th  October  1868,  and 
their  present  numbers  : —

Of  the  patients  who  escaped  2  remained  at  large,  viz.,  D.  McL., 
who  effected  his  escape,  24th  December,  by  forcing  out  the  iron 
crossbar  of  his  sleepmg-room  window,  and  A.  Iv.,  who  escaped, 
27th  July  last,  over  the  wall  of  her  airing-court. 

During  the  past  year  fever  of  a  typhoid  charactci  has  pi  evaded 
in  the  asylum  and  neighbourhood,  as  it  had  prior  to  the  last  visit. 
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Appendix  (I,)  and,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Meyer,  from  the  same  causes,  which  it 
— -  is  hoped  will  be  effectually  counteracted  by  measures  in  progress, 

There  has  been  no  case  directly  fatal,  but  the  death  of  1  man  fron 
phthisis  was  supposed  to  have  been  accelerated  by  the  fever. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  we  have  to  state  that,  in  all  the 
wards  containing  day  accommodation  (i.  e.  all  but  the  second  floors 
of  blocks,  Nos.  2  and  5  in  the  male  division),  earthclosets  have 
been  introduced,  and,  as  we  are  informed,  with  satisfactory  results 
The  closets  were,  when  inspected  by  us,  clean  and  dry,  and  free 
from  offensive  odour. 

The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are  47  of  the 
male  sex  anel  28  of  the  female.

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For  recreation  and  amusements  generally,  good  provision  is  no^ 
made.  On  this  subject,  and  in  reference  to  the  observations  in  th 
last  report,  applicable  to  the  male  patients  of  the  worst  class,  w 
have  to  report,  as  a  material  improvement,  that  one  of  the  two  day 
rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  male  block,  No.  1,  containing  4 
patients  of  the  most  dangerous  character  under  the  charge  of  a  hea 
and  10  ordinary  attendants,  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  appropria 
ted  to  the  purposes  of  amusement,  furnished  with  a  bagatelle  boarc 
&c.,  and  made  accessible  to  all  the  inmates  of  the  three  wards  i 
that  block,  by  turns. 

At  the  evening  amusements  provided,  as  many  as  135  male  ana 
55  female  patients  have,  as  reported  to  us,  been  present.

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The  arrangements  for  out-door  exercise  have*  since  the  last  visit,  Appendix  (I.) 
been  greatly  improved.  " 

The  large  airing-ground  on  the  lower  level,  which  was  common  to 
the  patients  in  the  male  blocks.  Nos.  3  and  4  (the  main  building), 
has,  during  the  summer,  been  divided  by  a  high  wall  into  two  equal 
portions,  which  are  assigned  to  those  two  blocks  respectively.  This 
has,  amongst  other  advantages,  had  the  effect  of  enabling  the  attend¬ 
ants  to  exercise,  better  than  before,  the  necessary  supervision  of  the 
more  violent  and  dangerous  patients  associated  with  the  others. 

About  100  male  and  18  or  20  female  patients,  from  all  the  blocks, 
walk  out  in  parties  on  the  estate,  beyond  the  airing-grounds,  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays. 

We  have  now  to  advert  with  special  satisfaction  to  the  improved 
arrangements  made  during  the  past  year,  as  respects  the  male  pa¬ 
tients  of  the  worst  class,  inmates  of  blocks  Nos.  1  and  6. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  on  the  occasion  of  their  last  visit,  the 
Commissioners  commented  in  strong  terms  upon  the  system  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  violent  and  refractory  patients  referred  to,  their  frequent 
and  prolonged  seclusion,  or  constant  isolation;  the  cheerless  character 
of  their  rooms,  the  absence  of  occupation  or  amusement,  and 
their  confinement,  for  exercise,  to  narrow  airing-courts  with  high 
walls. 

The  condition  of  this  class  of  patients  has  since  been  much  im¬ 
proved. 

In  addition  to  the  means  of  amusement  above  mentioned,  those 
patients  are  all  now  taken  out  twice  a  week  to  walk,  for  two  hours 
on  the  principal  terrace;  the  inmates  of  No.  1,  Tuesdays  and  Fri¬ 
days,  and  of  No.  2,  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  and  no  male  patients 
are  any  longer  restricted  for  exercise  to  their  high- walled  airing- 
courts. 

In  reference  to  the  7  men  specially  noticed  at  the  last  visit  as 
having  been  isolated  for  many  months,  rarely  even  walking,  under 
the  restrictions  imposed,  in  the  airing-courts,  we  were  glad  to  find 
5  of  them  quiet,  associated  with  others,  and  apparently  contented. 

The  other  2  were,  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  secluded,  one.  in  a 
single  room  in  block  No.  1,  and  the  other  in  the  barred-off  portion  of 
a  gallery  in  No.  6. 

We  regret  that  it  has  been  deemed  expedient  since  the  last  visit 
to  bar  off  the  end  of  a  fourth  gallery.  These  barred-off  portions  of 
galleries  contain  each  some  single  rooms.  The  holes  in  the  walls  oi: 
a  few  single  rooms  in  blocks  Nos.  1  and  6  are  still  considered  by 
Dr.  Meyer  as  required  in  some  cases  of  very  violent  and  dangerous 
patients,  with  a  view  to  the  protection  of  the  attendants,  and  in  order 
to  avoid  personal  conflicts.  We  cannot  but  think  that  this  excep¬ 
tional  mode  of  treating  even  such  patients,  is  not  only  unnecessary, 
but  calculated  prejudicially  to  affect  the  relation  between  attendants 

and  patients.  #  # 

At  our  request  we  have  been  furnished  with  a  detailed  return  o± 

cases  of  seclusion  from  the  16th  October  1868  to  the  5th  November 
inst.,  inclusive,  of  which  the  following  is  a  summary. 

The  total  number  of  male  patients  secluded  for  all  causes  has  been 

117,  and  of  females  29. 

0.94.  x  4  U± 
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Of  the  former  15,  and  of  the  latter  3,  were  kept  in  bed  during 
portions  of  the  day  for  medical  reasons,  as  fever,  phthisis,  &c.,  or 
whilst  recovering  from  epileptic  attacks. 

The  patients  secluded  for  other  causes,  such  as  acute  mania, 
violence,  or  dangerous  propensities,  have  been  102  in  the  male  divi¬ 
sion  and  26  in  the  female,  the  former  altogether  on  1,852,  and  the 
latter  on  449  occasions. 

The  number  of  instances  of  seclusion  in  the  male  division  during 
the  10  months  before  the  last  visit,  applying  exclusively  to  violent 
conduct  and  dangerous  or  destructive  propensities,  were  as  stated  in 
the  report,  2,535.  The  number  of  similar  occasions,  during  the  past 
13  months  has,  as  above  reported,  been  1,852.  The  average  numbers 
monthly  during  the  respective  periods  appear  thus  to  have  been  re¬ 
duced  by  about  one-half.  We  trust  that,  under  the  improved 
arrangements  and  system,  the  number  will  still  further  be  consider¬ 
ably  reduced. 

As  respects  mechanical  restraint,  we  are  informed  that,  since  the 
last  visit,  2  men  and  1  woman  wore  strait  waistcoats,  the  former 
once  each,  and  the  latter  during  six  nights,  in  all  the  cases  to  prevent 
self  injury. 

We  have  to  report  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  and 
demeanour  of  the  patients  generally  of  both  sexes.  The  cases  of 
violent  excitement  were  confined  to  2  male  patients,  of  whom  1  had 
been  admitted  within  a  few  days. 

In  the  improved  arrangements  to  which  we  have  adverted,  for  out¬ 
door  exercise  and  recreation,  of  which  the  male  patients  generally, 
including  the  most  untractable,  violent,  and  dangerous,  have  now 
regularly  the  benefit,  and  in  the  consequent  great  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  seclusion  in  the  male  division,  we  recognise,  with  satis¬ 
faction,  the  adoption  of  the  views  and  principles  advocated,  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  Commissioners,  and  strongly  expressed  on  the 
occasion  of  their  last  visit. 

The  arrangements  for  bathing  are  quite  satisfactory,  and  the 
patients  have  ample  means  for  personal  attention. 

The  men  are  provided  weekly  with  two  shirts,  a  night  shirt,  a 
flannel,  and  two  pairs  of  stockings. 

We  found  the  several  wards  and  rooms,  beds  and  bedding,  clean, 
and  in  the  best  order. 

During  the  past  year  the  cast-iron  trellis-work  has  been  removed 
from  all  the  remaining  windows,  as  fragile  and  unsafe,  and  replaced 
by  wrought-iron  bars  with  cross  bars. 

The  airing-court  in  connection  with  male  block  No.  2  has,  since 
the  last  visit,  been  laid  out  and  planted,  as  also  will  shortly  be  that 
of  block  No.  5. 

In  reply  to  our  inquiries  as  to  the  extent  of  surplus  accommoda¬ 
tion,  we  were  informed  that  there  is,  at  present,  only  one  vacant  bed 
in  the  male  division,  and  that  the  vacant  beds  in  the  female  are  63 
in  number.  The  original  number  of  beds  in  the  former  was  dimin¬ 
ished  by  22,  on  the  necessary  extension  of  the  day  accommodation. 

Dr.  Cassidy,  two  months  ago,  succeeded  to  the  appointment  of 
second  assistant  medical  officer. 
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Fort  Pitt,  Chatham,  Hospital  for  Lunatic  Soldiers. 

23  November  1869, 

TV  E  found  everything  in  good  order  at  our  visit  to  this  hospital 
to-day,  and,  ol  the  23  soldiers  who  form  the  present  number  of 
lunatic  inmates,  there  was  only  1,  a  patient  suffering  from  melan¬ 
cholia,  with  strongly  suicidal  tendencies,  whose  infirmity  was 
keeping  him  in  doors.  The  rest  were  drawn  up  for  inspection  out¬ 
side  ;  8  of  them,  besides  the  case  mentioned,  only  waiting  the  neces¬ 
sary  vacancies  at  Grove  Hall  to  be  tranferred  to  that  asylum ;  and 
their  condition  and  appearance  generally  wxere  satisfactory.  The 
War  Office  has  sanctioned  a  recommended  change  in  the  clothing; 
and  measures  are  in  progress  to  secure  that  an  improved  character 
shall  in  future  be  given  to  it.  All  proper  attention  continues  to  be 
paid  to  the  diet,  which  is  liberal  for  all  of  this  class  ;  and  such  com¬ 
forts  of  accommodation  as  the  present  building  has  been  necessarily 
deficientin,  with  the  suitable  addition  of  furniture  it  has  also  greatly 
needed,  will,  we  hope,  be  supplied  in  the  establishment  at  Netley,  to 
which  removal  is  now  proposed  to  be  made  almost  immediately. 

It  is  matter  of  much  satisfaction  to  us  to  learn  that  this  removal 
wrill  not  deprive  the  insane  soldiers  of  the  medical  care  and  skill  of 
Dr.  Blatherwick,  or  of  the  intelligent  and  zealous  supervision  of 
Serjeant  Major  Gould ;  and  it  would  be  desirable,  if  the  occasion 
could  be  taken  in  any  manner  compatible  with  the  rules  of  the  ser¬ 
vice,  to  recognise  the  efficiency  with  which,  for  now  more  than  14 
years,  the  difficult  and  delicate  duties  entrusted  to  the  last-mentioned 
excellent  officer  have  been  faithfully  discharged. 

The  number  of  insane  admitted  into  the  hospital  since  the  visit  of 
the  26th  November  1868,  at  which  time  there  were  28  inmates,  have 
been  166;  and  of  these  194  patients,  who  have  thus  been  under 
treatment  in  that  interval,  171  have  been  removed,  leaving  the  23 
seen  by  us  to-day.  There  has  been  no  death  in  the  hospital,  and 
no  casualty  of  any  kind;  though  there  appear  to  have  been  22  cases 
of  suicidal  melancholia  and  4  of  homicidal  propensity  retained  here 
longer  than  was  desirable,  owing  to  the  difficulties  attending  re¬ 
moval.  The  discharged  cases  were  sent,  66  to  Grove  Hall,  1  to 
Halliford  House,  15  to  union  authorities,  and  89  invalided  to  the 
care  of  friends.  We  regret  to  have  to  infer,  from  Dr.  Blather- 
wick’s  careful  returns,  a  steady  rise  in  the  proportion  of  insane  sol¬ 
diers  to  the  average  number  of  men  in  the  service,  the  reported  in¬ 
crease  during  the  past  five  years  having  been  25  per  cent. 

In  the  past  year  there  has  been  unavoidable  overcrowding  in  the 
hospital,  as  many  as  50  having  been  resident,  owing  to  unexpected 
arrivals  from  abroad,  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  asylum  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  more  severe  cases.  That  the  health  should,  never¬ 
theless,  have  been  so  well  maintained  is  satisfactory  evidence  of 
0.94.  skilful 
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Appendix  (J.)  skilful  and  kind  treatment.  There  has  been  no  restraint;  and  the 
seclusion  has  been  limited  to  five  instances  during  the  year,  each  of 
little  more  than  four  hours’  duration. 

The  case  referred  to  at  the  beginning  of  our  report  urgently 
presses  for  immediate  removal. 


Royal  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  Yarmouth. 

25  October  1869. 

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  report  that  we 
have  this  day  inspected  the  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Yarmouth, 
visiting  all  the  wards  and  offices,  and  seeing  every  patient. 

The  establishment  at  present  contains  30  officers  and  154  men, 
total  184.  The  changes  since  our  last  visit,  a  year  ago,  comprise 
the  admission  of  6  officers  and  29  men;  the  discharge,  recovered,  of 
7  officers  and  12  men,  and  the  death  of  4  officers  and  17  men.  This 
mortality,  which  appears  to  be  somewhat  high,  may  be  accounted  for 
by  the  large  number  of  cases  of  general  paralysis  usually  to  be  found 
amongst  these  patients,  and  there  are  as  many  as  34  now  resident, 
who  are  affected  with  that  disease. 

We  have  again  a  most  favourable  report  to  make  of  the  condition 
of  the  institution  and  its  inmates,  all  the  wards  were  perfectly  clean 
and  well-ventilated,  a  proper  temperature  was  maintained  through¬ 
out,  and  the  bedding  and  furniture  was  most  comfortable  and  suit¬ 
able.  As  regards  matters  of  decoration,  we  noticed  that  the  wood¬ 
work  in  the  warrant  officer’s  mess-room  had  been  grained  in  imitation 
of  oak.  That  here,  and  also  in  the  officers’  refractory  ward,  cor¬ 
nices  and  valances  have  been  fixed  to  the  windows,  and  that  framed 
prints  have  been  hung  in  all  the  sleeping-wards  save  one.  Some  im¬ 
portant  structural  alterations  and  additions  have  also  been  made  during 
the  past  year.  A  new  reception-room  for  the  friends  of  officers  has 
been  fitted  up  in  the  angle  between  A  and  B  houses,  and  a  covered 
way  has  been  constructed  in  connection  with  it,  which  will  be  warmed 
with  hot  water  as  suggested  by  our  colleagues,  and  serve  as  a  passage 
of  communication  between  the  day-rooms  and  sleeping-rooms  of  the 
officers  occupying  this  portion  of  the  hospital.  There  is  also  a  new 
reception-room  between  Gr  and  H  houses  for  the  men,  and  here  a 
very  important  improvement  will  shortly  be  made  by  fitting  up  the 
first  floor  of  the  west  end  of  H  house  as  a  contagious  ward,  and  the 
room  below  as  an  ordinary  night-ward.  The  stores  which  now  occupy 
the  whole  of  this  block  will,  by  improved  arrangements,  be  easily 
contained  in  the  two  floors  on  the  east  of  the  building.  Separate 
entrances  will  be  formed  to  all  these  departments,  and  due  precau¬ 
tions  taken,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  disconnect  the  contagious  ward 
from  the  adjacent  rooms.  A  separate  bath,  watercloset,  and  lava¬ 
tory  will  also  be  necessary  for  this  department. 

New  waterclosets  with  cross  ventilation,  which  have  proved  so 
successful  in  other  wards,  are  now  in  course  of  construction  between 
E  and  F  houses,  and  others  in  connection  with  the  bath-room  ;  and 
the  rooms  above  will*  we  hope,  shortly  be  commenced,  as  we 

understand 
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understand  that  a  demand  for  them  has  already  been  forwarded  to  Appendix  (J.) 
the  proper  quarter. 

The  suggestion  made  by  our  colleagues  for  the  engagement  of  fe¬ 
male  nurses  for  the  infirmary  will  be  carried  out  so  soon  as  quarters 
can  be  built  for  them.  We  were  informed  that  it  is  in  contempla¬ 
tion  to  extend  the  front  walls  and  railings  to  the  extreme  boundary 
of  the  land  belonging  to  the  Crown,  and  in  connection  with  this  sub¬ 
ject  we  suggest  the  lowering  of  the  internal  walls  separating  the 
airing-courts. 

The  patients,  at  the  time  of  our  visit  were,  without  exception, 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  personally  in  a  most  satisfactory  state.  W e 
saw  the  dinners  served  and  tasted  the  food,  which  was  excellent  in 
quality,  well  cooked,  and  neatly  served.  All  needful  provisions  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  made  within  doors  for  the  recreation  of  the  patients. 

From  40  to  50  of  them  go  beyond  the  premises  for  exercise,  and  the 
officers  have  the  use  of  a  carriage  on  four  days  in  the  week.  Latterly 
as  many  as  50  were  taken  to  a  circus,  and  there  are  fishing  parties 
and  other  out-door  amusements.  There  are,  besides  the  Sunday 
services,  daily  prayers  in  the  chapel,  at  which  about  55  patients  are 
usually  present.  The  Sunday  congregation  amounts  to  about  80. 

From  60  to  70  of  the  men  are  regularly  and  usefully  employed  on 
the  land,  in  the  laundry  and  washhouse,  assisting  in  the  wards,  and  at 
various  trades.  The  tailors,  of  whom  there  are  seven,  make  all 
the  jackets  and  greatcoats,  and  all  the  repairs  are  done  on  the  pre¬ 
mises. 

The  very  satisfactory  condition  in  which  we  found  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  this  institution  is  highly  creditable  to  Deputy  Inspector 
General  Dr.  McCleod,  who  continues  to  be  ably  assisted  by  Dr. 

Which er ;  and  the  experience  in  the  management  of  the  insane 
which  these  officers  have  acquired,  owing  to  their  continued  residence 
here,  enables  them  to  adopt  the  most  efficient  means  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  the  good  government  of  the 
hospital.

Several  instances  having  occurred  of  insane  paupers  being  placed 
in  baths  without  due  attention  to  the  rules  and  conditions  which 
ought  to  be  observed,  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  expressed 
their  desire  to  the  Poor  Law  Board  that  some  definite  system  should 
be  adopted  for  the  future,  and  they  consider  it  important  that  fixed 
rules  for  the  guidance  of  workhouse  officers  in  giving  baths  to  insane 
persons,  either  in  wards  set  apart  entirely  for  that  class,  or  in  which 
they  are  mixed  with  the  ordinary  inmates,  should  be  laid  down. 

Regulations,  of  which  a  copy  is  annexed,  have  accordingly  been 
framed  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  for  this  object,  and  in  bring¬ 
ing  them  under  the  notice  of  the  guardians,  I  am  directed  to  request 
that  they  may  receive  their  careful  consideration  with  the  view  to 
their  adoption,  so  far  as  the  circumstances  and  arrangements  of  the 
workhouse  will  permit. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  also  been  drawn  to  the  practice  of 
removing  female  lunatics  from  workhouses  to  asylums  without  any 
companion  of  their  own  sex.  The  Board  request  that  the  guardians 
will  take  the  necessary  steps  for  ensuring  that  a  female  may  accom¬ 
pany  the  female  lunatics  on  their  removal  to  an  asylum.

Regulations  for  the  guidance  of  the  Attendants . 


1.  Every  patient  to  be  bathed  immediately  after  admission,  and 
once  a  week  afterwards,  unless  exempted  by  medical  order.  Should 
there  be  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  advisability  of  bathing  any 
patient  owing  to  sickness,  feebleness,  or  excitement,  immediate  refer¬ 
ence  to  be  made  to  the  medical  officer. 

2.  The  name  of  every  patient  not  having  the  customary  bath  to 
be  reported  to  the  medical  officer. 

3.  In  preparing  a  bath,  the  cold  water  is  always  to  be  turned  on 
first. 

4.  Before  the  patient  enters  the  bath  the  temperature  is  to  be 
ascertained  by  the  thermometer,  and  is  not  to  be  less  than  88  degrees, 
nor  above  98  degrees.  In  case  of  the  thermometer  becoming  ineffi¬ 
cient  from  injury,  &c.,  all  bathing  operations  to  be  suspended  until 
another  be  obtained. 

5.  Not  more  than  one  patient  to  be  bathed  in  the  same  water. 

6.  Under  no  circumstances  whatever  are  two  patients  to  occupy 
the  bath  at  the  same  time. 

7.  During  the  employment  of  the  bath  the  room  is  never  to  be  left 
without  an  attendant.  At  all  other  times  the  door  is  to  remain 
locked,  and  the  floor  to  be  kept  dry. 

8.  Under  no  pretence  whatever  is  the  patient’s  head  to  be  put 
under  water. 

9.  In  the  bath  the  body  of  each  patient  is  to  be  well  cleansed  with 
soap.  After  coming  out  of  the  bath  especial  care  must  be  taken  to 
dry  those  patents  who  are  feeble  and  helpless,  and  to  clothe  them  as 
rapidly  as  possible. 

10.  The  keys  are  never  to  remain  on  the  bath  taps,  nor  are  they 
to  be  employed  by  patients.  When  not  in  use  they  are  to  be  locked 
in  the  attendants’  room. 

,11*  Any  marks,  bruises,  wounds,  sores,  local  pain,  evidences  of 
disease  of  any  kind,  complained  of  by  the  patients  or  noticed  by  the 
attendant  during  any  of  the  bathing  operations,  to  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  medical  officer. 

12.  Any  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  warm  water,  soap,  towels, 
&c.,  to  be  reported  to  the  medical  officer. 

13.  The  attendants  are  to  bear  in  mind  that,  except  under  medical 

order  the  baths  are  to  be  employed  solely  for  the  purposes  of  clean¬ 
liness. 


14.  Neither 
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14.  Neither  the  cold  nor  the  shower  bath  is  ever  to  be  employed,  Appendix  (m.) 

except  under  medical  order,  and  then  only  in  presence  of  one  of  the  - — - 

officers.  When  not  in  use  the  door  of  the  latter  is  to  remain  locked, 

and  the  key  to  be  kept  in  the  attendants’  room. 

15.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  head  attendant  to  be  present  at  all  baths 
employed  under  medical  order,  and  to  take  care  that  the  duration 
does  not  exceed  the  time  specified  in  such  order.  He  is  also  to 
surpervise  the  whole  of  the  ordinary  bathing  operations,  to  ascertain 
that  the  rules  are  rigidly  carried  out,  and  to  report  to  the  medical 
superintendent  every  infringement  that  may  come  to  his  know¬ 
ledge.

If  so,  where  a  lunatic  is  received  to 
board  or  lodge  in  the  house  of  one 
person,  and  another  takes  the  “  care 
or  charge  v  of  him,  by  which  person 
should  the  statutory  documents  be 
obtained,  and  are  both  punishable 
for  neglect  in  obtaining  the  same, 
and  supplying  copies  to  the  Com¬ 
missioners  ? 

3.  What  is  the  full  force  and 
meaning  of  the  words  in  the  90th 
section,  “  as  a  lunatic  or  alleged 
lunatic,”  and  by  whom  must  the 
lunatic  be  alleged  to  be  so  ? 


4.  It  a  wife  become  lunatic,  and 
be  removed  by  her  husband  from 
home  to  a  house  elsewhere  taken  for 
her  exclusive  accommodation,  and 
she  be  there  placed  in  the  charge  of 
a  resident  medical  man  or  paid  at¬ 
tendant,  are  an  order  and  certificates 
under  the  90th  section  requisite  for 
her  reception*  or  charge,  and  if  so,  to 
whom  should  the  order  of  reception 
be  addressed  ? 

5.  Is 


1.  We  are  of  opinion  that  u  pay¬ 
ment”  is  not  absolutely  synonymous 
with  “  profit  ”  Profit  is  the  larger 
term,  and  may  include  other  advan¬ 
tages  besides  pecuniary. 

2.  We  are  of  opinion  that  receiv¬ 
ing  to  board  or  lodge  must  be  read 
as  distinct  from  taking  care  or 
charge.  The  duty  in  question  is 
imposed  by  the  statute  on  both,  and 
both  are  punishable  if  they  neglect 
it. 


3.  We  think  the  words  lunatic  or 
alleged  lunatic  are  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  ensuring  the  protection  of 
the  law  not  only  to  lunatics  in  fact, 
but  to  all  persons  who,  without 
being  lunatics,  are  treated  as  luna¬ 
tics.  No  one  in  particular  need 
“  allege  ”  the  person  to  be  a  lunatic 
for  the  purposes  of  s.  90.  It  is 
enough  if  the  person  is  received,  or 
taken  charge  of,  as  being,  or  as 
being  represented  to  be  a  lunatic. 

4.  In  the  case  of  a  husband,  he 
will  very  seldom  be  within  s.  90  at 
all,  because  he  very  seldom  derives 
any  profit  from  the  charge.  In  the 
case  supposed  the  resident  medical 
man  is,  however,  we  think,  bound  to 
have  the  order  and  certificates,  and 
to  transmit  them  under  s.  90. 


5.  No. 
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5.  Is  the  last  question  affected, 
and  in  what  way,  by  the  fact  that  the 
house  to  which  the  lunatic  is  so  re¬ 
moved  is  not  a  house  specially  hired 
for  the  lunatic,  but  the  property  or 
former  residence  of  the  husband  ? 

6.  Does  the  residence  in  that  house 
of  the  husband,  or  of  any  and  what 
number  of  the  patient’s  family,  affect, 
and  in  what  way,  that  question  ? 
Are  occasional  visits  to  the  wife 
there,  by  the  husband  or  relative, 
tantamount  to  residence  by  him  ? 


7.  Is  an  insane  person  remaining 
at  home  and  alone  in  consequence  of 
having  no  relations,  but  placed  in 
the  charge  of  a  resident  medical  man 
or  attendant  paid  for  his  cervices, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
8  &  9  Viet  c.  100  ? 

8.  Is  the  case  of  a  lunatic  husband 
or  any  other  and  what  lunatic  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  family  dealt  with  as  stated 
in  query  4  by  his  wife  or  any  and 
what  near  relative,  equally  within 
the  provisions  of  the  iket  8  &  9 
Viet.  c.  100,  as  that  of  a  wife  ? 

9.  Can  a  person  sign  an  order  of 
reception  under  the  Act  expressly  as 
an  agent,  and  can  he  thereby  avoid 
individual  responsibility  in  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  save  to  his  principal  ? 

10.  If  a  husband  deny  the  lunacy 
of  his  wife,  may  another,  being  the 
husband’s  solicitor,  or  styling  him¬ 
self  to  be  so,  sign  an  order  for  her 
reception  under  the  Act  as  a  luna¬ 
tic  ? 


11,  If  the  copy  of  an  order  signed 
by  the  solicitor,  and  so  described  at 
the  foot  of  the  order,  be  sent  to  the 
Commissioners,  what  is  their  proper 
course  ? 
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6.  We  think  the  residence  of  the 
husband  in  the  house  would  render 
any  order  or  certificates  unnecessary, 
if  he,  in  fact,  took  the  care  and 
charge  of  his  own  wife,  without 
placing  her  under  the  care  or  charge 
of  any  one  else ;  otherwise  it  would 
not  affect  the  question.  Occasional 
visits  by  the  husband  or  other  rela¬ 
tion  would  not,  in  our  opinion, 
amount  to  residence,  or  to  taking 
care  and  charge, 

7.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this 
question  must  be  answered  in  the 
affirmative. 


8,  We  give  the  same  answer  to 
this  question. 


9.  We  think  not.  The  order  is  to 
be  “  under  the  hand  ”  of  some  per¬ 
son  ;  and  the  signing  person  seems 
to  us  therefore  to  be  a  principal,  and 
cannot  sign  as  agent  for  another. 

10.  We  think  he  may,  and  that 
such  order  would  prima  facie  be 
good,  if  it  purported  to  be  made 
by  the  solicitor  acting  for  himself, 
and  not  as  attorney  or  agent  for 
another  person.  The  matter  of  fact 
would,  in  regular  course,  if  disputed, 
come  to  be  tried, 

11.  If  the  order  purported  to  be 
signed  by  the  solicitor,  qua  solicitor 
or  agent,  it  would  be  invalid  ;  if  on 
his  own  behalf  and  the  statutory 
forms  were  complied  with,  it  should 
be  dealt  with  b^  the  Commissioners 
as  a  valid  order.  The  peculiar  cir¬ 
cumstances  would  of  course  suggest 
the  strictest  possible  enquiry.
